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AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  PiibUo 
Charities  J  a/nd  defining  their  duties  and  powers. 

BBcnoK  I.  B4  it  tnaeted  by  the  People  qf  the  State  qf  lUinoit,  represented  in  the  General  Aeeembly, 
ThAt  within  t«n  days  after  the  paasage  of  this  act,  the  governur,  by  and  Mth  the  content  of  the  sen- 
«se»  shall  appoint  live  persona,  totbe  called  and  known  ss  "The  Board  of  State  Commissioners  of  Pnb- 
lio  Charitiee."  One  of  the  persons  so  appointed,  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
one  for  three  years,  one  for  foar  years,  and  one  for  five  years,  as  indicated  by  the  governor  in  malring 
the  appointments :  and  all  appointments  thereaft>er,  except  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  be  for  Ave  years.  In 
tmae  of  any  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  removal  fh>m  the  state  by  auy  such  person  so  appointed,  or 
de»th  or  resignation,  or  non-acceptance  of  the  oflBce,  or  removal  from  office  by  the  governor,  by  any 
much  person  so  appointed,  the  governor  shall  immediately  All  such  vacancy ;  and  all  appointments 
mmde  by  ih%  governor  when  the  senate  is  not  in  session,  shall  be  valid,  nntil  the  next  session  of  the 
•eoate. 

§  S.  Before  entering  npon  their  duties,  the  said  commissioners  shall,  respectively,  take  and  tub- 
•cxibe  the  constitutional  oath  required  of  other  state  officers,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
•eoretary  of  state,  who  is  hereby  authorised  and  directed  to  administer  such  oath.  The  said  oonunis- 
•loners  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  out  of  their  number,  and  tuoh  other  officers  and  agents 
MS  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  adopt  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  the  transaction  of  their 
business,  as  they  may  consider  ezpedieut. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  full  power,  at  all  times,  to  look  into  and  examine  the  condi- 
tion of  the  several  institutions,  which  they  may  be  authorized  by  this  act  to  visit,  flnandaUy,  and 
otherwise :  to  inquire  and  examine  into  their  methods  of  instruction,  and  the  government  and  man- 
afemMit  of  their  inmates,  the  official  conduct  of  trustees,  directors,  and  other  officers  and  employees 
of  the  same;  the  condition  of  the  buildings,  grounds,  and  other  property  connected  therewith,  and 
into  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  their  usefulness  and  good  management ;  and  for  these  purposes 
they  shall  have  free  access  to  the  grounds,  buildings,  and  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  said  institn- 
tiona :  and  all  persons  now  or  hereafter  connected  with  the  same  are  hereby  directed  and  required  to 
five  such  information  and  afford  such  facilities  for  inspection  as  the  said  commissioners  may  require. 

§  4.  The  said  commissiuners,  or  some  one  of  them,  are  hereby  authorised  and  required,  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to  visit  all  the  charitable  and 
correctional  institutions  of  the  state,  excepting  prisons  receiving  state  aid,  and  ascertain  whether  the 
moneys  appropriated  for  their  aid  are  or  have  been  economically  add  judiciously  e3(pended ;  whether 
the  objects  of  the  several  institutions  are  accomplished ;  whether  the  laws  in  relation  to  them  are 
foil  J  complied  with ;  whether  all  parts  of  the  state  are  equally  benefited  by  said  institutions,  and  the 
various  other  matters  referred  to  in  the  third  section  of  this  act ;  and  report  in  writing  to  the  gov. 
emor,  by  the  fifteecth  of  December,  annually,  the  result  of.,^elr  investigations,  together  with  such 
other  information  and  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  and  the  said  board  of  public  chari* 
ties,  or  one  of  them,  shall  make  any  special  investigation  into  alleged  abuses  in  any  of  said  inttitn- 
tions,  whenever  the  governor  shall  direct,  and  report  the  result  of  the  same  to  the  governor. 

$  5.  The  said  commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  shall  also,  at  least  once  each  year,  visit  and  examine 
into  the  condition  of  each  of  the  city  and  county  alms  or  poor  houses,  or  other  places  where  the  in- 
sane may  be  confined,  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers  relative  thereto,  as  mentioned  in  the  third  sec- 
tion of  this  act :  and  shall  report  to  the  legislature,  in  writing,  the  tesult  of  their  examination,  in  con- 
nection with  the  annual  report  above  mentioned. 

§  6.  Whenever  any  chaiitable  or  correctional  institutions,  subject  to  the  inspection  herein  provided 
for,  require  state  aid  for  any  purpose  other  than  their  usual  expenses,  the  said  commissioners,  or  some, 
or  one  of  them,  shall  inquire  carefully  and  fully  into  the  ground  of  such  want,  the  purpose  or  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  same,  the  amount  which  will  be  required  to  accomplish  the 
desired  objeet,  and  into  any  other  matters  connected  therewith ;  and  in  the  aannal  j^qrt  of  each 
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year  they  iball  give  the  reenlt  of  ■ndh  Inqniriei,  together  with  their  own  opinions  and  oondnsioiia 
relating  to  the  whole  subject. 

$  7.  The  said  oommlssioners,  or  any  one  of  them,  are  hereby  anthorized  to  administer  oaths,  and 
examine  any  person  or  persons  in  relation  to  any  matters  connected  with  the  inquiries  authorised  by 
this  act. 

§  8.    The  said  board  of  commissioners  shsll  have  poww,  and  they  are  hereby  anthorized  to  appoint 

a  clerk,  who  shall  hold  his  office  daring  their  pleasure,  with  a  salary  not  exceeding dollars  per 

annum,  who  shall,  when  required,  act  as  an  accountant,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  have  occasion 
to  invest ignte  the  financial  or  other  affairs  of  any  of  the  institutions  affected  by  this  act,  or  the  ac- 
counts or  official  coDdoct  of  any  of  their  officers;  and  when  acting  as  such  accountant,  ho  shall,  in 
addition,  be  allowed  bin  actual  traveling  expenses. 

$  9.  Tbo  nu:nher  of  tbe  board  of  trustees  of  the  "Hospital  for  the  Insane  "  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  *'Illiuois  Institution  for  tbe  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,'*  the  board  of  directors  for  the 
"luBtitutinn  for  Eilucating  the  Blind,"  and  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  ''Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home," 
respectively,  shall,  immediately  after  tbe  pasiiage  of  this  act,  be,  by  the  governor,  reduced  to  three 

§  10.  The  said  commissiuners,  or  some,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall  attend  upon  the  session  of  the 
legislature  wheuever  any  committee  of  either  house  shall  require  their  attendance. 

$  11.  Said  board  of  co  niiHsioners  bhall  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state  with  the  necessary 
blank  books,  blanks  and  stationery. 

$  12.  Tbe  6»id  comlllis^iunerH  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  time  or  services,  but  the 
actual  expenseH  of  «ach  one  of  tbem.  while  engaged  in  tbe  petformance  of  the  duties  of  their  office; 
anil  any  actual  outlay  for  any  actual  ai4l  aud  astiistanoe  require^l  in  examinations,  and  investigations, 
on  being  mado  out  and  verified  by  tbe  affitiavit  of  the  oomuiiaiiioners  making  tbe  charge,  and  approved 
by  the  governor,  shall  be  piiiil  quarterly  by  the  tieaaurer,  on  the  warrant  of  tbe  auditor  of  public  ao* 
counts,  outiif  any  moueya  iu  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated;  and  the  clerk  of  the  board 
sbiiU  be  paiii  in  like  niauner. 

§  13.  No  nieuiber  of  the  board  of  eaid  commissioners  shall  be.  directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in 
any  ctminiut  for  building,  reptiiriug  or  fumiiibiug  any  of  the  institutions  which  by  this  act  they  are 
autlio  ized  Ut  viHit  aud  iUHpect;  nor  shall  any  trustee  or  other  officer  of  any  of  the  institutions,  em- 
biacetl  in  i  his  act  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  comnrinsioner  hereby  created. 

^  1 1.  The  gi>v«*rniir  is  hereby  authorized  to  remove  any  of  the  trustees  and  directors  of  any  of  the 
iusiituiiiiUB  named  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  act.  wheuever,  in  his  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  state 
nil iiire  such  removal;  and  in  ease  of  removal,  he  shall  communicate  to  the  legislature  the  cause  of 
suc'^  removal. 

,  §  l.\  No  two  members  of  the  aforesaid  boanis  of  trustees  or  directors  of  said  institutions  shall  be 
residents  of  tht*  same  county,  nor  shall  more  than  one  trustee  or  director  aforesaid  reside  in  the  county 
where  said  institutions  shall  l>e  respectively  locate«l.  The  principal  of  the  "Institution  for  the  £du- 
CiUion  of  tin*  Deaf  and  Dumb,"  shall  continue  to  be,  tx-ogUio,  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
that  institution. 

^  IG.    A 11  laws,  or  parts  of  laws,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ore  hereby  repealed. 

§  IT.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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THIRD  BIENNIAL  REPORT. 


The  State  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  for  the  State  of  Illinois, 
in  pr^sentin«r  this,  their  third  biennial  report,  for  transmission  to  the 
General  Assembly,  think  it  due  to  themselves  to  say  that  it  would  have 
been  fuller  and  more  perfect,  if  the  time  allowed  for  its  preparation 
were  somewhat  more  extended.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  state  closes  on 
the  thirtieth  day  of  November.  Tbe  legislature  meets  on  the  Wednes- 
day following  the  first  Monday  in  January.  The  result  is,  that  all  the 
labor  of  preparing,  copying  and  printing  the  official  reports,  both  of 
the  institutions  and  of  this  board,  is  crowded  into  the  brief  space  of 
about  five  weeks.  Tlie  preparation  of  the  institution  reports,  with  their 
financial  and  other  statistical  statements,  consumes  more  than  half  of 
this  period.  Until  they  are  received  at  the  state  capital  they  cannot  be 
examineil,  verified,  corrected/ compared,  and  their  substance  thrown 
into  a  general  statement,  accon)panied  by  statistical  tables,  as  is  re- 
quired of  us  by  the  law  creating  the  commission. 

Nut  only  this  :  there  is  a  further  delay  in  the  printing  of  tbe  institu- 
tion reports,  in  consequence  of  the  fact  that  the  state  ])rinter  must  first 
print  the  official  reports  of  the  state  officers.  It  is  impossible,  there- 
fore, without  a  change  in  the  fiscal  year  of  the  institutions,  to  satisfy 
the  exx)ectations  of  the  General  Assembly  in  this  regard.  Such  a 
change,  making  the  year  end  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  instead 
of  November,  as  at  present,  would  obviate  these  evils  and  secure  better 
service. 

It  affords  us  pleasure,  at  the  outset,  to  state  that  we  know  of  no  ir- 
regularity in  the  mangement  of  any  of  the  public  institutions  of  this 
state  during  the  past  year.  Neither  are  we  called,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion, to  report  any  existing  deficiency  in  the  accounts  of  any  of  them. 
But  one  of  them  asks  this  year  for  a  deficiency  appropriation,  and  that 
for  an  almost  insignificant  amount.  We  congratulate  the  legislature 
and  the  people  of  Illinois  on  the  high  degree  of  organization  and  effi- 
ciency to  which  the  state  institutions  have  attained.  Their  prosperity 
and  success  indicate  the  existence  of  an  advanced  type  of  civilization 
among  the  people  by  whom  they  have  been  created  and  nourished. 
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We  presume  that  the  information  most  desired  by  the  present  General 
Assembly  will  relate  chiefly  to  two  questions,  which  will  necessarily  come 
before  it  First,  there  is  the  standing  question  of  the  amounts  proper 
to  be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  state  institutions  for  the  next 
two  years ;  and  second,  the  question  of  a  revision  of  the  statutes  relat- 
ing to  their  general  organization  and  management. 

It  is  well-known,  that  the  commission  to  revise  the  statutes,  whose 
work  was  passed  upon  by  the  last  legislature,  and  is  embodied  in  the 
volume  recently  issued  by  the  state,  reported  certain  bills,  which  failed 
to  secure  sufficient  strength  to  bring  them  to  a  direct  vote  in  either 
house.  Several  substitutes  for  these  bills,  which  were  introduced,  also 
failed  to  pass  the  General  Assembly,  and  that  body  adjoured  sine  die, 
without  relieviog  the  statute  books  of  the  present  mass  of  incongruous 
enactments,  whose  lack  of  sufficient  unity,  clearness  and  simplicity  will 
be  apparent  to  any  one  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  examine  them . 
critically. 

Upon  both  these  questions  we  have  endeavored  to  put  the  General 
Assembly  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  essential  to  the  development  of 
a  just  opinion  aud  a  wise  policy. 

The  present  report  embodies  a  number  of  statistical  tables  and  other 
statemeuts,  all  of  which  will,  be  think,  bear  close  scrutiny  and  repay 
thorough  study.

Though  not  perfect 
in  all  respects,  we  yet  believe  that  it  is  thoroughly  honest

Appropriations  asked. 

The  amount  asked  by  the  institutions,  and  which  they  desire  the 
General  Assembly,  at  its  pre8i*nt  session,  to  appro])riate  for  the  ex- 
penses of  tbe  next  two  years,  from  the  first  of  July,  1875,  to  the  first  oi 
of  July,  1877,  is  more  tban  lialf  a  million  dollars  less  than  the  amount 
of  tbe  requests  preff rred  two  yf  ars  ago,  and  is  very  little  more  in  tbe 
aggregate  tban  tbe  amount  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly.

The  reduction  in  the  amoont  of  appropriations  asked  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  for  six  years  past  the  state  has  been  engaged  in  the  work  of 
erecting  new  buildings  for  the  institutions,  which  are  now  nearly  all 
completed. 

In  the  year  1865,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  war,  the  state, 
in  fiilQllment  of  many  pledges  and  assurances  given  to  the  volunteers, 
that  ia  case  of  their  death,  their  children  should  be  protected  and  cared 
for,  established  the  *«Home  for  Children  of  Deceased  Soldiers,  common- 
ly known  as  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  at  IS^ormal. 

The  legislature,  at  the  same  session,  established  the  Experimental 
School  for  Idiots  and  Feeble-Minded  Children,  at  Jacksonville,  to  which 
a  separate  charter  was  afterwards  granted,  in  1871. 

In  18G7  the  state  accepted  the  offer  of  the  United  States  government 
to  endow  a  ''college  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,"  and  established  the  Illinois  Industrial  University,  at  Urbaua. 
The  gift  of  lands  by  the  United  States  was  made  upon  condition  that 
no  portion  of  the  funds  derived  from  their  sale  should  be  expended  for 
the  erection  of  buildings. 

In  1869  the  era  of  building  was  inaugurated.  The  Twenty-Sixth 
General  Assembly  founded  three  new  institutions,  namely,  the  two 
new  insane  hospitals,  at  Elgin  and  Anna,  and  the  Southern  I^ormal 
University,  at  Carbondale. 

(The  Keform  School,  which  is  not  under  our  jurisdiction,  was  founded 
in  1867.) 

Thus  it  appears  that  of  twelve  state  institutions  (or  thirteen,  if  the 
penitentiary  is  included  in  the  list),  seven  had  no  existence  prior  to  the 
year  1865.  The  enlargement  of  the  system  has  taken  place  within  the 
past  ten  years.  Among  the  causes  which  combined  to  bring  about  this 
result  may  be  mentioned  the  apparent  financial  prosperity  of  the  state 
and  of  the  country  at  large  for  several  years  after  the  close  of  the  war. 
All  the  new  institutions  were  established  during  the  period  when 
money  was  abundant  and  capital  desirous  of  finding  an  investment. 

The  Chicago  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  organized  in  1868, 
and  chartered,  by  special  enactment,  in  1865,  was  made  a  state  institu- 
tion in  1871,  and  its  name  was  changed  to  the  "Ulniois  Charitable  Eye 
and  Ear  Infirmary." 

The  building  occupied  by  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  was  burned 
and  totally  consumed  in  1869.  r^^^wT^ 
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The  amonnts  appropriated  for  the  parchase  of  sites,  erection  of  build- 
ings, etc,  since  the  year  1867,  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

Of  the  buildings  provided  for,  in  whole-  or  in  part,  in  the  foregoing  ap- 
inropriations,  only  two  are  unfinished,  namely,  the  Southern  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  and  the  chapel  and  school-house  of  the  Institution  for 
the  education  of  Deaf  Mutes.  The  only  building  appropriations  of  any 
amount,  asked  for  at  the  present  time,  are  for  the  completion  of  these 
buildiDgs  and  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Institution  for  the 
Education  of  Feeble-Minded  Children. 

While  it  is  true,  however,  as  just  stated,  that  the  era  of  building  is 
now  nearly  over,  the  establishment  and  completion  of  so  many  new  in- 
stitutions necessitates  increased  appropriations,  in  the  aggregate,  for 
the  defrayment  of  their  ordinary  or  current  expenses,  though  not  to  so 
great  an  extent  as  might  be  supposed. 

The  appropriations  recommended  by  the  commissioners  of  public 
charities  will  be  stated  in  detail,  with  the  reasons  for  our  recommenda- 
tions, under  the  head  of  the  different  institutions.  Lest  any  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  should  think  that  we  are  acting  in  this  matter 
without  warrant,  or  with  the  purpose  of  unduly  or  improperly  influenc- 
ing legislation,  we  quote  from  the  act  creating  the  board  of  public 
charities,  sections  four  and  six. 

$  4.  The  said  oommissloners,  or  some  one  of  them,  are  hereby  authorited  and  required,  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  ns  mach  ofteoer  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to  visit  all  the  charitable  and  cor* 
rectif»al  inscitations  of  tho  state,  excepting  prisons  receiving  state  aid,  and  ascertain  wlioilier  the 
moneys  appropriated  for  their  aid  are  or  have.boen  economically  and  jadidonsly  expended ;  whether 
the  ol^jects  of  the  several  institutions  are  accomplished ;  iirhetber  the  laws  in  relation  to  them  nro  fully 
complied  with;  whether  all  purts  of  the  state  are  equally  benefited  by  said  institutJODs,  and  the  va« 
lions  other  matters  referred  to  in  the  third  section  of  this  act ;  and  report  in  writing  to  the  governor, 
by  the  fifteenth  of  December,  annually,  the  result  of  their  Investigations,  together  with  such  other  in- 
fionnation  and  leoommeudations  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  and  the  said  board  of  public  charities,  or 
one  of  them,  shall  make  any  special  investigation  into  alleged  abuses  in  any  of  said  institutions,  when- 
«ver  the  governor  shaU  direct,  and  report  the  result  of  the  same  to  the  governor. 

(  6.  Whenever  any  charitable  or  correctional  institutiont,  suljeot  to  the  inspection  herein  provl* 
M  for,  require  state  aid  for  any  purpose  4>ther  than  their  oanal  expenses,  the  m1^  commlssionon

or  some,  or  one  of  them,  thall  inquire  oarefally  and  folly  into  the  gronnd  of  snch  want,  the  pnrpoee  or 
purposes  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  same,  the  amount  which  will  be  required  to  accomplish 
the  designed  object,  and  into  smy  other  matters  connected  therewith ;  and  in  the  annual  report  of 
«Miou  year  they  shall  give  the  result  of  such  inquiri^,  together  with  their  own  opinions  and  ooncla- 
tslons  relating  to  the  whole  subject. 

In  all  our  relations  with  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  it  has  been  and  will 
continue  to  be  our  aim,  not  to  legislate,  nor  to  influence  legislation,  but 
to  lay  a  solid  and  enduring  foundation  for  such  legislation  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  or  necessary  by  the  authorized  representatives  of  the 
people. 

This  is  probably  the  proper  point  at  which  to  make  one  or  two  re- 
marks as  to  the  several  systems  upon  which  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port of  state  institutions  may  be  made. 

The  first,  and  in  our  opinion  the  least  advanced  system,  is  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  each  institution  of  a  specific  sum,  without  stating  or 
limiting  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used,  except  that  it  shall  be 
tor  the  use  of  the  institution,  in  defraying  necessary  expenses.  This 
may  be  and  is  done  in  individual  instances,  but  can  scarcely  be  called 
a  system,  nor  is  it  likely  to  secure  any  advocates.  Such  appropriations 
would  be  perfectly  safe  in  the  hands  of  some  men,  but  not  of  all,  if  in- 
deed of  the  majority. 

The  second  system,  and  one  which  is  practiced  in  several  states  of  the 
union,  is  to  require  the  superintendent  of  a  state  institution  to  certify, 
monthly  or  quarterly,  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  the  number  of 
weeks'  board  furnished  to  st^it^  beneficiaries  during  the  prec^ediug  mouth 
or  quarter^  and  to  require  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  thereupon  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  the  amount  due  said  institution, 
the  rate  per  week  of  payment  allowed  for  each  beneficiary  being  fixed 
by  statutory  enactment.  This  system  has  some  advantages.  The  objec- 
tions to  it  are,  first,  that  a  fixed  allowance  for  each  beneficiary  per 
week  is  not  a  just  method  of  estimating  and  determining  expenses,  for 
tnc  reason  that  the  second  hundred  inmates  of  any  institution  can  be 
supported  at  a  lower  rate  than  the  first  hundred ;  second,  that  in  fixing 
th:3  rate  per  week,  the  legislature  will  be  likely  to  be  deceived  as  to  the 
a;nount  appropriated,  and  appropriate  a  larger  sum  than  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  institution  really  requires  ;  third,  that  under  this  system 
it  is  impossible  for  the  legislature,  in  making  appropriations,  to  know 
what  is  the  actual  amount  appropriated. 

The  third  system  has  the  sanction  of  long  established  usage  in  this 
state.  This  is  to  appropriate  a  fixed  sum  per  annum  for  current  or  ordi- 
nary expenses,  and  to  make  additional  specific  appropriations  for  special 
purposes. 

The  estimation  of  the  amount  necessary  for  current  expenses  of  an  in- 
stitution is  not  so  easy  a  matter  as  it  might  seem,  at  first  blush.  The 
amount  expended  in  a  previous  year,  or  the  average  amoont  expended 
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in  a  series  of  years,  is  not  a  fair  criterion ;  for  the  term  "ordinary  ex- 
penses" is  so  vague,  tliat  a  liberal  construction  of  it  will  authorize  even 
the  erection  of  additional  buildings  with  the  snrplus  of  this  fund;  and  if 
the  appropriation  is  sufficiently  large  to  afford  a  surplus,  a  public  insti- 
tatioQ  has  so  many  wants  that  the  excess  will  easily  and  certainly  be 
expended.  The  calculation  cannot  be  made  on  a  "jp^r  oapitaP  basis ; 
for  the  greater  portion  of  the  expense  does  not  depend  upon  the  number 
of  inmates,  but  upon  the  extent  and  method  of  construction  of  the  build- 
ings, and  npon  the  size  of  the  farm.  It  takes  as  much  money,  for  in- 
stance, to  light  and  heat  a  given  building,  with  four  hundred  inmates, 
as  with  Ave  hundred.  The  superintendent  and  other  officers  receive 
the  same  salary,  whether  the  number  of  inmates  be  greater  or  less. 

The  following  calculation  shows  how  far  the  current  expense  appro- 
priations in  this  state  are  from  being  regulated  on  the  per  capita  princi- 
ple.   The  calculation  is  made  for  the  year  1874 :

An  examination  of  the  institution  reports,  or  of  the  financial  state- 
ments in  this  report,  will  show  how  absurdly  disproportioned  to  the  act- 
ual expense  such  appropriations  would  have  been. 

On  the  other  band,  it  does  not  require  a  very  critical  examination  of 
the  reports  to  see  that  in  most  of  the  institutions,  many  items  are  in- 
duded  under  the  head  of  ordinary  expenses,  which  do  not  properly  be- 
long there,  such  as  a  large  portion  of  the  amounts  expended  for  im- 
provements and  repairs,  furniture,  and  for  miscellaneous  purposes. 

With  regard  to  repairs  and  furniture,  how  large  a  portion  of  this  ex- 
pense is  "ordinary"  and  how  much  is  "extraordinary,'^  is  a  difficult  and 
disputed  question.    By  ordinwy  repairs,  probably,  aro  meant  _such_  re- 
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pairs  as  are  necessary  to  keep  the  buildings  and  premises  in  equally 
good  condition,  i.  e.y  in  as  good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  at 
the  beginning.  But  the  amounts  expended  from  the  current  expense 
appropriation,  under  this  head,  are  often  far  in  excess  of  the  foregoing 
interpretation.  It  would  seem,  also,  that  where  special  appropriations 
are  made  for  ^^repairs,"  the  total  amount  necessary  for  that  purpose 
should  be  included  in  such  appropriations. 

The  new  constitution  is  very  precise  in  its  language  as  to  the  diver- 
sion of  appropriations.  The  legislature  itself  cannot  make  such  diver- 
sion, except  by  a  recorded  vote,  or  in  the  form  of  an  act 

"  No  money  shall  bo  diverted  from  any  appropriation  made  for  any  purpoae,  or  taken  ftom  any 
Amda  wliatever,  either  by  Joint  or  separate  reaolation.'*  Art.  IV,  §  17. 

The  criminal  code  is  equally  explicit. 

*'£rory  person  holding  any  public  office,  (whether  state,  oonnty  ormnnicipal,)  tmst  or  employ- 
ment, who  shall  be  guilty  of  diverting  any  public  money  from  the  use  or  purpose  for  which  it  may 
have  been  appropriated  or  set  apart  by  or  under  authority  of  law,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  con- 
traoting,  directly  or  indirectly,  fur  the  expenditure  of  a  greater  sum  or  amount  of  money  than  may 
have  been,  at  the  time  of  malting  the  contracts,  appropnated  or  set  apart  by  law,  or  authorized  by 
law  to  be  contracted  for  or  expended  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  contracts,  shall  be  fined  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  removed  from  his  office,  trust  or  employment."  R.  8.,  1874, 
p.  383,  §  208.    See,  ahio,  R  &.,  1845,  p.  170,  §  10. 

In  making  the  recommendations  required  of  us  by  law,  we  have  en- 
deavored to  keep  these  principles  in  mind,  and  so  to  apportion  the  appro- 
priations to  be  made,  under  the  different  heads,  as  to  admit  of  the  ac- 
complishment of  their  purpose,  without  leaving  any  large  surplus  to  be 
applied  to  other  purposes. 

I.    CURRENT  EXPENSE  APPROPRIATIOlSrS. 

JAGKSONYILLE  INSANE  HOSPITAL. 

1.  The  [Central]  Insane  Hospital,  at  Jacksonville,  asks  for  a  current 
expense  appropriation  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

In  our  opinion  this  sum  ia  larger  than  is  ueeiled  for  this  i)urpose. 
We  base  this  opinion  upon  tvi'o  different  considerations*

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Second — ^The  biennial  report  to  the  governor  for  the  past  two  years 
shows  that  there  was  expended  daring  these  years,  from  the  ordinary 
expense  fund,  for  repairs  and  improvements,  the  sum  of  forty-three 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and  twelve  cents.  A 
very  large  amount  of  extraordinary  repairs  and  improvements  was  in- 
doded  in  this  expenditure.  We  are  aware,  and  have  no  doubt  what- 
ever, that  this  money  was  economically,  honestly  and  very  advantage- 
ously spent  by  Dr.  Carriel,  whose  ability  as  a  superintendent  is  unques- 
tionable. 

But  in  these  times,  when  retrenchment  is  the  rule  of  private  life,  we 
think  that  it  may  and  ought  to  be  enforced  in  public  aftairs  also.  We 
therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  of  ninety  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  instead  of  one  hundred  thousand. 

NORTHERN  INSANE  HOSPITAL. 

The  same  remark  applies  to  the  Northern  Inscune  Ho^tal^  which  also 
asks  for  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  balance  sheet  of  this  institution,  submitted  to  us,  shows  that 
since  the  first  of  December,  1873,  it  has,  out  oi  an  appropriation  of 
forty -six  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  about  two  hundred 
patients,  paid  off  three  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and 
seventy -seven  cents,  over-drawn  bank  account,  besides  eight  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents,  liabilities 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  now  has  a  small  balance  over  and  above  all 
habilities.  We  commend  the  institution  for  its  excellent  financial  man- 
agement, and  believe  that  if  Jacksonville  can  live  on  ninety  thousand 
dollars  a  year,  Elgin  can.  We  recommend  an  annual  Appropriation  of 
ninety  thousand  dollars. 

This  institution  asks  for  an  additional  appropriation,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  two  hundred  and  fifty  patients  from  the  date  of  occupancy  of 
the  south  wing  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  (June  30th,  1875,)  at  the 
rate  of  forty -five  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  south  wing  is  com- 
pleted and  finishe<l,  and  standing  idle  without  an'  occupant,  while  the 
insane  of  the  state  are  loudly  knocking  at  the  door  for  admission.  The 
doors  should  be  thrown  open  at  the  earliest  moment  possible ;  but  to 
this  end  a  special  appropriation  will  be  necessary,  as  the  ordinary  ex- 
pense appropriation  of  two  years  ago  was  only  designed  to  cover  the 
cost  of  running  the  north  wing  and  the  centre  building.  But  we  do  not 
recognize  the  validity  of  the  per  capita  principle  in  making  appropria- 
tions to  public  institutions.  The  winter  must  be  well  advanced  or  nearly 
over  by  tbe  time  that  a  bill  for  this  purpose  can  pass  the  General  As- 
sembly ;  the  wing  will  not  fill  up  immediately  upon  its  opening  ]  there 
will  be  no  increased  expense  of  general  management  ]  and  the  only  ad- 
ditional expense  will  be  the  cost  of  subsistence  and  the  wages^  of  uttjend- 
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ants  and  domestic  servants.    The  jium  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ought, 

in  our  opinion,  fully  to  cover  the  increased  cost. 

* 

SOUTHERN  INSANE  HOSPITAL. 

3.  The  Southern  Inaane  Hospitaly  at  Anna,  requests  a  current  ex- 
pense appropriation  of  tifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  original 
application  was  for  fifty-five  thousand  dollars,  but  it  has  been  volunta- 
rily reduced. 

In  our  opinion  an  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  will  be  ne- 
cessary. 

The  centre  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  the  first  of 
next  July,  when  the  number  of  patients  and  the  cost  of  running  the  in- 
stitution will  be  much  increased.  A  new  institution  always  costs  more, 
in  some  directions,  than  one  which  has  gained  the  wisdom  of  experi- 
ence. Some  items  of  expense  at  Anna  are  larger  than  at  the  other  in- 
sane hospitals,  in  consequence  of  its  location.  We  think  that  if  ninety 
thousand  dollars  is  not  too  much  to  allow  for  the  cost  of  running  a  cen- 
tre building  and  two  wings,  with  four  hundred  and  fifty  patients,  fifty 
thousand  dollars  is  not  too  much  for  the  running  of  a  centre  building 
and  one  wing,  with  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  patients,  the  number 
which  can  be  accommodated,  by  some  crowding,  in  the  north  wing, 
after  the  centre  building  is  occupied. 

FayPadente. 

In  making  these  estimates  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  insane  hos- 
pitals, the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  we  have  assumed  that  the 
pay-list  for  private  patients  will  not  be  abolished-

The  legality  of  the  charges  made  to  private  individuals  for  clothing 
and  incidental  expenses  has  never  been  questioned.  The  legal  right  of 
the  Southern  Insane  Hospital  to  charge  also  for  board  is  not  susceptible 
of  a  doubt,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  follomng  section. in  the  charter  of 
that  institution : 

§  17.  Insane  persons,  whose  estates  are  soffioient,  shall  be  required  to  pa>  for  their  transportation 
to  and  from  said  asylum,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  care  and  bou^. 

But  the  attorney-general  has  a  very  grave  doubt  as  to  the  right  of 
the  Northern  and  Central  Insane  Hospitals  to  make  similar  charges. 
We  quote  his  opinion,  contained  in  a  letter  to  the  Hon.  C.  If.  Holden^ 
of  Chicago :  r^^^^T^

So— Sino«  the  receipt  of  joor  letter  of  the  99th  ultimo,  I  hAre  examined  the  aot  of  PebroArySl, 
1881,  relatiTe  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Jacksonville,  to  which  yoa  gare  me  a  reference. 

The  title  and  first  two  sections  of  the  aot  are  as  follows : 
"An  act  for  snstaining  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  the  [years]  A.  B.  1881  and  1889,  and  to  com- 
plete the  unfinished  boildings. 

"^1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  fh>m  and  after  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  188|,  to  the  first  day  of 
Msieh,  A.  D.  1883,  the  som  of  forty-five  thousand  dollars  ($45,000)  per  annnm  is  hlreby  appropriated, 
payable  oat  of  the  treasury  quarterly,  as  required  for  use,  on  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  said  institution,  to  be  accounted  for  as  now  re* 
qidied  by  law. 

"§  9.  The  trustees  of  the  insane  hospital  are  hereby  authorised  and  directed  to  collect,  from  such 
patiosts  as  i^e  of  safflcient  ability,  the  Just  charges  for  their  support ;  and  said  trustees  are  instructed 
to  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly  the  sums  so  collected  and  the  names  of  the  patients  on  whose 
seoDunt  such  oellections  are  made."    Pub.  laws,  1861,  page  134. 

The  act  also  contains  other  sections  making  specific  appropriations  for  the  completion  of  the  build* 
ings,  the  purchase  of  furniture,  securing  a  supply  of  water,  enclosing  grounds,  etc.,  of  the  hoepitaL 
It  is  in  fiict  the  usual  biennial  appropriation  act  for  the  maintenance  of  that  institution.  The  prin- 
cipal features  of  the  act,  as  well  as  the  title,  are  limited  as  to  the  time  of  their  operation.  As  an 
original  question,  I  should  regard  the  second  section  as  subject  to  the  same  limitation  in  respect  to  the 
time  of  its  operation,  as  is  specified  for  the  appropriation  made  by  the  first  section,  and  that  it  expired 
vith  that  appropriation.  This  construction  harmonizes  with  the  general  purview  of  the  act,  and  is 
supported  by  the  requirement  that  the  trustees  shall  "report  to  the  next  General  Assembly  the  sums 
so  collected"  for  the  support  of  patientsand  the  names  of  the  paUents  on  whose  account  such  collections 


If  It  had  been  designed  for  a  permanent  law,  it  would  have  been  more  reasonable  to  have  required 
Visnnial  reports  to  be  made  to  each  succeeding  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  instead  of  limiting 
the  same  to  the  one  next  succeeding. 

However,  the  first  branch  of  this  section,  which  provides  that  "The  trustees  of  the  Insane  Hospita  1 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  collect  firom  such  patients  as  are  of  sufficient  ability,  the  Just 
charges  of  tiieir  support,"  construed  without  reference  to  other  provisions  of  the  act,  is  unrestricted  as 
to  the  time  this  provision  shall  remain  in  force.  And  since  the  same  appears  to  have  been  hitherto 
treated  as  in  force  by  the  officers  and  official  boards  whose  special  duty  it  has  been  to  administer  the 
law  respecting  the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  I  think  you  will  be  Justified  in  placing  the  same  construc- 
tion theiwm,  and  continue  to  enforce  the  same  until  the  General  Assembly,  soon  to  meet,  will  have  an 
opportanitj  to  settle  the  question  by  more  specific  provisions.

Our  o^m  jadgment  as  to  the  propriety  of  maintaining  the  pay-list  was 
expressed  in  oar  second  biennial  report : 

The  view  which  we  take  of  this  suliiject  is,  that  if  the  rich  pay  their  share  of  the  taxes  for  the  sup- 
part  of  the  hospital,  they  are  entitled  to  their  share  of  the  benefits  accruing  f^m  it.  one  of  which  is 
admission  to  the  hospital,  in  case  of  need,  without  extra  charge.  The  duty  imposed  upon  the  saperin- 
laodent,  under  the  present  law,  of  inquiring  into  the  pecuniary  ability  of  each  applicant  to  pay  for 
board  and  treatment,  is  one  of  great  delicacy  and  very  disagreeable  to  both  parties ;  and  it  is  imposHible 
for  him  to  ascertain  the  truth,  an  some  persons,  unwilling  to  rest  under  the  stigma  of  pauperism,  repre. 
sent  themselves  as  more  able  to  pay  than  they  really  are,  while  others  are  avaricious  and  falsely  plead 
poverty,  as  an  excuse  for  paying  less  than  they  are  actually  able.  It  is  impossible  in  the  hospital  to 
graduate  the  amount  of  attention  given  in  proportion  to  the  amount  paid;  the  brand  of  paupeiism 
mfm  the  m%|ority  of  the  inmatea  is  unkind  and  often  unjust;  the  presence  of  pay -patients  creates  an 
artificial  class  distinction ;  and  a  comparison  of  the  amounts  paid  by  difierent  individuals  creates  out- 
side dlssotisfaction.  All  the  other  state  institutions  are  free.  The  amount  received  by  the  hospital 
from  private  persons  is  too  small,  in  our  Judgment,  to  compensate  for  the  evils  which  we  have  indi 


Ws  therefore  recommend  the  total  abolition  of  the  pay-UsL" 
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The  Twenty-Eighth  General  Assembly  did  not  concur  in  this  opinion^ 
or  at  least,  by  its  appropriations  it  conveyed  the  implication  that  it 
favored  the  continuance  of  the  pay-list.  Should  the  present  General 
Assembly  think  differently,  then  our  estimates  for  current  expense  ap- 
propriations are  too  low,  and  should  be  increased.  The  receipts  for 
clothing  are  of  course  simply  a  reimbursement  for  moneys  paid  out,  and 
the  receipts  for  board  alone  need  to  be  taken  into  this  account.  The  re- 
ceipts for  board  only,  in  1874,  were :

Cha/nge  of  Titles  necessary. 

In  this  connection,  we  call  attention  also  to  the  necessity  for  a  change 
in  the  legal  titles  of  two  of  the  insane  hospitals,  viz :  those  at  Jackson- 
ville and  Anna,  in  order  to  make  them  correspond  with  that  at  Elgin. 

The  corporate  title  of  the  Jacksonville  Hospital  is  *'The  Illinois  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane."  This  title  is  no  longer  distinctive  and  should 
be  changed,  either  for  "The  Illinois  Central  Hospital  for  the  Insane'^  or 
for  "The  First  Illinois  Hospital  for  the  Insane." 

THB  mOUBABLE  INSANE. 

In  the  original  act  creating  the  institution  at  Anna,  it  is  called  "An 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,'^  and  the  language  of  the  twenty-third  section 
conveys  the  implication  that  it  was  designed  to  be  an  establishment 
devoted  exclusively  or  chiefly  to  incurables.  We  have  opposed  this 
interpretation  of  the  act,  for  reasons  stated  in  our  special  report  to  the 
senate  in  the  month  of  February,  1874,  on  the  number  and  condition 
of  the  incurable  insane  in  Illinois.    These  reasons  are  as  follows  : 

1.  It  is  impossible  to  discriminate,  in  indiyidnal  cases,  and  \rith  absolate  certainty,  between  cnr 
able  and  incurable  insanity.  While  the  majority  of  chronic  cases  are  also  incurable,  yet  some  sur- 
prising recoveries  take  place,  even  where  the  diaease  is  of  long  standing. 

2.  If  it  were  possible  to  determine  in  every  instance  whether  a  given  patient  is  or  is  not  cnrable, 
yet  the  branding  of  any  patient  as  incurable,  by  assigning  him  to  an  institution  designed  exclusively 
for  incurables,  would  be  a  cruelty  to  the  patient  and  to  his  friends,  for  it  is  always  cruel  to  rob  a  man 
of  hope,  his  last  consolation  in  the  presence  of  any  ill. 

3.  Of  whom  nothing  is  expected,  nothing  will  be  obtained.  If  it  is  understood  by  the  superinten- 
dent and  by  the  public  that  his  patients  are  beyond  the  reach  of  hope,  the  greatest  stimulus  to  exertion 
on  his  part  will  be  removed,  and  the  result  will  be  laxity  of  discipline,  inefficient  nursing  and  medi- 
cal care,  general  deterioration  in  the  management,  and,  in  the  end,  disgraceful  failure. 

4.  In  an  institution  designed  for  the  incurably  insane  alone,  the  frequent  communication  with  the 
outside  world  secured  by  the  constant  discharge  of  recovered  patients,  would  be  lacking,  and  thus  an 
important  safeguard  against  the  growth  of  abuse  would  be  removed. 

5.  It  would  not  be  possible  to  prevent  the  admission  to  any  hospital  or  asylum  of  patients  f^om  the 
immediate  vicinity,  who  were  curable^  and,  if  possible,  it  weuld  not  be  desirable. 

0.  AU  experience  shows  that  the  presence  of  ohronio  cases  of  insanity  in  any  institution  has  a 
happy  induence  over  the  newly  insane,  and  is  an  aid  not  only  to  disdpUne,  but  to  reoorery  on  their 
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7.  If  the  separation  of  the  ineorable  firom  the  curable  insane  is  the  question  to  be  determined,  then 
the  form  of  the  inquiry  should  be,  not  whether  to  make  separate  provision  for  the  chronic  insane,  but 
whether  we  shall  make  separate  provision  for  recent  cases  ;  for  the  recent  eases  are  the  less  numerous 
of  the  two. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  we  advise,  not  the  erection  of  mammoth  poor  houses,  under  state 
•nperviidon,  for  the  outcast  insane  of  Illinois ;  but  the  erection  of  additional  hospitals,  whenever  the 
eondition  of  the  finances  of  the  State  will  admit  of  it 

The  American  Journal  of  Insanity,  published  at  TJtica,  N.  Y.,  by  Dr. 
John  B.  Gray,  superinteudeut  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  pronounces 
the  views  just  expressed  to  the  humane  and  just,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  most  advanced  ideas  on  the  subject  of  the  treatment  of  in- 
sanity. We  reiterate  them,  in  the  full  confidence  that  they  will  stand  the 
test  both  of  reason  and  experience.  The  title  of  this  institution,  there- 
fore, should  be  either  "The  Illinois  Southern  Hospital  for  the  Insane," 
or  "The  Third  Illinois  Hospital  for  the  Insane.'' 

EYE  AND  BAB  INFraMABY. 

4.  The  Illinois  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary^  at  Chicago,  re- 
ceived aid  from  the  state  treasury  for  several  years  before  the  adoption 
of  the  constitution  of  1870. 

The  aid  granted  was  in  the  form  of  an  annual  appropriation  for  the 
board  of  pauper  i>atients  from  the  various  counties  of  the  state,  while 
at  the  infirmary,  undergoing  treatment.  County  patients  were  not 
charged  for  treatment,  but  for  board  only,  and  the  amount  due  to  the 
institution,  month  by  month,  was  paid  to  the  steward,  at  the  end  of 
the  month,  by  its  treasurer,  Mr.  E.  B.  McCagg,  of  Chicago,  who  drew 
and  held  in  his  hands,  under  bond,  the  amount  appropriated. 

The  new  constitution  forbids  the  granting  of  aid  to  any  institution  or 
association  whatever,  which  is  not  owned  and  controlled  by  the  state. 
The  trustees,  at  Governor  Palmer's  suggestion,  then  offered  to  make 
the  state  a  deed  of  their  property  and  place  the  infirmary  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  the  state.  The  state  accepted  their  offer,  at  the  same  time 
granting  to  the  trustees  the  right  to  resume  the  control  of  the  property 
and  funds,  for  the  puri)08e  of  continuing  the  work  of  the  infirmary, 
should  the  state  at  any  time  hereafter  fail  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
itw  maintenance.  The  institution  is  carefully  and  economically  managed. 
Its  cost  is  trifling.  Its  medical  staff  is  able.  By  extending  relief  to 
county  patients,  who  cannot  be  successfully  treated  at  home,  it  saves  a 
number  of  i>er8on8  from  blindness  and  pauperism  every  year,  and  it 
would  be  much  more  widely  useful  if  it  were  better  known.  The  ap- 
propriation made  two  years  ago  was  nine  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  At  the  time  that  this  appropriation  was  made,  the  institu- 
tion occui)ied  rented  property.  Since  that  time  it  has  removed  to  its 
new  quarters,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Peoria  and  Adams  streets, 
Chicago,  where  it  occupies  a  building  erected  partly  by  a^tate  appro- 
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priation  and  partly  by  faiids  from  other  sources,  upon  a  site  purchased 
with  funds  received  from  the  Chicago  Relief  and  Aid  Society.  The 
appropriation  made  was  hampered  by  the  old  restriction  placed  upon 
the  appropriations  of  former  yeais,  before  the  state  assumed  the  owner- 
ship and  control  of  the  organization,  and  consequently  it  has  only  drawn 
one  instalment  of  its  current  expense  appropriation  namely,  nine  thou- 
sand, five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  year  1873.  The  other  instalment, 
for  the  year  1874,  is  still  in  the  state  treasury. 

It  now  asks  for  a  further  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for 
the  current  expenses  of  1875,  and  twelve  thousand,  five  hundre-d  dollars 
for  187C.  We  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted,  and  that  the 
appropriation  be  made  in  the  same  form  as  for  the  other  state  institu- 
tions. 

SOLBIEBS'  ORPHANS'  HOMB. 

5.  The  Soldier^  Orphans'  Home^  at  Normal,  asks  for  a  renewal  of  the 
former  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  |>6r  capita  cost  of  this  institution,  as  compared  with  the  other  in- 
stitutions, is  low.  But  the  actual  expenses* of  the  past  year  have  only 
been  forty-five  thousand,  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  ten 
cents,  and  there  is  a  balance  in  the  state  treasury  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  expenses  of  the  seven  months  ending  July  1, 1875.  The^ 
number  of  inmates  is  decliniog,  and  must  decline  rapidly  during  the 
next  two  years,  unless  the  conditions  of  admission  are  altered.  We 
think  that  an  appropriation  of  forty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
for  the  next  two  years  will  be  ample. 

The  title  of  this  institution,  in  the  act  of  incorporation,  is  "A  Home 
for  the  Children  of  Deceased  Soldiers.''  The  limit  in  respect  of  age  at 
which  children  must  be  discharged  by  the  trustees  is  fixed,  in  the  act  of 
1869,  at  fourteen  years,  but  authority  is  given  i/o  retain  any  pupil  until 
the  age  of  sixteen,  "in  special  cases  of  peculiar  inability  to  support 
himself  or  herself."  It  is  now  ten  years  since  the  war  closed.  In  the 
natural  order  of  things,  without  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  insti- 
tution, the  noble  purpose  for  which  it  was  created  will  very  soon  have 
been  accomplished.  Its  existence  will  be  somewhat  prolonged,  how- 
ever, by  the  provision  in  its  charter,  not  generally  known  6r  understood, 
that  its  benefits  are  available  for  the  children  of  "  disabled"  as  well  as 
"deceased"  soldiers. 

What  shall  be  the  future  of  this  institution,  with  its  buildings, 
grounds,  and  various  appliances  for  the  care  and  education  of  neglected 
or  pauper  children,  is  an  unsettled  and  difficult  question^  concerning 
which  we  do  not  feel  called  to  make  auy  recommendation  at  this  time. 
The  General  Assembly  will  no  doubt  take  action  on  the  subject  at  its 
present  or  next  succeeding  session.  _         . 
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DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

6.  The  Institution  for  the  Udttoation  of  the  Deafcmd  Dnmbj  at  Jack- 
sonville, asktt  for  a  current  expense  appropriation  of  ninety-one  thou- 
sand, two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  year  1876,  and  ninety-seven 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  year  1876.  The  appropriation 
made  in  1871  was  fifty-eight  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum,  and  in  1873  it  was  seventy  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  application  made  two  years  ago,  was  for  seventy -five  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  and  was  based  upon  an  estimated  average  attend* 
ance  of  three  hundred  pupils,  for  whom  a  per  capita  allowance  of  two 
hnndred  and  fifty  dollars  was  requested.  The  average  attendance  (du- 
ring term  time),  last  year,  was  three  hundred  and  eighteen;  for  the  two 
years,  it  was  three  hundred  and  four  (and  it  was  the  average  during 
term  time  that  was  meant,  when  the  attendance  was  estimated  at  three 
hnndred).  But  the  cost  per  capita  was  very  greatly  over-estimated,  as 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  with  an  appropriation  of  seventy  thousand 
dollars,  the  iustitntion  closed  its  fiscal  year  with  a  balance  on  hand,  on 
current  expense  and  petit  fund  account,  over  and  above  all  liabilities, 
of  six  thousand,  five  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  one  cent. 
At  seventy  thousand  dollars,  the  amount  of  the  last  appropriation,  and 
with  three  hundred  and  eighteen  pupils,  the  per  capita  cost  to  the  state 
was  only  two  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Mr.  Gillett's 
present  estimate  of  the  attendance  in  1875,  is  three  hundred  and  sixty 
pupils;  in  1876,  three  hundred  and  seventy-five;  or  an  average, for  the 
two  years,  of  about  three  hundred  and  seventy-five.  Allowing  the  cor- 
rectness of  this  estimate,  which  is  full  high,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  increase  of  pupils  will  not  occasion  a  corresponding  increase  of 
expense. 

The  building  has  been  enlarged,  it  is  true,  but  Mr.  Gillett  informs  us 
that  with  the  new  heating  apparatus  it  costs  no  more  to  heat  than  it 
did  before ;  that  he  has  only  added  one  or  two  teachers  to  his  pay-roll ; 
and  that  the  domestic  labor  is  so  largely  performed  by  pupils,  that  no 
increased  cost  is  perceptible  in  this  direction.  The  cost  of  clothing  is 
borne  by  the  pupils'  friends  or  by  the  counties,  so  that  the  only  items  of 
increased  expense  are  light,  food,  and  repairs.  The  actual  per  capita 
cost  of  subsistence  is  estimated,  in  the  printed  report,  at  twenty  cents 
per  day,  or  fifty-four  dollars  for  a  school  term  of  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enty days.  The  increased  cost  of  subsistence  for  seventy-five  pupils 
would  be  about  four  thousand  dollars.  The  total  increased  cost  will  not 
be  over  five  thousand  dollars.  At  two  hundred  dollars  per  pupil,  an 
average  attendance  of  three  hundred  and  seventy  fiNe  pupils  would  re- 
quire an  appropriation  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  which  is  an  in- 
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crease  of  precisely  five  thousand  doUars  over  the  last  appropriation, 
and  this  is  the  amonnt  which  we  recommend. 

INSTITUTION  FOE  BLIND. 

7.  The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  at  Jacksonville,  asks 
for  an  appropriation  of  twenty-seven  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  and  an  additional  appropriation  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  to 
meet  the  increase  in  expenses  from  the  first  of  December,  1874,  to  the 
first  of  July,  1876,  occasioned  by  the  enlargement  of  the  building  and 
the  consequent  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils. 

Two  years  ago  this  institution  had  a  balance  of  five  thousand  dollars 
in  the  state  treasury,  being  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  last  quar- 
ter of  the  fiscal  year  1872,  which  it  was  at  liberty  to  apply  in  meeting 
the  expenses  of  the  succeeding  year.  For  several  years  previous,  the 
appropriation  for  current  expenses  had  been  twenty  thousand  dollars 
per  annum.  In  view  of  the  balance  referred  to,  the  appropriation  for 
1873  and  1874  was  reduced  to  seventeen  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  This  reduction,  as  will  be  observed,  was  equivalent  to  an 
appropnation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  auditor's 
books  show  that  the  amount  drawn  in  1873  and  1874  was  thirty-seven 
thousand  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  or  two  thousand, 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  twenty  cents  less  than  the 
amount  to  which  the  institution  was  entitled  for  the  past  two  years,  and 
that  there  was,  on  the  thirtieth  of  November,  1874,  a  balance  of  the 
appropriation  for  current  expenses  still  undrawn,  amounting  to  fourteen 
thousand,  five  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  and  sixty -four  cents. 

The  institution  reports  an  apparent  but  not  an  actual  deficiency,  on 
current  expense  account,  as  follows  :

The  institution,  then,  has  eleven  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents  in  the  state  treasury,  for  the  expenses  of  the 
seven  months  from  the  first  of  December,  1874,  to  the  first  of  July,  187^. 

We  are  in  doubt  as  to  the  amount  which  ought  to  be  allowed  for  the 
increased  expenses  of  the  next  two  years,  for  the  reason  that  the  trus- 
tees and  superintendent  are  entirely  new  to  their  work,  and  we  do  not 
know  what  wiU  prove  to  be  the  degree  of  their  economy  and  success. 
We  believe  that  some  increase  will  be  necessary,  but  we  think  that  five 
thousand  doUars  additional,  to  the  first  of  July,  1875,  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  thereafter,  ought  to  be  enough. 
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FEEBLE-MIia>ED  OHILBBEN, 

8.  The  Institution  for  Feebleminded  Children,  at  Jacksonville,  asks 
for  a  renewal  of  the  former  appropriation  of  twenty-four  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum.  We  believe  that  in  the  quarters  at  present  occupied 
by  that  institution  the  amount  requested  is  needed,  and  should  be 
granted. 

NORMAL  UNTVBBSITY. 

9.  The  Normal  University,  at  Kormal,  asks  for  a  less  sum  than  was 
appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly.  The  amount  then  appro- 
priated was  twelve  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars 
and  twelve  cents,  interest  on  the  college  and  seminary  fund,  and  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  in  addition.  The  amount  now  asked  is  the  interest  on 
the  college  and  seminary  fund  aforesaid,  and  fourteen  thousand,  five 
hundred  dollars  in  addition.  The  needs  of  the  university  are  nearly  all 
for  salaries,  which  are  a  fixed  quantity,  and  the  institution  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  its  voluntary  reduction  of  expense,  although  the  reduction 
cannot,  in  the  nature  of  things,  be  very  large  in  amount.  We  fully  and 
heartily  endorse  its  application. 

SOUTHERN  NORMAL. 

10.  Southern  Kormal  University. — ^This  is  another  new  and  untried 
institution,  whose  wants  it  is  difficult  properly  to  estimate.  The  number 
of  pupils,  on  the  thirtieth  of  November,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  is  nine.  This  seems  to  be  an 
extensive  organization  for  so  small  a  school,  but  the  school  has  just 
opened,  and  the  faculty  are  sanguine  of  a  very  rapid  increase  in  the 
namber  in  attendance.  The  institution  asks  for  twenty-two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum.  We  recommend  twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  is 
an  increase  of  five  thousand  doUars  over  the  appropriation  of  two  years 
ago. 

11.     REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

CKNTBAI.  INSANE  HOSPITAL. 

The  Central  Insane  Hospital,  at  Jacksonville,  requests  an  ap])ropria- 
tion  of  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  repairs.  In  our  judgment, 
this  request  is  eminently  reasonable,  the  more  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  estimate  for  repairs  is  based  upon  the  amount  asked  for 
current  exi)enses,  namely  :  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

When  Dr.  Carriel  took  charge  of  the  hospital,  the  buildings,  of  which 
a  portion  had  stood  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  were  in  a  state 
of  dilapidation  which  rendered  the  most  extensive  overhauling  and  re- 
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novation  a  necessity.  Dr.  Carriers  ability,  both  as  a  financier  and  as  a 
mechanic,  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  this  task.  The  state  has  granted 
him  large  sums  of  money  for  this  purpose,  all  of  which  he  has  used  to 
the  best  possible  advantage,  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  fuel  to  the  amouut  of  at  least  five  thonsand  dollars  per  anoum, 
since  the  erection  of  the  new  boiler  house  and  the  renewal  of  the  heat- 
ing apparatus.  Very  extensive  alterations  and  improvements,  planned 
by  him  and  approved  both  by  the  trustees  and  by  the  commissioners  of 
public  charities,  are  still  unfinished  or  not  yet  begun.  The  General  As- 
sembly may  feel  entire  confidence  that  any  moneys  appropriated  to  this 
institution,  under  its  present  management,  will  be  ably  and  well  ex- 
pended. 

The  necessity  for  such  appropriations,  however,  is,  perhaps,  greater 
in  some  of  the  other  and  newer  institutions,  whose  surroundings  and 
outside  improvements  are  very  bare  and  meagre. 

Ip  view  of  the  reduction  in  the  estimate  for  the  current  expenses  of 
this  institution,  we  do  recommend  an  additional  specific  appropriation 
of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  a  new  boiler,  which  is  much  needed, 
and  the  one  thing,  apparently,  most  desired  by  the  superintendent  and 
trustees.  This  will  make  a  total  appropriation  recommended  by  us,  for 
repairs,  etc.,  of  twenty-two  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  for  two 
years. 

NORTHERN  INSANE  HOSPITAL. 

The  Northern  Innane  Hospital  desires  a  similar  appropriation  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  per  annum,  for  improvements  and  repairs.  This  re- 
quest, like  that  of  the  hospital  at  Jacksonville,  was  preferred  in  the  ex- 
pectation that  the  institution  would  receive  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars for  current  expenses. 

It  may  be  supposed  that  a  new  building  ought  not  to  cost  anything 
for  repairs.  But  these  extensive  structures  always  require  more  or  less 
alteration  after  occupation,  and  the  process  of  deterioration,  in  insane 
hospitals  especially,  ordinarily  begins  immediately  after  such  occupa 
tion.  When  the  heat  is  turned  on,  the  wood  work  begins  to  shrink ; 
the  original  coating  of  paint  is  not  usually  so  heavy  as  is  desirable  ; 
the  plumbing  is  defective,  and  many  petty  expenses  of  like  character 
have  to  be  met. 

But  the  special  necessity  for  this  appropriation  is  found  in  the  absence 
of  many  greatly  needed  outside  improvements.  The  building  stamls 
naked  and  bare,  upon  its  site,  without  airing-courts  or  the  patients  ov 
barns  and  sheds  for  the  stock.  The  rear  building  of  the  institution  is 
scarcely  large  enough  to  accommodate  properly  the  domestic  department. 
The  dr^'ing-room    and  ironing-room,  in  particular,  are  altogether  too 
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small,  and  very  inoonyenieiitly  arranged,  and  will  need  to  be  enlarged  or 
removed,  before  this  portion  of  the  work  of  the  institution  can  be  ade- 
quately and  satisfactorily  done. 

We  think  that  ten  thonsand  dollars  a  year  is  a  very  moderate  allow- 
ance for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  tbr  which  it  will  be  ex- 
pended. 

SOTTTHBBN  INSANB  HOSPITAL. 

TJie  Southern  Insane  Hospital  asks  ouly  two  thousand  dollars,  per 
annam,  for  improvements  and  repairs,  under  this  general  title,  but  it 
does  desire  a  number  of  specific  appropriations,  which  will  be  discussed 
ihrther  on  in  this  report.  The  request  for  two  thousand  dollars  a  year 
meets  our  approval 

ETE  AND  £AB    INFIBMABY. 

The  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  is  still  more  moderate  in  its  application, 
which  is  for  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  year  1875,  and 
one  thousand  for  the  year  1876.  We  recommend  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum. 

SOLDIBES'  ORPHANS^  HOME. 

The  Soldiers*  Orphans^  Home  wishes  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  an  amount  which  we  regard  as  necessary  and 
proper. 

DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

The  Institution  for  the  Deaf  amd  Dumb  prefers  a  request  for  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  which  we  also  approve. 

INSTITUTION  FOB    BLIND. 

The  Institution  for  the  Blind  asks  for  two  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  annum.  We  think  that  one  thousand  dollars  will  be 
sufficient,  as  the  building  is  new  and  the  premises  not  extensive. 

IIL     OTHER  SPECIAL  BEQUESTS. 

SOUTHERN  INSANE  HOSPITAL. 

The  Southern  Insane  Hospital^  as  has  already  been  stated,  is  still  in  an 
unfinished  condition.  The  amount  appropriated,  to  date,  for  the 
completion  and  furnishing  of  this  institution,  is  less  than  that  ap- 
propiiated  for  the  hospital  at  Elgin,  by  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  four  dollars  and  eighty  cent^. 
The  institution  has  not  yet  been  placed  in  the  tiands  of  a  single 
board  of  control.  The  portion  of  the  building  ready  for  occupa- 
tion  has  been   turned   over  to  trustees,   to  whom  is  entrusted  the 
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management  of  the  hospital,  which  has  been  in  operation  now  for  about 
a  year.  The  unfinished  portion  of  the  building  is  still  in  the  hands  of 
three  building  commissioners,  who  receive  a  per  diem  of  five  dollars 
each  for  their  services.  If  the  present  arrangement  is  continued,  two 
appropriation  acts  will  be  necessary,  one  making  an  appropriation  pay- 
able to  the  commissioners  and  the  other  to  the  trustees.  In  that  case, 
we  suggest  that  the  cx^mmissioners  should  complete  the  work  which  they 
have  thus  far  successfully  prosecuted,  namely,  the  building  proi>er  and 
the  water- works,  and  that  all  other  special  improvements  and  additions 
should  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  and  trustees. 
The  reason  for  this  suggestion  is  that  the  trustees  have  a  special  know- 
le^lge  of  the  character  and  wants  of  the  iustitution  and  it«  inmates, 
which  will  be  of  value  to  the  state  in  the  prosecution  of  the  improve- 
ments contemplated. 

The*  amount  asked  for  the  completion  of  the  centre  building  is  ten 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars.  In  order  to  heat  it  with  steam,  a  further 
sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  will  be  necessary.  The  south  wing  will 
require  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  for 
its  construction.  An  additional  appropriation  of  four  thousand  dollars 
will  complete  the  water- works. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  last  session,  appropriate*!  ninety-nine 
thousand  dollars  for  the  completion,  heating,  ventilating  and  furnishing 
of  the  centre  building.  It  maybe  asked  why  a  further  appropriation 
is  now  necessary.  The  answer  is  that  it  is  not  because  the  centre  build- 
ing has  (50st  or  is  designed  to  cost  more  than  the  amount  appropriated, 
but  because  in  the  ])rocess  of  construction  of  the  entire  edifice,  as  it 
now  stands,  it  was  found  necessary  to  borrow  from  one  fund  in  order  to 
do  work  properly  chargeable  to  another.  The  commissioners  have  not^ 
perhaps,  been  as  exacit  in  the  application  of  funds  to  the  specific  pur- 
pose for  which  they  were  appropriated  as  is  desirable. 

The  a])propriations  for  the  construction  of  the  Southern  Insane  Hos- 
pital have  been  as  follows:

It  will  be  observed  that  the  language  of  these  various  acts  is,  for  the 
most  part,  vague  and  indeterminate,  and  to  a  certain  extent  warrants 
the  practical  interjiretation  put  upon  it  by  the  building  commissioners, 
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who  have  treated  the  succensive  appropriations  siraplj  as  iDstailroentH 
of  one  general  building  fund. 

Of  the  total  amount  appropriated  to  this  institution,  the  sum  of  nine- 
ty-two thousand  dollars  was  paid  to  the  original  board  of  building  com- 
misBioners,  who  expended,  a.s  nearly  as  we  can  state  it —

The  balance  in  the  state  treasury,  December  first,  1874,  on  this  ac- 
count, was  thirty-four  thousand,  four  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars 
and  fifty-eight  cents.  According  to  this  statement  the  estimated  cost 
of  construction  and  heating  of  the  centre  building  is  as  follows :

The  building  commissioners,  in  their  zeal  to  comply  with  the  stri(;t 
letter  of  the  law,  and  complete  the  centre  building  without  asking  for 
further  appropriation  from  the  General  Assembly  for  this  purpose, 
authorized  and  required  a  number  of  changes  in  the  plans  of  the  archi- 
tect originally  adopted  by  them.  These  changes  have  detracted  some 
what  from  the  substantial  character  and  value  of  the  building,  but  the 
alteration  which  we  most  thoroughly  disapprove  is  the  suI)stitution  of 
open  grates  in  all  the  rooms,  instead  of  steam  heating  by  direct  or  in- 
direct radiation.  We  regret  to  say  that  no  flues  for  hot  air  have  been 
left  in  the  walls,  and  that  direct  radiation  is  therefore  the  only  system 
of  steam  heating  now  practicable.  We  believe  that  it  will  be  found 
impossible  to  heat  so  large  a  building  successfully  by  grates ;  that  the 
accumulation  of  soot  and  ashes  will  be  a  great  obstacle  to  cleanliness, 
and  that  open  grates  expose  the  institution  to  the  daily  risk  of  con- 
sumption by  fire.    This  risk  under  the  present  policy  of  npn-insurance 
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is  too  great  for  the  state  to  assume;  especially  in  a  building  filled  with 
insane  patients  in  locked  wards. 

The  amount  asked  for  the  erection  of  the  south  wing  includes  the  cost 
as  estimated  by  the  architect,  of  plumbing,  heating  and  ventilation. 
The  only  hesitation  which  the  commissioners  of  public  charities  feel  in 
recommending  this  appropriation  arises  from  two  considerations. 

Th«3  fir^t  is  the  character  of  the  water  supply  at  Anna.  The  com- 
missioners appointed  to  locate  the  hospital,  instead  of  selecting  the  site 
on  the  bank  of  bome  flowing  stream,  have  placed  it  where  it  must  de- 
pend, as  at  Jacksonville,  upon  surface  drainage  and  the  storage  of  wat  r 
in  reservoirs.  The  success,  however  of  the  efforts  to  supply  the  town  of 
Jacksonville  by  damming  a  ravine  and  catching  the  water  which  runs  off 
after  a  rain  in  summer  or  a  thaw  in  winter,  encourages  us  to  hope  that  the 
same  method  adopted  here  will  be  equally  successful.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  the  water  in  the  reservoir,  as  at  present  constructed,  will  be  fit 
for  use  in  summer.  Water  is  said  to  purify  itself  if  allowed  to  stand  at 
a  depth  oi  twelve  feet.  But  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  has  not  been 
excavated,  for  fear  of  draining  the  water  off  through  hid  , en  sin  L  holes, 
and  the  water  is  consequently  shallow  at  the  edges. 

The  other  consideration,  which  weighs  more  heavily  with  us,  is  the  ab- 
solute opposition  which  we  feel  to  any  repetition  of  the  blunder  which 
characterizes  the  plan  adopted  for  the  north  wing.  That  wiug  may  be 
described  as  a  reversed  "L.''  The  top  of  the  "I/'  is  next  the  centre 
building,  the  angleat  the  north  end,  and  the  short  horizontal  line  runs 
from  this  point  backwards  due  east  A  connecting  vestibule  in  each 
story  separates  the  wards  in  the  east  wing  from  those  in  the  north  wing 
proper.  The  entire  wing  is  four  stories  in  height  and  a  basement.  There 
is  one  ward  in  each  wing  on  each  floor.  Thus  there  are  in  all  four  long 
wards  running  north  and  south,  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  feet  each 
in  length,  and  four  short  wards  running  east  and  west,  seventy-one  feet 
each  in  length.The  number  of  wards  in  the  wing  is  too  small  to  admit  of 
the  proper  classification  of  patients ;  the  long  wards  are  a  vast  deal  too 
long ;  they  are  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  more  patients  than 
ought  to  be  collected  together  in  a  single  ward ;  and  they  are  besides  cut 
off  from  the  light,  at  one  end  by  the  centre  of  the  building,  and  at  the 
other  by  the  connecting  vestibule  between  the  east  wing  and  the  north 
wing  proper. 

They  would  be  wholly  dark,  were  it  not  for  the  conversion  of  four  sin- 
gle dormitories  on  each  floor  into  alcoves  and  for  the  employment  of 
glass  doors  between  the  ward  and  the  connecting  vestibule.  We  can- 
not consent,  so  far  as  we  have  any  influence  or  responsibility  in  this 
matter,  to  the  building  of  another  wing  after  the  same  model  ]  and  we 
trust  that  the  General  Assembly,  should  it  make  the  appropriation  re- 
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quested,  will  require  the  bail<liug  commissiouera  to  advertise  for  plaus 
for  the  new  wings  to  correspond  with  the  wing  already  erected  in  out- 
ward appearance,  8o  far  as  may  be,  but  with  a  wholly  different  interior 
arrangement.  The  necessity  for  an  riirly  coin, miction  of  the  structure 
is  apparent  and  pressing,  in  view  of  the  great  number  of  insane  in  the 
state  (over  three  thousand,)  and  of  the  forlorn  condition  of  many  of  them 
in  the  county  almslioiises.  For  detailed  statistics  of  insanity  in  Illi- 
nois we  refer  to  our  reports  ah'eady  published,  with  whose  substance 
the  people  are  no  doubt  familiar. 

As  to  the  request  for  an  appropriation  of  four  thousand  dollars  for 
the  completion  of  the  water  works,  this  appropriation  also  is  a  necessity 
in  order  to  secure  the  investment  of  hfteen  thousand  dollars  already 
made  in  the  said  works,  and  to  prevent  the  possible  catastrophe  of  a 
total  loss  of  the  present  water  supply. 

Tuifi  TRUSTEES  of  the  Southern  Insane  Hospital  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  fift3'  thousand,  nine  hundred  dollars,  in  fourteen  items,  as  fol- 
lows :

Of  the  foregoing  requests,  we  approve  the  items  three,  four,  eleven 
and  fourteen  as  they  stand ;  that  is,  we  recommend  the  amounts  asked 
for  the  purposes  name<l. 

The  sewer  of  the  institution  at  present  empties  at  a  point  near  the 
house,  and  the  odors  ar&  blown  back  by  the  wind,  endangering  the 
health  of  the  inmates.  It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  sewer,  and  build  a 
sewage  pit  at  a  point  farther  removed,  thus  enabling  the  institution  to 
utilize  the  sewage  for  the  purpose  of  fertilization. 

The  water  tank  on  the  hill  is  elevated  upon  a  high  frame  work, 
which  is  not  protected  from  the  action  of  the  weather.  A  slight  expen- 
diture to  enclose  the  frame  will  be  sound  economy. 

We  also  approve  the  items  numbered  two,  Ave,  six,  seven,  eight,  ten 
and  twelve,  but  recommend  the  appropriation  of  smaller  amounts,  as 
follows :

The  amount  appropriated  for  furnishing  the  centre  building  of  the 
Northern  Insane  Hospital  was  seven  thousand  dollars,  and  this  sum 
was  found  to  be  amply  sufficient.  The  aggregate  of  the  other  appro- 
priations recommended,  is  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The  balance  of  the 
current  expense  appropriation  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
was  four  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  seventy- 
four  cents.  If  the  General  Assembly  will  appropriate  twenty  thousand 
dollars  for  the  various  purposes  named  above,  without  restriction  as  to 
the  cost  of  the  separate  items,  and  will,  in  addition,  authorize  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  balance  on  hand  for  the  same  uses  and  for  the  par- 
chase  of  additional  furniture  needed  for  the  first  floor  of  the  north 
wing,  the  institution  will  be  able  to  make  all  the  above  improvements 
without  difficulty.  They  are  all  needed  in  order  to  the  successful  run- 
ning of  the  hospital.  We  have  found,  in  our  experience,  that  too  close 
estimates  as  to  the  cost  of  particular  items  of  this  minor  description, 
and  the  restriction  of  such  cost  to  an  actual  sum  named  in  the  appro- 
priation act,  do  not  allow  sufficient  jQreedom  of  action  upon  the  part  of 
trustees.  The  multiplication  of  funds  is  also  a  great  practical  dif- 
ficulty in  the  way  of  correct  book-keeping,  besides  giving  rise  to  other 
evils. 

As  to  the  thirteenth  item,  namely,  the  construction  of  a  road  firom 
the  town  of  Anna  to  the  hospital,  we  can  only  say  that  the  present  road 
is  outrageously  bad  and  needs  costly  repairs.  It  crosses  three  ravines, 
which  ought  to  be  bridged  with  stone  culverts,  and  the  hill  tops  ought 
to  be  graded  down.  All  the  coal  and  other  supplies  for  the  institution 
have  to  be  hauled  over  this  road,  a  distance  of  a  mile  or  a  mile  and  a 
half  from  the  railroad  station.  We  think  a  portion  of  the  expense  of 
this  improvement  ought  to  be  borne  by  the  county  of  Union,  but  are  in 
doubt  whether  or  not  the  county  will  make  any  such  expenditure. 
Possibly,  if  the  legislature  would  build  the  bridges  and  culveits,  the 
county  would  do  the  grading,  or  the  grading  might  be  done,  in  time,  by 
the  labor  of  the  insane  patients.  We  make  no  recommendation  wha^ 
ever,  as  to  this  item,  pro  or  con. 

As  to  the  item  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of 
towers  for  water-closets  outside  the  main  walls  of  the  building,  and  the 
removal  of  the  water-closets  from  their  present  position  in  the  wards, 
we  have  no  doubt  that  in  the  original  construction  of  an  insane  hospital 
these  little  retreats  should  be  placed  in  towers,  as  recommended  by  the 
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EDglish  Gommissioners  in  Lnnaoy,  as  a  sanitary  measnre.  It  is  also 
txue  that  the  closests  at  Anna  are  not  sufficiently  ventilated,  and  that 
tlie  mephitic  gases  arising  from  them  are  dangeroos  to  the  patients' 
health.  We  would  favor  the  appropriation,  if  we  were  satisfied  that 
the  improvement  of  their  ventilation  was  an  impossibility,  but  in  our 
opinion  an  attempt  at  better  ventilation  should  first  be  made. 

BTE  AKD  EAB  HTFIBMABY. 

The  trustees  of  the  Bye  and  Ear  Infirmary  ask  for  appropriations  as 
follows :  for  furniture,  four  thousand  dollars,  payable  out  of  the  levy 
of  1874,  and  two  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  levy  of  1875 ;  for  ind- 
dentals,  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  and  for  a  bam,  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars.  They  also  ask  permission  to  expend  the  balance  on  hand 
of  the  appropriation  formerly  made  for  rent,  in  the  purchase  of  surgical 
instruments  and  appliances  for  use  in  the  dispensary.  The  amount  of 
this  balance  is  seven  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars. 

We  do  not  think  the  appropriation  asked  for  incidentals,  is  necessary, 
if  the  appropriation  to  be  made  for  current  expenses  is  relieved  of  the 
former  restrictiou  as  to  pauper  patients,  and  made  in  the  same  form  as 
similar  appropriations  for  other  institutions. 

The  other  items,  namely  for  furniture  and  bam,  meet  our  approval. 
Only  a  small  portion  of  the  new  building  is  at  present  furnished,  and 
the  institution  is  obliged  to  pay  for  stabling  in  the  city.  We  doubt 
whether  the  estimate  of  cost  of  a  brick  barn  is  sufficiently  liberal.  A 
bam  such  as  ought  to  be  erected  in  a  large  city,  under  the  fire  ordi- 
nance, will  probably  cost  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  There  is 
room  upon  the  infirmary  lot  for  a  barn  for  a  horse  and  one  or  two  cows, 
and  its  erection  would  be  an  economy.  We  also  think  that  the  per- 
mission to  expend  the  balance  of  the  rent  fund  in  the  manner  indicated 
should  be  granted. 

SOLDIEBS'  OBPHANS'  HOME. 

The  Soldier^  Orphant?  Home  requests  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum  for  the  purchase  of  books,  papers  and  periodicals  for  the 
reading  room  and  library — a  very  trifling  expense,  which  might  be  de- 
frayed, as  we  think,  from  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses.  It 
also  asks  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of  cistems  and  of  a 
reservoir  for  the  storage  of  water.  As  the  Chicago  and  Alton  Railroad 
Company  have  kindly  permitted  the  Home  to  draw  water  from  the 
wells  in  their  stock  yards,  pipes  to  which  are  already  laid  down,  and  as 
the  supply  of  water  from  this  source  has  been  sufficient  and  constant, 
we  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  this  appropriation.

The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  prefers  an 
application  for  fifty-seven  thoasand,  nine  hundred  and  sixty -six  doUars 
and  twenty-five  cents,  as  follows :

The  application  for  an  appropriation  for  the  library  we  regard  as  very 
necessary  and  proper. 

This  institution  applied  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  as  it  had  done 
at  several  preceding  sessions,  for  one  handred  thousand  dollars  with 
which  to  enlarge  the  institution  by  the  erection  of  a  new  chapel  and 
school  house.  We  doubted  the  wisdom  of  enlargement,  on  the  ground 
that  within  ten  years  there  will  be  five  hundred  deaf  mute  children  at 
school  in  Illinois,  and  that  a  second  institution  will  be  necessary  before 
the  expiration  of  that  period.  We  also  expressed  our  conviction  that 
enlargement  in  one  department  of  the  institution  would  necessitate  en- 
largement in  all  ]  that  all  the  parts  of  it  would  require  to  be  readjusted, 
and  proportioned  to  each  other  \  that  this  would  involve  tearing  down 
and  rebuilding,  at  great  expense )  and  that  the  final  result  would  be 
unsatisfactory  to  the  authorities  in  charge  and  to  the  people  of  the 
state.  We  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  these  views  ^  but  our  objec- 
tions were  overruled,  and  an  appropriation  for  building  was  made, 
though  of  a  reduced  amount,  namely,  sixty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  trustees  contracted  for  a  building 
to  cost  eighty  thousand  dollars,  and  were  replaced,  at  the  adjourned 
session,  by  a  new  board.  The  amount  expended  upon  the  chapel,  dining 
room  and  school  building,  up  to  the  30th  of  November,  1874,  was  fifty- 
eight  thousand  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  leavinga 
balance  undrawn  in  the  state  treasury  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  and  five  cents.  The  erection  of  the  dining  room, 
school  building  and  chapel,  in  our  judgment,  fully  commits  the  state  to 
the  logical  results  of  that  step,  and  the  readjustment  which  we  predicted 
must  follow  in  order  to  the  efficiency  of  the  institution.  We  do  not  see 
how  the  state  can  now  refuse  to  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  render 
the  working  of  the  institution  in  its  enlarged  form  successful  and  cred- 
itable. The  completion  of  the  building  already  begun  is  a  necessity,  and 
the  new  shops  asked  for  must  sootier  or  later  be  provided. 
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In  the  present  embarrassed  financial  condition  of  the  conntry  at  large, 
however,  the  institution  can  manage  to  mb  along  reasonably  well  for 
the  next  two  years  without  an  appropriation  for  shops. 

As  to  the  completion,  heating,  lighting  and  farhishing  of  the  school 
bnilding,  if  the  unexpended  balances  now  on  hand  of  former  special 
appropriations  and  of  the  petit  fund,  i.  e.  the  fund  derived  from  sales, 
etc.,  are  transferred  to  the  building  fund,  a  less  appropriation  for 
building  than  that  asked  by  the  trustees  will  be  sufficient.  The  amount 
of  these  balances,  as  reported,  is  as  follows :

In  addition  to  these  balances,  the  balance  on  current  expense  account 
was  three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  ninety  cents.

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  sixteen  thousand,  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  the  completion  of  the  building ;  five  thousand  d6l- 
lars  for  heating ;  and  one  thousand  dollars  for  furnishing  the  same. 

The  erection  of  corridors  to  connect  the  wings  of  the  main  structure 
with  the  dining  room  we  regard  as  unnecessary,  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
but  a  step  from  one  building  to  the  other,  and  in  very  bad  weather  the 
corridor  between  the  centre  building  and  the  dining  room  is  available 
for  the  pupils'  use. 

Neither  do  we  think  it  necessary  to  rebuild  the  rear  wall  of  the  main 
building.  To  be  sure,  this  wall  has  sprung  and  is  slightly  bent,  but 
very  slightly,  and  being  braced  with  its  connections  with  the  dining 
room,  it  can  be  made  fast  by  anchors. 

INSTITUTION  FOB  THB  BLIND. 

The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  applies  for  an  appro- 
priation of  two  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  doUars  and 
thirty-four  cents  with  which  to  pay  indebtedness  on  account  of  the  con- 
Btmction  and  heating  of  the  centre  building,  in  excess  of  the  amount 
appropriated  therefor;  and  for  a  further  appropriation  of  twenty-three 
thousand,  eight  hundred  dollars  for  the  erection  of  an  engine  house, 
kitehen  and  dining  room,  and  for  heating  the  west  wing  with  steam.^

The  present  tmstees  very  properly  disclaim  any  responsibility  on 
boildiug  accoant.  The  former  trustees,  on  the  other  hand,  claim  that 
they  would  have  refused  to  allow  some  of  the  ^^extras"  charged  by  the 
contractors,  and  would  have  insisted  upon  some  ^^deductions''  for  alter- 
ations, which  would  have  brought  the  cost  of  the  building  within  the 
appropriation.  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  deficiency  is  due  to  the 
ohange  in  the  management  taking  place  prior  to  the  final  settlement 
with  the  contractor. 

We  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  the  expenditure  by  the  state  of  the 
lonount  asked  for  a  kitchen  and  dining  room. 

The  dining  room  is  too  small,  but  we  are  not  satisfied  that  its  enlarge- 
ment is  not  an  impossibility,  and  if  it  were,  we  yet  think  it  would  be 
cheaper  and  better,  in  view  of  the  hard  times,  to  set  different  tables  for 
the  two  sexes  for  the  next  two  years  than  to  incur  the  expense  contem- 
plated. 

That  the  west  wing  would  be  better  heated  by  steam  than  as  now  by 
furnaces  is  apparent,  and  the  necessary  fixtures  could  be  attached  to 
the  heating  apparatus  in  the  centre  building  with  comparatively  small 
cost  It  is  also  evident  that  the  boiler  is  very  badly  placed,  being  in 
the  basement,  immediately  under  the  main  school  room,  within  a  foot 
of  the  floor,  injuring  the  building  by  excessive  heat  and  imperiling  the 
lives  of  the  pupils  in  case  of  an  explosion.  It  ought  not  to  have  been 
put  where  it  is,  and  it  should  be  at  once  removed.  But,  although  we 
have  not  made  careful  estimates,  we  think  that  eight  thousand  dollars 
economically  and  well  spent  ought  to  pay  for  the  removal  and  re-setting 
of  the  boiler  in  a  separate  building,  with  coal  shed  attached,  and  to  ex- 
tend the  heating  apparatus  into  the  west  wing. 

FBiBBLB-MINDBD  OHILDBEN. 

The  Institution  for  Feeble-minded  Children  renews  this  winter  the  ap- 
plication made,  two  years  ago,  for  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  of  which  twenty- five  thousand  dollars  is  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  site,  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  designed  to  accommodate  less  than  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pupils. 

There  is  no  enterprise  of  a  charitable  nature  in  the  state  of  Illinois 
which  commends  itself  more  to  our  sympathies  than  this.  It  seems  to 
have  been  regarded  by  the  legislature  hitherto,  like  Bethlehem  Ephrata 
of  old,  as  ^^a  little  one  among  the  thousands  of  Judah,"  and  it  has  been 
compelled  to  wait  for  its  establishment  upon  a  permanent  basis  until 
the  very  last,  as  may  be  seen  by  glancing  back  at  the  table  on  page  15. 
It  was  organized  in  1865,  as  an  experiment,  under  the  control  of  the 
directors  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 
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In  1871,  the  people  of  the  state,  by  their  representatives,  granted  it  an 
independent  existence  and  a  charter.  Bnt  it  still  occnpies  leased  pro- 
perty in  the  city  of  Jacksonville,  for  which  it  pays  an  annual  rental  of 
one  thousand  dollars.  The  group  of  cheap  wooden  buildings  which  has 
sprung  up  around  the  old  Duncan  mansion,  in  which  the  superintend- 
ent and  officers  reside,  is  a  perfect  tinder  box,  exposed  every  hour  to 
the  danger  of  taking  fire  from  the  stoves  by  which  the  premises  are 
heated.  Should  such  an  accident  occur,  the  entire  structure  would  bum 
to  the  ground,  under  favorable  circumstances,  in  fifteen  minutes ;  and 
in  all  human  probability  some  of  the  unfortunate  inmates  would  perish 
miserably  in  the  flames.  Even  if  this  were  not  so,  the  purely  tempo- 
rary and  very  inconvenient  character  of  the  accommodations,  which  are 
inadequate  for  the  reception  of  more  than  one  hundred  pupils,  greatly 
increases  the  aggregate  as  well  as  the  per  capita  cost  of  the  institution. 
It  has  been  often  and  truly  said  that  the  enterprise  should  either  be 
provided  with  better  quarters  or  abandoned  altogether.  A  careful  ob- 
servation of  its  practical  working,  during  the  past  six  years,  has  satis- 
fied us  of  its  utility  and  value. 

These  children  may  never  reach  the  high  dignity  of  a  seat  in  a  legis- 
lative body,  nor  rejoice  in  the  brilliant  prospect  of  wealth  which  opens 
before  the  imagination  of  a  state  commissioner  of  public  charities;  but 
under  the  influence  of  wise  and  patient  training,  like  that  which  they 
receive  at  the  hands  of  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Wilbur,  for  whose  devotion  to 
their  charge  we  have  the  highest  admiration,  they  are  certainly  suscep- 
tible of  very  great  improvement,  and  in  many  cases  they  can  be  quali- 
fied to  earn  their  own  support.  Viewed  as  a  charity,  simply,  this  insti- 
tution is  the  purest  charity  in  the  state.  We  have  always  taken  the 
ground  that  our  system  of  public  institutions  is  in  its  essence  merely  a 
form  of  compulsory  insurance  against  misfortune,  in  which  every 
citizen  holds  a  policy,  and  pays  his  premium  in  the  shape  of  a  tax, 
apportioned  according  to  the  relative  ability  of  each  policy  holder.  We 
Bee' no  reason  why  idiocy,  a  calamity  only  less  dreadful  to  the  sufferer's 
friends  than  insanity  itself,  should  not  be  included  in  the  list  of  misfor- 
tunes against  which  an  intelligent  people  protects  itself  in  this  mode. 
We  have  never  had  a  doubt  that  the  General  Assembly  would,  at  some 
day,  make  a  building  appropriation  for  the  benefit  of  the  idiot  school. 
We  hope  that  it  will  do  so  this  winter.  The  application  for  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  is  based  upon  an  actual  plan  by  an 
architect  of  ability,  and  upon  actual  estimates  of  cost  of  construction, 
in  accordance  with  said  plan.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purchase  of  land  will  perhaps  not  appear  excessive  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  institution  needs  a  farm  of  large  area,  both  for  the 
pasturage  of  cows  (these  children  consume  a  great  quantity  of  milk),

and  to  furnish  a  means  of  physical  development  and  practical  edacation 
of  the  boys  by  farm  labor,  and  that  this  farm  most  be  adjacent  to  or 
not  far  from  some  large  town. 

The  institution  also  asks  for  five  hundred  doUars  per  annum  for  insur- 
ance. For  several  years  past  the  state  has  been  its  own  insurer,  sup- 
posing itself  to  be  as  able  to  carry  this  risk  as  any  corporation  with  less 
resources  at  its  command.  But  the  terms  of  the  Duncan  lease  require 
the  trustees  to  keep  the  premises  insured,  hence  this  appropriation  will 
have  to  be  made. 

INDUSTEIAl,  UNIVEBSITY. 

The  Industrial  University  asks  for  a  total  appropriation  of  twenty- 
three  thousand  dollars  in  the  following  items :

The  payment,  by  the  state,  of  taxes  on  lands  purchased  with  agri- 
cultural college  scrip  and  held  by  the  institution,  is  one  of  the  condi- 
tions of  the  grant  by  the  general  government,  accepted  by  the  state. 
The  amount  of  said  tax  paid  in  the  year  1873,  was  two  thousand,  six 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  ^  in  1874.it  was  two 
thousand,  five  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  and  twenty  nine  cents. 
The  balance  of  the  former  appropriation  remains  in  the  state  treasury, 
and  will  lapse,  under  the  new  constitution,  at  the  expiration  of  the  first 
fiscal  quarter  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present  General  Assembly. 
It  does  not  matter  how  much  money  is  appropriated  for  this  purpose; 
no  more  money  can  or  will  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  than  the  actual 
amount  of  the  taxes  due. 

The  appropriations  for  library,  apparatus,  and  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural experiments  are  peculiarly  germane  to  the  object  in  view  in  the 
founding  of  the  university.  They  are  a  mere  bagatelle,  and  the  experi- 
ments on  the  farm  have  been  approved  and  sustained  by  all  former 
legislatures.  The  appropriation  for  cabinets  and  new  library  cases  might 
perhaps  be  reduced  to  five  thousand  dollars. 

NOBMAl,  XmrVEBSITY. 

The  Normal  University  desires  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  renewal  of  floors,  which  are  badly  worn,  and  three  thousand 
dollars  for  a  new  tin  roof.    The  roof  has  not  been  renewed  since  the 
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building  was  erected,  and  leaks  in  very  many  places.    Both  these  re- 
quests are  for  amounts  estimated  to  be  necessary  by  skilled  mechanics. 


80UTHEBN  NOBMAL. 

The  Southern  Normal  University  applies  for  four  thousand,  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  grading  and  fencing;  two  thousand,  five  hundred  dol- 
lars for  apparatus  and  library;  and  five  thousand  dollars  for  additional 
school  furniture. 

The  building  occupied  by  this  institution  is  the  finest  in  the  state,  and 
would  do  credit  to  any  state  in  the  union.  It  is  a  question,  indeed, 
whether  it  is  not  too  large  and  too  magnificent.  But  it  stands  in  an 
open  lot,  without  a  tree  or  shrub  about  it.  We  recommend  that  the 
appropriation  asked  for  grading  and  fencing  be  made,  payable  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated;  and  think 
the  desire  of  the  trustees  to  have  the  bill  passed  with  an  emergency 
clause  reasonable  and  just,  as  this  work  should  be  completed  before 
spring,  if  possible. 

An  appropriation  of  three  thousanct  dollars  for  furniture,  payable  out 
of  the  levy  of  1875,  would  in  our  judgment  fully  meet  the  necessities  of 
the  case.  We  approve,  also,  the  request  for  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
for  apparatus  and  library.

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Upon  the  general  subject  of  appropriations  for  the  state  institutions, 
we  do  not  know  that  we  can  add  anything  to  what  was  said  by  us  in 
our  last  biennial  report : 

Tike  Aggregate  sum  asked  by  the  state  institationa,  ia  nndoabtedly  large.  Bat  we  eall  the  attention 
both  of  legislators  and  of  tax-payars  to  the  following  arguments  for  an  enlightened  liberality  in  the 
direction  of  public  charity : 

(1.)  The  number  of  unfortunates  in  the  state— blind,  deaf,  insane  and  Idiotio—oannot  fall  far  short 
of  ten  thousand.  These  persons  must  either  be  left  to  perish,  or  they  must  be  cared  for,  somewhere-* 
at  home,  or  in  the  county  almshouses,  or  by  the  state.  Whatever  method  of  oaring  for  them  is  adoptedi 
they  are  in  any  case  a  source  of  expense  and  a  drain  upon  the  resources  of  the  commonwealth.  The 
question  of  appropriations  Is  simply  one  of  method— whether  state  aid  is  more  economical  and  efficient 
than  private  or  county  relief.  As  to  this  point,  we  regard  the  policy  of  the  state  as  settled  by  the  past 
action  of  the  General  Assembly,  which  has  received  the  sanction  of  popular  approval,  and  is  sustained 
by  the  experience  and  example  of  all  the  older  states  of  the  union.  With  regard  to  the  insane  espe* 
etally,  tiie  prinqlple  enunciated  by  Horace  Mann,  that  they  are  thb  wabdb  of  thb  btatb,  appears  to  be 
thoroughly  inwrought  into  the  popular  thought  and  legislation  of  the  age.  But  the  same  principle  ia 
equally  applicable  to  the  deaf,  the  blind  and  the  idiotic ;  and  in  some  of  the  states  the  written  consti* 
tation  makes  provision  for  all  these  classes  by  the  legialskture,  from  year  to  year,  a  matter  not  of  choioe 
bvt  of  obligation. 

(SL)  It  might  possibly  be  shown  that  private  and  county  relief  cost  less,  in  dollars  and  cents,  than 
state  aid ;  but  it  certainly  can  be  shown  that  state  aid  is  many  times  more  efficient  and  remunerative. 
Cook  county  is  the  only  county  in  the  state  of  niinois  which  has  made  formal  provision  for  the  treat- 
ment of  insanity,  and  compared  with  the  insane  asylums  supported  by  the  different  states,  in  all  parts 
of  our  land,  the  Cook  County  Insane  Asylum  cannot  take  rank  as  anything  higher  than  second  or  third 
dasa,  if  so  high ;  while,  in  an  ordinary  almshouse,  the  insane  are  victims  of  the  most  shameful  n^ect. 
The  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  idiotic  cannot  be  educated  without  the  intervention  of  state  in- 
■titntions. 

(3.)  Any  attempt  to  estimate  the  pecuniary  results  of  state  aid  can  only  be  an  approximation  to 
the  truth.  But  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  of  the  blind,  is  a  pecuniary  gain,  in  so  fiur  as 
it  enables  these  classes  to  defray  the  cost  of  their  own  support  by  their  own  labor.  The  experiment 
ef  special  training  for  Idiots  is  still  in  its  inCuicy,  and  we  cannot  yet  definitely  estimate  the  result. 
The  annual  saving  to  the  community  effected  by  hospitals  for  the  insane,  expensive  as  these  institn- 
tlone  are,  is  immense.  A  calcn'ation  of  the  pecuniary  benefit  of  the  hospital  at  Jacksonville,  given  in 
detail  in  the  first  report  of  this  boant  upon  recognised  principles,  shows  that  the  money  value  to  soci- 
ety of  patients  restored  to  hea'th  by  this  agency,  foots  up  somewhere  between  five  and  ten  millions 
of  dollars  in  excess  of  all  that  has  been  expended  upon  the  institution  for  land,  building  and  cuirent 
aupport.  In  general,  we  may  safely  say  that  the  public  institutions  of  H  linois  have  many  times  repaid 
their  cost,  as  a  cash  investment. 

(4.)  The  true  view  of  these  charitable  institntions  is,  that  they  are  of  the  nature  of  all  insuranoe 
against  disaster.  Every  man  is  liable  to  misfortune  in  his  own  person  or  in  the  person  of  his  family. 
The  tax  imposed  for  the  support  of  public  charity  is  a  premium  for  insurance  against  such  a  calamity 
— ^the  only  difference  between  this  premium  and  one  for  protection  against  loss  by  fire,  being  that  that 
is  voluntary,  while  this  is  compulsory.  In  both  cases,  he  who  derives  no  direct  personal  benefit  from 
the  payment  of  his  premium  is  more  fortunate  than  the  man  who  does.  But  in  both  cases,  also,  the 
Inaiued  are  interested  to  see  that  the  provision  made  is  sufficient,  and  of  the  best  character,  at  the 
leaet  relative  cost.  Insurance,  however,  is  the  principal  consideration,  and  the  question  of  cost,  how- 
ever important  in  itself;  is  after  all  of  secondary  consequence. 

(9.)  The  relief  of  suffering  by  the  system  of  public  charity  does  not  merely  extend  to  the  indiyid- 
oal  sufferers,  hot  to  their  families  and  flriends.  Whoa  we  oensider  how  many  sufferers  there  are  in  a 
great  state  like  this,  and  how  extensive  must  be  the  cirde  of  those  dependent  upon  or  connected 
with  them,  we  begin  to  see  what  a  multitude  of  persons  are  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  the 


(6.)  Finally,  while  the  amounts  necessary  for  the  support  and  efficiency  of  the  public  instltntlont 
themselves  are  large,  they  are  small,  in  comparison  with  the  population  and  wealth  of  the  state.  The 
entire  sum  now  asked,  if  it  were  granted,  for  the  next  two  years,  would  cost  the  people  of  Illinois  leas 
than  of  fifty  cents  each  p«r  annum.  It  is  not  the  state  government  which  is  oppressive  to  the  taxpay- 
ers Illinois,  but  the  extravagance  of  many  of  the  coxmties,  cities  and  towns. 

While  we  thus  advocate  an  enlightened  Uberallty  toward  the  public  iostitntions  of  the  state,  bellev- 
lag  that  the  expenditure  of  a  portion  of  the  surplus  accumulations  of  the  public,  every  year,  for  pub- 
lie  uaea,  by  public  authority,  is  a  wise  and  Just  policy,  to  which  we  owe  much  of  our  ge&eral  prosper. 
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ity  and  advanoed  civilization ;  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  we  are  oonvinoed  that  it  is  the  dnty  of  the  ior 
■titntions  (as  of  all  other  state  officials,)  to  exercise  the  strictest  economy  in  the  expenditnre  of  pabUo 
ftinds,  and  of  the  state  to  insist  npon  the  xaost  rigid  aecoontahility  for  every  dollar  appropriated. 

Should  the  legislature  see  fit  to  grant  all  that  the  institutions  have 
asked,  we  shall  not  complain.  The  task  imposed  upon  us  by  law,  of 
revising  the  estimates  for  appropriations,  is  both  delicate  and  unpleas- 
ant. We  have  endeavored  to  discharge  it  without  favor  or  prejudice, 
and  to  protect  at  the  same  time  the  interests  of  the  institutions  and  of 
the  state.  All  that  we  have  attempted  to  do  is  to  point  out  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  who  may  not  be  familiar  with  the  condi- 
tion, working  and  actual  needs  of  the  state  institutions,  the  points  at 
which,  in  our  judgment,  reductions  may  be  made,  if  necessary,  without 
the  infliction  of  positive  injury.  Should  the  reductions  which  have  been 
suggested  be  agreed  to,  the  only  evil  which  will  result  will  be  the  tem- 
porary inconvenience  arising  from  delay  in  the  execution  of  some  cher- 
ished project  We  believe  that  the  people  desire  and  demand  retrench- 
ment in  all  branches  of  the  public  service.  We  wish  to  meet  this  ex- 
pectation. But  we  fear  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  reduce  the  esti- 
mates still  further  without  detriment  and  loss. 

We  have  not  yet  spoken  of  the  adjustment  of  the  appropriations  to 
be  made  so  as  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  appropriations  payable  out 
of  the  revenue  of  any  one  year  shall  fall  within  the  amount  levied  in 
the  preceding  year.  We  understand  that  such  adjustment  is  necessary 
under  the  constitution,  but  this  is  properly  the  work  of  the  finance  and 
appropriation  committees  in  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  respec- 
tively. 

The  form  of  appropriation  acts  is  a  matter  of  importance,  which 
should  receive  more  attention  than  is  commonly  paid  to  it.  The  condi- 
tions upon  which  appropriations  are  made  payable  should  be  as  nearly 
uniform  as  possible,  both  in  order  to  secure  equality  of  privileges  and 
responsibilities  among  the  institutions  themselves,  and  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  governor  and  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  in  the  matter 
of  approving  vouchers  and  drawing  warrants  upon  the  state  treasury. 
If  any  appropriations  are  payable  quarterly,  all  should  be.  If  any  in- 
stitutions are  required  to  file  vouchers  with  the  auditor,  vouchers  should 
be  filed  by  all  of  them  alike.  There  is  no  reason  for  any  unjust  discrim- 
ination in  this  regard.  The  present  custom  is  for  the  officers  or  friends 
of  an  institution  to  frame  and  introduce  bills  with  such  provisions  on 
the  subject  of  drawing  funds  from  the  state  treasury  as  may  be  agreea- 
ble to  the  institution  itself.  The  result  has  been  heretofore  a  very  wide 
disagreement  between  the  bills  framed,  in  this  respect,  which  compels 
the  governor  and  auditor  to  run  to  the  statutes  every  time  that  an  ap- 
propriation is  drawn.  If  a  general  statute  were  framed  relative  to  the 
method  of  drawing  appropriations  from  the  treasury,  and  all  appropri- 
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adons  were  made  sabject  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  the  evils  com- 
I^ained  of  would  be  obviated.  If  this  is  not  done,  the  substance  of  a 
general  formula  should  be  agreed  upon,  and  no  bill  passed  until  an  ex- 
amination of  the  language  employed  shows  that  the  formula  has  been 
rigidly  adhered  to. 

Objection  has  sometime  been  made  to  quarterly  payments  in  advance. 
Some  are  in  favor  of  monthly  drafts;  some,  of  quarterly  payments  at 
the  end  of  the  quarter ;  and  some  contend  that  all  bills  should  be  paid 
directly  from  the  state  treiasury.  The  last  suggestion  is  too  obviously 
impracticable  to  merit  consideration.  Monthly  payments  are  practica- 
ble, but  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  admit  of  the  purchase  of  staple  ar- 
ticles in  sufficiently  large  quantities,  at  moments  when  the  markets  are 
&vorable,  to  be  really  economical.  The  only  argument  for  them  is  that 
the  money  of  the  state  should  be  held  in  the  state  treasury  as  long  as 
possible,  rather  than  placed  in  the  hands  of  any  other  custodian.  We 
confess  that  we  do  not  see  the  force  of  this  argument.  The  treasurers 
of  institutions  are  under  bond,  as  the  state  treasurer  is;  their  bonds 
are  equally  as  good  as  his ;  the  vaults  of  a  bank  are  as  safe  a  place  of 
deposit  as  the  vault  of  the  state  house ;  the  money,  when  deposited  in 
bank,  is  not  so  entirely  withdrawn  from  circulation  among  the  people 
at  large;  and  if  in  circulation,  the  people  reap  the  benefit  resulting. 
We  also  favor  payments  in  advance,  for  the  reason  that  they  enable  an 
institution  to  make  cash  purchases. 

But  we  think  that  original  or  duplicate  vouchers  should  always  be 
filed  with  some  duly  authorized  official  at  the  seat  of  government, 
partly  for  the  preservation  of  one  set  of  vouchers,  should  the  other  set 
accidentally  be  destroyed,  partly  as  a  check  upon  the  expenditure  of 
the  moneys  appropriated,  and  partly  for  convenience  of  reference, 
Bhoald  the  vouchers  need  to  be  consulted  for  any  purpose,  either  by  a 
committee  of  the  legislature  or  by  any  state  officer. 

An  analytical  statement  of  the  cost  of  the  various  buildings  erected, 
for  the  use  of  the  s&te  institutions,  during  the  past  six  years,  will  pro- 
bably interest  citizens  of  our  own  state  and  the  readers  of  this  report 
elsewhere.  Such  a  statement,  for  several  of  them,  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix. 

BSYISION  OP  THE  STATUTES. 

We  come  now  to  the  other  of  the  two  leading  questions  touching  the 
state  institutions,  which  wUl,  as  we  suppose,  come  before  the  General 
Assembly  at  its  session  this  winter,  viz:  The  question  of  revision  of  the 
laws  respecting  their  organization  and  general  management 

Of  the  eleven  institutions  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  board,  nine 
have  charters  and  two  have  not.    We  do  not  know  to  what  extent  the 
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granting  of  a  charter  to  an  institution  by  the  state  affects  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  state's  action  with  reference  to  it  or  the  control  of  the  state 
oyer  it.  We  suppose,  not  at  all ;  but  that  all  such  acts  of  incorpora- 
tion are  sabject  to  be  amended,  altered  or  annulled  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  General  Assembly,  whether  so  expressed  in  the  original  charter  or 
not 

In  revising  the  statutes  upon  this  subject,  we  do  not  see  the  necessity 
for  a  separate  act  for  each  one  of  the  state  institutions.  I^otwithstand- 
ing  that  there  are  marked  differences  between  them,  in  the  character  of 
their  inmates,  the  object  of  their  creation  and  the  nature  of  the  benefits 
bestowed  by  them,  there  are  nevertheless  certain  broad  principles  of 
organization  and  accountability  which  apply  to  them  all  alike.  The 
light  in  which  we  are  accustomed  to  regard  them  is  that  of  distinct  or- 
ganisms forming  parts  of  a  larger  organization,  a  single  department  of 
the  state  government  which  should  have  practically  a  single  head. 

The  question  was  much  discussed,  one  year  ago,  of  the  abolition  of 
the  local  boards  of  management  and  the  placing  of  the  whole  system  of 
institutions,  with  its  multifarious  parts  and  complex  organization,  in 
the  hands  of  a  single  board,  whether  appointed  by  the  governor  or 
elected  by  the  i)eople.  We  do  not  believe,  with  the  special  knowledge 
of  the  working  of  the  institutions  which  we  have  derived,  during  our 
six  years'  connection  with  them,  that  they  can  be  properly  managed  by 
a  single  board,  however  able,  and  still  less  if  that  board  should  chance 
to  be  composed  of  men  of  inferior  ability.  No  one  board  could  success- 
fully grasp  all  the  petty  details  of  the  business  of  so  many  separate  es- 
tablishments, scattered  over  seven  counties,  distant  between  three  and 
four  hundred  miles  from  each  other.  The  duty  of  the  commissioners  of 
public  charities,  under  the  existing  law,  has  been  to  observe  and  criti- 
cise results  already  accomplished,  not  to  bring  those  results  about,  ex- 
cept in  so  far  as  inspection  and  criticism  may  have  a  healthy  influence. 
The  credit  of  success  belongs  to  the  local  boards  and  to  the  superinten- 
dents. But  we  have  found  that  even  the  comparatively  light  duty  re- 
quired of  us  is  a  most  onerous  tax  upon  our  time  and  strength,  nor 
would  we,  being  men  of  families,  with  domestic  and  other  personal  con- 
cerns of  our  own  requiring  our  presence  and  attention  at  home,  be  will- 
ing, even  were  we  compensated  for  our  services,  to  undertake  the  task 
which  it  has  been  proposed  to  saddle  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  unfortu- 
nate board  whose  creation  has  been  suggested.  There  are  other  objec- 
tions to  the  proposition,  whose  realization,  however  attractive  and 
plausible  it  may  appear  to  some,  would,  without  a  doubt,  be  disastrous 
to  the  public  service,  and  a  lasting  occasion  of  regret  to  the  people  of 
the  state.  A  fund  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num, with  so  many  opportunities  to  misappropriate  it  in  small  amounts^ 
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wiihoat  detectioD,  would  be  a  strong  indocement  to  dishonest  men  to 
use  every  art  within  their  reach  to  secure  a  position^  which  would  ap- 
pear to  them  so  desirable;  and  it  is  barely  possible  that  even  passably 
good  men  might  be  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  corrupted  in  the  handling 
of  it. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  lack  of  clear- 
ness in  several  of  the  statutes  fixing  the  number  of  trustees  of  certain 
institutions,  as  to  the  duration  of  their  term  of  office.  In  the  law  creat- 
ing the  board  of  public  charities,  the  number  of  trustees  of  the  insane 
hospital  at  Jacksonville,  also  of  the  institutions  for  the  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  blind,  and  of  the  soldiers'  orphans'  home,  was  reduced  to  three, 
but  nothing  is  said  with  respect  to  the  division  of  these  boards  into 
classes,  nor  as  to  the  term  for  which  any  of  the  classes  or  the  board 
itself  shall  serve.  In  the  act  creating  the  Illinois  Charitable  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary,  no  limit  is  fixed  for  the  service  of  the  trustees  authorized 
to  be  appointed  in  the  act,  nor  is  there  any  provision  for  the  filling  of 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  removal  or  resignation.  In  the  act 
authorizing  the  apxK)intment  of  trustees  for  the  Southern  Illinois  In- 
sane Asylum,  and  for  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  School,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  trustees  of  the  insane  asylum  ^'shall  serve  for  the  same 
term  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  trustees  of 
the  Illinois  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at  Jacksonville,"  and  that  the 
trustees  of  the  normal  school  ^'  shaU  serve  the  same  term  and  in  the 
same  manner,  shaU  have  the  same  rights,  privileges  and  powers,  per- 
form the  sam§  duties  and  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  as  the  trustees 
of  the  Normal  School,  at  Normal."  But,  as  has  just  been  said,  the  term 
of  service  of  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  for  the  insane  at  Jacksonville 
is  not  definitely  prescribed  by  law ;  and  the  board  of  education  at 
Normal  consists  of  fourteen  members,  while  for  the  southern  normal 
university  the  number  of  trustees  is  only  five.  Thus  there  are  six  pub- 
lic institutions,  with  twenty-two  trustees,  the  duration  of  whose  ap- 
pointment depends  upon  the  will  of  the  executive,  or  upon  his  construc- 
of  the  meaning  of  an  ambiguous  statute  in  the  light  of  some  former  act, 
now  repealed.  If  the  terms  for  which  trustees  of  all  state  institutions 
are  appointed  were  made  to  expire  uniformly,  either  upon  the  first  of 
January  or  upon  the  first  of  July,  every  year  or  every  other  year,  and 
if  they  were  so  regulated  by  law  as  that  in  all  cases  only  a  portion  of 
each  board  should  cease  to  act  at  a  given  date,  thus  securing  to  the  in- 
stitutions continuity  of  experience  and  control,  the  entire  system  would 
feel  the  beneficial  effect  of  such  a  change.  The  first  of  January  is 
nearer  the  commencement  of  a  session  of  the  General  Assembly;  the 
first  of  July  is  the  date  at  which  new  appropriation  acts  ordinarily  take 
effect. 
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If  the  local  boards  are  to  be  continaed,  what  shoald  be  the  namber 
of  iudividuals  composing  each  board!  We  shoald  say  not  more  than 
five ;  and  the  number  three,  which  has  been  tried  in  six  of  our  institu- 
tions for  the  past  six  years,  has  been  found  to  secure  probably  the  high- 
est degree  of  eflSciency  joined  to  the  smallest  cost.  A  larger  number, 
however,  may  be  necessary  for  the  educational  than  for  the  charitable 
institutions. 

The  powers  of  trustees,  whatever  the  nature  of  the  institution  over 
which  they  have  control,  are,  or  ought  to  be  substantially  the  same. 
The  limit  of  their  powers  and  the  character  and  degree  of  their  respon- 
sibility may  easily  be  defined  for  all  these  institutions  alike  in  a  single 
section. 

They  may  be  required  to  meet  at  stated  times,  with  similar  intervals 
between  their  meetings,  whether  of  one  or  three  months,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Their  relations  to  the  superintendents  and  other  officers  and  em- 
ployees need  not  differ  in  the  different  institutions.  In  our  opinion  no 
superintendent  should  be  an  ea?  officio  member  of  the  board  to  which  he 
is  accountable,  on  the  general  principle  that  this  is  to  make  a  public 
officer  accountable  to  himself,  and  that  for  him  to  sit  as  a  member  of  the 
board  gives  him  an  undue  influence  over  its  deliberations. 

So  silso  of  the  rights  and  duties  of  superintendents.  A  superinten- 
dent is  a  superintendent,  whether  it  be  of  an  insane  hospital  or  of  a 
normal  university,  and  in  either  case  must  have  whatever  degree  of 
authority  is  necessary,  to  enable  him  to  control  the  spirit  and  conduct 
of  the  institution  for  whose  good  management  he  is  held  responsible. 
His  authority,  however,  must  in  all  cases  be  subordinate  to  that  of  the 
trustees,  who  are  not  merely  official  visitors,  but  are  entitled  to  the  ulti- 
mate control  of  the  institution  in  all  its  departments  ^  not  as  individual 
trustees,  however,  but  as  an  organized  body,  acting  by  formal  resola- 
tion,  duly  entered  nj^u  their  minutes  j  and  upon  them  alone,  or  princi- 
pally, will  fall  the  blame  and  public  disgrace  of  mismanagement  or 
failure. 

The  treasurer  is  another  important  officer,  whose  duties  are  the  same 
for  substance  in  any  institution.  He  is  the  custodian  of  the  cash  re- 
ceii)t8,  from  whatever  source  derived,  and  should  be  required  to  keep 
the  different  sums  separate  from  each  other,  to  pay  out  no  moneys  ex- 
cept upon  the  orders  of  the  board  acting  through  some  person  designa- 
ted as  their  agent,  and  to  make  a  correct  statement,  in  proper  form,  of 
all  deposits,  payments  and  balances,  when  called  upon  by  those  having 
the  right  to  demand  such  information.  He  should  give  suitable  and 
sufficient  bond  for  the  safe  keeping  and  delivery  of  the  moneys  entrusted 
to  his  care. 
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It  has  been  suggested,  but  certainly  erroneously,  that  the  treasurer 
of  an  institution  should  also  be  its  book-keeper,  and  that  his  statements 
should  show  the  character  of  the  expenditure  of  the  funds.  We  hold 
differently,  namely,  that  the  treasurer  need  not  know  for  what  purposes 
the  money  is  paid  out.  He  is  not  accountable  fpr  the  disposition  of 
funds,  but  only  for  their  custody  j  and  book-keeping  is  not  the  function 
of  the  treasurer,  but  of  the  clerk,  who  is  usually  also  the  purchasing 
agent  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent. 

The  remark  made  above  respecting  the  theoretical  propriety  of  the 
superintendent  being  also  a  trustee  seems  to  us  to  apply  in  like  manner 
to  the  treasurer. 

In  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  supplies,  perhaps  undue  value  has 
been  placed  by  some  upon  the  system  of  purchasing  by  contract.  It 
does  not  always  happen  that  contract  prices  are  the  lowest  prices ;  but 
it  does  often  happen  that  articles  furnished  by  a  contractor  are  of  an 
inferior  quality,  nor  is  it  an  unusual  circumstance  that  the  contractor 
holds  the  purchaser  more  firmly  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract,  on 
his  part,  than  the  purchaser  holds  the  contractor.  An  honest  aud  ca- 
I>able  buyer  will  probably  generally  buy  to  best  advantage  in  open  mar- 
ket, and  a  dishonest  purchasing  agent  will  not  become  houest  by  the 
magic  influence  of  a  contract,  but  the  existence  of  a  contract  may  afford 
him  a  very  convenient  screen  for  his  dishonesty. 

The  auditing  of  bills,  and  the  proper  form  of  vouchers  and  accounts, 
are  also  matters  worthy  of  attention  in  any  general  law  which  may  be 
framed  touching  this  subject.  We  think  that  as  a  rule,  (admitting, 
however,  of  exceptions,)  bills  should  be  audited  by  the  board  before 
being  paid ;  and  that  the  amount  and  character  of  the  exceptions  should 
be  determined  either  by  general  or  special  act  of  the  trustees. 

We  have  already  spoken  above  of  the  necessity  for  a  uniform  system 
of  drafts  upon  the  public  treasury. 

The  foregoing  are  some  of  the  points  which  might  as  well  be  discussed 
and  settled  in  a  single  bill  as  in  eleven  different  bills,  and  it  would  not 
be  so  easy  for  any  one  institution  to  depart  from  the  established  line  of 
action,  once  adopted  by  the  state,  by  means  of  an  amendment  to  a  bill 
affecting  the  relations  of  eleven  institutions,  as  if  the  act  to  be  amended 
related  only  to  itself. 

It  would  be  easy  to  engraft  upon  the  general  provisions  of  an  act 
whose  outlines  we  have  sketched,  those  special  enactments  necessary  in 
the  case  of  individual  institutions,  and  not  found  elsewhere  on  the 
statute  books. 

INSAI^  DISTBI0T8. 

There  remains  yet  one  subject,  of  which  no  mention  has  been  made 
in  this  report,  which  yet  calls  for  legislative  action.    It  is  the  apportion- 
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ment  of  the  counties  to  the  three  insane  hospitals.  At  this  time,  conn- 
ties  are  required  by  law  to  make  application  for  the  admission  of  insane 
paupers,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  hospital  nearest  them,  and  should 
the  patient  be  rejected  for  any  cause,  they  may  afterward  make  appli- 
cation to  either  of  the  other  hospitals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  original 
charter  of  the  insane  hospital  at  Jacksonville  declares  (section  10)  that 
the  admission  of  insane  patients  from  the  several  counties  in  this  state 
shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  population  of  the  same :  Provided^  that 
each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  send  at  least  one  insane  patient  The 
laws  creating  the  other  insane  hospitals  declare  that  patients  shall  be 
admitted  into  them  upon  the  same  terms  as  at  Jacksonville.  Each  one 
of  the  three  institutions,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  keeps,  or  should 
keep,  what  is  called  a  "  quota  book,"  by  which  to  determine  how  many 
patients  each  county  is  entitled  to  have  at  any  one  time  in  the  hospital. 
When  the  quota  of  a  county  is  full,  the  authorities  may,  at  their  discre- 
tion, reject  subsequent  applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  from 
the  same  county.  The  practical  operation  of  the  two  laws,  the  one  gov- 
erning the  applications  for  admission  and  the  other  governing  admis- 
sions, is  that  there  were  patients  last  year  in  the  northern  hospital  from 
Marion  and  Williamson  counties,  and  in  the  southern  hospital  from 
McHenry  and  Mercer,  It  is  evident  that  this  crossing  of  each  other's 
natural  boundaries  is  a  source  of  additional  expense  for  transportation 
to  the  people  of  the  counties,  both  in  the  north  and  at  the  south  end 
of  the  state.  The  necessity  for  districting  the  state  is  felt  by  the  hos- 
pital in  another  way.  When  an  application  for  admission  is  received 
from  any  county,  it  is  impossible  for  the  superintendent  to  know  or 
in  any  practicable  way  to  ascertain  the  number  of  patients  which  that 
county  may  have  in  the  other  hospitals,  or  to  judge  whether  or  not  jus- 
tice to  the  county  requires  that  their  application  should  be  granted. 

THE  BOABD  OP  PUBUO  OHABITIES. 

It  will  perhaps  be  expected  of  us  that  we  should  say  something  with 
respect  to  our  own  work  and  our  own  appreciation  of  its  value  and  ne- 
cessity. 

Our  duties  include,  first,  the  inspection  of  the  state  institutions,  and 
second,  the  inspection  of  county  alms-houses  and  jails.  The  first  is 
probably  more  highly  appreciated  by  the  General  Assembly,  but  we 
place  the  highest  value  upon  the  other  department  of  our  labors.  The 
two  supplement  each  other,  and  firom  our  experience  of  results  we 
would  be  unwilling  to  dispense  with  either. 

As  to  the  state  institutions,  we  have  endeavored  to  mediate  between 
them  and  the  legislature,  having  regard,  on  the  one  hand,  to  their 
needs,  and  on  the  other,  to  the  reasonable  reluctance  of  the  people  to 
pay  exorbitant  or  unnecessary  taxes.  It  has  been  our  aim  not  to  en- 
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croacb  upon  the  executive  functions  and  refjponsibiHties  of  the  local 
boards  of  control,  nor  upon  the  legislative  function  and  prerogative  of 
the  €reneral  Assembly'.  Our  own  conception  of  our  position  and  rela- 
tions has  been,  that  the.i)eculiar  duty  devolving  upon  this  board,  under 
the  law,  is  to  know  what  the  institutions  are  doing,  au<l  to  report  all 
the  facts,  without  fear  or  favor,  to  the  legislature,  for  its  i^iifonnation, 
with  A  view  to  judicious  legislation.  We  do  not  believe  that  this  task 
can  be  accomplished,  without  the  exi>eudiiure  of  more  time  and  effort 
than  can  be  given  to  it  by  any  committee  of  the  General  Assembly ; 
nor  do  we  believe  that  the  trustees  of  institutions,  however  capable  or 
frank,  can  perform  it  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public,  in  their  individual 
rfporta,  which  are  necessarily  couhued  to  the  narrow  purview  of  a 
feingle  interest.  It  is  not  possible  that  these  reports  should  give  any 
broad  comprehensive  view  of  the  entire  tield  of  eleemosynary  work  un- 
dertaken by  the  state.  Neither  are  they  framed  upju  auy  uniform 
mcNlel,  80  as  to  enable  the  legislature  to  make  compaiisons  between  the 
difl**Tent  institutions,  as  to  their  respective  (M>st  and  results. 

In  onr  relations  to  the  General  Assembly,  which  are  of  a  confidential 
and  advisory  character,  we  have  sought  to  point  out  wherein  the  cost 
of  the  state  institutions  may  be  diminished,  without  any  diminution 
of  their  eificiency.  In  our  relations  with  the  institutions,  our  aim  has 
been  to  point  out  metho<ls  of  increasing  their  efficiency,  and  to  make 
them  more  sensible  of  their  accountability. 

If  we  have  been  able,  in  any  respect,  as  we  think,  to  improve  the  dis- 
cipline, organization  and  general  morale  of  any  or  all  the  public  institu- 
tions of  this  state,  it  has  been,  not  by  the  exercise  of  an  authority 
which  we  do  not  possess,  but  of  personal  and  official  influence,  based 
upon  our  appreciation  of  their  work  and  our  regard  for  their  interests  as 
well  as  their  rights.  The  burdeu  of  all  our  correspondence  and  com- 
munication with  them  has  been  the  supreme  authority  of  the  law ;  the 
accountability  of  public  officials;  the  necessity  for  economy  in  the  ex- 
l)cnditure  of  public  funds  j  the  importance  of  thorough  organization  ; 
the  value  of  complete  and  accurate  records;  the  impolicy  of  conceal- 
ment and  misrepresentation ;  and  the  desirability  of  as  great  a  degree  of 
uniformity  in  their  methods  of  transacting  business  as  may  be  practi- 
cable. 

We  have  a  strong  conviction  that  the  result  of  our  efforts,  in  improv- 
ing the  efficiency  of  this  branch  of  the  public  service  and  in  reducing  it 
.to  a  more  perfect  system,  with  a  higher  degree  of  unity  and  simplicity, 
will  become  more  apparent  as  our  work  becomes  better  known.  This 
conviction  is  strengthened  by  the  reflex  opinion  of  those  best  qualified 
to  judge,  who  have  given  the  subject  most  attention  and  study. 

The  necessity  for  general  supervision  of  this  description  arises  from 
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the  number  and  magDitade  of  the  appropriations  voted  at  each  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  for  chaiitable  and  edacational  purposes.  It 
is  scarcely  conceivable  that  the  people  of  the  state  will  authorize  or  ap- 
prove an  annual  ex{>enditurey  by  the  state  institutions,  of  between  seven 
and  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  without  the  adoption  and  main- 
tenance of  every  reasonable  check  and  safeguard  which  can  be  thrown 
around  it.  We  know  of  no  more  simple  and  efficient  check  than  the 
watchful  care  of  a  central  supervisory  board,  entrusted  with  the  neces- 
sary powers. 

As  to  our  work  in  the  visitation  of  county  almshouses  and  jails,  we 
point  with  gratification  and  pride  to  the  manifold  and  constantly  multi- 
plying evidences  of  an  awakening  of  thought  and  sensibility  in  relation 
to  the  condition  of  the  criminal  and  pauper  class,  in  so  many  counties, 
in  all  sections  of  the  state.  The  number  of  new  jails  and  almshouses 
erected  in  Illinois  since  this  board  commenced  its  round  of  annual  in- 
spection and  criticism  is  very  great.  The  new  structures  exhibit  a  much 
better  appreciation  of  the  wants  of  the  unfortunate  classes,  and  of  the 
character  of  treatment  proper  to  be  given  to  them.  In  many  of  the 
counties  also,  where  the  old  buildings  still  stand,  there  has  been  a  great 
improvement  in  respect  of  organization  and  humanity  of  treatment.  We 
are  convinced  that  these  institutions,  which  are  often  situated  in  ob- 
scure localities,  and  command  but  small  notice,  even  at  the  hand  of  the 
county  officers,  require  inspection  even  more  than  the  public  institutions 
of  the  state,  which  are  placed  upon  a  lofty  pinnacle  of  observation  and 
are  always  under  the  eye  of  the  governor  and  of  the  legislature.  We 
are  also  satished,  from  the  experience  and  observation  of  the  past  six 
years,  that  an  annual  visit  by  a  duly  authorized  state  inspector  exerts  a 
powerful  and  healthy  elfect,  in  most  instances,  over  the  keepers  and 
other  officials,  both  of  the  almshouses  and  of  the  jails,  and  leads  to  the 
reformation  of  many  existing  abuses. 

We  have  found,  too,  that  ihe  knowledge  gained  by  these  visits  is  of 
great  value  to  us  in  enabling  us  to  estimate  more  truly  the  real  necessi- 
ty for  our  state  institutions  and  the  benefits  derived  irom  them  by  the 
community  at  large. 

The  newly  awakened  interest  in  the  popular  mind  relates  chiefly  to 
three  classes  of  unfortunates,  the  insane,  the  idiotic,  and  the  criminal. 

The  number  of  the  insane  in  Illinois  was  not  known,  nor  was  their 
unfortunate  condition  upon  the  county  farms  at  all  realized,  until  the 
facts  in  the  case  were  brought  to  light  by  the  investigations  of  this 
board. 

The  same  remark  applies  also  to  the  number  and  situation  of  the 
idiots  of  the  state  and  the  possibility  of  ameliorating  the  midnight  dark- 
ness of  their  intellectual  degeneracy  by  segregation  and  physiological 
training.  ^         i 
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As  to  the  crimiBal  elass,  we  discover  everywhere  the  indications  of  a 
feeling,  sometimes  vagae,  sometimes  distinct  and  emphatic,  that  the  ex- 
isting methods  of  dealing  with  them  are  wholly  inadeqaate.  Judges,  sher- 
iffs and  attorneys  alike  unite  in  pronouncing  the  county  jail  system  an  al- 
most total  failure,  both  in  respect  of  its  reformatory  and  of  its  deterrent  in- 
fluenceupou  themind  of  offenders  against  law.  Theneedofa  better  classi- 
fication of  prisoners  is  everywhere  felt.  The  idea  of  indefinite  sentences 
for  crime  constantly  gains  ground.  The  duty  of  the  state  to  respect  the 
rights  even  of  a  criminal,  while  protecting  society  against  his  depreda- 
tions, and  to  provide  in  the  prison  itself  the  means  and  appliances  of 
reformation  for  all  who  are  susceptible  of  reformatory  influence,  forces 
itself  daily  upon  reflecting  minds.  In  this  work  of  prison  reform  the 
commissioners  of  public  charities  hope  to  bear  some  humble  part, 
with  the  sanction  and  by  the  authority  of  the  state.  We  feel  that  in 
the  advance  of  modem  civilization,  the  state  of  Illinois,  with  her  bound- 
less wealth  and  her  intelligent,  public  spirited  citizenship,  ought  to  oc- 
cupy a  position  in  the  vanguard.  But  upon  this  subject  we  shall  ex- 
press ourselves  more  fully  in  a  special  report,  soon  to  be  submitted,  up- 
on the  county  almshouses  and  jails,  in  which  the  opinions  advanced 
will  be  supported  by  a  powerful  array  of  statistical  and  other  facts. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  this  board  is  flfty-five 
hunilred  dollars.  By  the  exercise  of  strict  economy  on  the  part  of  the 
commissioners,  it  has  thus  far  proved  suficient,  but  we  are  free  to  say 
that  a  smaller  sum  will  not  enable  us  to  carry  on  successfully  the  work 
entrusted  to  our  hands.  The  commissioners  receive  no  compensation 
for  their  services,  and  require  the  assistance  of  an  educated  man,  of 
general  information  and  social  culture  and  position,  as  secretary,  to 
whom  they  are  obliged  to  pay  a  suf^cient  living  salary.  They  might 
employ  a  mere  clerk,  for  less  money,  but  a  mere  clerk  would  not  fill  the 
requirements  of  the  of&ce.  The  only  other  outlay  of  the  board  is  for  the 
necessary  office  and  traveling  expenses. 

WATER  SUPPLY  AT  JACKSONVILLB. 

In  our  first  biennial  report,  presented  to  the  governor  in  the  month 
of  December,  1870,  we  made  certain  statements  as  to  the  then  existing 
deficiency  in  the  water  supply  for  the  public  institutions  at  Jacksonville, 
which  gave  natural  but  undesigned  offence  to  the  citizens  of  that  town. 
It  aft'ords  us  great  gratification  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  oui  judgment 
the  lack  formerly  complained  of  no  longer  exists.  The  city  has  con- 
structed a  system  of  waterworks,  by  damming  a  ravine  about  a  mile 
east  of  the  insane  hospital,  and  catching  the  surface  drainage  and  the 
overflow  after  a  rain  or  a  melting  snow.  The  engineer  employed  wa8 
Mr.  E.  S.  Gbesbrough,  of  Chicago,  who,  after  personal  inspection  of  the 
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locality  and  much  carefdl  study,  furnished  a  plan  and  specifications, 
which  have  fully  realized  the  expectations  of  the  originators  of  the 
scheme.  The  present  capacity  of  the  impounding  reservoir  is  fifty  mil- 
lion gallons.  Its  capacity  can  be  doubled,  when  necessary,  with  little 
additional  expense.  The  dam  is  eighteen  feet  high,  and  in  no  part  of 
the  reservoir  does  the  water  stand  less  than  twelve  feet  deep.  That 
depth  insures  pure  water  at  all  seasons  of  the  year ;  as  it  is  claimed,  and 
we  believe  it  to  be  a  fact,  that  water  stored  in  depth  of  not  less  than 
twelve  feet  \^ill  not  stagnate  nor  become  impure.  To  effect  this  deptii 
an  excavation  was  made  to  the  extent  of  ninety-three  thousand  cubic 
yards.  After  closing  the  gate  in  the  weir,  the  reservoir  filled  in  four 
weeks,  and  since  that  time — during  nearly  one  year's  operation  of  the 
works — at  no  time  has  the  water  been  more  than  two  feet  below  the 
point  of  overflow.  From  the  impounding  resei^voir  the  water  is  con- 
veyed, through  iron  pipes,  by  the  action  of  a  powerful  steam  pump,  to 
a  second  or  distributing  reservoir,  on  OolIegeHill,  immediately  south  of 
the  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb.  The  capacity  of  the  distributing 
reservoir  is  two  and  a  half  million  gallons.  Its  elevation  is  ninety  feet 
above  the  public  square,  and  the  head  is  found  to  be  suflftcient  to  throw 
water,  without  the  intervention  of  an  engine, from  the  fireplugs  at  the 
curb  stone,  over  any  houses  in  the  city,  save  a  few  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  the  reservoir. 

Seven  and  a  half  miles  of  cast-iron  water-pipes  (three  miles  of  which, 
through  the  centre  of  the  city,  is  ten  inches  in  diameter,  the  remainder 
being  six  inches  in  diameter,)  are  now  laid  and  In  operation  in  the  prin- 
cipal streets  of  Jacksonville,  and  furnished  with  fire  hydrants  at  proper 
intervals. 

The  principal  pump  in  use  will  raise  thirty  thousand  to  forty  thousand 
gallons  an  hour.  It  has  done  all  the  pumping  during  the  past  year,  and 
has  proved  itself  equal  to  the  strain.  The  reserve  pump  has  a  capacity 
of  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand  gallons  an  hour.  Both  were 
built  at  the  Niagara  Steam  Pump  Works,  Brooklyn,  New  York.  They 
cost  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  amount  expended  on  construction  of  the  works  to  date  has  been 
little  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  They  have  been 
in  operation  since  the  fourth  day  of  February,  1874.  Every  part  of 
them  has  performed  completely  the  work  which  it  was  designed  to 
effect  5  nothing  has  had  to  be  done  over  again  or  replaced.  The  result 
has  been  more  than  satisfactory  to  citizens  and  tax-payers.  The  supply 
of  water  is  abundant,  and  the  quality  good  enough  for  steam  boilers  or 
for  culinary  uses.    Many  families  use  no  other  for  all  domestic  purposes. 

The  success  of  this  experiment,  attempted,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  for 
the  first  time  upon  a  large  scale,  is  a  legitimate  souroe^  of  congratula- 
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tion,  Dot  only  to  tbe  people  of  Jacksonville,  but  of  the  state  of  Iliinois 
and  of  the  entire  northwest,  who  have  seen  with  dismay  the  gradual 
drying  up  of  streams,  ponds  and  springs  within  the  past  fifty  years,  and 
have  experienceil  the  inconveniences  everywhere  arising  from  the  want 
of  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  and  healthy  water. 

FILTBATION. 

In  our  juilgment,  however,  wherever  dependence  is  placed  upon  sur- 
face <lrainiigt*,  it  is  not  enough  that  the  water  should  stand  at  the  depth 
of  twelve  feet  in  the  impounding  reservoir.  Notwithstanding  this  pre- 
caution, organic  impurities  will  manifest  their  presence  in  the  course  of 
time.  It  cannot  be  otherwise.  We  think  that  some  method  of  filtra- 
tion is  essential  to  the  success  of  waterworks  constructed  upon  this 
plan,  and  that  the  filter  constructed  by  Dr.  Garriel  at  the  insane  hospi- 
tal is  an  admirable  model,  worthy  of  imitation  wherever  this  plan  is 
adopted.  We  append  a  description  of  this  filter  in  Dr.  CarriePs  own 
words : 

The  principal  iroparitiee  in  the  water  obtained  from  the  HauTaltteiTe  oreeic,  the  source  of  onr  own 
•apply,  are  fine  sediments  and  Tegetable  fibres  which  discolor  the  water,  and  in  the  sammer  months 
minute  orjcanisms.  both  vegetable  and  animal,  which  probabl}*  prevail  more  or  less  in  all  river  waters. 
The  sediments  in  water  can  be  pretty  generally  removed  by  settling  basins  or  reservoirs,  but  the  or* 
ganisms  can  only  be  gotten  rid  of  by  filtration.  Daring  the  past  year  a  filter  has  been  construoted  in 
manner  as  follows : 

A  building  has  been  pat  up,  of  brick,  thirty  by  forty ^flve  feet,  extending  six  feet  below  the  sarface 
and  about  ten  feet  above  the  ground.  It  has  four  small  windows  on  each  side  and  a  door  in  each  end, 
and  is  roofed  in  like  any  enclosed  building.  The  filter  is  thirty-four  by  thirty  feet,  and  about  five  and 
a  half  feet  deep.  The  bottom  is  made  slightly  depending  towards  the  centre  and  to  one  end,  then 
floored  over  with  brick  laid  down  in  hydraulic  cement  and  well  grouted.  It  has  a  central  drain  eight 
by  nine  inches,  made  of  brick  and  covered  with  flat  stones.  Side  draina,  made  of  brick,  two  by  four 
inches,  and  placed  two  feet  apart,  open  into  the  central  drain.  At  one  end  of  the  main  drain  a  small 
well  is  built  up  four  feet  high,  having  openings  placed  one  foot  apart,  the  oljtject  being  to  gilMluate  the 
weight  of  water  on  surface  of  Alter. 

On  floor  of  filter  and  drains  is  placed  one  foot  of  rock  broken  so  as  to  pass  through  a  fbur  inch  ring. 
On  this  another  foot  of  rock  broken  so  as  t«  pass  through  a  two  inch  ring ;  then  six  inches  of  charcoal,  * 
then  twdve  inches  of  gravel,  and  lastly  twenty-four  Inches  of  sand ;  or  thus  : 

Sand 84  inches 

OraveL .• 18      ** 

CharooaL 6      '* 

Book,  two  inch  cubes 18      *' 

Bock,  four  inch  cubes 13      *' 

Total «6  inches 

This  filtered  water  discharges  into  a  clear  water  space  ten  by  thirty  feet,  and  passes  by  its  own 
gravity  into  boiler  room,  fkvm  which  it  is  pumped  into  tanks  In  attic  as  is  required  for  use.  The  best 
authorities  give  eighty  gallons  per  day  of  twenty-four  hours  as  the  proper  quantity  of  water  to  pass 
through  each  square  foot  of  filter  surface.  This  amoant  gives  our  filter  a  capacity  of  something  over 
seventy  thousand  gallons  per  day.  The  ol^ect  in  building  so  large  was  to  ohtaii^  the  rec^ulred  amount 
of  water  each  day,  in  the  usual  working  hours. 

This  large  capacity  also  gives  opportunity  for  cleansing  and  renewal.  This  filter  l|as  been  In  opera- 
tion about  four  months,  and  works  most  sa  tis&otorily,  Th«  water  la  perfectly  Umpid,  and  is  used  for 
all  purposes. 
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CONCLUSION 

We  have  now  alluded  to  air  the  important  topics  of  legislation  likely 
to  come  before  the  General  Assembly  at  its  present  session,  so  far  as  we 
are  aware ;  and  whether  our  suggestions  are  accepted  or  uot  by  your 
excellency,  aud  by  that  honorable  body,  we  trust  that  they  may  afford 
a  sound  basis  for  discussion,  and  for  such  action  as  Diay  be  taken  by 
the  immediate  representatives  of  the  people.  We  have  abstained  from 
the  discussion  of  general,  allied  topics,  relating  to  the  condition  and 
necessities  of  the  unfortunate  classes,  because  we  have  reserved  our 
strength  for  the  consideration  of  the  jail  and  alms-hou«^e  system,  which 
we  shall  thoroughly  examine,  in  a  separate  and  special  report,  which  is 
nevertheless  in  effect  a  part  of  the  report  now  submitted.

Page  47.  An  act  making  further  provisions  for  the  education  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb.    Approved  February  23,  1847. 

This  act,  of  a  single  section,  makes  an  appropriation  of  three  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  asylum,  un- 
til repealed.    (It  was  repealed  in  1851.) 

Pages  52-55.  An  act  to  establish  the  Illinois  State  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane.   Approved  March  1 ,  184  4 . 

This  act  contains  eighteen  sections.  Section  1  fixes  the  location 
within  four  miles  of  Jacksonville.  Sections  2-6,  and  also  section  0,  de- 
fine the  powers  and  duties  of  trustees.  Section  3,  (repealed  1855), 
levies  a  special  tax  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill,  for  three  years,  for  the  support 
of  the  institution,  and  section  7  prescribes  the  duty  of  the  governor  and 
state  treasurer  relating  thereto.  Section  8  defines  the  powers  of  the 
saperiutendent  Seditious  11-16  relate  to  the  method  of  admission  and 
maintenance  of  patients.  Section  17  makes  the  governor,  supreme 
judges  and  members  of  the  legislature  ex-officio  visitors  of  the  institu- 
tion. Section  18  declares  that  the  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

1849. 

Pages  39-41.  An  act  to  establish  the  Illinois  Institution  for  the  Edu- 
cation of  the  Blind.    Approved  January  13, 1849. 

This  act  contains  sixteen  sections.  Sections  1,  2,  4,  6-9  and  15  define 
the  powers  of  trustees.  Section  3  fixes  the  location  in  or  near  Jack- 
sonville. Sections  5, 10  and  11  relate  to  inmates  and  officers.  Sections 
12  and  13  levy  a  special  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill  for  the  support  of  the 
iBStitntion,  and  prescribe  the  mode  of  its  collection  and  disbursement 
Section  14  makes  a  direct  appropriation  of  three  thousand  dollars  for 
building.  Section  16  declares  that  the  blind  of  this  state  shall  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  the  institution  free  of  charge. 

Pages  93,  94.  An  act  in  relation  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  InsanCj 
and  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum.    Approved  February  3, 1849. 

This  act  contains  seven  sections.  Section  1  extends  the  special  tax, 
levied  in  1847,  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  for 
another  year.  Section  2  reduces  the  number  of  directors  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb  asylum  to  twelve,  (exclusive  of  the  principal,)  who  shall  be 
appointed  biennially,  and  changes  the  name  of  the  institution  to  the 
"Illinois  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.''  Section 
3  requires  the  admission  of  deaf  mutes  from  this  state  free  of  charge. 
Section  4  prescribes  the  times  of  meeting  of  the  directors.    Section  5 
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makes  a  direct  appropriation  of  $5,367  50  per  annum  for  two  years. 
The  directors  are  ordered  to  pay  all  the  debts  of  the  institution  during 
two  years,  aud  are  prohibited  from  borrowing  money  under  any  pretext 
whatever.    Sections  6  and  7  make  additional  special  appropriations. 

1851. 

Pages  96-99.  An  act  to  amend  the  act  establishing  the  Illinois  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane.    Approved  February  15, 1851. 

This  act  contains  nineteen  sections.  Section  1  increased  the  special 
tax  to  create  a  '*fund  for  the  insane,''  to  one-third  of  a  mill,  and  con- 
tinues it  until  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Section  2  repeals  the 
authority  before  given,  to  require  counties  to  pay  cost  of  treatment  of 
insane  paupers  and  makes  them  a  state  charge.  Section  3  authorizes 
the  use  of  the  "fund  for  the  insane"  for  the  completion  of  buildings. 
Sections  4-8  and  10  change  the  method  of  admission  to  the  hospital. 
Section  0  requires  publication  of  notice  of  the  opening  of  the  institution 
by  the  trustees.  Sections  11  aud  13-15  relate  to  expense  of  conveying 
patients,  cost  of  clothing  and  bonds  of  conservators.  Section  12  forbids 
the  admission  of  any  patient  laboring  under  any  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease.  Section  16  exempts  superintendent  from  jury  seryice, 
work  on  roads,  duty  to  attend  in  person,  as  a  witness,  in  any  civil  suit 
or  in  any  criminal  suit,  unless  required  by  the  court.  Section  17  ex- 
empts all  persons  employed  in  the  hospital  from  the  same  duties,  ex- 
cept the  last,  and  also  from  military  duty  in  time  of  peace.  Sec- 
tion 18  prescribes  time  of  printing  biennial  repqrts.  Section  19  au- 
thorizes the  governor  to  advance  five  thousand  dollars  from  the  general 
state  fund  to  the  "fund  for  the  insane." 

Pages  100-103.  An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  establish  the  Illinois  Insti- 
tution for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,    Approved  February  15,  1851. 

This  act  conta.ins  nine  sections.  Section  1  reduces  the  number  of 
trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  to  five,  to  be 
appointed  biennially.  Section  2  reduces  the  number  of  trustees  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  to  wtne,  to  be  appointed  biennially.  Sections  3 
and  4  levies  a  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill,  in  addition  to  the  former  tax, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  for  two 
years.  Section  5  makes  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for 
building.  Section  6  contains  the  special  tax  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  Insane^  for  two  years.  Section  7  reduces  the  number  of  trustees 
(Insane  Hospital)  to  seven.  Section  8  relates  to  the  levy  of  said  special 
tax.  Section  nine  makes  an  appropriation  of  six  thousand  dollars  for 
building. 

Pages  103, 104.  An  act  creating  a  fund  for  the  education  of  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb,    Approved  February  15, 1851. 

This  act  contains  seven  sections.  Section  1  creates  a  separate  fund 
in  addition  to  the  fund  provided  for  in  the  act  of  incorporation,  by  set- 
ting apart  one-sixth  of  a  mill  out  of  the  two  mill  state  tax,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  institution.  Section  2 
limits  the  amount  per  pupil  to  be  collected  by  the  institution,  and  directs 
the  use  of  the  surplus  in  the  erection  of  the  north  wing  of  the  build- 
ing. Section  3  authorizes  the  directors  to  use  the  moneys  derived  from 
sales  of  produce,  etc.,  at  their  own  discretion.  Section  4  repeals  the 
appropriation  act  of  February  23,  1847.  Sections  5,  6,  and  7,  make 
sundry  specific  appropriations. 
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Pages  90, 91.  An  act  making  further  provisions  in  relation  to  tJie  insti- 
tutions/or the  education  of  the  Deaf,  Dumby  and  Blind.  Approved  Febru- 
ary 12,  1853. 

ThU  act  coiitiuus  six  sections.  Section  1  fixes  the  number  of  direc- 
tors of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  at 
twelve,  to  be  divided  into  three  classes,  each  class  to  serve  for  six  years. 
Section  2  fixes  the  number  of  trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Blind,  at  six,  to  be  divided  into  three  classes,  etc  Section 
3  directs  the  trustees  to  meet  at  least  s«'mi  annually.  Section  4  requires 
that  the  accounts  of  the  institution  shall  be  settled  quarterly,  with  the 
governor.  Section  5  provides  that  acceptance  of  the  office  of  trustee  of 
any  one  of  the  three  existing  State  institutions  shall  vacate  the  office 
previously  held  in  either  of  them.  Section  6  repeals  the  power  formerly 
given  to  the  two  boards  respectively  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  bod3\ 

Pages  241-245.  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^^An  act  to  establish 
the  Illinois  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,^  in  fores  March  1,  1847.  Ap- 
proved February  12,  1853. 

This  act  contains  J 8  sections.  Section  1  fixes  the  number  of  trustees 
at  nine,  to  be  divided  into  three  classes,  each  class  to  serve  for  six  years. 
Section  2  contains  sundry  provisions  as  to  secretary,  treasurer,  and  ac- 
counts. Section  three  directs  the  trustees  to  meet  at  least  semi-annu- 
ally. Section  4  repeals  the  jwwer  formerly  given  to  the  trustees  to  till 
vacancies  in  their  own  body.  Section  5  requires  quarterly  settlements 
of  the  treasurer  with  the  governor.  Sections  6-17,  relate  to  the  ad- 
mission of  patients,  etc.,  and  are  quoted  in  full  in  Gross'  Revised  Stat- 
utes, vol.  2,  pp.  336,  337.  Section  18  repeals  all  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act. 

1856. 

Pa^  35.  An  act  to  amend  the  assessment  and  revenue  la/ws.  Approved 
February  14,  1855. 

Sections  18  and  19  relate  to  the  special  taxes  levied  for  the  benefit  of 
the  three  existing  State  institutions.    These  taxes  are  repealed. 

Page  99.  An  act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of 
Ae  government  until  the  adjournment  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
general  assembly.    Approved  February  14, 1855. 

Section  26  makes  an  appropriation  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for 
ordinary  expenses,  on  certain  specified .  conditions.  Section  27  makes 
a  similar  appropriation,  on  the  same  conditions,  to  the  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  Section  31  makes  a  special  ap- 
propriation to  the  latter  institution. 

1857. 

Pages  84,  85.  An  act  to  amend  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  public  insti- 
tutions at  Jacksonville.    Approved  February  13, 1857. 

This  act  contains  12  sections.  Sections  1-3,  reduce  the  number  of 
trustees  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  of  directors  of  the  Institu- 
tion for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  to  six  each,  and  provide 
that  tlie  trustees  of  each  of  the  three  existing  State  institutions  shall 
be  divided  into  two  classes,  each  class  to  serve  four  years.    No  two 
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trustees  of  either  of  these  institations  shall  be  residents  of  the  same 
coaiity.  Section  4  authorizes  trustees  to  collect  traveling  and  personal 
expenses.  Section  5  forbids  trustees  to  hold  oHlce  under  authority  of 
their  respective  boards,  or  to  be  interested  in  contracts  made  by  said 
boards.  Section  0  abolishes  the  ofQce  of  steward  in  the  institutions* 
Section  7  requires  that  accounts  shall  be  so  kept  and  reported  as  to 
show  the  kind,  quantity  and  cost  of  articles  purchased,  and  of  whom 
bought.  Section  8  relates  to  pritited  reports.  Section  9  makes  pay- 
ment of  appropriations  dependent  upon  accounting  for  money  previously 
received.  Section  10  requires  counties  to  pay  charges  for  clothing  for 
pupils  in  the  charitable  institutions.  Section  11  repeals  conflicting  acts* 
Section  12  makes  this  act  take  eft<ect  from  its  passage. 

Pages  148, 149.  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  and  the  Institution  for  the  J^ducation  of  tlie  Deaf  and  JJumh,  Ap- 
proved February  10,  1857. 

This  act  contains  three  sections,  in  which  certain  special  appropria- 
tions  are  made,  with  instructions  as  to  their  expenditure. 

Pages  241147.  An  act  to  provide  for  tJie  ordinary  and  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  government  until  the  adjournment  of  the  newt  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  general  assembly.    Approved  February  18, 1857. 

This  act  of  a  single  section,  makes  appropriations  (i)p.  246-7,)  to  the 
three  existing  state  institutions  for  ordinary  expenses  and  repairs. 

Pages  298  to  301.  An  act  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a 
normal  university.    Approved  February  18, 1857. 

This  act  contains  thirteen  sections.  Section  1  establishes  the  Normal 
university.  Sections  1,3,  5,  6,  and  9  to  12,  defiue  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  ''board  of  education.''  Section  2  makes  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  an  ex  officio  member  of  said  board.  Section  4  deiines 
the  object  of  the  institution  hemn  created.  Section  7  prescribes  the 
mode  and  terms  ot  admission  of  county  pupils.  Section  8  sets  apart 
the  interest  of  the  university  and  seminary  fund  to  the  use  of  this  insti- 
tution, but  forbids  its  applioatioa  to  the  purchase  of  sites  or  erection 
of  buildings.  Section  13  directs  that  this  act  shall  be  published  and 
distributed  as  an  appendix  to  the  school  law. 

1869. 

Pages  11  and  12.  An  act  to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  to 
the  Deaf  and  iHimb  institution.    Approved  February  19, 1859. 

This  act  contains  live  sections,  numbered  1  and  3  to  0.  The  first  sec- 
tion appropriates  money.  Section  3  provides  that  hereafter  no  account 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  until  such  account  shall 
have  first  been  presented  to  the  board  of  trustees,  or  the  president  , 
thereof,  and  certified  to  be  correct.  Section  4  prescribes  the  method  of 
keeping  accounts,  and  requires  the  treasurer  to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars.  Section  5  forbids  the  use  of  moneys  appropriated 
for  ordinary  expenses  in  the  payment  of  indebtedness  incurred  prior  to 
8uch  appropriation,  and  declares  that  all  moneys  appropriated  at  this 
or  any  subsequent  session  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  faithfully 
applied  to  the  specific  object  for  which  the  appropriation  is  made,  and 
no  other.    Section  6 — this  act  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Pages  12  and  13.  An  OAit  making  provision  for  the  support  of  the  insUtm- 
tions  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb^  and  Blind.    Approved  February  19, 1859. 
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This  act  is  an  approfHiatioii  act,  with  no  provisions  on  any  other  sab- 
jeet    It  cousist8  of  two  sections. 

Page  13.  An  aM  rndking  appropriations  for  the  completion  of  the  Illi- 
nois  StaU  Hospital  for  tJie  Imane.    Approved  February  19,  1859.

Approved  February  21,  1859. 

One  section  ;  an  appropriation  act,  with  an  unusual  priviso. 

Pages  36  to  37.  An  act  to  authorize  the  hoard  of  supervisors  of  McLean 
&mnty  to  issue  bonds  to  pay  off  their  supsm'iption  to  the  board  of  education 
of  the  State  of  Illinois.    Approved  February  18, 1859. 

This  act  coiitaius  four  sections.  Its  purport  is  indicated  in  its  title. 
The  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued  is  limited  to  forty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  run  Hve  years,  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent. 
They  must  be  authorizeil  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  people  of  the  county, 
and,  if  issued,  all  proceeds  of  sales  of  swamp  lands  are  to  be  appnipri- 
ated  to  the  sole  purpose  of  their  redemption,  till  reileemed. 

1861. 

Pages  120  and  121.  An  act  to  provide  for  sustaining  the  institutions  for 
the  educatiou  of  the  Deaf  and  I>wmbj  and  Blind^  for  the  years  eighteen 
hundred  and  s^ixty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two.  Approved 
February  21,  1861. 

This  act  contains  four  sections.  Section  2  provides  that  no  account 
shall  be  paid,  or  any  order  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  drawn 
for  the  same,  until  such  account  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
board. 

Page  134.  An  act  for  sustaining  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  the 
[years]  A.  D.  1801  and  1862,  ami  to  complete  the  unfinished  buildings. 
Approved  February  21, 1861. 

This  act  contains  niue  sections.  Sections  1,  and  3  to  7,  are  the  appro- 
priations, ordinary  and  special.  Section  8  forbids  the  diversion  of 
funds,  and  the  expenditure  of  any  portion  of  any  sum  heretofore  appro- 
priated, if  the  same  shall  be  found  insufficient  to  accomplish  its  pur[K)S6. 
Section  2  authorizes  aud  directs  the  trustees  to  collect,  from  such 
patients  as  are  of  sufficient  ability,  the  just  charges  for  their  support, 
and  said  trustees  are  instructed  to  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly 
the  sums  so  collected  and  the  names  of  the  patients  on  whose  account 
sncb  collections  are  made.  Section  9  forbids  the  sending  of  any  insane 
convict  to  the  hospital,  without  the  superintendent's  consent. 

Pages  147  and  148.  An  act  to  refund  the  interest  on  the  college  or  uni- 
rersityfund^  and  appropriate  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  IState  Normal 
VHiceraity.    Approved  February  14,  1861. 

This  act  contains  a  preamble  aud  live  sections.  The  preamble  sets 
forth  the  nature  and  condition  of  the  "university  fund.''  Section  1 
authorizes  and  requires  the  governor  to  is8ue  inscribed  state  stock,  to 
the  amount  of  sixty -five  thousand  dollars,  a  part  of  the  interest  of  the 
"university  fund,"  payable  to  the  board  of  education  for  the  use  of  the 
noroial  university,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  Section 
2  a(hls  thirty -three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  tifty-six  dollars  and 
eighty  two  cents,  accrued  interest  on  the  ''university  fund,"  to  the  prin- 
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dpal  thereof.  Section  3  prohibits  the  Bale  or  inoambrance  of  the  l^or- 
mal  university  property,  or  the  creation  of  any  indebtedness,  by  the 
board  of  education,  witliout  the  express  authority,  first  to  be  given,  by 
the  legislature  of  this  state.  Section  4  amends  section  7  of  the  charter 
by  allowing  each  county  gratuitous  instruction  for  two  pupils,  instead 
of  one.    Section  5  makes  this  act  take  immediate  effect. 

Page  149.  An  act  supplemental  to  [the  foregoing  act]  Approved 
February  20,  1861. 

Section  1  directs  that  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  preceding  act  shall 
be  issued  in  the  coupon  bonds  of  1859,  payable  at  the  option  of  tbe 
state,  after  the  year  1879,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  payable  to  the 
board  of  education,  or  bearer,  and  transferable  by  delivery. 

1863. 

Page  15.  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Illinois  Institutions  for 
Hie  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumh^  and  the  Blindy  for  the  years  1863 
and  1864.    Approved  February  14, 1863. 

This  act  contains  four  sections,  making  appropriations  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  institutions  named  in  tbe  title. 

Page  16.  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Illinois  State  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane^  for  the  years  1863  an4  1864.  Approved  February 
21,  1863. 

St  otions  1  and  2  make  appropriations  for  ordinary  expenses  and  for 
waterworks.  Section  3  forbids  the  expenditure  of  any  portion  of  the 
sum  hereinbefore  appropriated  for  the  building  of  the  east  wing,  if  the 
same  shall  be  found  insufficient  to  complete  the  same.  Section  4  de- 
clares that  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  (The  appropriation 
for  the  east  wing  was  not  made  until  1865.) 

Page  24.  An  act  to  permit  the  State  Charitable  Institutions  to  prosecute 
appeals  and  writs  of  error  to  the  Supreme  Courts  toithout  giving  bonds  for 
costs.    Approved  February  26,  1863. 

The  purport  of  this  act  is  sufficiently  indicated  in  its  title. 

1865. 

Pages  16  and  17.  An  act  moMng  appropriations  for  the  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  State  Institutions  for  the  years  1865  and  1866.  Approved 
February  15, 1865. 

Sections  2  and  3  make  certain  ordinary  and  special  appropriations. 
Section  3  reimburses  the  directors  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education 
of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  for  moneys  advanced  by  them  to  purchase  land, 
on  condition  that  said  laud  shall  be  conveyed,  in  tee,  to  said  institu- 
tion. 

Pages  17  and  18.  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  completion  of 
the  east  wing  of  the  Illinois  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  Approved 
February  8, 1865. 

The  title  of  this  act  fully  expresses  its  contents,  except  that  it  in- 
cludes an  appropriation  for  fuiuiture. 

Page  53.  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  tlie  State 
of  I  llinois^    Approved  February  4,  1865. 

This  act  contains  a  preamble  and  three  sections.  Tbe  preamble  sets 
forth  that  the  board  of  education  is  indebted  to  sundry  parties  for  the 
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orection  of  the  university  building ;  and  that  said  parties  have  a  lien 
on  the  buildinpTH  and  grounds.  Section  1  appoints  a  committee  to  audit 
said  claims.  Section  2  authorizes  their  payment,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty-two  thousand  dollars.  Section  3,  this  act  in  force  from 
its  passage. 

Page  76  to  78.  An  act  to  establish  a  hoine  for  the  children  of  deceased 
9oldier$.     Approved  February  16,  1805. 

This  act  contains  nine  sections.  Section  6  defines  the  object  of  the 
institution.  Sections  1-3,  7  and  8  relate  to  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  trustees.  Section  4  requires  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to 
locate,  and  the  reception  of  bids  fi>r  the  location.  Section  5  directs  said 
commissioners  to  turn  over  property  to  said  trustees.  Section  9  (uum^ 
ber  10),  this  act  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Page  78.  An  act  to  organize  an  experimental  school  for  the  instruction 
and  training  of  idiots  and  J eeble  minded  children  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
Approved  February  16, 1865. 

This  act  contsuns  a  preamble  and  four  sections.  Sections  1,  2  and  3 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  thetith',  the  school 
to  be  under  the  charge  of  the  directors  of  the  Institution  for  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  Section  4,  this  act  in  force  from  its  pas- 
sage. 

Pages  85  and  86.  An  act  in  relation  to  insane  persons  and  the  I  llinois 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane.    Apino ved  February  16,  1865. 

This  act  contains  five  sections.  Sections  1,  2  and  3  give  to  circuit 
courts  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  trials  for  insanity,  and  prescribe  the 
method  of  procedure.  Section  4  dii*ects  that  the  accounts  of  said  insti- 
tntion  shall  be  so  kept  and  reported  to  the  General  Assembly,  as  to 
show  the  kind,  quantity  and  cost  of  any  articles  purchased  for  use ;  and, 
upon  quarterly  settlements  with  the  auditor,  a  list  of  the  accounts  paid 
shall  be  tiled,  and  also  the  original  vouchers,  as  now  required.  Section 
5  repeals  conflicting  acts. 

1867. 

Page  4.  An  act  for  the  support  of  the  Illinois  State  Hospital  for  the  In- 
ibne.     Approved  February  12, 1867. 

This  act  contains  a  preamble  and  two  sections.  The  preamble  sets 
forth  that,  in  consequence  of  a  clerical  error  in  copying  the  appropria- 
tion act  approved  February  5,  1865,  the  trustees  were  compelled  to 
borrow  money  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  hospital.  Section  I 
makes  an  appropriation  for  the  repayment  of  this  loan.  Section  2.  This 
act  in  force,  etc. 

Pages  9,  10.  An  act  making  provisions  for  the  support  of  the  state  insti- 
tutions located  in  Jacksonmlle^  Illinois^  for  the  years  1867  and  1868.  Ap- 
proved February  28,  1867. 

This  act  contains  six  sections  and  makes  certain  appropriations,  ^o 
other  matter  is  included  in  the  act. 

Page  21.  An  <ict  concerning  the  board  of  education  and  the  lUhiois  Nat- 
wral  History  Society.    Approved  February  28, 1867. 

Section  1  declares  the  State  Normal  University  to  be  a  state  institu- 
tiou,  and  its  property  the  property  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  held  in  trust 
by  the  board  of  education  for  the  state.  Section  2  authorises  the  board 
to  sell  all  out-lands  and  lots  except  the  site  of  the  university  and  the 
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farm  in  tho  immediftte  vicinity.    Sections  3,  4  and  5,  make  certain  ap- 
propriations.   Section  6  repeals  conflicting  acts. 

Page  29.  An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  establish  a  home  for  the  children  of 
deceased  soldiers.    Approved  March  6,  1867. 

This  act  contains  six  sections.  Section  1  appropriates  the  ^^deserters^ 
fund''  to  the  use  of  the  institution.  Section  2  makes  a  further  appropri- 
ation of  seventy  thousand  dollars.  Section  3  defines  the  a^es  at  which 
children  shall  be  admitted  and  discharged.  Section  4  appoints  commis- 
sioners to  locate  the  institution,  and  tixes  their  compensation.  Section 
5  releases  counties  from  their  subscriptions.  Section  0.  This  act  iu 
force  from  and  after  it^  passage. 

Page  37.  An  act  in  aid  of  Ike  Chicago  Charitable  Eye  and  Bar  In- 
Jinnary.    Approved  March  G,  1867. 

This  act  contains  six  sections.  Section  1  appropriates  five  thousand 
dollars  a  year  for  two  years  to  defray  cost  <»f  board  of  county  pau]>er 
patients  at  the  infirmary,  on  certain  conditions.  Section  2  provides 
that  the  annual  reports  shall  be  bemud  with  each  biennial  ivport  of  the 
Institution  for  the  Eiiucation  of  the  Blind.  Section  3  limits  the  benefits 
of  this  act  to  citizens  of  Illinois.  Section  4  exempts  the  property  from  , 
taxation.  Section  5  authorizes  a  change  in  the  title  of  the  infirmary. 
Section  6.  This  act  in  force,  etc. 

Pages  l::2-3.  An  act  in  relation  to  the  location  of  the  Industrial  Uni- 
versify.    Approved  January  25,  1867. 

This  act  contains  a  ])reamble  and  four  sections.  Section  1  authorizes 
municipal  bids  and  subscriptions  to  secure  the  location  of  the  university 
and  the  imposition  of  taxes  for  this  purpose.  Section  2  limits  the  power 
conveyed  in  the  first  section,  and  also  legalizes  elections  already  held. 
Section  3  prescribes  the  mocle  of  holding  future  elections  under  this  act. 
Section  4.  This  act  in  foi*ce,  etc. 

Pages  123  to  129.  An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  Illinois  Industrial  Unirersity.    Approved  February  28, 1867. 

This  act  (contains  nineteen  se<;tions.  Sections  1,  2,  4,  5,  7,  10  and  11, 
define  the  powers  and  duties  of  trustees  and  other  ofiicers.  Section  3 
authoiizes  the  establishment  of  branch  institutions.  Sections  6  forbids 
the  ])ayment  of  money  by  the  treasurer  except  on  warrants,  etc  Sec- 
tion 8  prescribes  the  qualifications  required  for  admission  as  pupils. 
Section  9  establishes  honorary  scholarshi|>s.  Section  12  is  an  accept- 
ance of  the  bid  made  by  Champaign  county.  Section  13  orders  the  im- 
parting of  instruction  in  military  tactics  and  military  engineering.  Sec- 
tions 14  to  17  relate  to  the  scrip  issned  by  the  Uniteil  States  in  aid  of 
the  university,  its .  sale  and  investment.  Section  19.  This  act  a  public 
act,  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Pages  139, 140.  An  act  for  the  protection  of  personal  liberty.  Approved 
March  5,  1867. 

This  is  the  act  popularly  known  as  *'Mr8.  Packard's  bill.''  It  contains 
six  sections,  and  may  be  tbund  in  full  in  Gross,  vol.  2,  page  338. 

Page  165.  An  act  for  the  further  protection  of  the  state  institutions. 
Approved  March  9,  1867. 

This  act  declares  that  the  lands  of  the  state  institutions  shall  not  be 
entered,  appropriated  or  used  by  railroad  or  other  companies  without 
the  previous  consent  of  the  General  Assembly  ;  and  that  without  said 
ex>nsent,  comts  shall  not  have  or  entertain  jurisdiction  iu  proceedings 
instituted  for  the  purpose.  ^         y 
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1809. 

Pages  19  to  22.  An  act  to  locate^  erect  and  earry  on  an  asylum  far  tlie 
insane.    Approved  April  16,  1869. 

This  act  eontains  twenty-six  sections.  Section  1  authorizes  and  re- 
qnires  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  Ave  commissioners  of  the  insane 
asylum.  Sections  2,  3, 10,  II  and  13  relate  to  their  powers  and  duties, 
and  those  of  the  officers  of  the  board.  Sections  4,  5  and  6  give  direc- 
tions as  to  the  loc^ition  of  the  asylum  ;  sections  7,  8  and  9,  as  to  the 
ooQstraction  of  the  building.  Section  12  requires  annual  settlements 
\rith  the  auditor,  and  annual  or  biennial  reiK)rt«  to  the  governor.  Sec- 
tion 14  defines  the  duties  of  the  medical  superintendent.  Section  15  re- 
quires the  board  to  appoint  a  steward  to  take  charge  of  the  boarding 
department,  and  authorizes  the  employment  of  other  subordinate  offic<*rs 
and  employees.  Sections  16,  18  and  20  treat  of  the  terms  on  which  in- 
sane patients  may  be  admitted.  Section  19  makes  an  appropriation  for 
the  building.  Section  21  authorizes  the  governor  to  advance  funds  for 
running  expenses.  Section  22  fixes  the  compensation  of  the  commis- 
sioners. Section  23  provides  for  the  transfer  of  incurable  patients  from 
the  hospital,  at  Jiicksonville.  Section  24  limits  the  duration  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  and  requires  the  appointment  of  trustees  in 
their  stead  whenever  the  asylum  shall  be  so  far  completer?  as  to  receive 
insane  iiersons.  Section  25  extends  the  application  of  laws  already  in 
force  as  to  the  recei»tion,  care  an<l  treatment  of  patients  in  the  hospital 
at  Jacksonville;  to  the  new  asylum  also.  Section  26.  This  act  in 
force,  etc. 

Page  23.  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  IlUnois  State  Hospital 
far  the  Inmne,  far  the  years  1869  and  1870.    Approved  March  24,  1869. 

This  act  contains  seven  sections.  Sections  1,  2  and  5  make  appropri- 
ations. Section  3  requires  the  trustees  to  insure  the  buildings.  Section 
4  forbids  the  drawing  of  any  part  of  an  appropriation  from  the  state 
treasury,  unless  the  amount  appropriated  is  sufficient  to  accomplish  its 
purpose,  and  prohibits  the  diverting  of  appropriations  to  other  pur- 
poses. Section  6  forbids  the  creation  of  any  indebtedness  beyond  the 
amount  appropriated.    Section  7.  This  act  in  force,  etc. 

Pages  24  to  27.  An  act  to  establish  the  Nortliern  Illinois  Hospital  and 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,    Approved  April  16, 1869. 

This  act  contains  fifteen  sections.  Section  1  creates  tlie  institution 
name^l  in  the  title.  Section  2  authorizes  the  appointment  of  nine  com- 
missioners of  location.  Section  3  describes  the  location  desired.  Sec- 
tion 4  authorizes  the  appointment  of  three  tnistees.  Section  5  directs 
the  trustees  to  procure  the  title  to  the  location  selected  by  the  commis- 
sioners, and  to  receive  donations,  and  also  fixes  their  com|>ensation. 

Section  7  requires  the  trustees  and  treas- 
urer to  take  an  oath  before  entering  upon  the»  duties  of  their  respective 
offices.  Secti^ms  8  and  9  relate  to  the  construction  of  buildings.  Sec- 
tions 10  and  11  make  an  appropriation.  Section  12  prescribes  the  time 
and  snbstance  of  annual  or  biennial  reports.  Section  13  relates  to  the 
medical  sui>erintendent  and  his  duties ;  and  section  14  to  the  admission 
of  patients.    Section  15,  this  act  in  force^  etc. 
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Papfe«  27  and  28.  An  act  appropriating  money  to  pa/y  deficiencies  of 
appropriations  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Illinois  Hospital  for  tJie 
Insane^  located  at  Jacksonvilley  Illinois.    Approved  March  24, 1869. 

This  act,  of  three  sections,  is  simply  an  appropriation  act. 

Page  28.  An  a/st  appropriating  money  Jbr  the  ordmary  expenses  of  the 
1  llinois  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blinds  and  repairs  of  said 
institution^  for  the  years  1869  and  1870.    Approved  March  10,  1869. 

This  act,  of  four  sections,  contains  no  provisions  other  than  those  re- 
lating to  the  appropriations  therein  made. 

Page  29.  An  act  for  the  support  of  the  Illinois  Infttitution  for  the  Edu- 
cation of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.    Approved  February  27,  1869. 

This  act^  of  six  sections,  is  purely  an  appropriation  act.  Section  5 
forbids  the  creation  of  anv  indebtedness,  or  the  expenditure  of  any 
moneys  for  repairs,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  beyond  the  amount  herein 
appropriated. 

Page  30.  An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  '^An  act  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Illinois  Institution  for  the.  Deaf  and  Dumb.^  Ai>proved  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1869. 

This  act,  of  two  sections,  authorizes  the  expenditure  of  the  funds 
accruing  from  interest  on  the  school,  college  and  seminary  fund,  and  as 
much  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  ordinary  expenses,  not  exceeding 
four  thousand  dollars,  in  procuring  an  additional  supply  of  water  for 
said  institution. 

Page  32.  An  act  entitled  ^^An  act  supplementary  to  tJie  (wts  heretofore 
passed  in  relation  to  the  Normal  University^   Approved  March  10, 1869. 

This  act,  of  three  sections,  is  purely  an  appropriation  act. 

Pages  33  and  34.  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  and 
compktion  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  University.  Approved  Marcli  27, 
1869. 

This  act,  of  four  sections,  is  purely  an  appropriation  act.  Section  4 
forbids  the  creation  of  indebtedness,  or  the  incurring  of  any  liabilities 
beyond  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Pages  34  to  38.  An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  the  Southern  Illinois 
Normal  University.    Approve<l  March  9. 1869. 

This  act  contains  eighteen  sections.  Section  1  creates  the  corporation 
named  in  the  title.  Section  2  defines  the  object  of  the  university.  Sec- 
tions 3  and  4  pix)vlde  for  the  ap|K>intment  of  trustees.  Section  5  pre- 
scribes their  duties.  Section  6  prescribes  the  duties  of  the  treasurer,  and 
the  mode  of  keeping  accounts.  Section  7  forbids  members,  oflicers  and 
employees  of  the  board  to  be  interested  in  contracts,  etc  Section  8 
relates  to  settlements  with  the  auditor  and  reports  to  the  General  As- 
sembly. Section  9  requires  quarterly  meetings  of  the  board.  Section  10 
authorizes  bids  tor  location.  Section  11  prescribes  the  character  of  the 
buildings  to  l>e  erected  and  the  method  of  construction.  Section  12 
treats  of  teachers  and  text-books.  Section  13  is  a  quotation  from  the 
charter  of  the  university  at  Normal,  with  reference  to  the  aiimission  of 
connty  pupils.  Section  14  makes  an  appropriation.  Section  15  defines 
what  portions  of  the  current  expenses  shall  be  a  charge  against  the 
state.  Section  16  authorizes  the  governor  to  advance  funds  tor  current 
expenses  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly.  Section  17 
grants  to  the  trustees  their  personal  and  traveling  expenses.  Section 
18.    This  act  iu  lorce,  etc. 
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Pages  30  and  40.  An  act  to  amend  cm  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish 
a  home  for  the  children  of  deceased  soldiersy^  approved  March  5,  1867,  a)id 
to  make  appropriations  for  the  said  home.     Approved  March  1,  18C9. 

This  act  contains  eight  seclionn,  numbered  1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  7,  8,  9. 
SoiJtion  1  authorizes  the  trustees  to  fix  the  compensation  of  officers  and 
eniph)yees  not  to  exceed  what  is  paid  to  similar  officers  and  employees 
in  the  other  charitable  institutions  iu  this  state.  Section  2  makes  them 
the  lefral  guardians  of  all  children  in  the  home  who  have  not  other  legal 
guardians,  and  authorizes  them  to  bind  out  children  after  the  exjiiration 
of  the  time  for  which  they  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  home,  but  not 
without  the  consent  of  parents,  if  living.  Section  3  extends  the  limit 
of  age  at  which  chihlren  must  be  discharge^l  to  sixteen  years,  in  certain 
cases.  Section  4  gives  authority  to  receive  donations  or  bequests.

Pages  43  ami  44.  An  act  in  aid  of  the  Chicago  Cliaritable  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary,    Appmved  March  25,  1«(>9. 

This  act  contains  five  sections.  Section  1  makes  an  api)ropriatiou  for 
board  of  pauper  county  patients,  on  specified  con<litions.  Section  2 
directs  the  binding  of  the  reports  of  the  infirmary  with  those  of  the  in- 
stitutions for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  for  the  blind.

This  act  <*x)n tains  four  sections.  Section  1  requires  certain  officers, 
including  trustees  and  directors  of  state  institutions,  to  make  reports  to 
the  governor,  annually,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  December,  in  each 
year.

Pages  136,  137.  An  aet  making  appropriations  for  the  re-erection  of 
the  south  wing  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution  at  Jacksonville,  Ap- 
proved April  7,  i87l. 

Both  the  foregoing  are  simply  appropriation  acts.  Both  have  the 
emergency  clause  attached.

The  board  of  trustees 
and  officers  of  said  infirmary,  to  evidence  their  assent  to  this  act,  and 
the  transfer  of  the  property  of  said  infirmary  to  the  state,  shall  make 
and  enter  in  their  record  of  proceedings,  a  minute,  accepting  this  act 
according  to  its  terms,  and  transferring  to  the  state  of  Illinois  all  the 
property  of  said  infirmary,  a  certified  copy  of  which,  approved  by  the 
governor,  ^shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  public  accounts;  and  said 
minute  shall  be  a  transfer  o*  said  prt»perty  to  the  state.

Section  9  provides  thai^  whenever 
the  general  assembly  shall  cease  to  make  an  appropriation  of  at  least 
five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  the  support  and  use  of  said  infir- 
mary, the  property  conveyed  to  the  state  shall  revert  to  the  trustees  or 
their  successors.

The  preamble  sets 
forth  that  the  building  of  the  infirmary,  with  the  cotiteuts,  was  burned 
in  the  great  Chicago  fire.  Sections  1  and  2  make  appropriations,  anl 
section  3  is  the  emergency  clause.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Bxcbllbnot  John  L.  Beyebidoe, 

Chvemor  of  Tllinoii  : 

It  gives  OS  pleasure  to  make  our  third  biennial  report,  and  to  state 
that  the  entire  bailding^  of  the  asylam  have  been  completed,  as  de- 
signed in  the  original  plans,  adopted  Dec.  28, 1869. 

After  nearly  two  years'  occupation  of  the  north  wing  and  rear 
boilding,  we  are  folly  satisfied  that  a  good  selection  was  made  when  we 
adopted  the  plans  of  Ool.  S.  V.  Shipman,  our  architect  and  superintend- 
ent of  construction.  We  believe  this  plan  combines  good  taste,  con- 
venience, comfort  and  health,  with  economy.  In  our  last  report  we  ex- 
pressed tiie  opinion  that  the  building,  when  completed,  would  accommo- 
date 50  or  60  patients  more  than  was  contemplated  oj  the  act  of  the 
legislature,  or  by  the  plans,  when  adopted. 

Having  now  occupied  the  main  building  since  last  spring,  and  filling 
the  north  wing  with  patients,  we  find  that  we  can  well  accommodate,  in 
the  entire  building,  460  patients,  and  the  necessary  officers,  attendants 
and  help,  instead  of  300,  for  which  the  bill  provides  and  for  which  mo- 
ney was  appropriated ;  and  should  the  legislature  desire  to  provide  for 
200  more  of  the  2,000  insane  of  our  state  yet  unprovided  for  by  the 
state,  we  can  add  two  more  transverse  sections  (one  at  each  end)  that 
will  hold  200  patients,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  |465  per  patient,  with 
$60  each  for  furniture,  and  they  can  be  treated  and  cared  for  by  the 
same'general  officers  and  help,  adding  only  personal  attendants. 

In  our  first  biennial  report  of  December,  1871,  the  opinion  was  ex- 
pressed that  the  somewhat  popular  theory  of  the  "cottage  system'' 
would  be  finally  adopted  here,  with  the  congregate  or  asylum  plan, 
but  after  becoming  more  familiar  with  the  insane,  and  their  care,  with 
their  great  and  fast  increasing  numbers,  and  the  necessity  for  the  utmost 
economy  consistent  with  an  enlightened  humanity,  we  are  convinced 
that  it  would  not  be  economical  for  the  State,  nor  beneficial  to  but  few, 
if  any,  of  the  insane.  The  buildings  must  be  small  and  scattered,  but 
must  be  warm  and  substantial,  and  will  cost  much  more  per  patient  than 
the  present  plan ;  there  should  be  at  least  two  attendants  night  and 
day,  to  be  safe,  and  this  number  could  as  well  care  for  double  the  num- 
ber of  patients  in  the  asylum  that  would  be  placed  in  a  cottage. 

The  sewerage,  water  and  heating,  would  each  cost  much  more  for 
each  patient,  especially  sewerage  and  water,  which  must  be  perfect  and 
plenty  to  insure  health  and  comfort.  Heating  must  be  by  steam,  and 
very  expensive  for  small  scattered  buildings ;  &  not  by  steam,  then  un- 
safe— and  as  these  cottages  are  supposed  to  be  away  from  the  asylum, 
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and  its  inflnences,  the  cooking  most  be  done  in  each,  to  be  wann  and 
desirable.  The  baking  and  washing  are  more  readily  done  in  the  main 
asylam  without  inconvenience. 

The  medical  officers  must  go  some  distance  to  each  from  the  asylum, 
or  employ  such  attendance  for  each  of  them,  medicines  and  library,  and 
many  other  conveniences  and  necessities,  which  will  readily  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  investigator,  go  to  show  that  there  is  no  economy,  if 
any  comfort  and  safety  or  benefit,  to  be  derived  from  the  cottage  over 
the  congregate  system.    . 

In  a  very  mild  climate,  with  a  class  of  patients  suited  for  such  care — 
say  one  in  seven  of  the  iusane — where  a  cheap  class  of  buildiug  would 
protect  them  from  the  weather,  and  all  could  go  for  meals  to  some  cen- 
tral point,  and  other  necessities,  at  all  seasons,  and  but  little  heat  is  re- 
quired, it  might  be  different,  and  desirable  for  the  few,  but  under  no 
circumstances  for  the  many. 

The  farm  is  being  brought  under  suitable  cultivation  for  the  purposes 
of  the  asylum,  and  when  the  institution  has  been  filled,  as  we  expect  it 
soon  will  be,  tne  most  of  the  labor  will  be  performed  by  patients,  much 
to  their  enjoyment  and  benefit,  and  we  thinlf  it  is  no  larger  than  can 
be  made  profitable. 

There  is  no  money  provided  for  maintaining  patients  in  the  south 
wing^  now  finished. 

It  18  essential  that  an  early  appropriation  for  tjiis  purpose  be  made, 
and  as  soon  as  provision  is  made,  225  more  patients  can  be  received. 

We  ask  for  $100,000  annually  for  support  of  460  or  more  patients, 
and  $10,000  per  annum  for  fences,  barns,  sheds  and  repairs,  which  we 
think  is  as  little  as  will  properly  care  for,  feed,  warm  and  guard  this 
number  of  patients. 

The  asylum  is  situated  in  a  very  healthful  but  high  and  exposed  situ- 
ation, with  a  water-table  surface  of  about  one  mile  in  circumference, 
receiving  all  the  force  and  severity  of  the  west  and  north  winds  of  a 
cold  exposed  position ;  and  while  it  is  healthful  and  desirable,  it  also 
demands  a  large  supply  of  heat.  We  shall  use  as  much  as  15  tons  of  coal 
per  day  in  cold  weather,  costing  $4  50  to  $5  50  per  ton.  In  other 
items  of  expense  there  is  not  much  difference  from  other  parts  of  the 
State. 

Our  estimate  for  running  expenses  is  based  upon  the  law  as  hereto- 
fore held  and  carried  out,  requiring  patients  who  are  able  to  do  so,  to 
pay  a  reasonable  or  small  charge  for  their  care,  making  such  charges  only 
as  are  not  onerous,  and  such  charges  are  usually  paid  cheerfully ;  but  as 
this  law  has  of  late  been  questioned,  and  pay  refused  by  those  abun- 
dantly able  to  pay,  it  is  deemed  proper  here  to  allude  to  the  laws  of 
"paying  patients.'' 

By  the  law  of  March  1, 1847,  section  11,  indigent  persons  and  pau- 
pers were  to  be  charged  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance  in  the  asylum, 
the  counties  being  chargeable  with  such  costs,  and  paying  patients  were 
to  pay  such  sums  as  should  be  determined  by  the  trustees.  But  the  law 
of  February  15, 1851,  section  2,  amending  the  law  of  1847,  reads  :  "so 
much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  as  requires  counties  to 
pay  costs  and  charges  attending  the  treatment  of  insane  pawpers  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  cost  of  keeping  insane  persons  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  for  the  insane.''  Section  9  of  act  of  February  12, 1863, 
provides  for  a  bond  for  those  not  paupers  for  "clothing  and  removal" — 
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the  need  of  this  boDd  had  been  overlooked  heretofore — and  also  pro- 
vides that  counties  shall  still  pay  for  clothing  and  removal  of  panper 
patients. 

The  aQt  of  February  21, 1861,  section  2,  says:  "The  trustees  of  the 
Insane  Hospital  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  collect  from  such 
patients  as  are  of  sufficient  ability,  the  just  charges  for  their  support, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  "and  a  new  and  more 
full  bond  is  here  provided.  This  act  is  not  repealed,  we  think.  This 
whole  question  was  raised  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  on  a  re- 
port from  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  a  bill  was  prepared,  offered 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  charities  or  some  other  appro- 
priate committee,  and  the  proposition  to  maintain  all  patients  free  was 
defeated,  and  the  appropriations  were  made  with  the  distinct  under- 
standing that  such  charges  were  to  be  made  as  usuaL  The  reason  for 
here  calling  attention  to  this  matter  is,  that  of  late  a  few  persons  (one 
or  two)  abundantly  able,  more  so  probably  than  nine-tenths  of  those  who 
pay  taxes,)  have  refused  to  pay  a  moderate  charge  for  the  care  of  their 
relatives,  and  even  children. 

There  may  be  doubt  as  to  how  the  courts  would  construe  the  several 
laws  as  they  now  stand,  but  the  Hon.  J.  K.  Edsall,  Attorney  General, 
has  held  that  we  are  authorized  to  collect  until  the  legislature  shall 
definitely  settle  the  question.  While  our  pauper  laws  are  very  strict, 
and  provide  that  the  relatives  of  any  pauper,  even  back  to  the  grand 
parents  or  down  to  the  grand  children,  shall  pay  all  costs  and  expenses 
of  any  pauper  relative,  it  would  seem  strange  if  because  insane,  though 
abundantly  able,  a  moneyed  man,  banker,  merchant,  or  opulent  farmer, 
must  be  supported  by  the  State,  with  taxes  paid  by  very  many  who 
themselves  cannot  afford  the  comforts  of  life  thus  provided  for  the 
"well  oft^  insane.  And  we  see  no  good  reason  for  the  people  being 
made  to  support  such,  any  more  than  a  large  class  of  other  unfortu- 
nates who,  or  their  immediate  relatives,  are  abundantly  able  to  bear  the 
burden.  If  the  State  is  to  bear  the  expense  it  would  seem  at  least  just 
to  tl\e  several  counties  where  the  taxes  are  collected,  that  their  insane 
paupers  should  first  be  taken  whether  curable  or  not.  (If  we  have 
any  personal  interests  in  this  question  it  is  as  citizens  not  as  trustees.) 

We  have  built  a  substantial  ice  house  and  root  cellar,  with  rooms  for 
meats,  milk,  butter  and  other  articles  needing  a  cool  room  in  hot 
weather.  The  building  is  51  by  57  feet  in  size,  and  of  stone  and  brick. 
We  have  also  added  a  double  action  Worthington  pump  to  the  water 
works  as  a  precautionary  and  necessary  expenditure — ^it  cost  $900 — and 
have  added  an  extra  boUer  to  relieve  the  others  from  pressure,  and  to 
use  in  case  of  necessary  repairs  ;  have  also  replaced  our  common  oven 
with  a  large  revolving  one,  large  enough  for  all  future  uses,  at  a  cost 
of  $950. 

The  farm  needs  remodeling  from  the  four  farms  as  originally  owned 
into  one,  by  refencing,  for  its  present  uses.  There  should  be  provided  a 
large  stock  barn  for  cows  and  cattle,  sheep  sheds  and  folds  for  sheep,  a 
lA^ge  piggery  for  field  and  fattening  hogs,  so  that  at  an  early  day  all  of 
the  meat  for  the  asylum  can  be  kept  and  killed  upon  the  farm.  We 
now  kill  our  own  pork,  buy  and  kill  many  sheep  and  some  cattle,  but 
&cilities  should  be  increased  to  meet  all  wants.  We  have  not  asked  for 
any  money  therefor  except  such  as  we  may  use  firom  the  $10,000,  in- 
cluding repairs.  The  gas  works  meet  our  wants  at  a  cost  of  about  one 
dollar  per  thoosand  feet    Our  furniture  and  flxtores  have  been  pur-

chased  with  care  and  economy,  and  so  far  stand  well  the  wear  and  heat 
of  the  institution.  The  repairs  in  a  new  building  may  seem  to  many  as 
unusnal,  and  they  are  in  a  dwelling  house  or  store,  but  an  insane  man 
or  woman  often  takes  delight  and  pride  in  kicking  down  a  door,  break- 
ing out  a  window  or  its  fastenings,  or  in  destroying  any  articles  of  fur- 
niture, beds  or  bedding,  and  with  the  out-door  damage  of  high  windg, 
which  have  taken  off  part  of  our  slate  roof,  put  on  with  the  utmost  care 
and  caution,  and  with  refitting  rooms,  closets,  pantries,  store  rooms, 
etc.,  etc.,  we  find  a  continual  out-lay  in  that  direction.  The  buildings 
are  well  protected  by  lightning  rods,  and  water  tanks  with  hose  coupled 
and  ready  for  use  on  each  floor,  but  not  insured. 

Herewith  you  have  the  final  report  of  Col.  S.  V.  Shipman,  the  archi- 
tect and  general  superintendent ;  also  of  the  treasurer,  Mr.  O.  David- 
son, in  fidl  detail,  with  vouchers  sent  the  auditor  for  each  item  of  ex- 
penditure ;  and  we  have  kept  within  the  limits  of  the  several  appropri- 
ations. Although  there  are  several  things  apparently  needed,  we  have 
deemed  it  best  to  do  as  well  as  may  be  without,  for  the  present 

Our  board  from  the  first  has  maintained  entire  harmony,  and  no  dis- 
senting voice  or  vote  has  ever  been  given  in  the  board. 

To  Col.  S.  V.  Shipman,  the  architect  and  general  superintendent,  we 
are  indebted  for  successfully  completing  so  large  and  intricate  a  struc- 
ture, so  designed  and  constructed  as  to  meet  the  many  and  varied  neces- 
sities of  such  an  institution.  We  have  found  in  Col.  Shipman  a  gentle- 
man of  ability,  strict  integrity  and  loyalty  to  the  State,  and  a  complete 
and  competent  master  of  his  profession  in  designing  and  constructing 
insane  asylums — his  plan  proving  to  be  all  we  anticipated  when  it  wajs 
adopted. 

In  Dr.  E.  A.  Kilbourne,  the  medical  superintendent,  and  his  assistant, 
Dr.  E.  S.  Dewey,  we  have  found  men  enthusiastic  in  their  profession, 
and  believe  they  leave  nothing  undone  that  they  deem  &r  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  patients  in  their  charge  or  of  the  State. 

The  report  of  Dr.  Kilbourne,  herewith  presented,  will  give  a  full  his- 
tory of  the  asylum  and  its  inner  management,  with  many  details  and 
statistics  for  the  information  of  all  interested  in  matters  of  this  kind, 
and  •specially  due  to  your  Excellency  and  the  legislature. 

The  official  term  of  Mr.  C.  N.  Holden  will  expire  (the  commission  was 
burned  in  1871)  in  May,  he  having  served  six  years. 

Our  treasurer,  Mr.  O.  Davidson,  has  given  much  labor  to  us  in  audilr 
ing  and  adjusting  many  accounts  and  building  matters,  as  has  also  oar 
efficient  secretary,  Mr.  E.  W.  Padelford. 

The  officers  and  employees  of  the  asylum  have  seemed  to  be  devoted 
to  their  labors,  and  so  far  as  we  know  have  been  faithful  and  in- 
dustrious. 

To  your  Excellency  we  are  under  many  obligations  for  the  visits  you 
have  made,  enabling  you  by  acquiring  familiarity  with  the  progress  of 
the  building,  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  patients,  and  with  the 
affairs  of  the  asylum,  to  afford  us  much  aid  by  your  counsel  and  ad 
vise.  The  influence  of  your  Excellency's  presence  at  the  asylum  has 
been  beneficial  not  only  upon  us,  the  officers  *and  help,  but  also  upon 
the  patients,  who  always  feel  honored  by  your  visits.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  :  On  the  30th  of  Novembtr,  1872,  the  date  of  my  first 
report  to  your  honorable  board,  eight  months  after  the  opening  of  the 
institution,  there  were  present  in  the  house  183  patients,  105  males,  and 
78  females.  During  the  two  years  since  that  date,  ending  November 
30th,  1874,  there  have  been  admitted  179  males,  a^d  104  females.  The 
total  number  under  treatment  has  been  466,  males  284,  females  182. 
The  disparity  of  admissions  in  the  sexes  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
two  floors  of  the  wing  now  occupied  are  allotted  to  males,  and  but  one 
to  females. 

Of  the  number  admitted  two  were  under  15  years  of  age,  thirty-three 
under  20,  forty-two  under  25,  forty-two  under  30,  forty -nine  under  35, 
thirty-one  under  40,  twenty-nine  under  45,  fifty-four  between  45  and  80, 
and  one  unknown. 

The  duration  of  the  mental  alienation  proper  may  be  formulated  thus : 
Fifty-one  under  1  month,  32  males,  and  19  females.    Twenty -five  under 

2  months,  15  males,  and  10  females.  Thirty-two  under  3  months,  18 
males,  and  14  females.  Forty-six  under  6  months,  27  males,  and  19  fe- 
males. Thirty-five  under  12  months,  21  males,  and  14  females.  Twenty- 
seven  over  1  and  under  2  years,  21  males,  and  6  females..  Twelve  be- 
tween 2  and  3  years,  8  males,  and  4  females.  Three  between  3  and  4 
years,  2  males,  and  1  female.    Four  between  4  and  5  years,  1  male,  and 

3  females.  Twelve  between  5  and  10  years,  8  males,  and  4  females. 
Three  between  15  and  30  years,  1  male,  and  2  females.  Unknown,  20 
males,  and  8  females. 

The  result  of  treatment  is :  Seventy-two  have  been  discharged  re- 
covered, 44  males,  and  28  females.  Thirty-two  much  improved,  18 
males,  and  14  females.  Forty-two  improved,  27  males,  and  15  females. 
Sixty-five  unimproved,  32  males,  and  33  females.  Thirty-seven  have 
died,  24  males,  and  13  females.  Four  discharged,  not  insane.  And 
there  remain  in  the  institution,  December  1,  1874,  two  hundred  and 
fourteen,  135  males,  and  79  females.  Daily  average  before  occupancy 
of  centre  building,  180.  After  occupancy  of  centre,  *210.  Greatest 
number  under  treatment  at  any  one  time,  220.    Lowest  number  167. 

The  per  cent,  of  recoveries  on  the  number  admitted  is  nearly  26  per 
cent.,  and  above  28  per  cent,  on  the  number  discharged.  The  per  cent, 
of  recoveries  on  the  number  admitted,  whose  insanity  was  under  three 
months  duration,  is  62  5  under  one  year,  33  per  cent  This  last  reckons 
as '^ not  recovered''  many  cases  which  undoubtedly  will  recover.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  several  have  been  allowed  to  be  removed  to  their 
homes  much  improved,  two  of  whom  (at  least  their  friends  inform  us) 
have  made  full  and  perfect  recoveries.  _ . /^ ^-  _ 
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These  results  are  more  satisfactory  than  could  be  reasonably  hoped 
for,  when  it  is  remembered  that  both  sexes  have  shared  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  space  originally  intended  for  but  one,  entailing,  of  course,  a 
very  defective  classification,  especially  of  tne  female  sex,  who  were  re- 
stricted to  four  wards. 

Three  accidents  have  to  be  recorded,  one  in  1873,  and  two  in  1874  ; 
two  of  them  resulting  in  Potts  fracture  of  the  aukle  bones.  One  in  a 
female,  who  rushed  past  her  attendant,  as  she  was  standing  in  the  en- 
trantee  way  to  the  dumb-waiter,  and  slipping  her  grasp,  fell  to  the  base- 
ment floor,  sustaining  the  injury  named.  The  other  occurred  in  the 
person  of  a  young  man,  who  lost  his  balance  and  fell  firom  a  ladder, 
while  engaged  in  the  work  of  house-cleaning,  under  the  supervision  of 
an  attendant.  Both  cases  terminated  favorably,  and  with  the  motion 
of  these  joints  but  little  impaired.  The  former  subsequently  died  from 
"  dementia,"  a  hopeless  affection,  under  which  she  was  rapidly  sinking 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The  latter  case  was  discharged,  after  a 
residence  of  nine  months  in  the  hospital,  greatly  improved,  and  with 
the  free  use  of  his  limb.  The  third  was  a  very  recent  and  sudden  death 
from  "  asphyxia,''  in  one  of  our  male  patients,  occasioned  by  the  lodg- 
ment of  a  large  wedge-shaped  piece  of  meat  in  the  pharynx  and  oesopha- 
gus, while  engaged  in  the  act  of  eating  his  dinner  on  the  14th  ultimo. 
This  patient  was  also  sinking  rapidly  from  the  ravages  of  dementia, 
and  would  have  soon  passed  away  from  the  effects  of  this  disease. 

By  reference  to  the  mortuary  table,  Ko.  21,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
deaths  number  37,  the  cause  of  which,  in  20,  was  exhaustion  from 
various  forms  of  chronic  insanity;  in  2,  cerebral  effusion;  in  1,  cere- 
bral embolism ;  in  2,  acute  phrenitis ;  in  1,  acute  pneumonia ;  in  1,  alco- 
holic poisoning ;  in  1,  diabetes  mellitus ;  in  1,  acute  dysentery ;  in  1, 
syphilitic  cachexia ;  in  1,  heart  disease ;  in  1,  meningitis ;  in  1,  pysemic 
infection ;  in  1,  strangulation  from  food ;  and  in  1,  undetermined — while 
only  two  cases  of  acute  mania  have  proved  fatal. 

The  ratio  of  deaths  to  the  number  of  patients  under  treatment  is  less 
than  8  per  cent.,  and  considerably  under  one-half  of  one  per  cent  on 
the  daily  average.  The  friends  of  those  patients  who  die  in  the  hospital 
almost  always  cherish  the  hope,  or  rather  belief— so  strong  is  the  feeling 
that  before  the  spirit  leaves  its  "  house  of  clay  "  there  will  be  a  return 
of  its  former  strength  and  power — that  they  shall  see  their  loved  one, 
if  but  for  a  moment,  once  again  clothed  in  his  right  mind.  And  I  am 
often  asked,  with  most  eager  questionings,  if  it  will  not  be  so.  They 
feel  that  if  they  could  only  be  recognized  by  them — if  they  could  once 
more  see  in  their  eyes  the  old  look  of  intelligence  and  love,  and  hear 
from  their  lips  the  dear  familiar  tones  of  affection — it  would  not  seem 
so  hard  to  give  them  up.  Would  that  they  might  have  the  sad  comfort 
of  seeing  light  at  eventide,  that  before  the  coming  of  night  the  heavy 
clouds  might  be  lifted,  and  the  rays  of  the  setting  sun  illume  the  dark- 
ened scene,  telling  of  a  fair  unclouded  day  beyond  our  horizon.  It  is 
exceedingly  painful  not  to  be  able  to  give  them  the  assurance  so  earn- 
estly coveted ;  but  my  own  experience,  as  well  as  that  of  others  con- 
cerned in  the  care  of  the  insane,  forbids  such  encouragement.  And 
there  are  well  known  pathological  conditions  opposed  to  this  expecta- 
tion concerning  which  the  superintendent  of  the  "  Friends'  Retreat," 
near  York,  England,  makes  the  following  pertinent  remarks : 

^<  The  insane  die  of,  or  with,  diseases  involving  the  material  organ 
through  which  both  mind  and  soul  manifest  themselves,  and  the  result- 
ant insanity  covers  all  the  faculties  with  its  dark  and  confusing  pall. 
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This  dark  pall  remains  to  the  end,  and  is  only  removed  when  the  spirit 
emerges  fh)m  the  trammels  and  infirmities  of  the  flesh  into  the  light  of 
eternity.  The  death-beds  of  the  insane  are  not  therefore  scenes  where 
returning  reason  and  spiritual  clearness  can  be  witnessed ;  and  I  have 
never  seen  an  instance,  among  hundreds  of  deaths,  of  the  supposed 
^  lighting  up.'  It  is  not  in  fact  reasonable  to  expect  such  an  occurrence. 
Death  from  causes  not  seated  in  the  brain  is  very  often  attended  by 
delirium  or  cerebral  disturbance,  which  confuses  the  mind,  and  it  is 
therefore  much  more  probable  that  death  from  a  disease  which  in  its 
origin  destroys  the  reason,  and  as  it  advances  towards  the  final  issue 
increases  in  severity,  and  often  becomes  associated  with  complications 
fatal  also  in  themselves,  so  far  from  being  preceded  by  renewed  power 
and  brilliance  in  the  functions  of  the  brain,  should  rather  be  marked  by 
thicker  darkness  and  more  inextricable  confusion,  and  experience  shows 
this  to  be  so.'' 

The  operations  of  the  hospital,  during  the  biennial  period  embraced 
in  this  report,  are  statistically  expressed  in  the  following  tables :

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The  favorable  action  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  AjBsembly  in 
placing  at  your  disposal  the  necessary  means  for  the  erection  of  the 
Central  building  and  south  wing,  agreeably  to  the  recommendations 
made  to  that  body  in  oar  biennial  report  of  1872,  has  enabled  the  work 
of  construction  to  proceed  without  interruption  from  Ifhe  day  when  the 
ground  was  first  broken  (July  1, 1873)  to  the  completion  of  both  build- 
ings (July  30, 1874) — a  period  of  just  13  months. 

The  central  building,  however,  was  completed  and  occupied  early  in 
April  of  this  year,  and  at  the  same  time  the  lower  hall  of  the  north 
wing,  which  for  two  years  had  been  occupied  by  officers  and  employees 
for  residence  and  business  purposes,  was  restored  to  the  use  originally 
intended  for  it.  By  this  change  our  capacity  for  accommodation  was 
increased  by  one-twelfth.  But  a  week  or  two  elapsed  before  it  was  fully 
occupied,  and  the  presure  being  very  great  at  that  season  of  the  year, 
more  were  admitted  than  it  was  feared  could  be  safely  accommodated, 
200  being  deemed  the  maximum  capacity  of  this  wing.  By  the  inaugu- 
ration of  certain  changes,  in  nowise  impairing  the  efficiency  of  treat- 
ment or  abridging  in  the  least  the  comforts  of  the  insane,  it  was  found 
that  a  still  larger  number  could  be  entertained  than  was  at  first  thoug:ht 
practicable,  without  over-crowding.  Our  monthly  average,  therefore, 
since  the  occupation  of  the  central  building  has  fallen  little  short  of 
216 — our  highest  number  being  220,  our  lowest  205.  Upon  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  whole  building  when  we  shall  be  able  to  restrict  the  use  of 
each  wing  to  one  sex,  this  number  may  be  increased  to  230  on  each  side, 
or  460  people  in  all,  exclusive  of  employees.  The  capacity  of  the  build- 
ing, therefore,  is  larger  by  one-third  than  originally  contemplated, 
which  must  prove  very  gratifying  as  well  to  the  public  as  to  all  con- 
cerned in  its  management.  The  rear  half  of  the  third  and  fourth  stories 
of  the  central  building  is  devoted  to  a  chapel  for  religious  worship,  the 
first  floor  to  the  necessary  offices,  drug  and  reception  rooms,  officers' 
kitchen,  dining  and  store  rooms,  and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  sec- 
ond, third  and  fourth  floors — ^with  the  exception  of  four  rooms,  desig- 
nated as  trustees'  room,  laboratory,  library  and  guests'  rooms — ^to  tJie 
residence  of  officers  and  employees.  Great  care  has  been  exercised  in 
the  furnishing  of  this  building  to  procure  good  substantial  furniture,  of 
special  make,  that  would  prove  in  the  end  much  more  satisfactory  and 
economical  to  the  State  than  the  cheaper  varieties  of  slender  and  im- 
perfect construction  found  ready  made  in  the  market,  which,  when  sub- 
jected to  the  test  of  steam  heat  would  prove  to  be  utterly  worthless. 
The  same  regard  has  been  paid  to  its  fittings  and  appointments  in  all 
other  particulars.  lihe  carpeting  is  of  a  quality  that  both  observation 
and  experience  has  shown  to  be  the  cheapest  where  bard  usage  is  the 
rule.  It  is  an  old  axiom  that  ^'the  best  is  the  cheapest,"  and  if  it  apply 
with  any  force  in  the  limited  expenditures  of  the  private  family,  why 
not  with  equal  pertinancy  in  the  wider  sphere  of  institution  life  t 

OHAPEL. 

Beference  has  already  been  made  to  the  chapel.  This  room  40+60,  is 
handsomely  frescoed,  and  has  seven  large  Gothic  windows  and  stained 
glass.  It  has  been  appropriately  and  tastefully  furnished,  the  pews 
being  of  ash  and  black  walnut,  curved  to  fit  the  form,  and  sufficient  in 
number  to  seat  comfortably  300  persons.  The  isles  and  platform  are 
neatly  carpeted,  and  three  large  chandeliers  of  a  design  and  style  har- 
monizing with  the  adornments  of  the  room,  furnish  abundant  light  when 
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it  is  necessary  to  nse  tbe  cbapel  in  the  evening.  A  fine  Bstey  organ  of 
the  largest  size  with  piiK*  organ  top,  and  especially  adapted  for  use  in 
chapelH,  has  just  been  purcha8ed,  and  adda  much  to  the  beauty  and  en- 
joyment of  the  service^}.  It  is  particularly  desirable  in  an  institution  of 
this  kind  that  the  music  should  be  largely  congregational,  that  as  many 
as  can  should  take  part  in  it,  to  which  end  there  is  no  greater  incentive 
than  a  good  instrument.  Religious  services  are  held  every  Sunday  ai- 
ternoon.  conducted  by  the  different  clergymen  of  the  city.  Up  to  the 
present  year  their  services  were  continbuted  gratuitously,  but  we  are 
glaii  to  be  able  to  state  that  they  are  now  justly  receiving  some  com- 
pensation. A  due  proportion  of  our  inmates  have  gladly  availed  them 
selves  of  these  privileges  of  prayer  and  praise,  while  some  that  were 
able  have,  on  pleasant  Sabbath  morning?,  attended  church  in  town.  On 
the  Dth  of  August  last  the  chapel  was  formally  dedicated,  five  of  the 
ministers  from  town,  together  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  State 
Charities,  Rev.  Fred.  H.  Wines,  participating  in  the  dedicator^'  services. 
A  number  ot  townspeople  also  joined  us  on  that  interesting  occasion. 

SOUTH  vriNG. 

The  new  south  wing  was  conipleted  and  retwly  for  occupancy  on  the 
30th  of  July,  1874,  four  and  a  half  months  prior  to  the  date  stipulated 
in  the  contract  for  its  completion,  viz:  December  15, 1874.  The  entire 
edifice,  in  accordance  with  the  original  plans  and  specifications,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  minor  changes,  is  now  completed.  The  firontage 
of  the  main  or  centre  building  is  62  feet,  that  of  the  first  or  h>ngitudi- 
nal  wing  106  feet,  the  first  transverse  wing  108  feet,  the  second  longitu- 
dinal wing  73  feet,  the  second  transverse  wing  87  feet,  the  third  longitu 
dinnl  wing  67  feet,  the  third  transverse  wing  71  feet — making  an  entire 

frontage  of .    The  central  building  is  106  te^t  2  inches  in 

depth,  and  contains  the  offices,  chapel  and  living  apartments  foi*  oflficeis 
and  employees  i)reviously  spoken  of.  Communication  is  had  with  tbt* 
rear  buildings  by  means  of  a  connecting  corridor  88  feet  hmg  by  12  feet 
wide  and  two  stories  high  with  a  basement,  under  whicli  is  located  the 
fan  ducc.  These  buildings  contain  the  kitchen,  dining-room,  store 
roomy,  bakery,  laundry,  dry-room,  sitting-room  and  sleeping  apartment'^ 
for  employees  of  the  hospital.  The  longitudinal  wings  are  from  36  to 
40  feet  in  width,  with  a  passage  or  corridor  in  the  center,  12  feet  in 
width.  On  the  sides  are  the  dormitories  for  the  patients  8J+10  with  a 
recess  and  projecting  bay  wiiidow  in  the  centre  of  each  hall,  12  feet  in 
width,  which  affords  a  pleasant  outlook  and  resort  for  the  patients. 

In  the  transverse  wings  are  the  dining  rooms,  hot-closets,  parlors,  lava- 
tories, clothes-rooms,  water-closets,  staircases,  etc.,  aeeetss^to  them  being 
obtained  through  a  central  corridor,  upon  which  these  rooms  open. 

The  main  building  is  four  stories  in  height,  with  a  a  erandah  of  stone 
and  iron,  three  stories  high,  known  as  the  Girard  pattern. 

Tiie  longitudinal  wings  are  three  stories  in  height,  anil  the  transverse 
wings  four  stories,  surmounted  by  a  cupola  in  center  of  roof  to  serve  as 
ventilating  towers  for  the  foul  air  ducts  which  communicate  with  them. 
The  floors  in  the  central  corridors  of  each  wing,  bath-rooms  and  water- 
closets  are  arched  with  brick  and  the  haunches  filled  with  concrete  to  a 
level  with  the  crown.  Upon  these  the  floors  are  laid,  those  in  the  bath 
rooms  and  water  closets  being  of  marble  laid  in  alternate  squares  of 
white  and  blue,  with  base-boards  of  same  to  guard  against  the  absorp- 
tion of  moisture  and  the  decay  incident  to  wood,  which  is  found  to  be 
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specially  obnoxious.  The  floors  in  the  oomdors  are  of  roek  maple  laid 
in  strips  three  inches  wide,  grooved  and  tongued ;  in  the  dormitories  of 
pine,  six  inches  wide.  The  staircases  throaghont  are  of  iron,  and  so 
located  as  to  communicate  with  each  hall,  affording  ready  exit  for  the 
patients  in  case  of  fire,  or  for  access  to  the  groands  for  purposes  of  re- 
creation or  other  convenience. 

Immediately  beyond  and  adjoining  the  rear  bailding  is  the  boiler  and 
engine-hoose,  containing  also  Uie  fan  room :  to  the  rear  of  this  the  coal 
hoase,  75+36  feet,  and  on  the  south  side  ot  rear  building  the  gas  house, 
24+26  feet,  fitted  up  with  all  the  necessary  appliances  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  gas  on  the  premises. 

^^The  mode  of  heating  and  ventilating  is  that  which  experience  has 
demonstrated  to  be  the  best,  the  heat^  air  being  blown  into  all  the 
different  apartments  through  an  air-duct  in  the  basement  and  conducted 
into  the  corridors,  dormitories  and  all  other  rooms  by  flues  in  the  wi^'' 
The  coils  of  pipe  oeing  enclosed  in  chambers  at  the  base  of  these  flues, 
and  supplied  with  live  steam  from  the  boilers — the  object  of  the  fan  be- 
ing to  force  fresh  air  upon  the  same,  which  rises  in  a  heated  condition, 
as  above  indicated. 

The  labor  of  furnishing  the  new  wing  has  not  been  hastened,  owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  maintenance  of  the  patients  it  was  designed  to  accommo- 
date. It  has,  therefore,  remained  unoccupied  since  its  completion,  on 
tiie  1st  of  August,  necessitating  the  rejection  of  a  large  number  of  pa- 
tients for  whose  admission  appUcation  had  been  made  months  in  ad- 
vance, in  the  confident  hope  that  when  the  south  wing  should  be  fin- 
ished they  would  be  received.  This  refusal,  in  most  cases,  has  occa- 
sioned no  inconsiderable  amount  of  disappointment  and  suffering. 

The  furniture  for  this  wing  is  in  process  of  construction — a  portion  of 
it  delivered,  and  the  remainder  is  to  be  completed  soon,  so  that  the 
wards  will  be  in  readiness  for  the  reception  of  inmates  on  or  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose  ($12,600)  is  a  little  less 
than  that  allowed  in  the  original  appropriation  for  furnishing  the  north 
wing,  viz :  $9,000,  or  ^60  per  capita  for  150  patients. 

At  the  time  the  estimate  was  made,  200  was  thought  to  be  the  maxi- 
mum capacity  of  this  wing.  By  increasing  the  number  to  230,  the  rate 
per  capita  is  reduced  to  its  minimum,  yet  we  shall  be  able  to  furnish  for 
this  number,  inasmuch  as  no  considerable  portion  of  this  sum  is  to  be 
diverted  to  the  purchase  of  books  and  papers,  kitchen  apparatus  and 
utensils,  or  other  articles  found  necessary  upon  opening  the  institution, 
as  was  the  case  in  the  first  instance.  It  should  be  recoUected,  however, 
that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for  bedding  and  other  necessary 
furniture  for  the  additional  number  of  patients  to  be  accommodated  in 
the  north  wing,  over  and  above  the  number  (180)  already  provided  for. 

The  original  appropriation,  as  beibre  stated,  was  for  150  patients — the 
first  session  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  making  further 
provisions  for  30  extra  patients,  a  total  of  180,  the  limit  of  capacity  at 
that  time.  The  ward  vacated  upon  the  occupancy  of  the  central  build- 
ing was  left  destitute  of  any  furniture  for  the  use  of  the  patients  it  was 
designed  to  accommodate  (25  in  number).  An  increase  of  as  many 
more,  made  possible  by  reason  of  the  changes  introduced,  will  give  a 
total  of  50  for  whom  there  is  no  suitable  furniture,  and  for  the  purchase 
of  whichno  p^vision  has  been  made  in  any  appropri^tive  measures  hith- 
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•rto  eonsidered  or  granted.  Ifj  therefore,  it  is  thought  dssiraUe  by 
your  board  to  extend  the  limit  of  accommodation  to  the  number  pro- 
posed (230),  the  same  as  in  the  south  wing  (and  I  can  see  no  medical 
grounds  for  opposing  it),  an  additional  appropriation  of  $3,000  for  the 
necessary  beading,  crockery,  cutlery  and  other  furniture,  or  *60  per 
capita  for  50  patients,  will  be  required  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Le- 
gislature. 

aSNEBAL  IBiPBOYBMENTS. 

Many  improvements  of  a  permanent  character  have  been  made  that 
have  contributed  greatly  to  the  ease  of  administration,  and  supplied 
anticipated  needs  t£at  would  have  been  experienced  upon  the  occupancy 
of  the  whole  building. 

A  door  and  flight  of  stone  steps  leading  from  the  wash-room  to  the 
clothes-yard,  on  the  north  side,  has  been  put  in,  much  to  the  convenience 
of  this  department.  New  floors  of  seasoned  hard  maple  have  been  laid 
in  two  halls  of  the  north  wing,  and  a  third  will  be  laid  in  the  spring. 
The  walls  in  several  dining  rooms,  and  strips  on  the  side  of  stair  cases 
in  the  wing  and  rear  building,  have  been  painted  for  the  lirst  time,  and 
a  large  portion  of  the  wood  work  in  the  halls  and  dormitories  of  the 
north  wing  has  been  re-painted.  It  would  add  much  to  the  cheerfulness 
of  the  wards  and  lessen  the  labor  in  keeping  them  clean,  could  the 
wood  work  throughout  be  grained  and  varnished,  and  the  waJls  painted 
in  some  suitable  neutral  tmts. 

The  basment  floor  of  this  wing,  originally  of  concrete,  has  been  cov- 
ered with  a  thick  layer  of  asphaltum,  malung  the  pavement  uniform 
with  that  under  the  center  building  and  south  wing.  Our  experience, 
thus  far  since  its  introduction,  justifies  the  statement  that  for  flooring 
the  basements  of  institutions  of  this  kind,  it  is  by  far  the  most  valuable 
of  any  substance  yet  employed,  whether  considered  in  respect  to  clean- 
liness, or  resistance  offered  to  the  burroughing  of  rats,  wMch  it  effectu- 
uaUy  prevents. 

Several  alterations,  together  with  numerous  repairs  in  the  plumbing, 
have  been  made,  and  new  runs  of  water  pipe  introduced,  both  supply 
and  waste,  yielding  much  better  results.  With  a  view  to  the  introduc- 
tion, at  no  distant  day,  of  aquariums,  connection  has  been  made  in  two 
of  the  wards  with  the  water  pipes  in  the  bath-rooms,  and  the  pipe  car- 
ried to  the  center  of  the  floor  in  the  north  end  of  the  halls. 

The  two  story  cobble  stone  house  situated  at  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  hospital  grounds,  on  what  was  known  as  the  Chisholm  farm,  has 
undergone  extensive  repairs,  necessitated  by  its  unsafe  and  uninhaoita- 
ble  condition — ^part  of  its  interior  never  having  been  finished,  and  the 
walls  on  two  sides  bulging  and  cracking  to  a  hazardous  degree.  The 
front  and  south  walls  were  taken  down  as  far  as  the  water-table  and 
replaced  with  brick,  new  stone  sills  introduced  where  needed,  chimneys 
rebuilt,  the  piazza  reconstructied,  new  partitions  and  front  stair-case  put 
up,  and  the  walls  stripped  and  plastered  anew  throughout.  A  well  has 
also  been  sunk  near  the  house,  yielding  a  bountiful  supply  of  water,  and 
a  suitable  covering  erected  over  the  same.  The  house  is  now  occupied 
by  our  engineer,  Mr.  Moxon,  and  Ms  family,  and  is  in  a  very  comforta- 
ble condition  of  repair.  An  old  two  story  house  on  the  east  side  of 
road  fronting  the  hospital,  together  with  a  small  bam  directy  opposite 
the  south  wing,  have  been  removed  to  the  rear  near  the  site  selected  for 
lihe  future  erection  of  stock  barns.    Both  of  theefe  structures  are  now 
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utilized  for  the  storage  of  straw  necessary  for  bedding  purposes.  New 
lines  of  board  fencing  have  taken  the  place  of  many  dilapidated,  rotten 
sections,  on  varions  portions  of  the  farm,  and  other  work  necessary  to 
the  preservation  of  tenement  stmctures  and  outbuildings  has  been 
done. 

A  large  vegetable  cellar,  store-room, 'and  ice-house,  51+57  feet,  has 
been  constructed  of  Batavia  stone  during  the  past  season,  from  the  ap- 
propriation granted  for  that  purpose,  the  latter  having  a  storage  capa- 
city  of  312  tons.  Happily,  the  extensive  excavation  to  the  rear  of  the 
new  wing,  made  by  the  contractors  in  the  procurement  of  sand  for  build- 
ing purposes,  was  sufficiently  near  so  that  it  could  be  utilized  for  this 
object  The  vegetable  division  of  this  building  is  deemed  to  be  large 
enough  for  both  present  and  prospective  needs. 

Early  in  the  summer  of  1873,  work  was  commenced  upon  the  new  brick 
coal  house,  a  substantial  fire-proof  structure,  with  foundation  walls  of 
GlintonvUle  stone,  75+36  feet,  iron  and  slate  roof.  This  building,  which 
has  a  storage  capacity  of  some  1,200  tons,  was  so  far  completed  as  to  be 
available  in  the  early  fall  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed,  and 
the  same  was  rapidly  filled  with  coal  which  served  us  during  the  inclem- 
ent weather  of  the  winter  months,  when  the  labor  of  hauling  from  the 
railroad  is  attended  with  so  much  inconvenience  and  waste. 

The  boiler  room  has  also  been  enlarged  by  throwing  out  the  south 
wall  15  feet,  sufficiently  to  receive  two  additional  boilers,  one  of  which, 
of  the  size  of  the  old  ones,  has  been  placed  in  position  during  the  past 
month.  This,  together  with  the  two  added  in  the  fall  of  1873,  gives  us 
a  battery  of  six  tubular  boilers,  of  the  following  dimensions  :  length  13 
feet,  diameter  of  shell  4  feet,  number  of  tubes  38,  diameter  of  same  3J 
inches.  Besides  carrying  the  engine,  fan,  laundry  apparatus,  feed  and 
force  pumps,  etc.,  these  boOers  are  expected  to  supply  93,500  lineal  feet 
of  pipe  in  coils,  exclusive  of  main  and  supply  pipes,  and  heat  2,969,149 
cubic  feet  of  space,  and  it  is  hoped  they  may  not  disappoint  the  expec- 
tations indulged.  A  new  steam  drum  or  reservoir,  30  inches  in  diameter, 
has  also  been  added  and  placed  upon  the  boilers  the  past  month,  and 
surface-blows,  made  necessary  by  the  chemical  impurities  of  the  water, 
attached  to  all.  The  smoke-stack  has  been  raised  24  feet,  with  a  very 
decided  improvement  in  the  draught 

A  new  No.  5  Worthington  duplex  pump  has  been  placed  in  the  pump 
house  at  the  river,  our  reliance  heretofore  being  upon  one— a  Woodard, 
No.  5. 

A  smoke  house  of  brick,  12+12,  has  also  been  constructed,  and  an 
addition  made  to  the  gas  house  10+24  feet,  and  another  retort  put  in. 
We  now  have  a  bench  of  two,  so  that  if  one  gives  out  connection  can 
be  immediately  made  with  the  other,  thus  preventing  any  interruption 
in  our  supply  of  gas.  It  is  gratifying  to  add  that  the  cost  at  the 
burner  during  the  past  year  has  been  only  $1  06  per  M  feet 

The  bakery  has  been  enlarged  and  made  more  convenient  by  the  re- 
moval of  partition  walls,  the  old  oven  removed  and  one  of  Vales'  14  feet 
rotary  ovens  substituted.  It  is  claimed  for  this  oven  that  there  is  a 
saving  of  fuel  of  at  least  25  per  cent  over  the  ordinary  or  old  con- 
structed ovens,  and  that  retaining  and  equalizing  the  heat  throughout 
all  parts  of  the  same,  it  gives  .a  top  and  bottom  crusting  alike — results 
which  we  hope  to  realize. 
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BEQUTBKMENTS. 

Mention  was  made  in  oar  last  report  of  the  neceMi^  of  providing 
more  suitable  shelter  for  our  stock,  our  present  accommodations  being 
insufficient  and  widely  separated.  The  ricketiy  stracture  on  the  east 
side  of  the  road,  fronting  the  south  wing,  is  in  danger  of  being  blown 
down  by  high  winds  ;  the  foundation  walls  are  fast  giving  way,  and  the 
barn  now  stands  propped  up  at  an  iQclination  of  twenty  degrees.  It  is 
unsafe  and  unsightly  and  should  be  taken  down  during  the  coming 
season,  and  the  timbers,  which  are  of  oak,  utilized  in  the  construction 
of  a  piggery  or  hennery  to  the  south  of  the  present  bam  and  carriage 
house,  near  which  should  also  be  grouped  barns  and  sheds  of  proper 
dimensions,  to  comfortably  house  100  head  of  cattle,  which,  added  to 
the  accommodations  already  possessed,  will  afford  shelter  for  about  130 
head.  The  farm  is  capable  of  supporting  this  amount  of  stock  with 
ease,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  the  most  remunerative  use  that  can  be  made 
of  it,  whether  considered  with  reference  to  the  benefits  accruing  to  the 
individual  or  to  the  State.  It  is  a  fact  that  I  think  must  have  attracted 
your  observation  during  the  past  two  seasons,  that  a  large  number  of 
our  male  patients  could  be  induced  to  perform  manual  labor  outside, 
when  that  labor  was  associated  with  something  both  congenial  and  re- 
munerative. It  is  difficult  to  awaken  a  great  amount  of  interest  and 
zeal  in  shoveling  coal,  digging  a  gutter,  or  sawing  wood — ^it  is  a  task 
only  accepted  as  a  necessity,  and  the  insane  man  seldom  recognizes  the 
existence  of  any  such  claim  upon  him.  Although  one  may  be  found 
now  and  then  who  will  be  seemingly  satisfied  with  such  labor,  still  the 
larger  number  can  only  be  induced  to  engage  in  such  occupation  as  de- 
mauds  some  degree  of  skill  and  attention,  affording  them  exercise  and 
diversion  at  the  same  time.  Such  for  instance  may  be  had  in  the  care 
of  stock  of  all  kinds,  which  they  can  see  growing  and  fattening  under 
their  own  supervision  and  care,  and  the  interest  often  manifested  in  the 
welfare  of  these  animals  renders  them  as  faithful  and  trustworthy  in 
the  discbarge  of  every  duty  connected  with  their  management,  as  the 
average  help  employed  for  this  purpose.  We  have  one  patient  whose 
delight  it  has  been,  during  the  past  summer,  to  daily  mount  a  horse  and 
drive  the  cows  to  and  from  pasture,  evincing  constant  faithfulness  in 
the  performance  of  this  self-imposed  task. 

The  beeves  could  be  fattened  and  slaughtered  upon  the  premises,  and 
the  want3  of  the  hospital  in  this  regard  almost  wholly  supplied  from  the 
farm.  At  the  same  time  a  better  quality  of  meat  would  be  secured,  and 
at  a  much  lower  figure  than  now  paid  for  it  If  thought  good  enough, 
the  barn  on  the  east  side  of  the  road  could  i>e  moved  to  the  bank  of 
the  river  at  the  southern  boundary  of  the  farm,  and  converted  into  a 
slaughter  house,  which  would  serve  us  very  well  for  this  purpose. 

New  lines  of  fencing  will  be  required  the  coming  spring  at  various 
points  on  the  farm,  especially  in  the  construction  of  lanes  leading  to  new 
fields  of  pasturage  to  the  west  of  the  hospital.  The  garden  should  be 
surrounded,  especially  on  the  north  and  east  sides,  by  a  high  tight-board 
fence,  protecting  these  grounds  from  constant  depredations  on  the  part 
of  the  patients,  who  are  peculiarly  prone  to  pluck  whatever  is  within 
their  reach,  whether  in  a  green  or  ripe  condition. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  dwelling  house  formerly  occupied  by  our  en- 
gineer, which  stands  immediately  in  front  of  the  south  wing,  be  moved 
to  a  point  further  south,  beyond  the  main  entrance  to  the  grounds, 
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where  it  can  be  occnpied  free  from  the  introsion  of  patients  or  unpleas- 
ant scrutiny  from  the  windows  of  tiie  hospital. 

The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has  demonstrated,  beyond  a 
doubt,  the  inadequacy  of  our  present  laundry  accommodations,  and  the 
imperative  necessity  of  some  extension  of  the  same.  The  sewing  room 
and  ironing  room  furnish  the  principal  if  not  the  only  means  of  regular 
employment  for  the  female  patients,  and  it  is  extremely  desirable  that 
as  many  as  can  be  induced  to  do  so  should  participate  in  such  labor. 

During  the  two  years  now  past,  considerable  work  has  been  doQe 
upon  the  grounds  surrounding  the  hospital.  A  new  drive  way,  30  feet 
wide,  leafing  from  the  north  entrance  to  the  front  of  the  centre  build- 
ing, also  a  road  to  the  rear  of  the  building,  for  the  conveyance  of  sup- 
plies, has  been  constructed  in  the  most  thorough  and  durable  manner, 
by  excavating  to  the  depth  of  15  to  18  inches,  and  filling  in  with  coal- 
cinders  and  gravel.  Oatch  basins  have  also  been  introduced  at  the  side 
to  receive  the  surface  water,  and  connections  made  with  the  sewer.  The 
deep  ravine  running  diagonally  across  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  north 
wing,  together  with  other  depressions  by  the  road  side,  have  been  filled, 
brought  to  a  grade  and  seeded  down.  Many  yards  of  turfing  have  also 
been  laid,  immediately  adjacent  to  the  building,  and  some  attention 
given  to  the  cultivation  of  flowers  and  planting  of  shrubs. 

A  fountain  of  good  proportion  and  attractive  design  has  been  placed 
in  front  of  the  main  building.  A  large  amount  of  earth,  thrown  up  by 
excavations  for  the  basement  of  the  central  building  and  south  wing, 
has  been  removed,  and  a  portion  of  it  used  to  furnish  an  embankment 
on  the  north  and  east  sides  of  the  site  chosen  for  an  artificial  lake,  and 
the  rest  deposited  around  the  wing  to  serve  as  a  top  dressing  when  the 
grounds  shall  have  been  brought  to  a  grade.  This  work  has  been  done 
almost  entirely  by  patients — ^but  one  man  having  been  regularly  em- 
ployed. A  large  number  of  evergreens  and  forest  trees,  embracing  all 
the  hardier  varieties  adapted  to  this  climate,  have  been  set  out  the  past 
two  seasons.  Many  of  them  are  growing  and  flourishing,  but  owing  to 
the  protracted  drouth  of  both  years,  and  the  porous  nature  of  the  soil, 
numbers  of  them  have  died. 

A  grapery  has  also  been  planted,  which  wUl  be  enlarged  from  year  to 
year,  with  a  view  of  furnishing  the  house  with  a  plentiful  supply  of  this 
fruit.  One  hundred  cherry  trees — ^English  Murrillo  and  Early  Eichmond 
— together  with  some  1200  raspberiy  tips,  have  likewise  been  set  out. 

The  lay  of  the  land  about  the  hospital  is  highly  favorable  to  the  reali 
zation  of  the  most  desirable  results,  ornamental  or  practical.  And  now 
that  the  building  is  completed,  and  the  rubbish  removed,  I  would  re- 
spectfully suggest  the  expediency  of  employing  an  experienced  land- 
scape gardener,  for  one  or  two  seasons,  to  lay  out  the  grounds  into 
walks,  drives,  flower  plats,  grottos,  etc.,  and  otherwise  develop  the  nat- 
ural resources  of  the  location.  If  practicable,  this  should  be  done  imme- 
diately, so  that  shrubs,  etc.,  may  he  set  out  as  early  as  possible,  as  every 
year's  delay  in  this  durection  retards  the  work  of  permanent  improve- 
ment. 

A  tasteful  and  substantial  front  fence,  either  of  wood  or  iron,  with 
north  and  south  gateways,  is  greatly  needed,  to  give  the  grounds  a  neat 
and  attractive  appearance. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  some  provision 
being  made  for  the  increased  storage  of  water  at  the  building,  showing 
that  in  case  of  fire  our  supply  would  be  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the 
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demands  of  cuoh  an  emergency.  TMs  want  has  not  yet  been  supplied, 
and  I  would  now  suggest  that  a  feasable  and  economical  plan  would  be 
to  convert  the  natui^  depression  or  basin,  bordering  the  main  high- 
way in  front  of  the  south  wing,  of  which  it  was  proposed  to  make  an 
artificial  lake,  into  a  reservoir.  This  could  easily  be  done  by  flooring 
the  bottom  and  walling  up  the  sides  of  the  basin  with  solid  masonry — 
either  of  brick  or  stone — and  making  connection  with  the  three  inch 
main  from  the  pump  house,  which  runs  past  it  at  a  distance  of  only  20 
feet ;  the  pump  at  the  river  could  be  made  to  feed  either  this  or  the  old 
reservoir  as  desired,  l^o  considerable  outlay  would  be  required  in  the 
removal  of  earth,  and  the  chief  exjmnse  attending  its  construction  would 
be  the  first  cost  of  the  material  delivered  on  the  ground,  and  the  labor 
of  superintendence.  In  view  of  the  fact  tihat  the  useM  as  well  as  the 
oniamental  would  be  subserved  by  the  adoption  of  this  plan,  I  cannot 
bat  think  it  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 

Under  this  head  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  urge  the  necessity  of  providing 
more  extended  means  of  employment  for  the  patients,  especially  for  the 
males.  Every  hospital  contains  representatives  fix)m  many  branches  of 
Uie  useful  and  industrial  arts,  some  of  whom  are  even  sJcilled  artisans. 
A  btdlding  should  be  constructed  with  a  number  of  work  rooms,  furn- 
ished with  machinery  moved  by  steam  power,  and  all  other  necessary 
tools  and  appliances.  Here  those  patients  who,  during  the  winter  and 
inclement  weather,  are  debarred  from  outside  employment  could  find 
plenty  of  occupation  in  making  and  repairing  mattresses,  clothing,  for 
males,  repairing  shoes,  harness,  l^imiture,  etc.,  plumbing  and  black- 
smitliing.  In  Uiis  way  will  not  only  the  skilled  labor  of  the  patients 
be  utili^,  but  many  heretofore  ignorant  of  any  handy-craft  may  be  en- 
abled to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  tools,  and  thus  be  rendered  self-sup- 
porting on  leaving  the  institution.  It  is  the  frequently  expressed  desire 
of  patients  themselves  that  some  employment  i^ould  be  given  them, 
"something  to  do"  would  pleasantly  fill  up  many  an  hour  which  now 
passes  in  weary  listlessness  and  indifference.  As  a  curative  and  eco- 
nomic measure,  labor  can  hardly  be  over  estimated ;  so  far  as  it  affects 
the  patient  himself,  it  is  most  beneficial,  preventing  Mm  from  sinking 
into  apathy  and  indolence,  and  rousing  his  dormant  energies,  and  fur- 
nishing healthy  bodily  exercise ;  besides  this  the  labor  thus  voluntarily 
performed  is  no  inconsiderable  saving  of  expense  to  the  hospital. 

UBBABY. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  a  library  has  been  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  more  than  five  hundred  standtuxl  volumes,  comprising  history, 
biography,  travels,  science,  poetry,  fiction  and  geneiul  literature.  These, 
together  with  some  previously  donated,  make  ftdly  six  hundred  books. 
Their  selection  involved  no  little  thought  and  labor,  it  being  no  light 
task  to  choose  from  among  the  great  number  of  works  now  published, 
SQch  as  should  be  suitable  for  our  patients,  of  an  elevated  tone,  and  yet 
entertaining ;  instructive,  but  not  tedious.  These  books  have  been  cov- 
ered labeled  and  numbered,  and  will  shortly  be  cataloguod.  They  are 
now  in  constant  circulation  throughout  the  wards,  being  called  for  and 
read  by  many  who,  without  this  agreeable  pastime,  would  spend  hour 
after  hour  in  idleness,  homesiekness  and  desiKnadency.    At  present  the

books  are  kept  in  the  centre  boilding,  bat  the  design  is  to  place  them  in 
book  cases  in  the  wards  that  the  patients  may  have  easy  access  to  them, 
and  more  satisfactorily  choose  such  as  they  may  desire.  We  regard 
tiiis  bat  as  the  nadeas,  or  commencement,  of  a  library,  and  trast  here- 
after, from  time  to  time,  other  and  stated  appropriations  may  be  made 
for  the  pnrpose  of  enlarging  and  rendering  still  more  prodactive  of  good 
this  valuable  aaxiliary  in  t£e  treatment  of  the  insane,  the  more  espe- 
cially as  on  theoccnpancy  of  the  entire  hospital,  our  number  being  aug- 
mented, the  demand  for  reading  matter  will  be  proportionally  in- 
creased. 

ADOBIOfSNTS. 

In  order  to  give  the  wards  as  bright  and  homelike  an  aspect  as  pos- 
sible to  those  who  are  forced  to  make  the  hospital  their  home,  some- 
times for  years,  a  large  number  of  chromes  and  engravings  have  been . 
purchased  and  now  e^om  the  walls,  diffusing  through  the  wards  that 
silent,  subtle  influence  for  good  which  beautiful  colors  and  forms  must 
always  exert 

One  of  the  ladies'  parlors  is  furnished  with  a  piano,  as  is  also  the 
amusement  hall.  A  pigeon-hole  table  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  fe- 
males, and  two  billiard  tables  for  the  males;  in  addition  to  these  ways 
of  amusement  there  are  various  other  ways  of  whiling  away  an  hour  in 
the  use  of  games,  chess,  backgammon,  checkers,  dominoes,  etc.,  with 
which  the  wards  are  well  supplied ;  and  we  appeal  to  all  friends  of  the 
institution  to  send  us,  from  out  of  their  abundance,  games,  books,  pic- 
tures, stereoscopes,  stereoscopic  views,  or  anything  of  a  like  nature  to  still 
further  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  wards.  The  small  sacrifice 
which  they  may  make  will  be  more  than  overbalanced  by  the  pleasure 
bestowed. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

Our  amusements  have  been  varied  and  interesting,  consisting  of 
dramatic  and  musical  entertainments,  lectuies,  etc.,  given  by  amateurs 
from  the  city,  traveling  troups  and  others.  In  this  connection  our  espe- 
cial thanks  are  due  to  the  '^Tenesseeans,"  who  kindly  consented  to  sing 
for  our  inmates  some  of  their  strange  and  oftentimes  pathetic  slave 
songs ;  to  0.  Dale  Armstrong,  the  eminent  reader  and  ventriloquist,  for 
a  highly  enjoyable  entertainment  in  which  he  presented  some  fine  selec- 
tions from  Shakespeare  and  other  authors,  and  gave  an  amusing  exhi- 
bition of  ventriloquism;  to  the  Eev.  Mr.  Balch,  of  Elgin,  for  an  inter- 
esting lecture  on  "  Syria,  and  the  cedars  of  Lebanon  f  to  Messrs. 
Daniels,  Waldron,  and  others,  for  an  exhibition  of  "Mrs.  Jarley's  wax- 
work,'' as  well  as  the  Arion  Glee  Club  for  their  excellent  music  afforded 
ns  on  that  and  other  occasions ;  also,  to  the  Elgin  Thespians  for  their 
admirable  rendering  of  **  Fraud  and  its  victims."  Our  patients  were 
also  the  pleased  recipients  of  a  lecture  by  Prof.  Moses  Cheney,  of  Ver- 
mont, on  the  ^'  Philosophy  and  Humors  of  Music,"  and  an  exhibiiion  of 
the  stereopticon,  or  Mirror  of  the  Word,"  by  J.  A.  Stoddard,  of  Chicago. 
These,  and  all  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  relief  of  the  monot- 
ony of  hospital  life,  will  please  accept  our  grateful  acknowledgments. 
In  addition  to  the  amusements  already  mentioned,  a  goodly  number  of 
entertainments,  dramatic,  musical  and  miscellaneous,  have  been  accept- 
ably given  by  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  institutions,  and  it  is 
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our  earnest  desire  and  aim  to  increase  the  number  and  variety  of  these 
potent  aids  to  recovery,  since  from  the  earliest  attempts  at  "ministering 
to  a  mind  diseased,"  the  different  methods  of  diversion,  the  drama,  music, 
dancing  and  other  exercises  have  been  considered  even  more  efficient 
than  medicine,  and  not  unreasonably,  as  the  very  word  diversion  means 
a  turning,  and  surely  the  strains  of  sweet  music  from  the  voice  or  in- 
strument, the  mimic  representations  of  the  different  phases  of  life,  par- 
ticularly of  ita  happy  side ;  the  exercise  and  social  intercourse  of  danc- 
ing, and  the  intellectual  effort  required  to  follow  and  appreciate  read- 
ings from  fine  authors,  all  conspire  to  turn  or  divert  the  mind  from  its 
gloomy  thoughts  and  morbid  fancies   into  happier,  healthier  channels. 

Our  weekly  dances  still  continue  a  source  of  enjoyment  to  the  large 
number  of  inmates  who  attend,  and  it  is  gratifying  on  such  occasions  to 
note  the  uniform  propriety  of  demeanor  and  conformity  to  the  amenities 
of  social  life. 

Among  other  agencies  employed  for  the  restoration  of  mind  and  body 
to  their  normal  health,  exercise  in  the  open  air,  afforded  by  walks  and 
drives,  holds  a  prominent  place.  Availing  ourselves  of  the  generous 
appropriation  made  by  the  legislature  for  that  purpose,  we  have  pur- 
chased a  comfortable  close  carriage  especially  designed  for  hospital  use, 
and  to  seat  as  many  as  can  be  conveniently  drawn  at  one  time.  We 
have  also  an  open  spring  wagon  which  seats  eight  or  nine.  In  one  or 
the  other  of  these  vehicles,  on  nearly  every  fair  day,  three  or  four  loads 
of  patients  have  enjoyed  a  drive  over  the  fine  gravelly  roads  with  which 
this  country  is  so  favored.  So,  too,  whenever  the  weather  has  permitted, 
a  large  number  have  sought  change  and  diversion  in  walking.  Of  the 
great  good  derived  from  both  these  means  of  recreation  we  need  not 
speak ;  for  who  that  has  seen  the  dull  eye  brighten  and  the  rosy  hue  of 
health  mantle  the  invalid's  cheek,  can  doubt  for  a  moment  the  ben- 
eficial effects  of  fresh  air,  sunlight,  and  all  the  kindly  influences  of 
nature. 

On  the  5th  of  June  last,  and  again  on  the  23d  of  November,  we  were 
favored  with  a  visit  from  his  excellency  Governor  Beveridge — on  the 
former  occasion  your  board  and  numerous  citizens  of  Elgin  being  pres- 
ent. The  evening  was  pleasantly  passed  in  social  intercourse  and  in 
witnessing  a  play  entitled  **My  Brother's  Keeper,"  which  was  most  ad- 
mirably rendered  by  Colonel  and  Mrs.  Wilcox,  Messrs.  Daniels,  Wal- 
dron,  and  other  amateurs  from  Elgin,  to  whom,  in  this  connection,  our 
most  sincere  thanks  are  due  for  the  entertainment  so  kindly  afforded. 

In  June  last,  that  active  philanthropist,  Miss  D.  L.  Dix,  honored  us 
with  her  first  visit,  which,  we  trust,  she  will  be  able  to  repeat  at  no  dis- 
tant period.

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On  the  Ist  of  November,  1873,  contract  was  made  with  Messrs.  John 
Davis  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  they  being  the  lowest  bidders,  and  who  ex- 
ecuted the  required  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  contract.  The 
work  has  been  promptly  and  it  is  believed  faithfully  performed  by  the 
contractors,  and  found  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  workmanship  in 
the  central  building  and  south  wings  has  been  completed  in  a  more 
satisfactory  manner,  with  such  improvements  as  time  and  experience 
have  suggested  and  rendered  desirable. 

Instead  of  concrete  floors  in  the  basement,  which  was  found  not  abso- 
lute proof  against  rats,  asphalt  pavement  was  substituted  in  the  new 
buildings,  and  the  improvement  was  so  marked,  it  was  deemed  advi- 
sable to  put  a  thinner  coat  of  the  same  material  over  the  concrete  floor 
throughout  the  north  wings.  An  agreement  was  made  with  Me8srs.  J. 
L.  Fulton  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  for  this  work,  which  they  executed  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.  It  is  believed  that  in  an  economic  and  sani 
tary  point  of  view  this  kind  of  floor  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other.  A 
new  coal  house  capable  of  storing  twelve  hundred  tons  of  coal  has  been 
constructed  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  of  thoroughly  fire-proof 
materials,  so  that  no  possible  danger  can  result  to  the  hospital  from 
spontaneous  combustion  in  the  mass  of  coal  stored  therein.  Our  expe- 
rience during  the  past  year  has  abundantly  proved  the  necessity  for  such 
precautions.  To  provide  against  all  contingencies  a  duplicate  No.  5 
Worthington  duplex  steam  pump  has  been  set  in  the  pump  house  at  the 
river.  Either  of  the  pumps  now  in  use  will  supply  three  times  the  or- 
dinary' consumption  of  water  at  the  hospital,  and  both  can  be  used  in 
case  of  fire,  or  other  extraordinary  demand.  Other  slight  improvements 
have  been  made  at  this  point ;  and  the  large  reservoir  at  the  rear  build- 
ing has  been  put  in  thorough  repair,  thereby  insuring  at  all  times  an 
abundant  supply  of  pure  water. 

To  provide  against  derangement  or  breaking  down  of  parts  of  the 
machinery  of  the  gas  works,  the  gas  house  has  been  extended  and  a 
new  retort  added.  It  is  necessary'  to  run  only  one  at  a  time.  These 
gas  works,  erected  at  a  moderate  expense,  continue  to  supply  a  good 
qualit}^  of  fixed  gas  at  small  cost,  and  after  three  years'  experience,  are 
believed  to  be  the  most  simple,  economical  and  better  adapted  to  the 
lighting  of  this  institution  than  any  other  within  my  acquaintance. 

Owing  to  the  intense  cold  at  times  experienced  in  the  exposed 
situation  of  the  hospital,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  add  one  more 
steam  boiler  than  was  originally  intended  ;  and  to  guard  against  impair- 
ment of  draft,  the  main  chimney  stack  has  been  extended  twenty-four 
feet  in  height.  An  addition  to  the  boiler  room  has  been  made,  and  the 
new  boiler  set  and  properly  connected.  Two  additional  boilers  were  in- 
cluded in  the  heating  contract  of  Messrs.  John  Davis  &  Co.,  all  which 
are  in  complete  working  order. 

A  new  fourteen  foot  Vale's  patent  rotary  oven  has  been  ei*ected  in 
place  of  the  old  biick  oven,  and  found  to  be  a  substantial  and  well- 
advised  improvement.  In  order  to  accommodate  this  change,  the  bake 
room  has  been  enlarged  by  the  removal  of  a  partition  between  this  and 
a  store  room,  making  the  bakery  more  commodious.  There  has  also 
been  constructed  a  permanent  brick  smoke  house.  Also  a  large  under- 
ground vegetable  cellar  of  ample  dimensions ;  also,  an  ice-house  capa- 
ble of  storing  and  preserv  ing  over  three  hundred  tons  ot  ice ;  also,  a 
reirigerator  room,  and  a  fruit  room,  which  it  is  confidently  believed  will 
xueet  the  wants  of  tiie  institution  for  all  time  to  come.    The  old  boilers 
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have  been  overhauled  and  pat  in  thorough  repair ;  and  a  new  steam  reser- 
voir, from  which  the  general  supply  for  the  whole  building  is  taken,  has 
been  placed  in  position  with  complete  connections,  and  is  found  to  oper- 
ate advantageously. 

Should  it  be  deemed  advisable  by  your  board  and  the  legislature  to 
enlarge  the  present  hospttal  building,  so  as  to  meet  the  pressing  neces- 
sities for  increavsed  aecommodations  for  the  insane  in  our  State,  such 
extensions  may  be  made  at  this  time  without  mairiug  the  design  or  in- 
terfering with  the  proper  workings  of  the  institution,  by  adding  wings 
in  the  rear  of  both  the  north  and  south  wings,  which  will  aiibrd  good 
accommodations  for  two  hundred  more  patients — an  equal  number  of 
both  sexes— at  a  cost  far  below  the  average  per  capita  of  the  hospital 
proper,  already  constructed.  Sketches  for  such  additions  will  be  sub- 
mitted, the  estimated  cost  of  which,  fully  completed,  including  heating 
and  plumbiugand  ready  for  occupation,  is  ninety-three  thousand  dollars 
($93,000),  or  $465  per  capita.  This  would  seem  by  far  the  most  economi- 
cal plan  for  securing  the  much  desired  accommodations  for  the  custody  ^ 
and'treatment  of  this  unfortunate  class  of  persons. 

Should  the  legislature  make  an  early  appropriation  and  grant  the 
authority  for  making  these  additions,  the  work  may  be  accomplished  by 
the  end  of  the  coming  year.  This  institution  is  now  completed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  original  plan,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  it  will  be 
found  well  adapted  to  the  benevolent  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed. 

In  conclusion,  my  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  your  board 
for  the  uniform  kindness  and  consideration  extended  to  me  during  the 
lengthy  period  of  our  joint  labors.  The  earnestness,  intelligence  and 
strict  business  integrity  manifested  at  all  times  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, in  the  discharge  of  the  delicate  and  important  duties  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  legislature,  has  been  appaient  to  all  having  business  trans- 
actions with  them,  and  has  impressed  me  as  something  unusual,  and 
altogether  deserving  of  sincere  and  cordial  commendation  on  the  part 
of  the  people  of  the  State.

TO  BBVI8B  THE  ULW  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  COMMITMSKT  AND  DETENTION  OP 

LUNATICS. 


Pbtition.]  §  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois^ 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly^  That  when  any  person  is  supposed 
to  be  insane  or  distracted,  any  near  relative,  or  in  case  there  be  none, 
any  respectable  person  residing  in  the  county  may  petition  the  judge  of 
the  county  court  for  proceedings  to  inquire  into  such  alleged  insanity  or 
distraction.  For  the  hearing  of  such  application  and  proceedings  there- 
on, the  county  court  shall  be  considered  as  always  open. 

Wbit — SBBV10B.J  g  2.  Upon  the  tiling  of  such  petition,  the  judge 
shall  order  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  issue  a  writ,  directed  to  the  sheriff 
or  any  constable,  or  the  person  having  the  custody  or  charge  of  the  al- 
legeii  insane  or  distracted  persou,  unless  he  shall  be  brought  before  the 
court  without  such  writ,  requiring  the  alleged  insane  person  to  be 
brought  before  him  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  for  the  hearing 
of  the  matter.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  person  to  whom  the 
writ  is  directed  to  execute  and  return  the  same,  and  bring  the  alleged 
insane  person  before  the  court  as  directed  in  the  writ. 

SuBPENAS.]  §  3.  The  clerk  shall  also  issue  subpenas  for  such  wit- 
nesses as  may  be  desired  on  behalf  of  the  petitioner,  or  of  the  person 
alleged  to  be  insane,  to  appear  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  tiial  of  the 
matter. 

Jury — trial.]  8  4.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial,  a  jury  of  six  per- 
sons, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  physician,  shall  be  impaneled  to  try  the 
(•>ase.  The  case  shall  be  tried  in  the  presence  of  the  person  alleged  to 
be  insane,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  be  assisted  by  counsel,  and  may 
challenge  jurors  as  in  civil  cases.  The  court  may,  for  good  cause,  con- 
tinue the  case  from  time  to  time. 

Veedict — ^FOHM.]  §  5.  After  hearing  the  evidence  the  jury  shall 
render  their  verdict  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  which  shall  embody  the 
substantial  lacts  shown  by  the  evidence,  which  verdict  may  be  substan- 
tially in  the  following  form :

Upon  the  return  of  the  verdict,  the  same  shall  be  recorded  at  large  by 
the  clerk,  and  if  it  appears  that  the  person  is  insane,  and  is  a  lit  person 
to  be  sent  to  a  Bt^te  hospital  for  the  insane,  the  court  shall  enter  an  or- 
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der  that  the  inRane  person  be  comixiitted  to  a  state  hospital  for  the  in- 
sane, and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  to 
make  application  to  the  superintendent  of  some  one  of  the  state  hospi- 
tals for  the  insane  for  the  admission  of  such  insane  person. 

To  WHICH  HOSPITAL — ^APPLICATION,  ETC.]  §  7.  If  such  insane  per- 
son is  a  pauper,  the  application  shall  be  first  made  to  the  nearest  hospi- 
tal, but  if  he  be  not  a  pauper,  application  shall  be  made  to  such  one  of 
the  state  hospitals  for  the  insane  as  the  relatives  or  friends  of  the  pa- 
tient shall  desire.  In  any  case,  if,  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition 
of  any  one  of  the  hospitals,  or  for  other  godd  reason,  the  patient  cannot 
be  received  therein,  or  it  is  not  desirable  to  commit  him  thereto,  he  may 
be  committed  to  any  other  of  said  hospitals.  Upon  receiving  any  such 
application,  the  superintendent  shall  immediately  inform  the  clerk 
whether  the  patient  can  be  received,  and  if  so,  at  what  time ;  and  if  not, 
shall  state  the  reason  why. 

Warrant  to  commit.]  §  8  Upon  receiving  notice  at  what  time  the 
patient  will  be  received,  the  clerk  shall,  in  due  season  for  the  convey- 
ance of  the  person  to  the  hospital  by  the  appointed  time,  issue  a  war- 
rant directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  other  suitable  person,  preferring  some 
relative  of  the  insane  person  when  desired,  commanding  him  to  arrest 
such  insane  person  and  convey  him  to  the  hospital ;  and  if  the  clerk  is 
satisfied  that  it  is  necessary,' he  may  authorize  an  assistant  to  be  em- 
ployed.

Who  not  admitted — idiots  discharged.]  §  11.  No  person  hav- 
ing any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and  no  idiot,  shall  be  a<hnitted 
to  either  of  the  state  hospitals.  When  the  trustees  and  superintendent 
shall  find  that  an  idiot  has  been  received  into  the  hospital,  they  may 
discharge  him. 

Temporary  commitment.]  §  12.  If  the  court  shall  deem  it  necA\s- 
sary,  pending  proceedings  and  previous  to  verdict,  or  after  verdict  and 
pending  admission  to  the  hospital,  temporarily  to  restrain  of  his  liberty 
the  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  then  the  court  shall  make  such  order 
in  that  behalf  as  the  case  may  require,  and  the  same  being  entered  of 
rei^ord,  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  clerk  shall  authorize  such  person 
to  be  temporarily  detained  by  the  sheriff,  jailer  or  other  suitable  person 
to  whom  the  same  shall  be  directed.

If  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane  is 
a  pauper,  the  costs  of  the  proceeding,  including  the  fees  of  the  jury, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury :  Provided^  if  such  pauper  is 
found  not  to  be  insane,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  award  the  costs 
against  the  petitioner. 

Who  to  pay  expenses— sheriff's  fbes.J  §  14.  The  expense  of 
conveying  a  pauper  to  the  hospital  shall  be  paid  oy  the  county  in  which 
be  resides,  and  that  of  any  other  patient  by  his  guardian,  conservator 
or  relatives ;  and  in  no  case  shall  any  such  expense  be  paid  by  the  state, 
or  out  of  any  funds  for  the  insane.  The  fees  of  the  sheriff  for  conveying 
any  person  to  a  hospital  shall  be  the  same  as  for  conveying  convicts  to 
the  penitentiary. 

Bond  to  pubnish  clothing,  etc.]  §  15.  If  the  person  be  not  a 
pauper,  then  one  or  more  persons,  relatives  or  friends  of  the  patient, 
shall,  upon  his  admission  into  the  hospital,  become  responsible  to  the 
trustees  for  finding  the  patient  in  clothes,  and  removing  him  when  re- 
quired ;  and  shall  execute  a  bond  conditioned  as  follows,  viz.: 

Know  ail  men  by  tbeae  predeuta,  that  we and ,  of  thecoimty  of ,  state  of 

nilnois,  are  held  and  firmly  Doand  unto  the  tmsteee  of  the  Northern  (or  as  the  oaae  may  be)  Illinois 
Hospital  for  the*Insane,  in  the  sum  of  one  hnndred  dollars  ($100),  fur  the  payment  of  which  we  Jointly 
and  HeveraU^  bind  ourselves  firmly  by  these  presents.

Clothing.]  §  16.  The  clothing  to  be  furnished  each  patient  upon 
being  sent  to  the  hospital,  shaU  not  be  less  than  the  following :  For  a 
male,  three  new  shirts,  a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest,  and  two  pail's 
of  pantaloons  of  woolen  cloth,  three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a  black  or  dark 
stock  or  cravat,  a  good  hat  or  cap,  and  a  pair  of  new  shoes  or  boote, 
and  a  pair  of  slippers  to  wear  within  doors.  For  a  female,  in  addition 
to  the  same  quantity  of  undergarments,  shoes  and  stockings,  there  shall 
be  two  woolen  petticoats  or  skirts,  three  good  dresses,  a  cloak  or  shawl, 
and  a  decent  bonnet.  Unless  such  clothing  be  delivered  in  good  order 
to  the  superintendent,  he  shall  not  be  bound  to  receive  the  patient. 

Paupkes— county  to  furnish  clothing,  ktc]  §  17.  If  the  in- 
sane person  be  a  pau][>er,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  county 
court  to  see  that  he  is  furnished  with  the  necessary  amount  of  substan- 
tial clothing  at  the  time  he  is  sent  to  the  hospital,  and  from  time  to  time 
while  he  remains  a  patient  in  the  hospital,  and  that  he  be  removed  there- 
from when  required  by  the  trustees  5  the  expense  of  such  clothing  and 
removal  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  judge  of  the  county  court. 

DiscHABGB  OF  PATIENT— NOTICE— REMOVAL.]  §  18.  Whenever  the 
trustees  shall  order  any  patient  discharged,  the  superintendent  shall  at 
once  notify  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  proper  county  thereof,  if 
the  patient  is  a  pauper,  and  if  not,  shall  notify  all  the  persons  who  signed 
the  bond  required  in  section  15  of  this  act,  and  request  the  removal  of 
the  patient.  If  such  patient  be  not  removed  within  thirty  days  after 
such  notice  is  received,  then  the  superintendent  may  return  him  to  tiie 
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place  from  whence  he  came,  aud  the  reasouable  expense  thereof  may  be 
recovered  by  suit  on  the  bond,  or  in  case  of  a  pauper,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  proper  county. 

NoN-BBSiDBNT  PATiBNTS.]  §  19.  Whenever  application  shall  be 
made  for  a  patient  not  residing  within  the  state,  if  the  superintendent 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  from  the  character  of  the  case  it  is  probably 
curable,  and  if  there  be  at  the  time  any  room  in  the  hospital,  the  trus- 
tees, in  their  discretion,  may  order  the  patient  to  be  admitted,  always 
taking  a  satisfactory  bond  for  the  maintenance  of  patient,  and  for 
his  removal,  when  required.  The  rate  of  maintenance  in  such  cases 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  trustees,  and  two  months'  pay  in  advance  shall  be 
required.  But  no  such  patient  shall  be  detained  without  the  order  of  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  a  verdict  of  a  jury. 

Restoration  to  reason — DisoHARaB.]  §  20.  When  any  patient 
shall  be  restored  to  reason,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  leave  the  hospital 
at  any  time,  and  if  detained  therein  contrary  to  his  wishes  after  such 
restoration,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  at  all 
times,  either  on  his  own  application,  or  that  of  any  other  person  in  his 
behalf  If  the  patient  is  discharged  on  such  writ  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  the  superintendent  has  acted  in  bad  faith  or  negligently,  the  super- 
intendent shall  pay  all  the  cost  of  the  proceeding.  Such  superintendent 
shall  moreover  be  liable  to  a  civil  action  for  false  imprisonment. 

County  hospital.]  §  21.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  committing  of  any  insane  pauper  to  the  hospital  for  the  insane 
of  the  county  in  which  he  may  reside,  where  such  a  hospital  is  pro- 
vided. 

Trial  by  jury  necessary.]  §  22.  No  superintendent,  or  other 
officer  or  person  connected  with  either  of  the  state  hospitals  for  the  in- 
sane, or  with  any  hospital  or  asylum  for  insane  or  distracted  persons^ 
in  this  state  shall  receive,  detain  or  keep  in  custody,  at  such  hospital  or 
asylum,  any  person  who  shall  not  have  been  declared  insane  by  the  ver- 
dict of  a  jury,  and  authorized  to  be  confined  by  the  order  of  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction ;  and  no  trial  shall  be  had  of  the  question  of  the 
sanity  or  insanity  of  any  person  before  any  judge  or  court,  without  the 
presence  of  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane. 

Penalty.]  §  23.  If  any  superintendent,  or  other  officer  or  person 
connected  with  either  of  the  state  hospitals  for  the  insane,  or  with  any 
hospital  or  asylum  forinsane  or  distracted  persons,  in  this  state,  whether 
public  or  private,  shall  receive  or  detain  any  person  who  has  not  been 
declared  insane  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  and  whose  confinement  is  not 
authorized  by  the  order  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  he  shall  be 
confined  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  fined  not  exceed 
ing  $500,  or  both,  and  be  liable  civilly  to  the  x>erson  injured  for  all  dam 
ages  which  he  may  have  sustained ;  and  if  he  be  connected  with  either 
of  the  insane  hospitals  of  this  state,  he  shall  be  discharged  firom 
service  therein. 
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REPORT  or  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  Sis  Excellency^  John  L.  BEYSBiDaE,  Qovemar  of  Illinois : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  in  discharge  of 
our  doty  as  Trustees,  we  submit  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  I^^- 
latnre  of  Illinois,  the  Thirteenth  Biennial  Report  of  the  State  Institu- 
tion for  the  Education  of  the  Blind. 

The  undersigned,  having  been  appointed  by  your  Excellency  to  the 
trusteeship  of  said  institution,  last  May,  met  in  the  city  of  Jacksonville, 
on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1874,  and  after  taking  the  prescribed  oath  of 
office,  organized  said  board  and  proceeded  to  business. 

While  the  board  was  in  session.  Dr.  J.  Bhoads  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion as  Superintendent  of  the  institution,  and  also  his  lady,  as  Matron ; 
which  resignations  were  accepted.  The  vacancies  occasioned  by  said 
resignations  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Bev.  F.  W.  Phillips,  M. 
D.,  as  Superintendent  of  said  institution,  and  of  his  lady,  Mrs.  L.  J. 
Phillips,  as  Matron.  The  former  board  of  instruction  were  all  re-elected 
and  accepted  their  respective  positions,  except  one. 

The  Legislature,  in  May,  1873,  having  apprc^riated  $80,000  for  the 
erection  of  a  center  building  and  for  heating  the  same,  the  former 
Board  of  Trustees  entered  into  contracts  for  the  completion  of  the  con- 
templated improvements. 

At  the  date  of  our  appointment  as  trustees,  the  improvements  refer- 
red to  had  nearly  been  completed,  but  when  completed,  however,  the 
duty  of  settlement  with  the  contractors  fell  upon  us,  and  this  settlement 
disclosed  the  fact  that  contracts  had  been  entered  into  and  improve- 
ments made  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  eighty  two  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents  ($82, 
332  34,)  being  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and 
thirty-four  cents  ($2,332  34)  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  made.  This 
excess  remains  due  and  unpaid,  and  is  as  follows,  to- wit:

For  this  expenditure  of  money,  however,  (over  and  above  the  appro- 
priations made)  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  disclaim  any  responsibility 
whatever ;  yet  they  believe  said  claims  to  be  just  and  ought  to  be  paid, 
and  therefore,  respectfully  ask  the  Legislature  to  make  appropriations 
for  the  payment  of  the  same  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  from  the  first 
day  of  August,  1874. 
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While  it  is  true  that  the  former  Board  of  Trustees^  by  some  mistake 
or  oversight,  (for  we  do  not  believe  it  was  intentionally  done)  made  im- 
provements in  excess  of  the  appropriations  made,  it  is  equally  true  that 
still  additional  improvements  and  repairs  are  needed, .  and  which  de- 
mand the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

The  wing  has  always  been  and  is  still  heated  imperfectly  by  four  fur- 
naces with  hot  air,  while  the  center  building,  just  erected,  is  heated  by 
steam.  The  engine  in  the  new  building  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  heat 
the  entire  house,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  the  construction  of  the 
last  building,  arrangements  were  not  made  for  the  removal  of  said  fur- 
naces, and  for  the  heating  of  the  whole  house  by  steam,  which  could 
have  been  done  at  that  time  with  but  little  additional  expense.  To  heat 
the  house  as  now  constructed,  requires  about  twice  the  labor  and  one- 
third  more  fuel  than  if  it  was  heated  by  the  same  engine.  Indeed,  the 
additional  expense  of  labor  and  fuel  would  soon  pay  the  cost  of  making 
said  change. 

In  the  construction  of  the  new  building,  we  also  think  another  serious 
error  was  committed  in  not  erecting  an  engine  house  separate  or  apart 
from  the  present  building,  in  place  of  putting  the  engine  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  new  house,  as  has  been  done,  and  by  which  not  only  is  the 
building  in  constant  danger,  but  also  the  inmates.  Our  judgment  is 
that  convenieneej  comfort^  ffdfety  and  economy  alike,  demand  that  the 
changes  indicated  above  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible,  and  we  re- 
spectfully invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  consideration  of 
these  suggestions. 

The  building  as  at  present  constructed  can  only  accommodate  a  few 
more  pupils  than  are  now  in  attendance,  and  if  the  blind  of  the  State 
are  to  be  cared  for,  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  erection  of 
another  wing  to  the  present  building.  If,  however,  an  engine  house,  as 
suggested  above,  and  dining  room  and  kitchen  were  erected  in  connec- 
tion with  the  same,  this  would  aftbrd  accommodations  for  lifty-five  more 
pupils  in  the  present  building,  and  would  render  unnecessary,  for  some 
time  to  come,  the  construction  of  another  wing.  From  estimates  made, 
the  cost  of  engine  house,  kitchen,  dining  room,  dispensing  with  the  pres- 
ent furnaces  and  heating  the  whole  house  with  steam,  would  amount  to 
twenty-three  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($23,800.)  And  which 
amount  we  respectfully  ask  the  Legislature  to  appropriate,  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid. 

Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  new  building,  we  in  con- 
nection with  Doctor  Phillips,  Superintendent,  caused  to  be  printed  and 
circulated  in  every  county  in  the  State,  circulars  giving  notice  of  the 
completion  of  said  building,  and  of  our  increased  facilities  to  accommo- 
date pupils,  and  requesting  the  friends  of  the  institution  to  aid  us,  as 
far  as  possible,  in  inducing  the  blind  in  their  respective  neighborhoods 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  blessings  and  pri\ileges  which  the  liberality 
of  the  people  of  the  State  had  placed  within  their  reach.  We  are  happy 
to  state,  as  the  result  of  this  efibrt,  that  the  number  of  pupils  has  in- 
creased from  72  (being  the  number  last  year)  to  107,  and  which,  we  be- 
lieve, is  the  largest  number  that  has  ever  been  in  attendance,  at  any 
one  time,  since  the  organization  of  the  school ;  and  from  information  re- 
ceived, this  number  will  continue  to  increase. 

We  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  recentiy  appointed  superinten- 
dent and  matron,  as  well  as  the  boanl  of  instruction,  entered  at  the 
commencement  of  the  present  school  year  upon  the  discharge  of  theij: 
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respective  duties  with  commendable  zecUj  energy  and  effMenoy^  and  we 
bespeak  for  them,  in  their  arduous  work,  the  confidence  and  co-opera- 
tion of  a  generous  public. 

In  view  of  the  large  increase  of  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  school  it 
will  need  no  argument  to  show  that  this  increase  brings  with  it  a  cor- 
responding increase  of  expenses,  and  consequently  will  require,  in  order 
to  sustain  the  school,  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  regular  appropri- 
ations made  by  the  legislature  to  meet  said  expense.  We  have  no 
doubt  the  legislature  will  see  this,  and  will  cheerfully  make  all  necessary 
appropriations  to  sustain  the  institution. 

In  view  of  the  iucrease^l  number  of  pupils  in  the  school,  we  will  need 
for  current  expenses,  and  repairs  and  improvements,  not  less  than 
$28,500  per  annum,  commencing  July  1,  1875,  and  ending  July  1,  1877. 
The  amount  appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  the  year  ending  July 
1,  1875,  being  only  $17,500,  ($2,500  less  than  usual,)  was  made  for  a 
year  in  advance,  and  before  the  completion  of  the  new  building,  and 
when  only  from  60  to  70  pupils  could  be  accommodated,  but  as  said 
building  has  been  completed  since  said  small  appropriation  was  made, 
and  as  there  are  now  one  hundred  and  seven  (107)  pupils  in  attendance, 
it  will  require  at  least  $8,0(fo  more  than  has  been  appropriated  to  meet 
the  current  expenses  of  the  school  for  the  present  year,  ending  July  1, 
1875,  and  which  amount  we  respectfully  ask  the  legislature  to  appro- 
priate for  the  said  purpose.  There  is  still  another  reason  why  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  $8,000  should  be  made  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  present  school  year,  to- wit :  a  number  of  bills,  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  have  recently  been  pre- 
sented, for  provisions  purchased  last  winter  and  spring,  and  which 
should  have  been  paid  out  of  the  appropriations  made  for  the  last  school 
year,  but  which,  by  some  oversight,  were  neglected. 

For  additional  facts  and  information  we  refer  you  to  the  accompany- 
ing reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

Gentlemen  :— I  report  to  you  that,  on  the  21st  of  August,  1874, 1 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  you  had  elected  me,  by 
taking  possession  of  the  buildings  and  prenjises  of  the  Illinois  Institu- 
tion for  the  Education  of  the  Blind. 

The  work  of  furnishing  the  new  building,  for  which  the  legislature  had 
made  liberal  provision,  was  in  such  a  state  of  forwardness  that  the 
school  opened  on  October  7  without  delay  or  inconvenience.  In  fur- 
nishing I  have  had  regard  to  the  comfort  of  the  pupils  and  that  econo- 
my which  should  characterize  the  disbursement  of  public  funds.  In 
this  work  I  have  expended  $8,166  61,  with  some  orders  not  yet'filled. 
I  think  the  amount  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  complete  the  work,  and  you  need  not  place  the  item  of  furni- 
ture in  your  estimate  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

The  school  opened  with  55  pupils,  and  the  number  has  steadily  in- 
creased until  we  now  have  107  in  attendance.  The  order  in  the  institu- 
tion, and  the  interest  manifested  by  the  pupils  in  their  studies.  Prof. 
Loomis  assures  me,  has  never  been  greater  during  the  nearly  14  years 
he  has  been  connected  with  it.  We  have  a  class  of  young  pupils  which, 
I  think,  cannot  be  excelled  in  this  city  for  capacity  and  orderly  con- 
duct. 

I  found  it  necessary  to  divide  the  school  into  four  grades,  each  of 
which  is  well  filled,  and  the  teachers.  Miss  Greenleaf,  Mrs.  Kirby, 
Miss  Maginnis  and  Prof.  Loomis,  are  all  laboring  zealously  and  effi- 
ciently. 

The  department  of  music,  under  Prof.  Wimmerstedt,  assisted  by  Prof. 
Nutting  and  Miss  DeMotte,  is  working  to  its  full  capacity  with  great 
success.  I  have  added  one  piano  to  the  instruments  and  another  is 
needed.  The  orchestra  has  been  remodeled  and  enlarged,  and,  under 
its  admirable  trainers,  is  showing  great  proficiency.  Prof.  Nutting, 
who  gives  his  time  to  this  branch  of  the  music,  had  charge  of  the  or- 
chestra in  the  institution  for  the  Blind  at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  is  fully  competent.  The  eminent  fitness  of  Prof. 
Wimmerstedt  for  the  position  he  occupies  is  well  known,  and  Miss 
DeMotte  gives  entire  satisfaction  and  is  very  faithful  to  her  arduous 
duties. 

The  completion  of  the  main  building  gives  use  the  use  of  the  work 
shop.  This  has  been  remodeled  and  reritted,  and  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Superintendent  Kirby  is  working  to  its  utmost  capacity  in 
brush  and  broom  making.    With  one  eiiKperienced  baud  (blind)  and  our 
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learners,  we  are  tnming  out  twenty  dozen  marketable  brooms  per  week. 
I  intend,  if  possible,  to  make  this  department  self-snstaining,  and  have 
introduced  a  system  of  book  keeping,  by  which  to  ascertain  the  result. 
When  the  term  commenced  our  dining  room  would  seat  96  pupils.  I 
have  added  one  table,  which  increases  the  number  to  112  sittings.  With 
107  pupils  we  have  but  five  seats  at  the  tables  unfilled.  I  have  on  file 
23  applications,  and  21  permits  have  been  sent  out  I  am  compelled  to 
begin,  to  me,  the  very  unpleasant  work  of  recalling  the  latter  for  want 
of  room  at  the  tables. 

In  the  wing  we  have  sleeping  room  for  only  two  more  female  pupils, 
while  in  the  main  building  we  can  accommodate  twenty-five  more  males 
than  we  now  have,  and  yet  the  number  of  male  pupils  now  exceeds  that 
of  female  by  fifteen.  This  difference  in  the  capacity  of  the  sleeping 
apartments  is  not  solely  due  to  the  size  of  the  buildings,  but  rather  to 
the  fact  that  two-thirds  of  the  first  floor  of  the  wing  is  occupied  by  the 
dining  room,  kitchen  and  store  rooms.  If  these  were  moved  out  of  the 
wing,  we  could  receive  into  the  building  thirty  more  female  pupils  than 
we  now  can.  To  do  this  we  need  a  new  kitchen  and  dining  room  of 
such  dimensions  as  will  accommodate  250  pupils. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  arrangements  for  heating  the 
building.  The  four  furnaces,  locat^ed  in  the  cellar  of  the  wing  to  heat  it, 
are  expensive,  inadequate  and  dangerous.  They  are  sufficient  only 
when  the  whether  is  not  cold  or  the  wind  does  not  blow.  In  either  case 
they  fail  miserably,  and  when  the  blind  are  cold  their  fingers  are  numb, 
so  as  not  to  be  available  for  study  or  musical  practice.  At  a  compara- 
tively small  expense  the  wing  can  be  heated  with  steam,  and  the  use  of 
the  furnaces  dispensed  with.  This  would  give  us  play  and  exercise 
rooms  in  the  basement  for  the  girls,  which  are  needed.  Your  predeces- 
sors contracted  for  heating  apparatus  of  boiler  capacity  sufficient  to 
heat  the  entire  building ;  hence  we  need  only  the  pipes  and  coils  in  the 
wing  to  heat  it.  Unfortunately  this  heating  apparatus,  for  want  of 
means  to  build  an  engine  house,  was  placed  in  the  basement  under  tbe 
assembly  room.  This  is  inconvenient,  unpleasant,  injurious  to  health 
and  property,  and  endangers  life  and  building.  The  engine  and  boilers 
should  have  been  placed  4n  a  house  separate  from  the  main  building 
and  not  under  it. 

These  wants  of  a  kitchen  and  dining  room,  engine  room,  and  steam 
heating  the  wing,  I  regard  as  imperative.  While  they  exist  we  cannot 
have  comfort  in  the  wing,  safety  to  the  building,  nor  meet  fully  the 
wants  of  the  blind  in  the  State.  K  the  Legislature  will  empower  you 
to  make  these  improvements,  then  all  fires,  save  gas  lights,  will  be  re- 
moved from  tbe  building,  and  no  danger  will  threaten  us  from  that 
source.  As  the  State  carries  no  insurance  on  the  premises,  it  is  the 
more  necessary  to  make  every  possible  provision  for  safety. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  premises.  The 
inside,  after  four  weeks'  repairing  and  revamishing  of  furniture  by  a 
cabinet  maker,  is  in  good  order,  but  the  outside  is  not,  and  should  re- 
ceive attention  from  you.  A  brick  walk  is  need  from  the  west  entrance 
to  the  street  The  front  and  inside  fences,  except  two  short  ones  west 
of  the  front  yard,  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones.  A  hedge  is  needed 
on  the  east,  west  and  north  lines  of  the  grounds,  to  keep  out  intruders 
and  thieves.  The  fences  now  on  these  lines,  I  think,  will  stand  until  a 
hedge  can  be  grown,  if  ^et  out  next  spring. 
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A  two-story  lamber  house,  which  stood  in  the  rear  of  the  new  build- 
ing, and  was  falling  to  pieces,  I  have  had  moved  back,  repaired,  and 
made  rat-proof  for  a  broom-corn  bam.  This,  and  the  bam  near  which 
it  stands,  seem  to  have  been  once  painted,  and  need  repainting  badly. 
As  they  now  are,  they  are  not  a  credit  to  the  institution. 

The  efforts  made  to  bring  this  school  to  the  attention  of  the  blind, 
was  nobly  seconded  by  the  papers  throughout  the  State,  and  I  desire 
through  this  medium  to  return  my  thanks  to  them  for  it.  To  this,  we 
owe  the  gratifying  increase  of  numbers  over  any  preceding  year,  and 
yet  the  wants  of  the  blind  of  our  State  are  not  fully  met.  That  we 
may  meet  these  want«,  I  beseech  of  you  to  urge  on  the  Legislature  the 
necessity  for  the  improvements  I  have  mentioned. 

In  the  hope  that  the  prosperity  which  now  attends  the  school  may 
continue,  and  its  ability  to  do  be  increased,  until  every  educational 
want  of  the  blind  is  fully  met,  and  thankful  for  the  harmony  which  pre- 
vails among  the  workers  in  the  institution,  and  the  cordial  support 
which  you  have  given  me,  I  present  you  this,  my  first  report.

The  school  year  commences  ou  the  1st  Wednesday  in  October,  and 
closes  on  the  1st  Tuesday  in  June,  of  each  year.  It  is  very  important 
that  every  pnpil  be  on  hand  the  day  school  begins  and  remain  ontil 
it  doses. 

As  a  role,  none  are  admitted  under  10,  nor  over  21  years  of  age,  but 
the  trustees  have  discretion  in  all  cases.  The  shop  is  open  to  all  who 
can  learn  a  trade. 

No  person,  incapable  of  receiving  instruction  from  physical  infirmity 
or  imbecility,  or  of  unsound  mind,  or  confirmed  immoral  habits,  will  be 
knowingly  received  or  retained  in  the  institution. 

Scholars,  residents  of  Illinois,  will  be  provided  with  boarding,  wash- 
ing, etc,  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  Their  friends  will  be  required  to 
supply  them  with  comfortable  clothing,  and  be  at  the  expense  of  their 
traveling  to  and  from  the  institution. 

Two  full  suits  of  clothing  should  be  sent  with  each  pupil,  and  every 
piece  marked  with  his  or  her  name. 

No  petson  should  be  brought  to  the  institution,  ab  a  pupil,  until  a  let- 
ter of  admission  has  been  received  from  the  Superintendent,  to  whom 
all  letters  for  information  should  be  addressed,  at  Jacksonville,  HI.

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TRUSTEES  REPORT. 


Hon.  John  L.  Bbyeridge,  Oovemor  of  Illinois  : 

YouB  ExcELLBNOY — In  accordance  with  the  reqairements  of  law, 
we  herewith  respectfully  present  the  first  biennial  repoit  for  this  hos- 
pital, together  with  that  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Treasurer. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  made  by  your  Excellency,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
organized  at  Anna,  on  the  22d  August,  1873 ;  Amos  Clark,  of  Centralia, 
being  elected  President,  C.  Kirkpatrick,  of  Anna,  Secretary,  and  W.  N. 
Mitchell,  of  Marion,  Treasurer.  Dr.  R.  S.  Dewey,  First  Assistant  Phy- 
sician to  the  Hospital  at  Elgin,  was  then  appointed  Superintendent. 
Dr.  Dewey  having  accepted  the  appointment,  at  a  subsequent  meeting 
of  the  board,  held  at  Anna,  September  2,  1873,  the  advisability  of  at 
once  opening  the  north  wing  was  considered,  and  Dr.  Dewey  instructed 
to  procure  information  bearing  upon  the  nature  and  cost  of  furniture. 
At  the  next  meeting.  Dr.  Dewey  having  resigned.  Dr.  A.  T.  Barnes,  of 
Centralia,  a  gentleman  of  large  experience'in  his  profession,  and  finance, 
was  unanimously  elected  Superintendent.  The  original  appropriation 
for  furnishing  the  north  wing,  having  been  used  for  other  purposes  by 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  we  experienced  some  perplexity  as  to  how 
the  needed  funds  should  be  obtained ;  but  were  relieved  by  the  commis- 
sioners turning  over  the  appropriation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  intended 
for  furnishing  the  "centre  building,"  to  that  of  the  north  wing.  Another 
difficulty  presented  in  the  fact  that  this  sura  could  not  be  drawn  before 
April,  1874.  At  this  juncture  Dr.  Barnes  was  requested  to  visit  Spring- 
field, and  endeavor  to  efTect  an  arrangement  with  the  State  Treasurer, 
by  which  the  sum  transferred  by  the  commissioners  could  at  once  be 
made  available.  At  a  meeting  held  October  21,  1873,  Dr.  Barnes  re- 
ported that  his  conference  with  the  State  Treasurer  had  resulted  satis- 
factorily, and  that  the  ten  thousand  dollars,  together  with  four  thousand 
dollars  intended  for  opening  expenses,  might  be  drawn  at  short  notice. 
Dr.  Barnes  also  presented  a  report  upon  the  cost  of  furnishing,  and  was 
directed  to  proceed  with  the  purchases  and  preparation  for  opening. 

On  the  15th  December,  1873,  the  north  wing  was  formally  opened  for 
the  reception  of  patients )  two  floors,  consisting  of  four  halls,  being 
completely  furnished  for  that  purpose  ;  the  first  floor  having  been  re- 
served for  the  accommodation  of  officers  and  employees. 

The  halls  for  patients,  having  a  capacity  of  about  one  hundred,  were 
soon  filled,  and  we  were  called  upon  to  furnish  and  open  the  fourth 
floor,  the  needed  amount  being  drawn  from  a  surplus  saved  from  cur- 
rent expenses.  This  having  been  accomplished,  raised  the  capacity  of 
the  wing  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  patients.    Upon  conjpletion  of  the 
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"centre  bailding,"  which  can  not  be  much  longer  delayed,  the  whole  of 
the  north  wing  may  be  made  useful  for  its  proper  purpose,  and  afford 
room  for  a  total  of  two  hundred  patients. 

It  ^ves  us  pleasure  to  state  that  the  general  management  of  the  hos- 
pital has  been  in  all  respects  most  satisfactory,  and  it  is  bat  due  to  Dr. 
Barnes,  to  say  that  his  good  judgment,  skillful  care  and  management, 
have  been  manifest  throughout  We  also  recommend  the  efficiency  of 
other  officers  and  employees.  The  farm,  at  the  time  of  entering  upon 
our  duties,  was  in  a  discouraging  condition,  the  fencing  rotten  and 
insufficient,  the  soil  exhausted  and  badly  washed.  Though  much  has 
been  done  toward  improvement,  the  farm  is  yet  in  need  of  good  fences 
and  the  means  of  renewing  its  productiveness.  With  a  judicious  ex- 
penditure it  may  be  made  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  institution. 

The  water  supply  has  been  proved  beyond  a  doubt  to  be  amply  suffi- 
cient, not  only  for  ]>resent  needv^.  but  for  the  future  increased  consump- 
tion necessitated  upon  the  erection  of  the  south  wing.  Measures  should 
be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  improvenieur  and  protection  of  the 
ponds  and  dams.  The  shores  of  the  ponds  should  be  riprapped  to  pre 
vent  the  wash  of  soil  and  gradual  filling  up.  The  faces  of  the  dams 
need  some  like  protection.  The  supfily  well,  below  the  larger  pond, 
may  he  made  more  valuable  by  a  proper  curbing,  and  the  construction 
of  a  permanent  filter  therein  will  attbrd  a  means  of  purifying  the 
water. 

The  constantly  increasing  demand  for  more  room  is,  in  itself,  a  suffi- 
ciently strong  argument  for  the  early  completion  of  the  building  by  the 
addition  of  the  south  wing,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  coming  year 
will  see  it  well  towards  this  desired  end.  We  will  not  only  be  thus 
enabled  to  provide  for  a  portion  of  those  who  are  now  shut  out  trom 
every  institution  in  the  State,  but  will  materially  lessen  ih  per  capita 
cost  of  support.  Hereto  is  appended  a  carefully  considered  estimate  of 
the  needs  of  the  hospital.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Southern  Illinois  Hospital  for  the  Insane  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration 
my  first  biennial  report.  Proceeding  under  your  direction,  immediately 
after  my  appointment  to  the  superintendency,  September  28,  1873,  I 
took  active  measures  to  pro\ide  the  necessary  furniture,  and  hasten 
forward  the  opening  of  the  north  wing  of  this  hospital.  And  though 
many  difficulties  presented,  some  of  which  were  quite  unforeseen,  the 
institution  was  successfully  opened  by  proclamation  of  His  Excellency, 
Governor  John  L.  Beveridge,  December  15,  1873.  The  reception  of 
patients  was,  however,  in  consequence  of  the  unfinished  condition  of 
the  heating  apparatus,  delayed  till  a  few  days  thereafter. 

During  the  winter  we  suffered  somewhat  from  defective  ventilation, 
the  air  at  times  being  extremely  offensive.  The  water  closets,  opening 
as  they  do,  directly  into  the  patients'  halls,  have  been  another  source  of 
foul  air,  and  must,  until  changed,  endanger  the  safety  of  those  exposed 
to  its  influence.  The  only  way  in  which  this  latter  defect  can  be  prop- 
erly remedied,  will  be  by  the  erection  of  brick  towers  contiguous  to  the 
main  wall  of  the  wings,  and  thus  in  a  measnre  isolate  the  closets,  insure 
a  thorough  and  independent  ventilation  of  thtMn,  and  do  away  with  the 
present  rush  of  poisonous  effluvium  into  the  halls  during  the  ingress  and 
egress  of  patients. 

Defective  workmanship  and  poor  material  in  the  ]>lumbing  of  the 
north  wing,  have  caused  much  inconvenience  and  constant  re[)air*  I 
would  strongly  urge  the  necessity  for  the  least  possible  delay  in  the  re- 
moval of  the  whole  system,  and  its  replacement  with  better  stock  and 
better  work.  This  can  only  be  done  at  considerable  cost,  but  will,  by 
doing  away  with  continued  labor  of  a  plumber,  prove  a  measure  of 
economy. 

Operations  in  the  laundry  have  been  retarded  through  the  inutility 
of  the  washing  machines.  The  whole  interior  of  these  machines  having 
been  constructed  of  iron,  unprotected  by  any  coating,  they  are  in  a  con- 
stant state  of  corrosion,  and  spoil  all  clothing  coming  in  contact  with 
them. 

Our  water  supply  during  the  winter  proved  all  that  we  could  expect, 
both  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  It  at  times  becomes  turbid  from  the 
wash  of  soil  into  the  pond  during  heavy  rains.  Early  in  the  summer 
we  found  it  necessary  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  pond  water  for  culi- 
nary and  drinking  purposes,  in  consequence  of  the  growth  of  an  aquatic 
plant  about  the  mouth  of  the  supply  pipe  leading  from   the   reservoir. 
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The  vegetation,  thoagh  microscopic  in  its  character,  was  yet  so  abun- 
dant as  to  clog  the  pipes,  and  when  decomposed  became  very  offensive. 
I  look  upon  this  growth  as  being  consequent  upon  the  recent  formation 
of  the  pond,  and  believe  we  will  not  be  so  troubled  another  season.  The 
capacity  for  storage  of  water  I  think  sufficient  for  all  that  may  be 
needed  from  year  to  year,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  hope  from  pres- 
ent indications  that  the  quality  will  prove  unexceptionable. 

The  farm,  notwithstanding  the  lateness  of  the  season  when  operations 
were  commenced,  and  the  deficiency  of  working  stx)ck,  has  been  satis- 
factorily productive,  and  I  am  gratified  in  calling  your  attention  to  the 
statement  bearing  thereon. 

The  garden  has  not  yielded  as  I  could  have  wished — the  season  hav- 
ing been  most  unfavorable. 

As  the  amount  available  for  furnishing  the  north  wing  was  scarcely 
stifficient  for  the  purchase  of  the  most  indispensable  articles  of  furniture, 
our  walls  remain  bare  of  any  cheerful  decoration,  as  pictures,  etc.;  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  liberality  of  a  few  large  hearted  geuMemen  of  St. 
Clair  county,  our  patients  would  have  been  unprovided  with  the  least 
form  of  amusement.  To  Judges  Snyder  and  Pieper,  Hon.  Louis  C. 
Starkel,  C.  L.  Emmerich,  James  Viele,  Aug.  Chenot,  G.  A.  Koerner,  Ed- 
ward At)end,  James  W.  Hughes,  Charles  Ricker,  George  W.  Lieber, 
G.  F.  Hilgard,  and  Phil.  Bhen  of  Belleville,  the  patients  are  indebted 
for  a  fine  billiard  table,  complete.  We  have  to  acknowledge  other 
favors,  at  the  hands  of  Dr.  H.  F.  Carriel,  superintendent  State  hospital 
at  Jacksonville,  a  pair  of  fine  Chester  white  pigs;  A.  M.  Seely,  Esq., 
Centralia,  a  lot  of  choice  bred  fowls ;  Mrs.  George  Bicknell,  Mrs.  C.  A. 
Beck,  Miss  Maggie  McEiiight,  Miss  Alice  Hand,  Centralia,  illustrated 
papers  and  magazines ;  Mr.  I.  B.  Newbegin,  Mr.  E.  G.  Robinson,  Anna, 
papers  and  magazines ;  Mrs.  James  Bell,  Cobden,  a  fine  collection  of 
potted  plants ;  Mrs.  L.  F.  Casey,  Centralia,  a  variety  of  potted  plants, 
papers  and  magazines ;  Mrs.  M.  H.  Presley,  Flora,  magazines,  papers, 
books,  and  four  pictures ;  and  Mrs.  Wilber,  Union  county,  cash,  two 
dollars  to  library  fund.

I  would  say,  in  this  connection,  that  the  importance  of  providing 
amusements,  music  and  good  reading  matter  for  this  class  of  sufferers, 
cannot  be  over-estimated.  Surely,  what  is  so  necessary  for  the  preser- 
vation of  a  healthy  intellect,  may  be  found  useful  in  rescuing  it  from  a 
state  of  disease. 

The  cases  admitted  have  chiefly  been  of  the  worst  class,  a  few  only 
proving  recent  or  hopeful.  In  view  of  the  low  condition  of  many  pa- 
tients at  the  time  brought  to  hospital,  we  have  reason  to  congratulate 
ourselves  upon  the  small  mortality.  The  case  tables  herewith  presented 
are  not  exhaustive,  but  suflBciently  full  for  all  purposes.  Considering 
the  short  time  that  has  elapsed  since  the  organization  of  the  institution, 
a  more  detailed  statement  could  hardly  prove  of  scientific  value. 

The  present  laws  governing  the  residence  of  the  insane  in  Sta-te  hos- 
pitals are  wanting  in  uniformity.  A  sx>ecial  enactment  makes  it  imper- 
ative that  p^Uento  posaessed  of  means,  committed  to  this  institution. 
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shall  pay  for  their  support,  whereas  it  appears  that  there  is  no  sach  law 
affecting  the  institution  at  Jacksonville  or  Elgin.  An  abstract  of  the 
evidence  in  each  case  committed,  would  prove  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  history  of  many  cases,  where  otherwise  little  could  be  learned. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  the  necessity  for  calling  your  attention  to  the 
many  defects  in  plan  and  construction  of  north  wing.  The  halls  for 
patients  are  much  too  long  and  gloomy.  The  lack  of  proper  recreation, 
or  day  rooms  therein,  the  clumsy  and  inefficient  window  guards,  and 
the  location  and  arrangement  of  the  dining  rooms,  are  all  points  which 
I  hope  may  meet  with  your  consideration,  and  be  avoided  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  south  wing. 

Our  most  urgent  needs  are  a  better  ro.<dway  between  the  hospital  and 
the  town  of  Anna;  an  extension  of  the  sewers  to  more  effectually  re- 
move offensiveness,  and  to  secure  the  sewerage  for  fertilization ;  a  build- 
ing for  the  storage  of  ice  ;  a  proper  barn,  and  the  construction  of  water 
filters  at  the  supply  well. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  assure  you  of  my  appreciation  of  your  uniform 
kindness  and  support.

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APPENDIX. 


No  patient  shoald  be  sent  to  a  hospital  for  iusane,  without  applica- 
tion having  been  made  in  advance,  and  then  only  after  a  distinct  afiQjrm- 
ative  answer  has  been  received. 

The  proper  parties  shoald  see  that  all  the  formalities  of  the  law  have 
been  complied  with,  withoat  which,  even  a  certificate  of  admission  may 
be  unavailing. 

A  copy  of  the  jury  verdict  must  be  known  to  be  at  the  hospital,  or 
must  accompany  the  patient. 

Patients  must  always  be  sent  by  sheriflPs  warrant.  The  friends  of  pa- 
tients should  always  bear  the  warrant  when  they  desire  so  to  do. 

The  verdict  and  warrant  should  both  bear  the  county  seal. 

In  all  cases  (paupers  so  declared  in  the  verdict,  excepted)  the  bond 
required  in  the  law  shall  be  presented  with  the  other  papers.  It  shall, 
besides  the  principal,  have  two  sureties,  and  shall  bear  the  certificate 
ofthe  county  clerk  or  a  notary  public,  under  seal,  to  the  effect  that 
either  of  the  sureties  is  responsible  for  all  the  conditions  of  the  bond. 

No  female  patient  should  ever  be  sent  to  the  hospital,  except  when 
attended  by  husband  or  nearest  relative,  unless  accompanied  by  one  of 
her  own  sex,  and  the  same  kind  of  attention  in  removing  a  patient  may 
be  required  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent. 

No  expensive  watches  or  jewelry  shall  be  left  with  the  patient  at  the 
hospital,  and  only  as  much  valuable  clotning  as  may  serve  when  rid- 
ing out,  or  attending  religious  or  other  assemblies  at  the  institution. 

While  the  institution  will  exercise  all  possible  care,  that  the  clothing 
of  patients  is  repaired,  and  duly  kept,  it  cannot  guarantee  against 
those  occaional  losses  which  are  peculiarly  liable  to  occur.  They  must 
be  considered  amongst  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  institution. 

Friends  of  patients  should  see  that  the  physicians  at  the  hospital  are 
furnished  with  every  particular  connected  with  the  case,  at  the  time  the 
patient  is  sent.    This  may  be  done  by  letter  or  otherwise. 

Give  the  name  ofthe  patient  in  full;  the  age;  married  or  single;  if 
first  or  second  attack ;  when  the  patient  was  observed  to  differ  from  usual 
manner ;  if  any  delusions,  and  their  nature ;  any  disposition  to  injure 
others,  or  destroy  clothing  or  furniture;  if  suicidal;  tidy  or  untidy  in 
habits;  if  any  other  member  of  family  has  been,  or  is  deranged;  pa- 
tient's habits — temperate  or  otherwise;  if  suffering  from  disease  or  in- 
jury, the  supposed  cause  of  the  attack,  and  any  other  particulars  that 
may  be  thought  of  value. 

As  far  as  possible,  persyns  having  patients  in  charge  should  avoid  ar- 
rival at  the  hospital  during  the  night. 
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TROSTEES  REPORT. 


Southern  Illinois  Normal  University, 

Oarbondale,  Jackson  Co.,  111.,  Dec,  26, 1874. 
To  his  Excellency^  JOHN  L.  Bevbridgb, 

Oovernor  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 
Sir — In  accordance  with  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  incorporating 
the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  approved  March  9, 1869,  the 
Trustees  of  that  Institution  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  their  first 
annual  report. 

The  undersigned,  having  in  September,  1873,  received  their  appoint- 
ments to  the  office  of  Trustees,  met  in  Carbondale,  Jackson  county,  on 
the  28th  of  October,  1873,  and  qualified  themselves  for  their  trustee- 
ship by  subscribing  to  the  prescribed  oath  of  office.  Mr.  Thomas. S. 
Ridgeway  was  chosen  President,  and  Dr.  James  Eobarts  Seen  tary. 

After  careful  deliberation  James  Eobarts  and  Lewis  M.  Phillips  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  correspond  with,  and  if  thought  advisable,  to 
visit  suitable  persons  to  be  elected  Principal  of  the  University,  and  to 
inquire  respecting  furniture  and  apparatus  for  the  building.   They  were 
also  directed  to  examine  other  institutions  as  to  arrangements  of  rooms, 
courses  of  study,  discipline,  general  management  and  such  other  matters 
as  they  might  deem  necessary  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  plan  wisely  for 
the  inauguration  of  the  University.    This  committee,  discharged  its  du- 
ties and  a  meeting  held  in  Oarbondale,  Nov.  20,  1873,  mfwle  report. 
They  had  visited  and  consulted  with  Bev.  Robert  Allyn,  President  of 
McKendree  Oollege,  who  had  consented  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  posi- 
tion of  Principal.    They  had  visited  the  normal  schools  in  St.  Louis,  in 
Normal  and  in  Terre  Haute,  and  the  Industrial  University  at  Champaign. 
On  the  nomination  of  this  committee  and  their  recommendation  Robert 
Allyn  was  unanimously  elected  Principal  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal 
University,  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  at  such  time  as  the  Trust- 
ees should  designated,  and  at  a  salary,  to  commence  when  the  duties 
should  begin,  equal  to  the  salary  of  the  President  of  the  Normal  in  Mc- 
Lean county,  or  that  of  the  President  of  the  Industrial  University  at 
Champaign.    The  committee  was  continued,  to  travel  further,  if  they 
should  consider  it  best,  and  to  receive  proposals  to  put  furniture  in  the 
building.    Subsequently  bids  were  received  to  supply  furniture,  seats, 
desks,  tables,  etc.,  from  the  Western  Publishing  and  School  Furniture 
Company,  from  A.  Eckle,  of  Belleville,  and  from  A.  H.  Andrews  «&  Co., 
of  Chicago.    The  bid  first  named  was  accepted  and  the  Trustees  recom- 
mended the  commissioners  of  the  building  to  contract  for  the  furniture 
necessary  to  furnish  the  Lecture  Hall,  the  Normal  Hall,  five  recitation 
and  study  rooms  and  four  rooms  for  recitation  alone.    Th^y  also  recom- 
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mended  to  furnish  the  apartments  of  the  Principal,  the  public  reception 
room,  and  desks  for  the  chemical  analysis  room.  All  these  furnishings 
ordered  were  of  the  best  kind,  tasteful,  elegant,  worthy  of  the  magnifi- 
cent edifice  provided  by  tbo  enlightened  and  liberal  policy  a<lopt^Ml  by 
the  first  Board  of  Trustees  and  approved  by  the  Legivslature  of  the  State, 
and  for  which  $8,000  iuwl  been  appropriated.  The  Trustees  thought  it 
the  dictate  of  wisdom  in  furnishing  this  University,  which  is  tiie  only 
higher  institution  to  educate  the  taste  and  intellect  of  the  youth  of  the 
southern  part  of  our  State,  to  do  do  their  work  well,  and  so  to  complete 
the  furniture  and  apparatus  as  that  the  progressive  improvementin  culture 
should  not  throw  it  behind  the  demand  of  the  age  in  less  than  half  ascore 
of  years.  They  fully  believe  the  want  of  this  section  justified  them  in 
selecting  not  only  desirable  but  elegant  furniture,  and  they  feel  that 
they  have  only  given  to  the  teachers  of  Southern  Illinois  accommoila- 
tions  suitable  to  the  local  demand  and  equal  to  what  other  sections  en- 
joy. The  furniture  has  given  excellent  satisfaction  thus  far  and  is  ap- 
parently ample  in  the  portions  of  the  building  occupied,  for  at  Icii^st 
twenty  years.  To  render  the  whole  building  fit  for  use  will  require  a 
further  expenditure  of  some  four  or  five  thousand  dollars,  only  a  small 
portion  of  which  will  be  needed  in  the  next  two  years.  The  seats  in  the 
Lecture  hall  will  accommodate  twelve  hundred  persons  and  are  all 
needed  for  such  public  occasions  as  addresses,  exhibitions  and  com- 
mencements. The  study  desks  in  the  Normal  hall  are  sufficient  for  five 
hundred  and  four  students.  All  these  are  not  in  place  and,  already, 
nearly  half  of  the  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  in  the  room  are  occu- 
pied. It  seems  to  be  certain  that  before  the  close  of  this  first  year  we  shall 
be  required  to  use  at  least  three  hundred  of  them,  and  in  all  probability 
the  end  of  two  years  will  compel  us  to  place  the  whole  of  the  five  hundred 
and  four.  To  provide  for  the  accommodation  and  education  of  any  respect- 
able and  influential  portion  of  the  more  than  three  thousand  teachers 
annually  employed  in  the  public  schools  of  Southern  Illinois,  would  de- 
mand advantages  for  at  least  a  thousand.  Our  building,  if  crowded, 
could  not  contain  so  many,  but  judging  from  the  numbers  already  with 
us,  and  the  numerous  applicptions  made  for  the  future,  we  are  quite 
certain  half  that  number  will  be  with  us  before  the  Legislature  will  as- 
semble in  1877. 

After  providing  thus  for  the  furnishing  of  the  magnificent  building  given 
to  their  charge,  the  trustees  next  turned  their  attention  to  the  selection 
of  a  faculty  of  instruction  and  government.  It  has  already  been  said  that 
they  elected  Rev.  Robert  Allyn,  Principal.  This  election,  even  if  the  trus- 
tees had  been  disposed  to  look  elsewhere,  which  they  were  not,  seemed 
to  be  almost  forced  upon  them  by  public  opinion  in  the  entire  State.  Dr. 
Allyn  was  known  through  the  whole  west  and  in  the  east  as  an  able  and 
long  experienced  educator,  having  gone,  in  a  practical  way,  as  a  teacher, 
through  all  the  grades  of  our  schools  from  the  primary  to  the  college,  and 
the  superintendency  of  a  State.  He  was  one  of  the  movers  in  the  meas- 
ures which,  in  1868-9,  resulted  in  the  incorporation  of  this  Normal  Univer- 
sity, and  in  an  eminent  degree  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  Dr.  Bateman, 
tlie  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  of  the  leading  educators 
ot  Illinois.  If  he  could  be  had,  the  trustees  felt  that  no  other  choice 
was  possible,  and  to  our  satisfaction,  he  consented  to  an  election.  He 
was  chosen,  not  only  unanimously,  but  without  question  or  hesita- 
tion • 
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Dr.  Cyrus  Thomas  had  been  chosen  professor  of  natural  history  and . 
kindred  branches  by  the  former  Board  of  'i  rustees.  He  Iiad  already 
made  a  good  reputation  in  this  branch  of  sei  iico,  and  since  his  election 
he  has  been  employed  in  government  surveys  among  the  Itocky  Moun- 
tains and  our  western  territories,  and  is  superintending  the  publication 
of  these  surveys.  It  wa«,  therefore,  with  pleasure  that  this  election  was 
continued. 

In  the  choice  of  the  other  instructors  there  was  room  for  more  discus- 
sion. Applications  for  i>ositions,  in  some  cases  by  the  persons  them- 
selves, and  in  other  cases  by  their  friends,  to  the  number  of  nearly  a 
hundred  were  laid  before  the  board.  From  these  they  could  select  ten. 
To  say  that  in  every  case  they  made  the  choice  which  others  would  have 
made  is  not  to  be  expected.  They  carefully  considered  ever3'  recommend- 
ation and  acted  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment ;  and  they  are 
willing  to  point  to  the  record  these  teachers  have  thus  far  made  for  their 
justification.  We  believe  they  have  all  been  industrious,  faithful,  wise 
and  successful  to  a  degree  fully  equal  to  any  body  of  men  and  women 
whom  we  could  have  chosen. 

This  election  was  at  Carbondale,  February  26,  in  a  meeting  at  which 
all  the  Trustees  were  present.  We  present  here  the  full  faculty,  and  the 
chairs  they  were  chosen  to  fill  respectively,  and  the  salaries  agreed  ui)on 
for  the  first  year : 

Rev.  liob't  Allyn,  D.D.  Principal,  and  teacher  of  Mental  Science,  Logic 
and  Pedagogics.    Salary,  $4,000. 

Rev.  Cyrus  Thomas,  Ph.  D.,  teacher  of  Natural  History,  Botany  and 
Physiology.    $1,800. 

Charles  W.  Jerome,  M.A.,  teacher  of  Latin  and  Literature.    $1,800. 

Enoch  A.  Gastman,  teacher  of  Mathematics.    $1,800. 

Daniel  B.  Parkinson,  M.  A.,  teacher  of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Chem- 
istry.   $1,000. 

James  H.  Brownlee,  M.  S.,  teacher  of  Reading  and  Elocution.    $1,000. 

Granville  F.  Foster,  teacher  of  History  and  Geography.    $1,000. 

Alden  C.  Hillraan,  M.  A.,  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department. 
$1,250. 

Martha  Buck,  teacher  of  Grammar  and  Etymology.    $800. 

Julia  F.  Mason,  teacher  of  Model  School.    $800. 

Kate  Henry,  teacher  of  Music.    $400. 

John  G.  Sprague,  Janitor.    $750. 

Mr.  Gastman  and  Miss  Henry  were  excused  from  services  for  the  first 
year  without  salaries. 

The  large  differences  in  these  salaries  was  owing  to  the  fact  of  the 
small  appropriation  for  current  expenses,  which  was  $15,000.  The  dig- 
nity of  the  University  and  of  the  office  of  the  Principal  seemed  to  fix 
that  salary  at  the  figure  reckoned  just  for  other  men  in  like  positions. 

We  endeavored  to  secure  experienced  men  for  the  higher  chairs  at 
$1,500,  but  did  not  succeed.  And  the  others  only  consented  to  remain 
for  a  single  year  at  $1,000. 

The  Trustees  also  elected  John  G.  Campbell,  of  Carbondale,  Treas- 
urer and  fixed  his  bond  at  $15,000.  His  securities  are  Wm.  Hadley, 
A.  M..Richart,  Henry  Campbell  and  Thos.  North.  He  serves  without 
salary. 

Charles  W.  Jerome  was  elected  Registrar  to  receive  all  fees  and  tui- 
tion bils,  and  to  keep  the  accounts.  Jle  is  to  serve  without  salary,  and 
has  given  bond  to  the  amount  of  $2,000.  His  bondsmen  are  E.  J.  In- 
gersoll,  and  A.  G.  Sheppard.  -. . ^-- 
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The  Trustees  ordered  that  there  shall  be  four  sessions  in  each  year — 
one  to  be  called  a  special  session,  to  be  held  during  July  of  the  present 
year,  and  July  or  August  hereafter,  as  may  be  most  convenient,  and  three 
regular  sessions  or  terms,  to  connuence  on  the  first  Mondays  of  Septem- 
ber and  December,  and  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  resi^ectively, 
and  each  to  continue  thirteen  weeks.  A  vacation  of  two  weeks  at 
Christmas  was  ordered,  and  one  of  ©Icven  weeks,  less  the  s])ecial  ses- 
sion, in  the  summer.  It  was  further  ordered  that  no  charges  lor  tuition 
should  be  made  for  the  special  session,  and  none  for  students  sent  from 
counties  according  to  law.  In  olwdience  to  sectit)n  15  of  the  act  above 
referred  to,  the  Faculty  were  instructed  to  charge  the  students  of  the 
special  session  a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  expenses  of  stationery  and  a 
few  incidentals.  For  tuition  to  students  not  sent  by  the  counties,  the 
following  rates  were  adopted,  viz: 

For  the  Normal  department,  $I();  for  the  high  school,  $8;  for  the 
preparatory,  $6;  for  the  primary  or  model  school,  $4;  and  to  those 
sent  by  counties  in  obedi«'nce  to  the  above  mentioned  section,  $-2. 
These  charges  were  continued  fur  the  tirst  regular  term,  and  liave  been 
modified  to  suit  the  course  of  study  subsecpiently  adopted,  and  whieh 
accompanies  this  report.  ^J'hey  vire  as  follows,  viz:  An  incidental  fee 
for  free  students,  of  $2;  Normal  department,  $8;  preparatory  Normal, 
$6  ;  primary,  $2.  ^ 

A  detailed  account  of  the  cash  received  up  to  November  .»0,  by  the 
Registrar,  is  herewith  presented,  and  his  account  for  moneys  expended 
for  tbe  special  session,  and  likewise  the  several  sums  paid  by  him  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  in  addition,  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  is  also  ap- 
pended. 

The  Trustees  resolved  to  open  the  University  for  the  admission  of 
students  on  the  first  day  of  July,  and  ordered  that  the  building  should 
be  formally  dedicated  to  its  purposes  on  that  day.  The  Governor  was 
notified  of  this  action,  and  requested,  if  thought  proper,  to  issue  his 
proclamation  according  to  law,  declaring  the  University  open  for  the 
reception  of  pupils.  They  also  prepared  circuUirs  containing  informa- 
tion, such  as  extracts  from  the  act  of  incorporation,  course  of  study, 
time  of  opening,  etc.,  etc.,  together  with  blank  forms  for  appointment 
by  county  superintendents,  questions  for  examinations  and  certificates 
of  character.  These  circulars  were  sent  to  all  the  counties,  and  comple- 
te<l  the  preparations  for  the  opening  of  the  session.  Many  appoint- 
ments of  students  were  made  by  county  superintendents  after  examina- 
tion, and  many  others  were  referred  to  the  Faculty  for  examination. 
The  Faculty  report  that  none  were  rejected  from  tlie  privileges  of  the 
instituti(m,  though  a  number  were  foimd  unqualified  for  the  Normal 
department  and  were  placed  in  the  preparatory.  By  thus  receiving 
thern,  all  who  came  properly  recommended  were  taken  into  the  Uni- 
versity. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  the  commissioners  of  building  voted  form- 
ally to  turn  over  to  tbe  Tiustee^  the  building,  completed  according  to 
the  plans  of  the  architect;  and  the  Trustees,  on  the  next  day  at  their 
meeting,  accepted  the  trust.  On  that  day  the  dedicatory  exercises  and 
the  inauguration  of  the  Faculty  took  place.  The  day  was  fair,  and  a 
large  audience  assembled  in  the  spacious  lecture  hall,  to  the  number  of 
a  thousand  or  more.  The  services  were  opened  by  reading  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  prayer  by  Rev.  H.  Fish,  of  DuQuoin.  The  address,  his- 
torical and  dedicatory,  was  assigned  to  Dr.  Bateman,  Superintendent  of 
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Public  Instruction.  He  was  prevented,  by  illness,  from  attending,  and 
Dr.  Edwards,  President  of  the  Illinois  Normal  University,  took  bis 
I»lace  and  most  admirably  performed  the  duty.  The  Governor  then  ad- 
dressed the  Trustees  and  the  Faculty,  and  formally,  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  people  of  Illinois,  delivered  to  Dr.  Allyn  the  keys  of  the 
building,  and  inauji^urated  him  Principal  of  the  University.  The  princi- 
pal delivered  his  inaugural  address  in  the  afternoon.  Dr.  C.  H.  Fowler, 
President  of  the  Northwestern  University  at  Evanston,  spoke  with  great 
power  and  interest  of  the  value  of  education.  Hon.  J.  J.  Bird,  of  Bird, 
of  Cairo,  and  Mr.  Ridgway,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  also 
gave  addresses.  It  may  be  safely  affirmed,  that  no  more  interesting  or 
important  occasion  has  transpired  in  Southern  Illinois.  The  next  day 
opened  the  first  special  session,  which  was  conducted  as  a  teachers' in- 
stitute, and  continued  for  four  weeks  and  three  days.  The  charge  to 
each  student  was  three  dollars  for  the  term,  and  the  money  was  used  to 
supply  some  articles  of  pressing  necessity.  At  this  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  it  was  voted  to  pay  the  Facnlty.  monthly,  at  the  close  of  each 
month's  service,  on  a  pay  roll  attested  by  the  Principal,  ordered  by  the 
Registrar,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trustees.  To 
provide  instruction  for  the  special  session,  and  to  close  each  school  year 
on  the  last  of  June,  it  was  also  voted  that  the  Faculty  should  be  re- 
quired to  begin  service  on  the  1st  of  July.  All  were  ready  to  commence 
on  that  day  except  Dr.  Thomas  and  Miss  Mason,  who  began  in  Septem- 
ber, and  Mr.  Uastman  and  Miss  Henry,  who  were  excused  for  a  year. 

This  special  session  was  most  decidedly  a  success,  and  registered  fifty 
one  students,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  now  engaged  in  the  schools  of  this 
section  as  teachers.  The  branches  taught  were  the  common  school 
studies  and  the  natural  sciences  prescribed  by  law.  Lectures  were  de- 
livered by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  by  the  principal, 
by  Professors  GavStman,  Foster  and  Brownlee. 

The  first  n»gular  session  began  September  7.  The  first  day  there 
were  enrolled  107  students,  and  during  the  term  154  were  registered. 
This  is  considered  a  large  number  for  a  commencement,  and  affords  the 
assurance  that  our  halls  will  soon  be  crowded  with  students. 

Our  grounds  are  still  ungraded  and  unfenced,  and  encumbered  with 
rubbish ;  we  hav^e  as  yet  little  apparatus,  and  are  in  pressing  need  of 
more  for  chemical  instruction  and  experiments ;  the  books  of  reference 
ar^  almost  entirely  wanting,  and  a  library  is  imperatively  demanded. 
These  things  ought  to  be  supplied  at  once.  For  the  balanee  of  our 
furniture  we  can  properly  wait,  but  for  these  every  day's  delay  is  a 
damage  to  our  students.  We  are  constrained  to  ask  your  attention  to 
this  subject,  and  request  you,  if  you  judge  proper,  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Ijcgislature  to  it.  Your  warm  interest  manifested  so  often  in  the 
history  of  the  University,  we  are  sure,  will  prompt  you  to  do  all  that  is 
necessary  for  us,  but  we  could  not  allow  this  occasion  to  pass  without 
giving  expression  to  our  wants,  xlfter  consulting  with  the  Board  of 
State  Charities,  our  wants  for  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1875,  are  as 
follows,  and  we  ask  these  sums  to  be  appropriated  to  our  use,  viz:

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS,

To  his  Excellency,  John  L.  Bevebibge, 

Governor  of  Illinois : 
The  Bonrd  of  Commissioners  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Insane  Asylum, 
and  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  herewith  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

NORMAL  UNIVERSITY. 

In  our  last  annual  report  the  Board  asked  for  an  appropriation  of 
$85,088  46,  being  the  amount  deemed  necessary  to  complete  and  furnish 
the  building,  and  fence  and  grade  the  grounds,  the  work  mostly  being 
under  contract  at  the  date  of  our  report.  The  General  Assembly 
thought  the  estimates  to  high  and  reduced  the  amount  to  $80,000.  The 
Board  finding  it  impossible  to  do  all  the  work  for  the  amount  appropria- 
ted, postponed  the  work  under  contract  with  Isaac  Rapp  for  fencing 
the  grounds  and  only  had  grading  enough  done  to  properly  protect  the 
building. 

By  the  burning  of  Chapman's  block,  in  Carbondale,  at  midnight  on 
December  25, 1872,  in  which  we  had  our  office,  all  our  books,  duplicate 
vouchers,  furniture,  plans  and  specificatious  for  both  the  Normal  and 
Insane  buildings,  besides  several  hundred  volumes  of  valuable  works 
donated  to  the  Normal  Institute  by  the  general  government,  were  de- 
stroyed. 

The  plans  and  specifications  we  had  reproduced  at  a  cost  of  six  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars  for  the  Normal  building,  and  for  the  center  build- 
ing of  the  Asylum  at  a  cost  of  nine  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 

As  soon  as  the  appropriation,  approved  April  29, 1873,  was  available 
we  notified  Messrs.  Wickwire  &  Boyle,  contractors,  to  resume  work,  and 
ordered  them  to  push  the  building  to  as  early  completion  as  possible. 
The  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  by  the  20th  inst.  the  two 
upper  stories  will  be  fully  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy,  and  by 
March  1  the  entire  building  will  be  ready  for  use. 

Owing  to  the  failure  of  Geo.  H.  Thomas,  contractor  for  heating  the 
building,  we  were  compelled  to  relet  that  portion  of  the  work,  and 
after  receiving  bids  from  five  different  parties,  on  the  29th  of  October, 
last,  a  contract  was  made  with  the  Pioneer  Heating  Company,  of 
Leavenworth,  Kansas,  for  the  sum  of  $6,035  00,  the  company  guaran- 
teeing to  heat  the  building  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board ;  and  it  is 
but  justice  to  them  to  say  that  they  are  pushing  the  work  with  com- 
mendable rapidity,  having  the  furnaces  all  set  and  the  building  heated, 
thereby  protecting  the  plastering  from  all  danger  of  freezing  in  any  part 
of  the  building. ^^  o..e..GoOgk 
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On  the  2l8t  day  of  November,  the  Trustees  appointed  pursuant  to  an 
act  approved  May  2, 1873,  contracted  with  the  Western  School  Furnish- 
ing Company  lor  furniture,  and  a  portion  of  it  at  this  date,  January  6, 
has  been  delivered,  and  by  the  10th  inst.  all  contracted  for  will  be  de- 
livered and  ready  to  set  up  as  directed.  Not  wishing  to  involve  the 
State  in  vexatious  litigations,  the  lands  donated  by  the  city  of  Carbon- 
dale,  to  secure  the  location  of  the  Institute,  we  have  not  oil'ert'd  for  sale 
on  account  of  the  action  of  the  city  authorities  in  regard  to  the  donation; 
and  in  order  to  erect  the  necessary  outhouses,  fence  the  grounds  and  do 
the  grading,  a  further  appropriation  of  $10,000  is  respectfully  asked  for, 
which  will  complete  the  work  and  give  Southern  Illinois  one  of  the 
finest  and  best  public  buildings  in  the  State 

The  annexed  statement  will  show  the  financial  condition  of  the  Insti- 
tute to  date,  January  6, 1874,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  erect  out- 
houses and  fence  and  grade  the  grounds.

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  the  north  wing  was  nearly  com- 
pleted, but  could  not  be  used  until  the  rear  buildings  and  domestic  de- 
partments (then  in  course  of  erection)  were  completed,  and  that  owing 
to  the  delay  in  making  the  appropriation,  cold  weather  had  set  in  and 
but  very  little  of  the  brick  work  done.  Wishing  to  have  the  work  done 
properly,  we  suspended  work  on  the  buildings  until  spring,  which  delayed 
the  opening  much  beyond  the  time  we  had  hoped  to  have  the  InstUu- 
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tion  in  successful  operation,  but  are  happy  to  state  that  after  so  mauy 
vexatious  delays  the  Institution  was  foriually  opened  ou  the  17th  ult., 
and  that  the  proper  officers  are  providing  for  tliat  most  unfortunate  class 
of  human  beings,  the  iusane,  as  fast  as  applied  to. 

An  appropriation  of  $99,000  was  made  on  May  3d,  for  the  comple- 
tion, heating  and  furnishing  of  centre  building.  On  May  14th,  we 
advertised  in  the  Springfield  Journal^  Chicago  Inter-Ocean,  Cincinnati 
Commercial,  St.  Louis  Democrat  and  Cairo  Bulletinj  for  bids,  and  on  the 
17th  of  July  we  received  bids  from  Boyle  &  Irvin,  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  on 
brick  and  stone  work,  $29,750 ;  N.  L.  Wiefcwire,  Cairo,  on  entire  work, 
$127,000;  Richard  Shinuick,  Chicago,  on  entire  work,  $91,500. 

The  bid  of  Richard  Shinnick  was  accepted  on  condition  that  the  archi- 
tect be  authorized  to  modify  the  plans  and  specifications  so  as  to  bring 
the  contract  price  within  the  appropriation,  which  was  done,  and  a  con- 
tract for  $84,000  was  made  for  the  completion  of  the  center  building, 
except  finishing  the  fourth  story.  Previous  to  closing  the  contract,  it 
was  discovered  that  instead  of  being  paid  from  the  levy  of  1872,  as  was 
intended  and  so  understood  by  all,  by  some  unaccountable  mistake,  the 
appropriation  was  made  pay^ible  from  the  levy  of  1873,  thereby  delay- 
ing the  work  until  the  appropriation  could  be  made  available. 

We  found  it  impossible  to  do  all  needed  work  and  procure  sufficient 
furniture  to  enable  us  to  open  the  Institution  within  the  amount  appro- 
priated by  the  last  General  Assembly  at  its  regular  session,  and,  injus- 
tice to  ourselves,  we  will  state  that  the  appropriation  made  was  not 
made  from  our  estimates,  they  being  sufficient  to  do  the  work,  and  we 
either  had  to  use  part  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  erection  of  the 
center  building,  or  else  let  the  building  remain  unoccupied.  We  chose 
the  former,  believing  that  the  General  Assembly  would  sustain  us  in 
our  endeavors  to  provide  an  asylum  for  the  insane  of  Southern  Illinois. 

There  has  been  considerable  opposition  to  the  Institution  on  account 
of  its  location,  and  the  fears  that  the  water  supply  would  prove  insuf- 
ficient. While  the  present  Board  are  in  no  way  responsible  for  the 
location  of  the  Institution,  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  asserting  that  with 
the  present  and  contemplated  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  water, 
there  will  be  more  than  sufficient  for  all  the  needs  of  the  Institution 
when  running  at  its  fullest  capacity — one  of  our  reservoirs  having  a 
capacity  of  nine  and  one-half  millions  of  gallons,  and  the  other  one  and 
a  half  million  of  gallons,  besides  a  spring  sufficient  to  supply  the  Insti- 
tution five  months  of  the  year. 

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  Board  to  open  the  Institution  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  compatible  with  a  proper  regard  for  good 
workmanship;  and,  although  we  have  been  greatly  annoyed  by  unavoid- 
able delays,  we  feel  that  we  have  done  our  duty  to  the  State,  and  that 
we  have  a  building  that,  as  far  as  completed  (for  its  cost),  is  not  equal- 
led by  any  public  building  in  the  State. 

The  annexed  statement  will  show  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
the  amount  needed,  being  the  lowest  possible  estimates  for  the  work  to 
be  done,  and  we  hope  the  General  Assembly  will  appropriate  sufficient 
to  carry  on  the  work  whenever  needed  the  coming  season.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

DECEMBER  1,  1874. 


To  His  Excellency^ 

John  L.  Beveredge,  Oonemor  of  Illinois  : 
The  Board  of  Commissioners  to  ccmstruct  the  Southern  Illinois  Insane 
Asylum  and  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  herewith  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 1874  : 

NORMAL  UNIVERSITY. 

In  our  report  to  your  Excellency,  bearing  date  January  G,  1874,  we 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  which  to  finish 
furnishing  the  building  and  fence  and  grade  the  grounds.  This  was 
made  necessary  on  account  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
at  its  regular  session,  in  reducing  the  amount  asked  for  from  $85,000  to 
$80,000,  although  most  of  the  work  was  under  contract  at  the  time,  and 
close  estimates  were  made  of  the  amount  needed  for  the  balance  of  the 
work.  By  the  destruction  of  all  our  plans  in  the  burning  <»f  our  office 
as  mentioned  in  last  report,  we  were  put  to  an  unlooked  for  expense  in 
having  to  get  duplicate  plans  prepared,  as  also  in  having  to  relet  the 
heating  contract  at  an  advance  on  the  original  contract  price,  caused 
by  the  failure  of  Geo,  A.  Thomas,  contractor,  to  furnish  heating  appa- 
ratus. 

On  May  19,  1874,  bids  were  received  for  the  erection  of  the  outbufld- 
ings,  and  that  of  Isaac  Rap]>,  of  Carbondale,  being  the  lowest,  and 
being  considered  reasonable,  the  contract  was  a\varde«l  to  him  for  the 
sum  of  $2,450  for  furnishing  the  materials  and  doing  the  work  accord- 
ing to  plans  and  specifications. 

On  June  19,  1874,  the  board  accepted  the  keys  from  Messrs  Wick- 
wise  &  Boyle,  contractors,  and  a  voucher  issued  lor  the  amount  of  per- 
centage retained  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

June*»*Wth,  the  board,  by  resolution,  formally  transferred  the  building 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  pursuant  to  an  act  approved  May 
2, 1873,  and  on  July  1st  it  was  dedicated  to  the  uses  for  which  it  was 
erected. 

Our  estimate  for  furnishing  the  entire  building  was  $12,000,  and 
though  deemed  extravagant  by  some,  was  rather  under  than  over  the 
required  amount,  as  there  has  already  been  expended  $9,102  64,  and  a 
portion  yet  unfinished,  which  will  require  at  least  $5,000  to  properly 
furnish. 

The  appropriation  being  exhausted,  we  could  neither  fence  nor  gra<le 
the  grounds  properly,  and  the  building  stands  on  the  commons  relieved 
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by  neither  fence  nor  tree,  and  being  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  is  a 
regular  rendezvous  in  warm  weatlier  for  all  the  live  stock  running  at 
large  in  the  vicinity.  We  sincerely  hope  the  General  Assembly  will 
appropriate  the  few  thousand  dollars  necessary  to  fully  complete  the 
outworks,  believing  it  will  be  an  act  of  economy  to  protect  the  premises 
and  put  the  grounds  in-proper  shape.  The  building  is  a  magnificent 
edifice,  and  is  an  honor  to  our  noble  State,  being  the  jftnest  normal 
school  building  in  the  West,  and  is  an  enduring  monument  to  the  gene- 
rosity of  tlie  people's  representatives,  and  if  the  Institute  is  ably  con- 
ducted will  repay  four-fold  the  expense  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the 
building. 

The  total  cost  of  the  grounds,  building,  furniture  and  fixtures  up  to 
date,  December  1, 1874,  has  been  $207,459  27,  of  which  the  State  has 
paid  $205,000,  the  city  of  Carboudale  ^50,050,  and  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  Company  $11,810  27  in  freight  donations. 

The  annexed  statement  will  show  the  financial  condition  of  the  Insti- 
tute to  date,  December  Ist,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  feuce  and 
grade  the' grounds:

As  soon  last  spring  as  the  brick  conld  be  made  work  was  commenced 
ou  the  center  building  by  the  contractor,  Eichard  Shinnick,  and  at  this 
date,  December  1st,  the  brick  work  is  all  comi)leted,  and  all  the  rear 
]>ortion  of  the  building  under  roof,  and  the  floors  laid,  and  by  January 
1st  we  hope  to  have  the  entire  building  inclose^!,  all  the  flooring  laid, 
and  part  of  the  building  plastered.  It  has  been  our  wish  to  get  the 
rear  part  of  the  building  completed  this  winter,  so  as  to  i)rovide  for  the 
officers  of  the  Institution  in  the  part  designed  for  their  use,  thereby 
giving  the  entire  north  wing  for  an  additional  number  of  patients;  and 
in  oi-der  to  do  this  a  further  appropriation  of  $18,500  is  needed  with 
which  to  finish  the  fourth  story,  not  in  the  present  contract,  to  provide 
for  steam  heating,  erect  elevators  and  dumb-waiters,  which  it  is  esti- 
mated will  require  the  above  amount. 

As  stated  in  our  report  to  your  Excellency,  bearing  date  January, 
1874,  in  order  to  get  the  Institution  ready  for  the  rect^ption  of  patients 
we  were  compelled  to  use  part  of  the  appropriation  of  $09,000,  approved 
May  3,  1873,  made  for  the  erection  of  the  center  building. 

The  General  Assembly  has  made  four  distinct  appropriations,  as  fol- 
lows:

The  total  expenditures  by  the  Building  Commissioners  have  been 
$397,722  42,  of  which  sum .$92,000  was  expended  by  the  former  board, 
and  $305,577  42  by  the  present  board,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury 
December  1st,  of  $34,422  58 ;  and  in  order  to  enable  us  to  complete  the 
center  building  according  to  the  plans  the  further  sum  of  $18,500  is 
required. 

Our  contracts  have  always  been  advantageous  to  the  State,  so  much 
80  that  the  contractors  have  made  nothing  on  their  contracts. 

If  provision  is  made  by  the  incoming  General  Assembly  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  south  wing,  by  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  the  entire 
building  can  be  completed,  and  an  asylum  provided  for  about  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  of  the  insane  of  our  State. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  completing  the 
dams  and  reservoir.  We  have  a  fine  body  of  water,  over  nine  millions 
of  gallons  in  one  reservoir,  but  on  account  of  the  appropriation  becom- 
ing exhausted  the  dams  were  left  incomplete,  and  there  is  danger  of 
them  giving  way  from  the  constant  washing  from  heavy  rains,  and  the 
spring  is  totally  useless  until  the  spring  reservoir  is  com[)leted. 

We  disposed  of  the  farm  stock,  grain,  etc.,  to  the  Trustees,  for  $1,200, 
a  part  of  which  only  has  been  received,  as  our  financial  statement 
shows. 

Our  estimates  of  the  amounts  needed  have  been  carefully  made,  and  are 
the  lowest  possible  figures  that  the  work  can  be  done  for.  All  needed 
work  can  be  carried  on  at  the  same  time,  and  if  the  General  Assembly 
make  provisions  in  accordance  with  our  recommendations  we  will  use 
our  best  endeavors  to  carry  on  the  work  successfully.

To  His  Excellmoyj 

John  L.  BsYEBiDaE,  Oavemor  oflUinais : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Board  of  Trastees  of  the  Illmois 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  de- 
tailed statement  and  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board,  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Home,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  said 
Institution,  for  a  term  of  two  years,  commencing  December  1,  A.  D. 
1872,  and  ending  December  1,  A.  D.  1874.  We  would  call  your  special 
attention  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  and  more 
particularly  to  the  following  recommendation  contained  therein,  which 
we  heartily  indorse,  viz : 

I  would  recommend  that  in  addition  to  the  usual  appropriation  ap- 
plied for,  that  you  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  building 
cisterns.  As  you  are  already  aware,  we  are  now  deriving  our  entire 
supply  of  water  for  all  purposes  from  the  well  of  the  0.  &  A.  B.  B. 
Should  anything  occur  at  any  time  to  cut  off  the  supply  from  this  source 
the  state  of  affairs  would  indeed  be  deplorable  in  the  extreme.  We 
would  be  obliged  to  resort  to  the  original  method  adopted  in  the  infancy 
of  the  Institution,  that  of  hauling  it  from  Normal  in  wagons.  Another 
great  consideration  in  favor  of  building  cisterns  is  that  using  cleansed 
water  for  sundry  purposes,  as  we  are  now  obliged  to  do,  much  of  the 
clothing  is  soon  completely  ruined  and  destroyed  by  the  chemicals  used 
in  its  preparation.  I  think  that  I  may  with  perfect  safety  venture'the 
assertion  that  in^two  years  the  money  now  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
sal  sodii,  lye  and  potash,  togetherwith  the  extra  amount  of  material  for 
dotliing,  would  pay  for  the  necessary  cisterns.  It  is  very  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  if  this  cleansed  wa  er  will  destroy  the  wooden  parts  of  our 
washing  machines  it  will  more  susceptible  fabrics. 

The  extensive  roof  of  the  main  building  and  that  of  the  school  bouse 
and  kitchen  would  furnish  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  to  All  immense 
cisteruH.  The  necessity  of  making  such  improvements  must,  I  think, 
be  apparent  to  all  who  will  give  the  subject  their  attention. 

We  also  recommend  and  ask  the  following  appropriations,  viz : 

For  current  expenses,  the  sum  of  $50,000  per  annum. 

For  library,  the  sum  of  $260  per  annum. 

For  improvements  and  repairs,  the  sum  of  $2,000  per  annum. 

In  view  of  the  seeming  large  expepditures  shown  in  the  tabular  state- 
ment of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  hereto  attached,  for  clothing,  sala- 
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ries,  etc.,  we  desire  to  call  joar  attention  to  the  explanation  in  the  foot 
notes  of  said  statement,  viz : 

NOTE. 

Clothing. — ^Under  this  head  are  classified  all  such  articles  properly 
known  as  dry  goods,  and  used  for  clothing,  bedding,  table  liuen,  etc. 

Salaries  and  wages. — Under  this  head  are  included  expenses  for  sei-- 
vices  or  labor  in  all  departments. 

Miscellaneous. — Under  thi-*  head  are  included  expenses  that  cannot 
be  definitely  classified,  such  as  soap,  concentrated  lye,  baskets,  mops, 
brushes,  buckets,  etc 

Incidentals. — Under  this  head  are  included  all  contingent  expenses^ 
such  as  freights,  telegraphing,  burial  expenses,  transportation  of  chil- 
dren, etc. 

Farm. — ^Under  this  head  are  included  all  expenses  that  cannot  prop- 
erly be  classified  to  other  departments,  such  as  the  constructing  of 
fences,  building  of  sheds,  outhouses  for  stock,  beautifying  the  grounds, 
purchase  and  repairs  of  wagons,  carts,  harness  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments, purchase  of  subsistence  of  horses,  cows,  hogs,  etc. — in  fact,  an 
expense  not  directly  connected  with  the  institution  proper. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  governmental, 
educational,  financial,  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Home  is  excellent, 
for  which  great  credit  is  due  all  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Institu- 
tion.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  HUnois  Soldiert?  Orphant? 
Home: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  yonr  instructions,  I  have  the 
honor  to  herewith  transmit  to  you  my  third  Biennial  Report.  It  will 
contain  simply  a  recapitulation  in  brief  of  my  special  report  for  last 
year,  together  with  a  short  statement  of  the  work  accomplished  in  this 
Institution  for  the  year  that  is  just  closing — its  present  condition  and  fu- 
ture wants.  For  ^detailed  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended, 
and  purchases  made,  I  would  most  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  full  and 
accurate  report  of  tbe  Treasurer,  and  also  my  own  to  the  State  Board  of 
Public  Charities. 

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  two  years  ending  December  1, 
1874,  has  been  297 ;  average  age  of  children  now  in  the  Institution,  10 
years;  average  cost  per  capita  per  annum,  $156.  This  includes  cost  of 
Hubsistence,  salaries  of  officers,  teachers  and  all  other  employees ;  in 
short,  all  expenses  of  the  '*Home.'* 

Applications  for  tbe  admission  of  other  children  are  being  made  con- 
tinually, and,  judging  from  present  indications,  the  number  will  be  ma- 
terially increased  before  the 'close  of  the  winter.  The  class  now  entering 
are,  for  the  most  part,  young,  and  in  particularly  destitute  circum- 
stances— those  whom  their  mothers  have  struggled  long  and  hard  to 
keep,  but  who  now  find  themselves,  at  the  commeucement  of  winter, 
without  the  means  for  support,  and  know  that  they  must  eilber  send 
tbem  away  to  be  cared  for  elsewhere,  or  permit  them  to  remain  at  home 
to  suffer.  Tbe  State  must  now  take  up  these  burdens  of  care  and  re- 
sponsibility where  the  weary  mothers  lay  them  down. 

Tbe  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution  for  the  past  two  years  has 
been  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  better  than  our  most  sanguine  ex- 
pectations could  have  anticipated.  In  the  spring  of  1873  there  were 
some  *orty  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  but  owiug  to  the  skillful 
treatment  of  tbe  physician  in  charge,  and  faithful  care  of  a  good  and 
efficient  hospital  nurse,  only  three  cases  proved  fatal.  During  the  pres- 
ent year  there  has  been  but  one  case  of  severe  sickness,  which  resulted 
in  the  death  of  a  little  boy ;  the  disease  was  tubercular  affection  of  the 
bowels. 

Tbe  schools  still  continue  to  be,  as  heretofore,  the  most  important  fea- 
ture and  principal  atttraction  of  the  Institution.  They  are  thorough  in 
organization  and  discipline,  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  in  the  differ- 
ent branches  of  study  would  indicate  that  they  are  in  tbe  hands  of  com- 
l»eteut  and  faithful  teachers.  For  a  more  minute  and  comprehensive 
statement  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  educational  department, 
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I  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  report  of  S.  L.  Spear,  Principal  of 
Schools. 

In  connection  with  this  sabject,  I  would  state  that  two  girls  and  four 
boys  are  attending  the  State  Normal  University,  under  an  arrangement 
made  by  your  houorable  Board  with  the  Trustees  and  President  of  that 
Institution.  One  boy,  William  P.  White,  through  the  kind  efforts  of 
Hon.  Jno.  McNulta,  who  secured  the  appointment  fh)m  President  Grant 
for  him,  passed  a  creditable  examination,  and  was  last  June  admitted 
into  the  Kaval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  Md.  Many  of  these  girls  and 
boys  have  here  laid  the  foundation  of  a  thorough  and  practical  educa- 
tion— ^have  here  acquired  a  taste  for  true  knowledge  which  will  never  be 
satisfied  until  the  highest  is  attained. 

Objections  have  been  made,  I  know,  to  the  indiscriminate  massing  of 
children  together  in  an  institutiou.  It  is  urged,  and  at  firot  thought  it 
would  seem,  with  some  degree  of  reason,  that  in  every  such  place  there 
must  of  necessity  be  some  who  are  very  good  and  others  who  are  just  the 
reverse,  and  that  the  bad  would  naturally  contaminate  and  exert  an  in- 
jurious influence  upon  the  good.  This,  however,  is  not  my  conclusion 
after  an  experience  of  almost  seven  years  in  this  kind  of  work. 

Children  are  proverbially  communicative,  and  I  have  often  noticed, 
with  some  degree  of  surprise,  too,  how  readily,  and  without  any  appar- 
ent effor^  they  learn  the  rules  and  regulations  which  are  to  govern 
their  conduct  while  here.  If  there  is  any  peculiarity  in  the  personal  ap- 
I>earance,  habits  or  disposition  of  a  little  stranger  who  enters,  none  so 
ready  to  discover  and  promptly  report  as  the  other  children.  Each  child 
considers  himself  or  herself  a  private  detective,  and  feels  at  perfect  lib- 
erty to  disclose  to  the  proper  authority  any  dereliction  from  duty  or 
imperfection  of  character  which  would  in  any  way  affect  the  discipline 
or  be  a  hindrance  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Institution.  This  peculiar 
trait  has  always  been  encouraged  to  a  certain  extent,  not,  however,  to 
such  a  degree  as  to  make  fault-finding  and  tale-bearing  commendable, 
but  only  permit  such  things  to  be  reported  as  would  be  seriously  hurtful 
in  their  tendencies. 

Prejudice  is  very  often  the  outgrowth  of  ignorance;  so  it  happens, 
sometimes,  that  persons  who  know  the  least  about  the  true  character 
and  work  of  the  different  institutions  are  the  most  ready  to  censure. 
Comparatively  few  people  in  our  own  State,  or  any  other,  have  any  ac- 
curate knowledge  or  conception  of  the  real  labor  performed  in  the  differ- 
ent charities  which  they  assist  in  supporting.  Beports  are  made  from 
year  to  year,  but  read  by  very  few  aside  from  those  immediately  inter- 
ested. I  presume  that,  even  now,  after  an  existence  of  almost  seven 
years,  this  ^^Home"  is  comparativdy  unknown  to  some  in  this  commu- 
nity ^ho  live  near  enough  to  see  the  smoke  from  its  chimneys  and  to 
hear  the  ringing  of  its  bdls. 

At  its  organization  this  Institution  was  not  christened  << Asylum"  or 
^^XJniversity,"  but,  as  indicative  of  its  true  character,  by  the  sacred  name 
of  ^'Home."  This  title,  as  applied  to  it,  is  full  of  significance ;  not  a 
place  provided  for  mere  shelter  and  subsistence,  where  the  physical  na- 
ture may  be  trained  and  supplied  with  all  that  is  necessary  to  sustain 
animal  life,  but  one  where  the  children  may  be  taught  all  the  little 
amenities  and  courtesies  of  home  life-— their  moral  obligations  to  society, 
to  each  other  and  to  their  Creator;  a  place  where  they  may  have  the 
roughness  of  uncultured  childhood  softened  and  retined  by  education 
and  discipline^  and  be  thus  fully  prepared  for  the  duties  and  labors  of 
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manhood  and  womanhood.  They  are  here  taught,"  too,  the  most  impor- 
tant lesson  that  can  be  learned — one  which  leaves  its  impress  upon  the 
youthful  mind  with  so  much  less  trouble  than  it  can  in  alter  years — ^the 
great  lesson  of  self-dependence.  They  commence  this  part  of  their  edu- 
cation as  soon  as  possible  after  their  entrance,  even  the  youngest  being 
required  to  perform  for  themselves  those  little  ofl&ces  which  are  done  for 
children  in  their  homes  by  parents  or  servants.  Then,  as  they  become 
older,  their  duties  increase  with  their  strength  and  ability  to  do.  They 
grow  up  with  the  understanding  and  realization  that  they  will  be  com- 
pelled to  depend,  in  the  future,  entirely  upon  their  own  exertions  and  in- 
dustry, <ind  that  they  will  not  only  have  to  prepare  but  likewise  pro- 
vide. This  knowledge  is,  of  itself,  a  sufficient  incentive  for  them  to 
.improve,  to  the  utmost,  every  opportunity  afforded  them  while  here. 

Eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  children  have  here,  within  the  last  seven 
years,  found  shelter,  protection  and  what  education  the  limited  time  of 
their  stay  would  admit.  Many  have  returned  to  their  own  homes ;  others 
gone  out  alone  into  the  world  to  take  up  the  burden  of  their  life  work. 
They  are  better  prepared  for  this  than  children  ordinarilly  are,  because 
their  peculiar  experience  and  education  have  made  them  apt  readers 
and  analyzers  of  human  nature  and  character,  and  they  have  acquired, 
from  the  superior  facilities  afforded  by  a  choice  and  extensive  library, 
always  at  their  command,  such  a  vast  amount  of  general  information. 

With  my  intimate  knowledge  of  institution  life  I  cannot  see  that  it 
tends  in  any  way  to  destroy  their  individuality  or  deprive  them  of  any- 
thing, save  the  peculiar  love  of  father  and  mother,  and  on  the  other 
hand,  gives  them  much  that  they  could  obtain  nowhere  else. 

The  subject  of  introducing  some  of  the  trades  int^  the  Institution  has 
been  fully  discussed,  heretotbre.  It  has  always  been  a  source  of  profound 
regret  that  the  length  of  time  the  pupils  are  allowed  to  remain,  and 
lack  of  necessary  means,  have  prevented  what,  in  my  estimation,  is  es- 
sential to  the  completion  of  this  great  work.  In  the  absence  of  employ- 
ment of  this  character  the  Home  farm  has  been  of  great  benefit  in  this 
particular,  as  well  as  profit.  The  boys  perform  the  greater  part  of  the 
labor  in  this  department ;  also  take  care  of  the  grounds,  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  kitchen,  engine  room,  bakery  and  laundry.  The  girls  are 
required  to  take  part  in  all  of  the  household  work,  and  in  some  of  the 
departments  have  entire  charge.  Thus  every  child,  who  is  old  enough 
to  work,  is  in  some  manner  held  responsible  for  all  of  his  time  when  not 
in  school.  They  are  taught  to  honor  honest  labor,  no  matter  under 
what  guise,  they  may  find  it,  and  to  remember  that  no  matter  how 
trivial  a  task  may  appear,  that  in  the  performance  of  it  there  will  be 
time  economized  and  something  learned. 

The  special  appropriation  asked  for  and  received  at  the  last  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  has  been  partially  expended.  Every  dormitory 
in  the  building  has  been  provided  with  new  bedsteads,  woven  wire 
springs  and  hair  mattrasses,  and  an  abundance  of  nice,  warm,  comfort- 
able bedding.  The  remainder  of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  to  re- 
plenish these  articles  as  they  may  be  needed.  The  dining  room  has 
been  reseated,  and  many  more  improvements,  too  numerous  to  mention 
In  detail,  have  been  made  in  and  around  the  "Home"  building,  all  con- 
ducing greatly  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  inmates. 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
appropriations  applied  for,  that  you  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  of 
$1,000  for  building  cisterns.    Aj3  you  are  already  aware,  we  are  now 
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deriving  our  entire  supply  of  water,  for  all  purposes,  from  the  well  of  the 
C.  and  A.  E.  E.  Should  anything  occur  at  any  time  to  cut  off  the  supply 
from  this  source,  the  state  of  affairs  would  indeed  be  deplorable  in  the 
extreme.  We  would  then  be  obliged  to  resort  to  the  original  method 
adopted  in  the  infancy  of  the  institution — that  of  hauling  it  from  Nor- 
mal in  wagons. 

Another  great  consideration  in  favor  of  building  cisterns  is,  that  in 
using  cleansed  water  for  laundry  purposes,  as  we  are  now  obKged  to  do, 
much  of  the  clothing  is  soon  completely  ruined  and  destroyed  by  the 
chemicals  used  in  its  preparation.  I  think  I  may,  with  perfect  safety, 
venture  the  assertion  that  in  two  j  ears  the  money  now  expended  in  the 
purchase  of  sal  soda,  lye  and  potash,  together  with  the  extra  amount  of 
material  for  clothing,  would  pay  for  the  neeessary  cisterns.  It  is  very 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  if  this  cleansed  water  will  destroy  the  wooden 
parts  of  our  washing  machines,  it  certainly  will  more  susceptible  fabrics. 
The  extensive  roof  of  the  main  building  and  that  of  the  school  house 
and  kitchen  would  furnish  a  suflScient  quantity  of  water  to  fill  immense 
cisterns.  The  necessity  of  making  such  improvements  must,  I  think, 
be  apparent  to'  all  who  will  give  the  subject  their  attention. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  tendering  the  most  earnest  and 
heartfelt  thanks  of  officers  and  children  to  those  kind  friends  in  our 
community  who  contributed  so  cheerfully  and  liberally  towards  pur- 
chasing the  beautiful  organ  which  now  adorns  our  chapel ;  also  to  those 
faithful  ministers  who  have,  in  addition  to  their  other  and  manifold 
duties  and  labors,  voluntarily  added  that  of  caring  for  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  this  little  flock :  and  to  the  young  men  of  the  Normal  univer- 
sity who  come  out  every  Sabbath,  through  summer's  heat  and  winter's 
cold — through  sunshine  and  storm,  to  conduct  the  Sabbath  schooL 
They  will  aU  surely  receive  their  reward ;  now,  by  a  consciousness  of 
duties  faithfully  performed,  and  hereafter  by  receiving  the  Divine  com- 
mendation, ^^Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did 
it  unto  me." 

In  looking  back  over  the  work  of  the  past  two  years  I  find  that  very 
much  has  been  accomplished  from  which  I  may  derive  great  encourage- 
ment for  the  future.  Experience  is  the  only  true  teacher  in  a  work  of 
this  character ;  known  failures  of  this  year  may  be  avoided  in  the  next, 
and  so,  as  the  years  go  by,  draw  nearer  to  perfection. 

Every  work  of  this  kind  must  have  a  beginning,  so  had  this,  and  a 
very  feeble  one  it  was.  Organized  in  the  midst  of  confusion  and  mis- 
understanding, it  was,  for  the  first  four  years,  compelled  to  struggle 
.  for  an  existence.  A  new  work,  it  was  looked  upon  with  distrust  and 
apprehension ;  a  creature  of  circumstance,  the  sad  result  of  warfare 
and  bloodshed,  its  existence  has  been  like  its  origin,  and  its  progress 
contested  at  every  step.  The  complaints  of  its  enemies, have  been  many 
and  loud,  which  have  resulted  in  investigation  after  investigation.  But 
the  work  was  a  pure  and  holy  one,  and  the  hcmest  endeavors  of  friends 
and  faithful  workers  have  at  last  been  crowned  with  success. 

Thanking  you  gentlemen  for  the   untiring  interest  you  have  ever 
manifested  in  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  and  your  confidence  in  my 
ability  to  perform  the  various  duties  of  my  very  responsible  position, 
and  hoping  that  I  may  continue  to  merit  the  same  in  the  future,

EEPOET  OF  SUPEEmTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS- 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Illmois  Soldiert?  Orphcms?  Home : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  to  you  the  following  report 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  Sohool,  and  its 
progress  since  my  connection  with  it  as  Principal : 

The  school  opened  September  7th,  with  a  roll  of  216  pupils  and  a 
corps  of  five  teachers,  and,  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  namber  of  pu- 
pils, remained  so  daring  the  first  mouth.  On  account  of  the  protracted 
illness  of  one  of  the  teachers,  and  the  comparatively  light  attendance* 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  dispense  with  one  department.  The  school 
was  accordingly  reorganized,  and  since  October  1st  has  comprised  four 
departments  and  ten  grades. 

To  establish  a  thorough  and  systematic  gradation  throughout  the 
school  has  been  a  work  of  some  difficulty.  The  constant  arrival  of  new 
pupils,  whose  relative  advancement  in  dififerent  studies  does  not  assign 
them  to  either  grade,  is  an  every  day  cause  of  inconvenience  in  classifi- 
cation. Some  of  these  pupils  will  stay  but  a  year.  To  place  them  in  a 
grade  lower  than  that  to  which  their  advancement  in  half  their  studies 
will  entitle  them  is  manifest  injustice.  To  assign  them  to  a  higher  grade 
than  their  advancement  in  the  other  half  entities  them  is  equally  unjust. 
Of  the  former  pupils  remaining  in  school,  some  have  done  their  work 
well,  and  some  indifferently,  and  in  their  case  the  same  difficulty  exists, 
but  not  to  so  great  an  extent.  •  These  and  similar  annoy9.nces  I  know 
are  found  in  all  schools,  but  in  few  schools  are  they  so  difficult  to  dis- 
pose of  satisfactorily.  In  our  common  schools  we  may  insist  on  a  pn- 
piPs  completing  all  the  work  in  one  grade  before  he  is  advanced  to  a 
higher.  What  he  fails  to  do  one  year  he  may  do  the  next,  so  continu- 
ing until  he  completes  the  course :  but  his  time  is  unlimited  in  which  to 
do  it  Not  so  with  our  pupils.  They  leave  school,  not  when  they  have 
completed  a  prescribed  course  of  study,  but  when  they  have  completed 
their  fourteenth  year;  and  of  many  of  them  it  is  true  that  what  educa- 
tion they  fail  to  get  here  they  do  without.  To  give  these  pupils  an  op- 
portunity of  acquiring  all  they  can,  and  that  of  the  kind  which  will  be 
of  the  greatest  practical  value  to  them,  I  have  considered  it  best,  in 
some  cases,  to  deviate  Irom  the  strictest  idea  of  a  ^^graded  school,"  and 
make  a  compromise  between  the  welfare  of  the  individual  pupil  and  the 
symmetry  of  the  schooL  Thede  cases  have  not  been  numerous,  and  are 
confined  to  the  pupils  of  the  higher  grades,  who  will  remain  but  a  short 
time.  At  the  present  time  each  room  is  full — ^two  of  the  departments 
crowded.  So  to  the  other  difficulties  of  a  proper  classification  is  added 
the  question  of  mechanical  room — a  problem  more  difficult  for  the 
teacher  to  solve  than  that  of  unequal  advancement  in  various  branches. 
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The  highest  grade  is  what  is  oommonly  known  as  the  ^^  Grammar 
School  Grade.^  The  early  age  at  which  pupils  are  discharged  preclades 
the  possibility  of  establisliing  a  higher  gnAe.  The  stadies  pursued  are 
readiug,  arithmetic,  orthography,  grammar,  geo^nraphy,  United  States 
history,  and  penmanship.  Much  instruction  is  ^ven  in  other  branches 
which  can  not  be  introduced  into  the  course  as  regular  studies  from  text 
books,  and  great  pains  taken  to  awaken  the  pupils'  minds  and  enlist 
their  interest  in  their  self-education.  Every  effort  is  used  to  fix  upon 
the  pupils  industrious  habits  and  correct  methods  of  study,  and  to 
create  among  them  a  desire  for  information  which  will  not  be  satisfied 
by  what  they  acquire  here.  If  we  succeed  in  this  we  do  that  which  is 
of  greater  worth  to  the  pupil  than  merely  conducting  him  through  the 
formnlsB  of  a  much  higher  course  of  study. 

The  attendance  has  been  good.  The  greater  part  of  the  absence  has 
been  the  result  of  unavoidable  causes — work  or  sickness.  The  absence 
for  work  occurred  largely  in  one  week,  during  which  most  of  the  boys 
were  detained  from  sdiool  to  assist  in  gathering  in  the  potatoes.  Of 
the  absence  not  absolutely  unavoidable  much  has  been  deemed  excusa- 
ble. Truancy,  which  annoyed  us  during  the  first  month,  has  found  no 
place  in  our  record  during  the  latter  part  of  the  term.  The  ^^  tardiness 
calamity,''  I  regret  to  say,  has  not  been  entirely  overcome,  but  we  hope 
to  have  a  better  showing  in  this  respect  another  term.  From  the  fol- 
lowing table  you  will  get  an  idea  of  the  attendance  in  the  different  de- 
partments:

In  the  above  table  the  "  No.  of  Pupils  ^  refers  to  the  numbers  on  the 
roll  November  30th.  In  room  No.  2,  you  will  notice  the  number  of  pu- 
pils and  the  average  daily  attendance  are  the  same.  This  is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  during  the  term  sixty-one  names  have  been  enrolled  in 
that  department,  some  of  whom  have  been  promoted  to  a  higher  and 
8ome  r^nced  to  a  lower  grade. 

A  state  of  discipline  has  been  established  and  maintained  which  will, 
I  think,  compare  favorably  with  that  of  other  schools.  Our  policy  has 
been  not  so  much  to  punish  misdemeanors  as  to  labor  to  prevent  them. 
The  teacher's  ability  to  do  this  is  much  greater  than  in*  many  other 
schools.  Here  the  pupils  look  to  the  teacher  for  much  of  the  sympathy, 
eDcoaragement  and  counsel  usually  sought  at  home.  This  greatly  adds 
to  tbe  teacher's  power  of  directing  the  conduct  and  shaping  the  charac- 
ter of  his  pupils.  During  the  term  no  case  of  lighting  or  violent  con- 
duct among  the  pupils  has  come  to  my  knowledge,  and  but  few  cases 
of  the  use  of  coarse  or  profane  language. 

The  pupils  are  generally  attentive  and  industrious,  and  interested  in 
their  work,  contented  themselves,  and  kind  to  each  other.  Corporeal 
pauishmeut  has  not  been  resorted  to  In  a  single  instance.  Two  boys 
have  been  8usi)ended  from  the  school,  not  for  flagrant  misdemeanors, 
bat  for  persistent  indolence — criminal  laziness. 
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Ihefpn^fying  success  attained  in  tbe  goTernmentr  ci  tfte  school  is 
largely  due  to  tbe  admirable  discipline  exercised  oirer  the  pupils  oat  of 
school.  In  this,  I  think,  lies  one  of  the  greatest  advantages  pertaining 
to  tbe  schooL  The  pnpils  ooming  into  the  school  room  do  not  leave  an 
over-indnlgent  system  of  government  for  a  harsh  and  severe  one,  nor 
yet  an  andn]y  strict  system  for  one  culpably  lax  or  inefficient.  They  are 
not  governed  by  one  set  of  rules  at  home  and  by  another  at  school ; 
not  held  to  one  coarse  of  action  at  one  place,  and  to  a  different  course 
at  the  other.  Fo  antagonism  exists  between  the  home  influence  and 
tiie  school  influence,  but  the  same  unvarying  system  of  firm  yet  kind 
control  enforced  at  the  home  is  continued  at  school.  The  benefits  of 
tliis  uniformity  of  government  cannot  easily  be  overestimated,  and  its 
efGect  is  strongly  marked  in  the  conduct  of  the  pupils. 

Beviewing  tiie  past  work  of  our  school,  and  noting  its  visible  results, 
we  find  encouragement  for  future  efforts.  One  of  our  pupils  has  secured 
an  ^pointment  to  the  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  passing  a  commen- 
dable examination,  and  now  sustains  an  honorable  position  in  his  class. 
Oth^«,  by  dint  of  their  own  efforts,  and  the  assistance  of  worthy  Mends, 
are  pursuing  Uie  course  at  the  State  Normal  School,  fitting  themselves 
for  teachers.  Still  others  are  now  engaged  in  teaching,  doing  work  sat- 
isfiactoiy  to  their  employers  and  creditable  to  themselves. 

My  time  has  been  so  nearly  absorbed  by  the  demands  of  my  own  de- 
partment that  I  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  exercise  that  supervis- 
ion over  the  other  departments  usually  expected  of  the  principal  of  a 
schooL  It  has,  however,  been  gratifying  to  know  that  each  department 
is,  in  charge  of  a  teacher  both  earnest  and  competent,  and  whatever  suc- 
cess the  school  may  attain  will  be  owing  greatly  to  the  i^ility  and 
energy  of  my  worthy  assistants. 

For  the  v«riflcation  of  any  statement  in  the  above  report  concerning 
the  condition  or  government  of  the  school,  a  careful  and  critical  exami- 
nation by  your  honorable  body  is  cordially  invited.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Oovemor  and  Oeneral  Assembly : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Illinois'  Charitable  Eye  and  Bar  Infirmary  most 
respectfully  submit  their  annnal  report. 

In  the  statement  of  the  Surgeons,  accompanying  this  report,  is  pre- 
sented an  account  of  the  labors  of  the  medical  board,  and  of  the  special 
object  of  this  Institution. 

In  tho  Treasurer's  statement  will  be  fo^nd  a  detailed  account  of  the 
current  expenses  for  that  year,  and  also  of  the  cost  of  the  new  build- 
ing. 

When  theilct,  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  patients, 
was  presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  two  years  ago,  it  was  supposed 
that  the  new  building  would  be  completed  in  a  few  months,  thereby 
rendering  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  act  necessary.  The  construction  of 
the  new  building,  however,  was  delayed  a  year.  The  small  rented  tene- 
ments, occupied  since  our  great  fire,  could  accommodate  but  a  few 
patients ;  for  this  reason  but  a  small  sum  of  money  has  been  ex|>eiided 
during  the  past  year.  Not  only  is  there  a  balance  of  $1,051  96  nnex- 
pendml  from  the  appropriation  of  1873,  but  none  of  the  appropriation 
for  1874  has  been  drawn  from  the  State  treasury. 

Their  is  also  an  unexpended  balance  of  $785,  of  the  appropriation  for 
rent,  now  in  the  treasury  of  the  Infirmary.  Tl>e  Trustees  request  that 
this  sum  may  be  expended  to  supply  the  dispensary  with  such  applian- 
ces as  the  medical  board  may  deem  necessary. 

The  new  building  has  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
of  Mr.  E.  Burling,  the  architect,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  report.  The 
external  appearance,  as  well  as  the  sub-division  of  the  dififercDt  storied, 
are  well  illustrated  by  the  sketch  and  diagrams  accompanyini^  this 
report. 

The  building  is  of  brick,  with  stone  trimmings ;  105  feet  long  by  47 
feet  wide,  and  consists  of  a  basement  and  four  stories ;  the  outer  walls 
are  sixteen  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  first  story,  above  this,  a  foot 
thick.  The  inside  partitions  are  of  brick,  extending  from  the  founda- 
tion to  the  very  roof.  The  upper  story  is  constructed  with  a  mansard 
roof,  well  protected  with  slate  and  iron  on  the  outside,  while  the  space 
between  the  boards  and  plastering  is  lined  with  plaster  tiles. 

The  space  for  sleeping  rooms  has  been  sub-divided  into  a  large  num- 
ber of  small  dormitories,  rather  than  into  extensive  wards ;  by  tbis  ar- 
'rangement  jiatients  who  are  in  pain  and  who  need  absolute  quiet  can 
be  isolated. 

While  many  of  the  rooms  are  heated  with  steam  coils  placed  in  them, 
the  sitting  rooms  and  halls  are  heated  by  large  coils  arranged  in  cbam- 
bers  in  the  basemen  t^  communicating  with  the  fresh  air  ouUudejtbe  air 
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becomes  heated  by  the  coils,  and  is  then  distributed  by  hot  air  pipes 
orer  the  bnildiDg. 

In  each  room  there  is  a  ventilating  floe  and  a  smoke  flue,  the  latter 
being  intended  for  stoves  in  case  of  accident  to  the  steam  apparatus. 
There  are  separate  sifting  rooms  for  each  sex.  The  dormitories  aiibrd 
ample  accomodations  for  one  hundred  patients.  The  Trustees  believe 
the  building  is  well  constructed  at  a  small  cost,  and  is  surpassed  in  con- 
venience by  that  of  no  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

After  paying  the  cost  of  the  building,  the  Trustees  have  been  able  to 
purchase  furniture  for  a  limited  number  of  patients  and  still  have  a  bal- 
ance of  $556  27,  for  such  expenditures  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary 
before  another  appropriation  can  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly. 

A  suitable  but  not  expensive  barn  is  almost  absolutely  necessary  to 
the  Infirmary.  The  old  wood  barn,  standing  within  five  feet  of  the  rear 
of  the  new  building  should  be  at  once  removed.  One  of  brick  in  the 
comer  of  the  lot  would  be  a  protection  in  case  of  fire  among  the  small 
wood  dwellings  to  the  north  and  west  of  the  Infirmary. 

The  Trustees  respectfully  request  the  General  Assembly  to  make  such 
appropriations  for  the  Infirmary  as  its  increasing  wants  require.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON. 


Chicago,  November  30, 1874. 

In  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Trustees,  the  Sargeoi^s  most 
respectfully  report :  That  during  the  year  ending  November  30,  1874, 
one  thousand  and  twelve  patients  have  been  under  gratuitous  treatment, 
making  an  aggregate  of  ten  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty  who  have 
been  treated  without  charge  since  the  opening  of  the  Infirmary  iu  1858. 

Of  the  number  treated  during  the  past  year  105  were  supported  at 
the  Infirmary  from  the  State  appropriation ;  58  received  gratuitous 
treatment,  their  board  being  paid  at  the  Infirmary  by  fHends  or  from 
their  own  limited  means,  and  849  were  treated  without  charge  as  out- 
patients, at  the  di^<pensary  of  the  institution. 

A  tabulated  list  of  tbe  diseases  which  have  been  treated  during  the 
past  year,  is  given  at  the  close  of  this  report. 

It  is  a  proof  of  the  continued  confidence  with  which  its  efforts  are 
elsewhere  regarded,  that  the  expenses  of  patients  from  a  distance  have, 
as  heretofore,  been  borne  by  benevolent  individuals  in  their  respective 
communities.  Physicians  also,  in  every  portion  of  Illinois  and  even  of 
the  Northwest,  have  expressed  warm  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this 
charity,  and  have  frequently  testified  to  the  great  good  it  has  accom- 
plished. It  must  be  regarded  as  especially  encouraging  to  the  labors 
of  the  institution  that  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  its  patients  have 
sought  aid  at  the  Infirmary  upon  the  recommendation  of  practising 
physicians. 

The  benefits  which  many  of  these  patients  have  received  can  scarcely 
be  estimated.  Parents,  unfortunate  and  helpless,  have  been  restored 
to  sight  and  the  means  of  supporting  their  families.  A  large  number  of 
poor  children  have  been  rescued,  it  is  believed,  from  partial  or  total 
blindness,  and  thus,  from  life-long  poverty  and  ignorance.  Many  pa- 
tients, afiVcted  with  diseases  trifling  in  themselves,  but  which,  if  neg- 
lected, are  almost  certain  to  result  in  permanent  injuiy  of  vision,  have 
been  relieved  by  short  and  simple  treatment.  And  it  is  u]>on  this  class 
of  patients  that  the  Surgeons  look  with  ]>ecu]iar  interest,  as  illustra- 
ting the  manner  in  which  this  charity,  if  x>ossible,  accomplishes  most 
good,  by  encouraging  poor  patients^  without  fear  of  expense^  to  seek  medi- 
cal aid  in  the  very  commencement  oj  tJieir  diseasesy  before  they  liave  a^suined 
a  dangerous  form 

There  is  scarcely  any  form  of  charity  whose  claims  can  be  so  forcibly 
urged,  on  the  grounds  of  humanity  and  economy,  as  this.  It  relieves 
physical  snfi'ering  and  mental  distress,  by  the  cure  of  painful  diseases, 
and  by  removing  fears  of  threatened  blindness ;  it  restores  many  with 
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impaired  vision  to  sight,  and  to  theirdaily  labors,  thereby  removing  one 
cause  of  poverty ;  it  prevents  ignorance,  by  rescuing  poor  children  from 
partial  or  total  loss  of  sight,  thus  enabling  them  to  acquire  the  rudi- 
ments of  knowledge,  and  to  follow  in  after-life  honorable  and  remunera- 
tive occupations.  How  much  more  in  accordance  with  an  enlightened 
humanity  is  it  to  relieve  such  children,  than  to  neglect  them  until  they 
become  dependent  upon  the  Blind  Asylum  for  their  education  and  lim- 
ited means  of  support. 

On  the  ground  of  economy,  this  charity  claims  especial  consideration. 
So  far  as  it  prevents  blindness,  it  lessens  taxation  by  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  the  poor  dependent  upon  public  or  private  charity,  and  adds  to 
the  productive  labor  and  wealth  of  the  State.  Its  principle  is  Preven- 
tion, one  of  the  first  laws  of  economy.  It  does  not  encourage  habits  of 
idleness  and  begging,  as,  it  is  feared,  is  too  often  the  case  with  direct 
pecuniary  aid.  It  restores  to  health,  hope,  and  useful  activity.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  point  to  another  form  of  charity  by  which  so  much  good 
can  be  accomplished  at  so  little  cost. 

For  this  reason,  public  Infirmaries  for  the  gratuitous  treatment  .of  the 
poor,  affected  with  diseases  of  the  eye  especially,  and  of  the  ear,  have 
been  most  liberally  supiH)rted  in  European  and  in  our  Eastern  cities, 
both  by  private  donations  and  public  grants.  The  legislatures  of  sev- 
eral States  have  appropriated  large  sums  of  money  in  aid  of  their  re- 
spective Infirmaries,  believing  that  it  was  not  only  more  humane,  but 
also  more  economical,  to  prevent  blindness  than  to  suffer  the  afflicted 
poor  to  become  blind,  and  a  burden  for  life  to  the  public. 

It  is  well  known  that  throughout  the  State  of  Illinois  there  are  large 
numbers  of  poor,  incapacitated'for  the  simplest  duties  of  life  by  partial 
blindness,  resulting  &om  neglected  diseases  of  the  eye.  Comparatively 
few  physicians  feel  interest  in  the  treatment  of  this  dass  of  diseases. 
The  few  who  are  thus  interested  are  often  called  upon  to  treat  poor  pa- 
tients, living  at  such  distances  fiN>m  them,  and  in  such  unfavorable  cir- 
cumstances, as  regards  care,  diet,  and  shelter,  that  suitable  daily  treat- 
ment and  attention,  which  such  cases  require,  are  absolutely  impossi- 
ble. It  is  for  this  reason  that  nearly  all  the  patients  at  the  Infirmary 
from  the  country,  as  has  been  stated,  have  come  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  practicing  physicians. 

The  Dispensary  of  the  Infirmary  is  open  daily  from  2  to  2^  P.  M.,  for 
such  poor  patients,  not  boarding  at  the  Infirmary,  as  may  require  treat- 
ment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  Bis  Excellenq/j  John  L.  Bbvertdge, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Sir  :— The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Illinois  State  Eeform  School 
herewith  present  their  fourth  annual  report  This  is  the  third  annual 
report  since  the  Institution  was  0[)ened  for  the  reception  of  inmates. 

In  presenting  their  annual  statement,  the  Trustees  desire  to  acknowl- 
edge, with  gratitude,  the  appropriation  made  atthelast  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature for  the  erection  of  work  shop,  enlargement  of  laundry,  ditching, 
fencing,  etc.,  which  will  greatly  facilitate  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution, giving  suitable  workshops,  and  relieving  the  present  crowded 
condition  of  the  dormitories;  but  we  wish  to  impress  upon  the  T^egisla- 
ture  the  necessity  ot  the  api)ropriation  asked  for  at  the  last  session,  for 
family  buildings.  The  importance  of  separating  the  boys  advanced  in 
;sear.s  and  crime,  from  those  who  have  just  entered  upon  a  career  of 
crime,  cannot  be  too  carefully  considered ;  the  evil  influence  of  one  bad 
boy  will  more  than  counteract  all  the  good  influences  that  can  be  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  inmates.  The  system  has  been  eminently  successful  in 
other  reformatory  institutions,  and  we  feel  the  importance  of  it  more 
each  year.  The  object  of  family  buildings  is  to  separate  the  boys  into 
families  of  from  thirty  to  fifty  each,  giving  them  greater  lil)erty,  and 
making  it  more  of  a  home  for  them  than  it  is  possible  to  do  umler  our 
present  arrangement.  This  is  the  only  institution  of  the  kind  in  the 
Slate  supported  by  the  State,  and  ultimately  will  become  a  large 
school. 

By  reference  to  the  Superintendent's  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
is  a  steady  increase  each  year.  In  1872  we  had  08 ;  in  1873,  IGO,  and  in 
1874,  196,  which  would  have  been  much  larger,  but  on  our  solicitation 
to  you,  a  large  number  have  been  pardoned  out  to  relieve  our  over- 
crowded condition.  At  this  ratio  of  increase  we  will  soon  have  several 
luindred  inmates,  and  the  absolute  necessity  of  separating  them  into 
families,  instead  of  a  constant  congregation  in  one  body,  must  be  ap- 
IKin'iit. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  serious  consideration,  to  us,  how  to  drain  the 
waste  water,  etc.,  from  the  Institution  and  farm.  The  natural  course  is 
from  the  Institution  north  to  the  river,  a  distaucro  of  three  thousand 
feet,  through  a  portion  of  the  city  of  Pontiac.  We  dug  a  ditch,  but 
the  stench  arising  from  an  opiii  ditch,  running  through  a  portion  of  the 
city,  compelled  us  to  divert  the  drainajze  in  some  other  direction;  and 
thi»re  must  of  necessity  be  a  sewer  built  to  furnish  drainage,  and  to 
carjy  away  the  debris  from  the  Institution,  which,  otherwise,  will  be  a 
frightful  source  of  sickness  and  certain  death  to  the  inmates.  For  this 
purpose  we  have  asked  au  appropriation  of  $5,000. 
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We  have  no  barn.  Our  facilities  for  caring  for  onr  stock  are  mniply 
sheds,  witli  none  for  the  preservation  of  grain,  hay,  etc.  We  have  a 
good  farm,  an*l  with  suitable  facilities  for  caring  for  stock  and  provid- 
ing storage  for  our  produce. we  can  retluce  th-  items  of  expense  very 
materially. 

At  present  our  boys  are  employed  at  shoe-making,  brush  making  and 
cane  seating  chairs. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  gratitade  to  a  kind  Providence,  which  has  en- 
abled us  to  report  so  good  a  degree  of  health  during  the  past  year,  and 
we  commend  the  care  and  prudence  of  our  Sui)erintendent  in  all  the  va- 
ried departments  of  the  Institution. 

The  severe  drought  in  this  section  of  the  country  has  materially  short- 
ened our  crop  uf  vegetables  and  cereals,  compelling  us  to  buy  a  consid- 
erable portion  of  food  which  in  ordinary  seasons  we  could  have  sup- 
plied in  abundance. 

The  passage  of  the  law  granting  to  each  inmate,  when  discharged 
from  the  Institution,  five  dollars  in  money,  paying  his  fare  to  his  home 
or  the  place  from  which  he  was  committed,  and  giving  him  a  suit  of 
clothes,  is  a  large  item  of  expense ;  and  while  it  is  essential  to  his  com- 
fort and  future  good,  it  should  be  considered  in  estimating  the  amount 
necessary  for  current  expenses. 

We  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  Mr.  Jobst,  of  Peoria,  for  the 
erection  of  a  workshop  and  laundry,  which  will  not  exceed  the  amount 
apiH'opriated — size  120+48,  three  stories  high,  with  wash-room  and 
laundry  in  first  story — all  to  be  completed  by  September,  1874,  and 
which,  when  completed,  will  contain  ample  room  for  working  all  our 
boys,  even  with  a  large  increase  over  our  present  number. 

We  have  estimated  that  it  will  require — 

For  onrrent  expeDBce  for  the  years  1875-6 #40,000 

And  for  the  year  1876-7 40,000 

For  twH  fADiily  haUdings,  ODe  in  1175 9,000 

And  oue  in  1876 *. 9,000 

For  bam 5,000 

For  sower 5.000 

We  are  endeavoring  to  give  the  education  of  the  inmates  the  consid- 
eration and  prominence  it  demands,  and  with  very  gratifying  results. 
Very  many  come  to  us  without  any  education  whatever,  and  whenever 
any  degree  of  capability  is  manifested,  marked  improvement,  and  in 
many  instances  considerable  proficiency,  is  attained. 

Hoping  that  the  future  will  meet  the  wishes  and  expectations  of  the 
friends  of  the  school,  sind  the  expectations  of  all  interested  in  the  re- 
formation and  improvement  of  all  committed  to  the  Institution,  we  sub- 
mit our  report  July  1,  A.  D.  1874.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Below  we  have  given  a  synopsis  of  vouchers  paid  and  duplicate  de- 
posited with  Auditor,  in  Springfield.  To  give  every  item  in  the  vouch- 
ers would  swell  our  report  to  an  unhandy  volume.    We  have  tried  to 
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bring  everything  nnder  the  projier  heading,  but  this  te  a  diflBcalt  mat- 
ter, as  it  is  perplexing  to  And  that  some  items  in  the  vouchers  will  have 
to  come  under  the  head  sundries.  This  we  acknowledge  is  not  pleasant, 
but  is  unavoidable  unless  we  recapitulate  the  itemized  vouchers,  which, 
as  above  stated,  would  only  increase  the  bulk,  without  adding  any  de- 
sirable information  to  our  report.  It  will  be  seen,  from  items  we  give 
below,  that  we  hav<' —

During  the  year  we  have  had  an  average  of  a  fraction  over  184  boys 
and  about  16  officers  and  employees,  making  about  200  on  an  average 
during  the  year,  making  an  average  expenditure  of  about  $146  20  to 
each  inmate  and  officers,  per  annum,  or  about  40  cents  per  day.  This 
includes  everything.  But  suppose  we  exclude  some  of  the  larger  items 
of  expense,  such  as —

With  these  four  (4)  items  excluded,  it  leaves  us  only  22  cents  per 
diem  to  each  inmate  and  officer.  As  w©  had  no  fund  for  repairs,  etc., 
to  pay  such,  we  had  to  draw  on  our  current  expenses,  which  left  us,  for 
the  real  necessaries  of -life,  to  practice  the  greatest  economy.

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From  the  farm  we  received  125  bushels  ot  wheat,  which  was  made 
intoiiour;  corn-meal,  73,000  pounds;  beef.  U,300  pounds;  pork,  4,9(K) 
pounds ;  200  bushels  potatoes  and  all  the  milk  aiul  most  of  the  butter 
used  by  the  school.  From  the  garden  we  had  all  the  vegetables  we 
could  use  during  the  summer  and  fall,  but  the  season  being  extremely 
<lry,  we  were  not  provided  with  winter  supplies,  as  otherwise  we  would 
have  been.  We  use  the  farm  teams  to  do  all  our  hauling,  which,  con- 
sidering the  large  amount  of  coal  we  use,  keeps  them  busy  during  the 
winter,  and  reduces  the  cost. 

You  will,  by  examining  the  Treasurer's  report,  discover  that  the  as- 
sets of  fl  uly  1, 1874,  are  largely  in  excess  of  the  same  in  1873.  This  is 
caused  by  a  large  amount  being  due  the  State  from  parties  who  con- 
tracted for  the  labor  of  inmates  and  failed  to  pay  the  amouut  earned 
by  the  boys  when  due.

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Illinois  State  Reform  School: 

Gentlemen  :  I  bog  leave  most  respectfully  to  present  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  June  5o,  1874. 

By  reference  to  the  following  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase 
has  been  nearly  twenty  per  cent,  since  our  last  report. 

During  the  previous  year  Cook  county  sent  us  over  half  of  all  commit- 
ted, while  this  year,  with  nearly  as  many  commitments  in  the  aggregate 
as  during  the  years  1872  and  1873,  Cook  county  sends  only  thirty-six 
(3G.)  If  Cook  county  had  sent  us  as  many  as  it  did  during  the  year 
previous,  the  increase  would  have  been  much  greater.

We  bave 
received  boys  durinjr  tlie  past  year  from  eoimties  whi<-h  previously  !»;i(i 
sent  us  none,  and  the  in(rea.se  has  been  t'roin  the  State  at  larore  aiul  not 
from  any  partieular  lueality.     The  >('hool  is  yet  in  its  in  fancy  ,"only  ihitjc 
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(3)  years  since  the  first  inmate  was  received,  yet  during  that  period 
there  has  been  discharged  over  two  hundred  (200)  boys.  Some  left  us 
without  forming  resohitions  to  be  respected  members  of  society,  or  of 
making  men  by  their  industry  and  honesty,  and  with  sorrow  we  make 
the  statement  that  they  have  gone  back  to  their  old  haunts  and  habits. 
On  the  other  hand  many  have  gone  into  the  world  to  make  men  of 
themselves,  and  we  know,  from  personal  observation,  and  from  letters 
received,  almost  daily,  from  discharged  inmates,  of  the  most  flattering 
and  encouraging  character — that  they  will  make  men  in  the  future  that 
society  will  respect  and  honor. 

Some  of  the  inmates  were  permitted  to  visit  their  friends  with  the 
promise  to  return  at  a  given  time,  and  we  are  proud  to  say  not  one  has 
ever  broken  faith  with  us  or  showed  any  inclination  to  do  so.  I  think 
such  privileges  beneficial  to  inmates  and  the  school. 

"Do  you  keep  track  of  your  boys  f  is  a  question  often  asked.^  We  do, 
as  far  as  it  is  in  our  power  to  do  so,  and  some  of  the  inmates  discharged 
two  years  ago  still  keep  up  communication  with  the  school,  and  who 
give  very  gratifying  accounts  of  their  conduct  since  they  left.  We  have 
occasional  visits  from  some  of  our  old  boys,  who,  to  all  appearances,  are 
doing  well,  and  their  conversation  is  such  that  we  are  forced  to  believe 
that  they  have  determined  to  be  good  and  true  men,  and  that  they  will 
keep  their  resolutions. 

The  health  of  inmates  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  good,  no 
epidemic  sickness  among  us,  and  but  one  death. 

The  inmates  and  ofticers  are  very  grateful  for  the  Sunday  lectures 
given  by  Uev.  J.  F.  Culver,  Gray,  Taylor  and  others,  who  at  all  times 
are  ready  to  assist  in  every  good  work. 

The  inmates  also  receive  many  papers  free  from  the  counties  from 
which  committed,  sent  by  the  edit(»rs  through  kindly  feelings,  and  if 
they  conld  only  see  the  eagerness  with  which  home  news  is  devoured,  it 
would  repay  them  for  their  trouble.  We  hope  that  more  of  the  counties 
will  follow  in  the  good  work. 

Thanking  you  for  advice  and  wise  council  at  all  times,  and  for  the 
earnest  interest  you  have  taken  in  the  institution,

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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  John  L.  BBVEErooE, 

Oovemor  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

Sir — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Illinois  State  Reform  School  here- 
with present  a  supplement  to  their  fourth  annual  report,  from  June  30, 
1874,  to  Kovember  30,  1874,  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  as  requested. 

The  appropriation  of  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  for  workshops, 
enlarging  laundry,  fencing,  &c.,  became  available  July  1,  1874,  and  in 
accordance  therewith,  we  advertised  for  proposals  and  let  contract  to 
Valentine  Jobst,  of  Peoria,  for  the  sum  of  $14,131  00,  being  the  lowest 
bid,  for  a  building  combining  workshops  and  laundry,  124  feet  in  length 
by  48  feet  in  width,  three  stories  high.  The  first  story  containing  bath 
24x12  feet  and  facilities  for  washing;  also,  room  for  recreation  during 
inclement  weather,  and  the -second  and  third  stories  for  workshops. 
On  the  east  end  of  the  same,  and  attached  thereto,  is  the  laundry,  40x 
18  feet,  two  stories  high,  all  of  brick,  built  in  a  plain  substantial  man- 
ner. Of  the  appropriation  therefor,  we  have  expended  $14,453  50,  in- 
cluding fencing.  The  balance  will  complete^ the  heating  and  fixtures  for 
laundry.  Out  of  the  appropriation  for  drainage,  purchase  of  stock  and 
other  expenses  of  farm — $3,000 — we  have  added  some  thoroughbred 
stock  to  our  herd,  built  fence  enclosing  the  buildings,  fenced  a  pasture 
of  twenty  acres,  repaired  the  fence  on  the  south  side  of  the  farm  160 
rods,  new  posts  and  part  new  boards;  dug  a  ditch  12  feet  at  top  and 
two  feet  at  bottom  in  width,  and  an  average  of  seven  feet  deep,  running 
west  from  the  institution  90  rods,  and  thence  north  into  the  ditch  of  the 
Chicago  and  Alton  Eailroad,  about  100  rods  north  of  the  mstitution,  a 
portion  of  which  is  ten  feet  deep ;  also,  along  the  west  side  of  the  farm 
about  180  rods  south  of  the  point  at  which  we  enter  the  highway  west 
of  the  institution.  So  long  as  we  are  permitted  by  the  public  to  keep 
this  ditch  oi>en,  it  will  furnish  drainage  for  the  farm.  But  it  must  be 
apparent  that  a  ditch  of  this  size  along  the  side  of  a  highway  100  ro^ls, 
will  be  objectionable,  and  at  no  distant  day  we  will  be  compelled  to  close 
it.  We  have  expended  to  date,  of  the  appropriation,  $2,027  57.  What 
we  need  is  a  sewer  from  the  buildings  north  to  the  river  3,000  feet,  the 
ditch  for  which  is  already  dug  and  for  which  we  have  asked  an  appro- 
priation in  our  annual  rei)ort. 

On  or  about  the  first  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1873,  a  contract  was  made 
with  Everett  &  Clement,  of  Chicago,  for  the  labor  of  fifty  boys  and  as 
many  more  as  could  be  agreed  upon.  He  was  to  furnish  good  bond  for 
the  performance  of  the  contract  and  the  payment  of  amount  due  the 

institution.  C^r\r\n]i 
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The  contract  was  made  and  he  entered  upon  his  daties,  the  labor  being 
famished  without  compensation  for  the  first  thirty  days.  When  the 
bond  was  required  as  per  agreement  with  Leverett  B.  Sidway,  of  Chi- 
cago, as  security,  the  security  refused  to  sign  it  for  the  alleged  reason 
that  the  authority  given  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  law  was  not  HufB- 
cieut  to  warrant  them  in  leasing  the  labor  of  the  boys,  but  assured  us 
that  as  soon  as  the  legislature  authorized  the  leasing  of  the  labor  of  the 
inmates  he  would  sign  the  same.  At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature 
an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  leasing  of  the  labor  of  the  boys,  but 
limiting  the  number  of  hours  that  they  might  be  employed  to  six  hours 
per  day,  while  by  our  former  contract  it  was  seven  hours.  The  new  law 
went  into  force  July  1,  1874,  and  immediately  we  undertook  to  settle 
with  said  Clement  for  the  amount  due  Us  and  enter  into  a  contract  un- 
der the  law.  Under  the  former  contract  of  seven  hours  per  day,  the 
price  per  boy  for  each  day  after  the  first  30  days  was  25  cents,  and  the 
amount  due  us  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1874,  was  about  $2,500.  Inas- 
much as  we  were  compelled  to  change  from  seven  to  six  hours  per  day 
and  allowing  the  Superintendent  to  select  the  boys,  we  oftered  as  com- 
pensation to  deduct  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  then  due  us  and  contract 
the  labor  at  20  cents  per  day,  but  making  the  express  condition  that  the 
money  should  be  paid  which  was  then  due,  and  a  bond  with  Leverett  B. 
Sidway  as  security  executed,  securing  the  prompt  payment  of  the 
amount  becoming  clue  at  the  end  of  each  month.  All  the  terms  of  the 
new  contract,  as  well  as  the  settlement  under  the  old,  are  familiar  to 
your  Excellency,  and  we  endeavored  to  carry  out  on  our  part  all  the 
terms  suggested  by  you.  After  weeks  had  elapsed,  during  which  repea- 
ted promises  to  pay  were  made  by  both  Mr.  Clement  and  Mr.  Sidway,  a 
new  difficulty  arose.  J.  D.  Marshall,  of  Chicago,  to  whom  Clement  was 
indebted,  commenced  a  suit  by  attachment  and  levied  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  Clement,  used  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  at  the  institution. 
Then  Sidway,  who  had  been  the  active  party  in  all  transactions,  pre- 
sented charges  against  J.  F.  Culver,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  Dr.  J.  D.  Scouller,  Superintendent,  signed  by  Clement,  charging 
them  with  an  attempt  to  injure  the  credit  of  Clement  and  giving  said  J. 
D.  Marshall,  of  Chicago,  as  his  authority,  and  he  urged  that  Mr.  Clem- 
ent had  been  so  injured  in  credit  and  reputation  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  enter  into  any  contract  by  reason  of  the  attachment  of  his 
goods  and  machinery,  procured,  as  Sidway  alleged,  at  the  instance  of 
Culver  and  Scouller. 

We  have  hereto  attached  a  copy  of  his  charges,  dated  July  22,  1874, 
and  marked  exhibit  "A."  Upon  the  hearing  of  said  charge  was  pro- 
duced the  letter  of  E.  R.  St^ndish,  the  party  who  swore  out  the  attach- 
ment upon  the  goods  of  Clement  for  J.  D.  Marshall,  denying  that  either 
Culver  or  Scouller  had  furnished  the  information  as  charged  by  Clement 
and  Sidway,  or  any  information  which  induced  hiih  to  atta^ch  his  goods, 
but  that  the  same  was  based  upon  the  statements  of  Clement  himself, 
which  letter  is  corroborated  by  said  J.  D.  Marshall  and  signed  by  him, 
and  a  copy  is  hereto  attached  and  marked  exhibit  **B."  Upon  the  read- 
ing of  said  last  letter  Sidway  and  Clement  offered  the  following  propo- 
sition :  "That  the  whole  matter  be  referred  to  the  court,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  commence  a  suit,  and  that  E.  A.  Clement  would  execut<*,  to 
him,  L.  B.  Sidway,  a  deed  of  the  store,  buildings  and  grounds  owne<l  by 
him  in  Pontiac,  and  that  he  (Sidway)  would  execute  a  declaration  of 
trust  the  next  day,  binding  himself  to  turn  out  the  property  to  satisfy 
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any  judgment  obtained  by  the  State  against  £.  A.  Olement,  and  that 
inmates  cease  working  for  E.  A.  Clement.''  Several  days  elapsed  and 
the  deed  and  declaration  of  trust  not  having  been  executed,  a  member 
of  our  board  called  on  Mr.  Sidway  and  was  informed  by  him  that  the 
declaration  of  trust,  as  executed  by  him,  would  limit  the  amount  of  his 
liability  to  no  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  indebtedness.  This  being  so 
palpable  a  violation  of  the  agreement,  we  caused  an  attachment  in  aid 
of  the  suit  to  be  issued  and  levied  upon  the  property  of  E.  A.  Clement 
for  the  whole  amount  of  his  indebtedness,  which  suit  is  now  pending  in 
the  circuit  court  of  Livingston  county,  and  is  being  conducted  by  Hon. 
Charles  H.  Wood,  of  Chicago,  and  Messrs.  Lawrence  and  Strawn,  of 
Pontiac,  on  behalf  of  the  State. 

On  January,  1874,  \ve  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Clark  &  Hill, 
of  Chicago,  to  contract  the  labor  of  fifty  boys  in  the  manufacture  of 
brushes  at  25  cents  per  day  after  the  first  30  days,  but  being  unable  to 
close  the  same  before  July  1, 1874,  the  time  at  which  the  enabling  act 
came  into  force,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  Clement  had,  under 
his  first  contract,  the  right  to  select  the  boys,  the  agreement  was  dis 
solved,  and  there  is  due  us,  which  will  be  paid,  about  $600.  The  labor 
of  the  boys  has,  since  the  termination  of  said  cx)ntracts,  been  employed 
in  cane  seating  chairs  for  the  Bloomington  Manufacturing  Company, 
under  the  direction  of  the  euiployees  of  the  Eeform  School. 

Our  work  shops  are  couiuiodious  and  very  suitable  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  erected.  We  have  enlarged  the  grounds  used  for 
the  boys  to  exercise  and  play,  to  about  eight  acres.  The  health  of  all  the 
inmates  has  been  excellent,  and  we  feel  encouraged  to  believe  that  the 
Institution  will  recomBiend  itself  to  the  entire  State.  We  would  call  par- 
ticular attention,  in  our  annual  report,  to  the  fact  that  about  two-thirds 
of  the  inmates  make"good  time,^Minder  thelaw,  and  are  thus  discharged 
before  the  time  their  sentence  would  otherwise  expire,  and  since  our  an- 
nual report  several  boys  have  been  granted  privileges  upon  their  honor, 
and  in  not  a  single  instance  have  they  betrayed  the  trust  and  confidence 
reposed  in  them.

Hon.  L.  a.  Parks, 

President  Tru4tt€€Sj  State  Reform  School : 

Dear  Sir — At  tbe  instance  of  J.  D.  Marshall,  Esq.,  Chicago,  a  writ 
of  atta<5hment  was  issued  and  a  levy  was  made  on  about  $9,000  worth 
of  my  property,  to  secure  a  debt  of  some  $1,200.  The  sheriflf  told  me 
that  he  was  instructed  to  levy  on  my  tools  and  fixtures  also,  but  he  did 
not  do  so.  The  affidavit  in  the  writ  was  *'That  Clement  had  within  two 
years  preceding  the  filing  of  the  affidavit,  fraudulently  conveyed  and 
assigned  part  of  his  eflfeets  so  as  to  hinder  his  creditors,  and  that  said 
Clement  had  within  two  years  preceding  the  filing  of  this  affidavit 
trandulently  concealed  and  disposed  of  his  property  so  as  to  hinder  his 
creditors.^ 

I  went  to  Chicago,  and  upon  application  to  Mr.  Marshall  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  such  procedure  he  stated  that  a  man  in  his  employ  called 
upon  me  regarding  his  account  but  with  no  thought  of  suing  me  or  in- 
stitntiug  any  legal  proceedings,  but  that  upon  information  given  by  Mr. 
Cnlv<»r,  Trustee,  and  Mr.  Scouller,  Superintendent,  he  was  induced  to 
swear  out  the  writ,  and  that  the  affidavit  was  ma<le  and  the  entire  pro- 
ceedings were  based  upon  statements,  suggestions  and  information  had 
from  said  Culver  and  Scouller,  and  that  the  information  coming  as  it 
did  from  State  officials  who,  we  had  reason  for  believing,  knew  the 
facts  in  the  case,  led  him  to  believe  that  they  were  true,  and  that  his 
actions  were  such  as  he  thought  necessary  to  protect  his  interests  under 
tbe  cireumstances,  but  that  he  gave  instructions  to  make  no  levy  on 
tools  or  fixtures  or  do  nothing  that  would  interfere  with  work  in  the 
shop. 

I  herewith  submit  the  above  statement  without  comments  further 
than  to  say  that  the  allegations  in  the  affidavit  are  totally  and  unequivo- 
cally false  in  every  particular,  and  are  without  the  slightest  foundation 
in  fact.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  Stnte  Reform  Schoolj  Pontine^  111. 

I  hereby  c«»rtiry  that  I  visited  Pontiac  on  or  about  the  16th  of  last 
July,  for  tbe  purpose  of  settling  an  account  of  J.  D.  Marshall,  of  Chicago, 
against  E.  A.  Clement,  contractor  at  the  Keform  School,  and  in  course 
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erf  iBqairies  reUtiTe  to  the  standing  of  said  Clement  learned  from  Dr. 
Sooaller,  Superintendent  of  the  Reform  School,  that  the  contract  with 
said  Clement  had  been  declared  illegal  and  that  a  new  one  had  been 
prepared  whiob  he  had  refnsed  to  sign,  ftnd  fnrthermore  that  said  Clement 
at  that  time  owed  the  State  a  certain  sum  of  money  which  be  refused  to 
pay,  claiming  certain  damages  as  an  offset  to  the  debt.  The  Superin- 
tendent also  gave  a  letter  of  introduction  to  Judge  Culver,  one  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  to  whom  I  stated  that  I  had  heard  that  Mr.  Clement's 
contract  with  the  State  had  been  annulled,  and  that  I  wished  to  learn 
from  him  as  to  the  probability  or  otherwise  of  a  new  contract  being 
signed,  as  the  contrary  would  amount  to  a  virtual  closing  of  said 
Clement's  business,  and  would  seriously  aitect  his  credit  with  the  firm 
1  represented.  In  answer  to  my  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  stock  that 
said  Clement  had  at  the  time,  Judge  Culver  stated  that  shortly  after 
the  trouble  between  said  Clement  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  about  the 
old  contract,  he  had  been  informed  that  the  former  had  taken  away  all 
or  nearly  all  the  finished  stock  at  the  Reform  School.  In  connection 
with  this,  I  had  before  learned  from  the  foreman  of  said  Clement  at  the 
Reform  School  that  a  quantity  of  stock  had  been  removed  to  a  building 
in  Pontiac,  as  nearly  as  I  could  learn  about  the  same  time,  which  fact 
I  afterwards  learned,  to  my  surprise,  was  not  known  to  some  who  would 
have  been  likely  to  have  known  of  it  had  it  been  done  openly.  These 
two  facts  in  connection  with  each  other  caused  me  to  suspect  that  said 
Clement  had  concealed  or  disi>osed  of  his  stock  or  a  certain  amount  of 
it  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors.  I  endeavored  as  far  as  possible 
to  give  Judge  Culver  the  idea  that  I  was  merely  in  search  of  informa- 
tion, and  gave  him  no  inkling  of  what  my  course  would  be  in  the  mat- 
ter, which  in  fact  I  had  not  then  determined ;  he  gave  me  no  advice 
about  the  matter  nor  any  intimation  to  proceed  to  extreme  measures 
with  said  Clement,  but  merely  on  my  inquiry  referred  me  to  Messrs. 
Lawrence  &  Strawn  and  others  as  good  lawyers  for  consultation.  From 
all  the  information  received  I  had  not  felt  certain  that  fraud  had  been 
intended  on  sdid  Clement's  part  in  taking  away  the  goods,  until  I  heard 
his  own  side  of  the  story,  an  hour  later,  on  the  same  day. 

He,  E.  A.  Clement,  stated  as  a  reason  that  he  could  not  attend  to  a 
settlement  of  my  business  with  him  before  I  left  on  the  next  train,  that 
it  was  necessary  that  he  should  go  to  Springfield  that  night  to  see  the 
Governor,  in  order  to  get  ahead  of  Judge  Culver  in  regard  to  the  new 
contract,  the  terms  of  which  were  in  dispute  between  them.  He  also 
stated,  in  reply  to  my  question  as  to  whether  he  owed  the  State  any 
money  on  the  old  contract,  that  he  did  according  to  the  original  terms 
of  the  contract,  but  he  claimed  that  the  State  owed  him  an  amount  as 
damages  to  offset  the  balance.  I  then  asked  him  why  he  had  held  back 
money  due  the  State  when  he  was  satisfied,  as  he  stated  that  he  was, 
with  the  contract  as  it  was,  until  the  Board  refused  to  give  him  the 
choice  of  the  boys  in  the  institution,  which  he  claimed ;  he  replied  that 
he  knew  that  it  «iras  illegal  at  the  time  and  hence  would  not  pay  ou  a 
contract  that  was  not  legal,  bat  chose  to  let  it  continue  as  long  as  it 
was  his  interest  to  do  so,  or  words  to  that  effect.  I  thought  that  as  he 
had  acted  so  dishonestly,  as  I  considered,  in  regard  to  the  contract,  that 
in  all  probability  he  would  and  had  acted  fraudulently  in  regard  to  the 
removal  of  the  stock.  This  determined  me,  after  consultation  with  my 
lawyers,  in  securing  the  debt  of  the  firm  I  represented  in  the  surest  pos- 
siUe  way  according  to  the  information  in  my  possession. 
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I  will  say  here,  it  having  been  omitted  it  its  proper  place,  that  Jadge 
Culver  could  give  me  no  idw  as  to  the  chances  for  a  new  contract  con- 
tinuing Mr.  Clement  as  one  of  the  contractors,  as  the  decision  in  the 
dispute  rested  with  the  Governor,  and  he  did  not  know  whether  or  not 
a  contract  could  be  drawn  up  which  the  Governor  woaid  approve  and 
said  Clement  and  his  sureties  would  sign.

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  First  Biennial  Report  of  the 
Adjatant>€renerar3  and  Quartermaster-General's  office  for  the  years 
1873  and  1874,  ending  November  30,  1874,  with  the  following  documents 
deemed  of  public  interest,  and  respectfully  ask  your  consideration  of 
the  same,  to- wit :

The  business  of  the  office  consists  in  part  of  furnishing  honorably  dis- 
charged soldiers,  their  widows  or  heirs  with  cerciticates  of  honorable 
service,  in  cases  where  the  original  discharge  has  been  lost  or  destroyed, 
transcripts  of  records  in  case  of  death  of  soldier,  addresses  of  officers, 
general  information  relating  to  back-pay,  bounties,  pensions  and  any 
other  evidences  of  service,  to  enable  soldiers  or  their  heirs  to  enter 
public  lands  under  the  provisions  of  the  soldiers'  homestead  law  of 
1812,  and  proofs  to  perfect  claims  against  the  general  government. 

During  the  past  two  years  a  number  of  counties  of  the  State  that 
voted  local  Imnnties  to  their  resident  soldiers,  have  been  furnished  with 
certificates  of  credit,  on  which  to  pay  their  bounties.  As  counties  pay 
this  bounty  on  evidence  of  credit  furnished  by  this  office,  a  general 
desire  for  information  relative  to  these  claims  is  manifested  throughout 
the  State.  At  least  fifteen  hundred  certificates  have  been  issued  since 
my  appointment.  The  Pension,  Auditor's,  Quartermaster-General's 
and  War  Department,  in  fact,  all  Government  Bureaus,  seek  infor^ai^ 
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tion  of  ^claims,  claimants,  copies  of  general  and  special  orders,  dates  of 
enlistment,  muster-in,  death,  discbarge,  and  muster-oat  of  Illinois  Vol- 
unteers, in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  Mexican  and  Indian  wars  in  which 
our  soldiers  lK>re  an  honorable  part. 

Certificates  of  death  of  soldiers,  to  be  used  in  the  settlement  of  es- 
tates, are  furnished  interested  parties  in  all  parts  of  the  civilized 
world. 

Since  the  passage  of  soldiers'  homestead  law,  of  1872,  (which  allows 
the  time  served  in  the  army  or  navy  to  be  deducted  from  the  five  years 
settlement,  prior  to  receiving  a  patent  therefor,)  the  business  of  the 
office  has  materially  increased  in  volume  and  importance,  and  will  con- 
tinue as  tha  country  increases  in  population,  until  our  vast  territorial 
domain  is  settled  up.

In  the  preparation  of  the  following  list,  I  have  availed  myself^ of  the 
roll  of  honor  published  by  the  Quartermaster-GeneraPs  office,  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. — the  list  compiled  by  Sergeant-Major  John  H.  Goldsmith, 
late  14th  Illinois  Infantry  Volunteers,  an  inmate  of  the  prison,  who  had 
access  to  the  death  register,  and  the  list  prepared  by  Dorence  Atwater, 
also  an  inmate. 

None  of  the  h'sts  embrace  the  entire  prison  record.  I  have  carefully 
compared  them  with  the  records  of  this  office  and  found  thereon  many 
of  our  soldiers  reported  ^^died  in  Anderson  ville  prison,"  not  on  published 
lists,  and  have  placed  them  on  the  roll — these  are  the  unnumbered 
graves,  and  are  classed  on  the  "death  register"  as  "unknown." 

The  lists  referred  to  are  necessarily  incorrect  and  incomplete,  as  there 
was  no  opportunity  to  compare  them  with  regimental  and  company 
records  prior  to  their  publication.  I  have  found  (853)  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-three  names  out  of  a  total  number  of  (916)  nine  hundred  and 
sixteen,  leaving  (63)  sixty -three  names  not  identified  as  Illinois  soldiers. 
In  the  examination  I  found  many  of  onr  soldiers  accredited  to  other 
States,  and  conclude  that  of  the  names  not  identified  as  having  belonged 

our  State— some  belong  to  them.

The  importaDce  of  a  roll  of  this  kind  canuot  be  properly  estimatedi 
except  by  one  whose  <liity  it  becomes  to  answer  thousatids  of  letters 
froDi  fathers,  mothers,  widows  and  heirs,  who  do  not  know  the  number 
of  the  regiment  or  organization  to  which  son,  husband,  father  or  brother 
belonged. 

Ill  cases  of  this  kiu<l  no  information  (which  generally  relates  to  pay, 
bounty  or  pension,)  can  be  given,  as  it  Would  require  the  entire  service 
of  a  clerk  to  find  the  Uiiine  among  the  256,297  soldiers  lurnished  by  this 
State  in  the  late  war. 

It  is  becoming  yearly  of  still  greater  importance,  amounting  to  an  ab- 
solute necessity.  As  ti  tne  rolls  on,  the  scenes,  incidents  and  participants 
of  the  late  war  are  fasi  fading  away.  Before  the  government  has  fully 
paid  her  soldiers  and  s:(llors,  many  will  have  died,  and  their  heirs  for- 
gotten these  regiment al  numbers.  A  list  of  this  kind  would  be  more 
beneficial  to  the  pul»:  c,  surviving  soldiers  and  heirs  than  the  already 
I'^raPs  report  for  1861  and  1806,  which  only  gives 
umber  of  the  regiment  is  given.  Had  this  plau 
Ih  large  class  and  all  others,  would  be  easily 
ring  relieved.

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BOSTBR  OF  OFFIOEBS  OF  THE  WAR  OF  1812. 

The  following  roster  was  compiled  from  fragmentary  records  on  file 
in  this  office.  Many  of  these  rolls  are  fading  out,  and  should  be  repro- 
duced in  a  more  enduring  form.  I  would  suggest  that  they  be  alpha- 
betized, copied  on  parchment,  and  bound  in  convenient  form,  as  their 
value  would  be  greatly  enhanced  thereby,  being  as  they  are  a  part  of 
the  early  history  of  the  State,  of  which  many  of  us  know  so  little. 

The  soldiers  or  their  widows  are,  by  the  pension  law  of  1871,  entitled 
to  pensions,  and  this  would  aid  them  in  establishing  claims  thereto, 
should  its  publication  be  authorized.  The  existence  of  these  records  is 
not  generally  known. 

I  append  the  following  copy  of  the  law  above  referred  to,  for  general 
information  : 

An  Act  granting  Pengion*  to  cert^n  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  War  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
and  the  Widows  of  deceased  Soldiers. 

Be  it  enatted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeentatives  of  the  United  States  qf  America,  in  Congress 
Assembled,  That  the  Secrfetary  of  the  Interior  be  and  he  is  hereby  aothorized  and  directed  to  place  on 
the  pension  roil  the  names  of  the  surviving  officers  and  enlisted  and  drafted  men.  inclnding  militia  and 
voluutet^is,  of  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  who  served  sixty  days  in  the  war 
with  Great  Biitain,  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  were  honorably  discharged,  and  to  such  other 
oiticers  and  soldiers  as  may  have  been  personally  named  in  any  resolution  of  Congit>ss  for  any  specilic 
•erxiee  in  said  war,  although  their  term  of  service  may  have  been  less  than  sixty  days,  and  who,  at  no 
time  diu-ing  the  late  rebellion  f^ainst  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  adhered  to  the  cause  of  th« 
enemies  of  the  government,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort,  or  exercised  the  functions  of  any  office  what* 
ever  under  any  authority  or  pretended  authority  in  hostility  to  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  to  support  the  coDstitiition  of  the  United  States,  and  the  surviving  widows  of 
such  officers  and  enlisted  ana  drafted  men :  Provided,  that  such  widows  shall  have  been  married  prior 
to  the  treaty  of  i>eace  which  terminated  said  war  to  an  officer,  or  enlisted  or  drafted  man,  who  served 
as  aforesaid  in  said  war,  and  shall  not  have  re-married. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  is  receiving  a  pen- 
sion,  at  the  rate  of  eight  dollars  or  more  per  mouth,  nor  to  any  person  receiving  a  pension  less  than 
eight  dollars  per  month,  except  for  the  difference  between  the  pension  now  received  and  eight  dollars 
per  month.  Fensious  under  this  act  shall  he  at  the  rate  of  eight  dollars  per  month,  except  as  herein 
provided,  when  a  person  is  receiving  a  pension  of  less  than  eight  dollars  per  month,  and  shall  be  paid 
to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  andfduring  the  term  of  their 
natural  lives. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  before  the  name  of  any  person  shall  be  placed  upon  the  pen- 
sion roll  under  this  act,  proof  shall  be  made,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  may  prescribe,  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  a  pension  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  •■  and 
any  person  who  shall  falsely  take  any  oath  required  to  be  taken  under  the  pro\nsious  of  this  act,  shall 
be  guilty  of  peijury ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  to  be  stricken  from  the  pension  roll 
the  name  of  any  person,  whenever  it  shall  appear,  by  proof  satisfactory  to  him.  that  such  name  was 
put  upon  such  roll  through  false  or  fraudulent  representations  as  to  the  right  of  such  person  to  a  pen- 
«ion  under  the  provisious  of  this  act  The  loss  ot  a  certificate  of  discharge  shall  not  deprive  the  appli- 
cant of  the  beneflts  of  this  act,  bnt  other  proof  of  services  performed  and  of  an  honorable  discharge,  if 
aatisfaotory,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Sec.  a.  And  be  it  further  etiaeted.  That  the  provisions  of  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  supplementary  to  'an  act  to  grant  pensions,'  "  approved  July  four,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  and  of  sections  two,  three  and  four  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  supplementary  to  several  acts  re- 
lating  to  pensions,"  approved  June  six,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  pen- 
sious  granted  b\'  this  act.

STATB  CLAIM  AGENCY. 

I  desire  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  tlie  expediency  of  es- 
tablishing an  agency  for  the  collection  of  claims  of  citizens  of  this 
State  against  the  general  government-'^i^laims  incident  to  the  late  war, 
for  supplies  furnished,  rations,  subsistence  for  horses,  lumber,  medicine, 
use  of  grounds  for  camps  of  instruction,  destruction  of  timber  and  im- 
provements, etc.,  which  are  due  and  should  be  paid.  Owing  to  the  extent 
of  this  work,  and  the  time  required  to  examine  these  claims,  the  depart- 
ment of  the  government  are  slowly  paying  some  of  these  claims,  but 
unless  some  authorized  person  or  persons  take  charge  of,  examine,  and 
certify  to  their  correctness,  many  of  the  claimants  will  have  died  before 
their  claims  are  settled. 

Col.  H.  D.  Cook,  (late  deceased)  formerly  our  State  agent,  estimated 
the  unsettled  claims  would  amount  to  half  a  million  of  dollars. 

Several  States  have  appointed  agents,  or  authorized  the  collection 
through  the  office  of  their  A(\jutant-General,  and  have  reported  large 
amounts  collected. 

The  subjoined  letter  of  Adjutant  General  Townsend,  to  my  predeces- 
sor, more  explicitly  defines  the  subject.

Adjutant- General  of  Illinois^  Springfield,  Illinois : 

Sir — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  26tli  of  January,  1872,  T  suggest 
tlie  following^  points : 

The  duties  of  State  agent  for  claims  to  be  assigned  by  act  of  the  leg- 
islature to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  and  a  stated  compensa- 
tion in  lieu  of  all  contingent  fee,  to  be  allowed  for  performing  such 
duties.  Suitable  bonds  for  faithful  administration  to  be  given,  and 
penalty  attached  for  accepting  any  gratification,  fee  or  compensation, 
except  stated  salary  :  the  agent  to  be  required  to  keep  himself  informed 
upon  all  national  legislation  concerning  pensions,  bounties  and  various 
grounds  of  claim  against  the  United  States  treasury,  aud  to  provide  all 
blanks,  instructions,  etc.,  to  enable  him  to  prepare  claims.  His  duty  to  be 
to  receive,  put  in  form,  and  forward  to  proper  department  in  Washington, 
all  claims  by  citizens  of  the  State,  previously  using  due  care  and  in- 
vestigation to  ascertain  that  no  fraud  attaches  to  the  claim,  and,  that 
all  the  information  necessary  to  establish  its  validity  is  collected  and 
filed  therewith.  The  agent  to  receive  the  warrants,  certificates  for  pen- 
sion, etc.,  issued  on  such  claims,  aud  promptly  to  place  the  proper 
owner  in  possession  of  the  same,  without  charge,  taking  a  receipt  as 
his  voucher. 

The  legislature  to  embody  in  its  act  a  recommendation  to  the  citizens 
of  the  State  to  employ  no  other  claim  agent  or  attorney,  than  the 
authorized  State  agent,  in  prosecuting  claims  against  the  United  States 
government.    The  act  to  be  published  in  newspapers  of  the  State. 

It  is  believed  that  such  an  arrangement  as  this  would  simplify  busi- 
ness for  the  United  States  accounting  officers,  and  while  it  would  shut 
the  door  against  fraudulent  claims,  would  hasten  the  settlement  of  all 
just  ones. 

The  State  agent  would  have  at  first  to  furnish  credentials  to  the  ac- 
counting officers,  but  should  not  afterwards  be  required  to  file  authority 
to  act  or  to  be  recognized  as  agent  for  any  claims.

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The  foregoing  Koster  of  officers  of  Illinois  volunteers  who  served  in 
the  late  war  with  Mexico,  was  compiled  from  the  records  of  this  office 
and  the  executive  records  for  1846, 1847,  and  1848,  and  believed  to  be 
correct  and  complete. 

Prominent  on  this  Koster  will  be  found  the  names  of  many  of  our  dis- 
tinguished officers  of  the  war  of 'the  Rebellion. 

It  is  here  pertinent  to  mention  that  there  is  now  before  Congress  a 
bill  to  place  the  survivors  of  this  (Mexican)  war  on  the  pension  rolls. 
It  will  doubtless  be  done  sometime  in  the  near  future.  The  State  should 
take  early  steps  to  complete  the  records  of  this  and  the  Indian  wars,  in 
which  Illinois  volunteers  bore  an  honorable  part.  By  so  doing,  our  fa- 
cility to  furnish  evidence  of  meritorous  claims  against  the  general  gov- 
ernment would  be  equal  to  that  of  other  States.  Of  the  six  regiments 
furnished  by  this  State  during  the  war  with  Mexico,  the  muster  out 
rolls  of  but  one  is  on  tile  here — ^the  complete  record,  I  learn,  is  on  file  at 
the  War  Department.  Of  the  war  of  the  Eebellion,  there  are  fully 
twenty-five  thousand  Illinois  soldiers  whose  record  of  death,  discharge, 
or  muster-out  is  not  shown  by  files  of  this  office.  This  occasions  many 
hardehips  to  soldiers,  heirs  and  otiiers^  whose  claims  depend  on  com- 
plete records.

BOLL  OF  HONOB. 

In  the  early  part  of  last  year  I  received  twenty-seven  volumes  of  tbe 
EoU  of  Honor  published  by  the  Quartermaster-Genei-ai's  office,  »t 
Washington,  D.  C,  containing  the  names  of  thirty  thousand  Illinois 
volunteers,  with  a  request  from  that  officer  to  compare  them  with  muster- 
out  rolls  and  other  records  on  file  in  this  office,  note  all  correctioM, 
alterations  and  additions,  and  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  same. 

Six  volumes  have  been  carefully  examined  and  the  result  so  unsatis- 
factory and  incomplete  that  I  have  concluded  to  refer  the  matter  t» 
the  General  Assembly,  hoping  it  will  see  the  necessity  of  authorizing  the 
preparation  of  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  Illinois  volunteers,  wiihoot 
which  these  rolls  of  our  honored  dead  can  never  be  fully  and  accurately 
completed. 
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CONSOLIDATED  BBPORT  OF  STATE  MILITIA  FOR  YEAR  ENDINGS 
NOVEMBER  30,  1874. 

By  the  following  report  of  State  Militia  it  will  be  noticed  that  fifteen 
hnndrecl  and  seventy -nine  (1,579)  officers  and  enlisted  men,  of  whom 
twelve  hundred  and  twenty  (1,2:^0)  are  uniformed  at  a  cost  of  fitteen 
thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
($15,467  25),  constitute  the  militia  force  of  the  State.  Three  hundred 
and  twenty-four  of  this  force  is  at  the  Illinois  Industrial  University, 
which  reiluces  the  militia  proper  to  about  the  number  of  uniformed  men 
composing  a  full  infantry  regiment.  Of  the  twenty-four  comi)anies,  (or 
separate  commands),  four  have  disbanded  since  November  30, 1872,  and 
four  have  failed  to  report  this  year,  indicating  that  they  may  disband 
at  an  early  day,  leaving  only  sixteen  companies,  with  about  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty  uniformed  men,  which  could  be  used  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency. Reported  amount  collected  per  annum  for  company  dues,  four 
thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and  twenty  cents, 
($4,345  20) ;  rent  paid  for  use  of  armories,  three  thousand  three  hundred 
and  fourteen  dollars  ($3,314) ;  total  expense  incurred,  twenty-three 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  forty-five  cents 
($23,126  45),  all  of  which  is  paid  by  the  members  of  the  respective 
companies. 

It  would  be  difiBcult  to  find  an  equal  number  of  men  in  the  service  of 
the  State  willing  to  donate  their  services  without  compensation,  at  a 
cost  of  over  twenty  dollars  per  man.  The  cause  of  four  companies  dis- 
banding and  four  failing  to  report  this  year  is  plainly  to  be  seen  from 
this  report* 

A  MILITIA  LAW. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  law  of  1845,  the  subject  of  State  Militia  has 
been  before  the  d&erent  legislatures  of  the  State  so  repeatedly  that  it 
has  become  as  barren  of  any  particular  interest,  as  it  has  of  practical 
results. 

The  law  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  is  not  calculated  to 
meet  the  present  wants  of  the  State,  or  to  indicate  that  we  properly 
appreciate  the  reverses  and  sacrifices  in  the  early  history  of  the  late 
war.  The  States  that  had  efiective  militia  laws  responded  to  the  call 
of  the  general  government  at  once,  while  the  others  were  compelled  to 
wait  until  their  forces  could  be  collected,  equipped  and  trained,  before 
sending  them  to  the  field.  The  States  that,  in  1861,  were  ibremost  in 
furnishing  troops,  have  now  in  full  force  splendid  militia  laws,  of  which 
they  are  justly  proud.  These  States,  from  past  experience,  more  fully 
appreciate  tbe  value  of  a  well  organized  force,  ready  at  any  emergency. 
The  main  objection  to  a  militia  law  is  the  expense  attending  its  enforce- 
ment ;  in  fact,  this  is  the  only  one. 

We  have  been  waiting  for  nearly  half  a  century,  and  no  plan  has 
been  adopted  whereby  an  armed  force  can  be  supported  without  an  ap- 
propriation of  money. 

Nearly  all  of  the  Western  States  have  militia  laws,  but  few  are  of 
value  in  case  of  an  emergency.  This,  in  my  opinion,  arises  from  the 
failure  to  adequately  remunerate  those  who  perform  the  duties  imposed 
by  the  laws,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  money  is  raised  to  pay  them, 
l^e  prominent  provisions  of  the  States  having  the  best  militia  laws  are 
as  follows .    A  stated  period  of  enlistment,  from  three  to^  five  years. 
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The  payment  of  a  stated  amount  per  annum  for  uniforms ;  the  full 
amount  due  at  expiration  of  service,  provided  uniforms  are  furnished 
by  the  members  of  tbe  respective  companies.  An  abatement  of  one 
thousand  dollar*^  on  assessed  value  of  property ;  exemption  from  jury 
duty  during  enlistment ;  a  limited  number  of  men  or  companies  to  eacii 
county,  proiM)rtionate  to  population ;  payment  in  full  or  part  of  rent  of 
armories ;  payment  based  on  amount  paid  in  United  States  service  ac- 
cording to  rank  when  called  into  service  by  the  Governor.  Whatever 
money  is  needed  for  these  purposes  is  appropriated  direct  from  th« 
treasury,  payable  on  order  of  the  Governor. 

The  approach  of  our  centennial  anniversary  is  increasing  the  military 
spirit  of  our  State.  During  the  coming  year  a  large  numt>er  of  militia 
companies  will  be  organized,  provided  liberal  provisions  are  made  by 
the  General  Assembly.  Eleven  militia  companies  have  been  organized 
during  the  last  two  years,  among  which  are  the  Quincy  National 
Guards,  of  Quincy,  and  the  Governor's  Guards,  of  Springfield,  deserv- 
ing  of  special  notice  for  their  neat  uniforms,  soldierly  bearing  and  pro- 
ficiency in  drill,  reflecting  credit  upon  officers  and  men.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  being  organized  in  Chicago  a  regiment  composed  of  th« 
elite  of  the  city,  which,  from  indications,  will  become  a  permanent  or- 
ganization.

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QUABTERMASTERGENEKAL'S  REPORT  OF  STATE  ORD- 
NANCE  AND  ORDNANCE  STORES. 


By  the  militia  law  of  1874,  the  Adjutaut-General  of  the  State,  iu  ad- 
dition to  his  other  duties,  is  made  respousible  for  the  State  ordnaDce 
and  ordnance  stores,  and  is,  ex-officio,  Quartermaster-General.  Upon 
taking  charge  of  this  department,  and  receiving  the  ordnance  and  ord- 
nance stores  at  the  State  arsenal,  I  reported  to  your  Excellency  that  a 
number  of  the  State  arms  and  accoutrements  issued  in  1864  and  later, 
were  scattered  m  various  parts  of  the  State,  in  charge  of  parties  receiv- 
ing the  same,  and  whom  my  predecessors  had  ordered  to  return  them 
to  the  State  arseual,  but  had  neglected  so  to  do.  With  your  approval, 
I  prepared  a  circular  and  sent  copies  to  each  security  appearing  on  the 
bonds,  given  when  the  arms,  etc.,  were  issued,  Ho  return  the  same 
promptly,  iu  good  condition  to  the  State  arsenal,  when  required  so  to 
do,  or  pay  the  value  thereof.''  This  circular  caused  the  return  of  five 
hundred  and  four  (504)  guns,  etc.,  out  of  700  stands  originally  issued, 
being  a  loss  of  nearly  two  hundre<l  (200)  stands,  representing  a  money 
value,  at  least,  of  nearly  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  without  inclu- 
ding the  cost  of  freight,  drayage,  cleaning  and  repairs,  which  in  most 
cases  have  been  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Adjutant-General'» 
office.  I  have  forwtoded  to  responsible  parties  lists  of  shortage,  etc.,  ta 
which  they  pay  no  attention,  in  many  cases  not  acknowledging  receipt 
of  the  same.  This  represents  only  the  loss  for  two  years.  There  are 
many  stands  uncollected,  which  will  not  be  returned  without  some  one 
is  sent  from  this  office  especially  authorized  to  atteAd  to  it. 

This  loose  manner  of  issuing  arms,  etc.,  has  lost  to  the  State  a  num- 
ber representing  a  money  value  amounting  to  many  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars,  which  a  good  law  rigidly  enforced  would  have  saved. 
It  is  a  loss  without  commensurate  benefits. 

This  department  of  the  State  service  is  so  vexatious,  the  enforcement 
of  the  conditions  of  the  bonds  so  odious,  that  I  would  respectfully  ask 
to  be  relieved  from  further  responsibility.  The  offices  of  the  Adjutant- 
General  and  Quartermaster-General  should  be  separate  and  distinct. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  be  called 
to  the  loss  of  State  arms,  etc.,  with  a  view  of  enforcing  the  condition  of 
the  bonds  or  authorizing,  if  possible,  their  cancellation,  and  the  enact- 
ment of  a  law  preventing  further  losses.

Sir — By  direction  of  the  Governor,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  infor- 
mation of  the  possibility  of  exchanging  Enfield  rifles,  cal.  5.77,  issued  to 
this  State  by  the  general  government  in  18(55,  and  receiving  therefor 
new  breach-loading  rifles,  or  returning  the  Enfields  and  getting  them 
converted  into  breech-loaders. 

The  State  has  about  1,500  Enfields  that  have  not  been  used,  and  are 
in  good  condition.    The  exchange,  or  conversion,  to  be  doneat  the.  cost 
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of  the  State,  by  dedaoting  from  amount  now  dae  for  arming  mili- 
tia, etc

Sir — ^Your  letter  of  the  21st  inst.  asking  if  this  department  would  re- 
ceive a  quantity  of  Enfield  muskets  and  issue  in  lieu  thereof  breech- 
loading  rifies,  has  been  received.  In  reply,  I  have  to  state  that  the  ex- 
change cannot  be  made.  The  calibre  of  theEufield  being  5.77 — now  an 
obsolete  calibre — it  would  not  be  worth  altering  to  a  breech-loader.

By  the  foregoing  letter  from  the'Cbief  of  Ordnance  of  United  States 
Army,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  convert  the  Enfields  in- 
to breech-loaders,  on  account  of  the  calibre,  the  former  being  5.77  and 
the  latter  .50,  or  .45. 

At  the  arsenal  there  are  about  500  stands  of  unserviceable  and  obso- 
lete arms,  etc.,  of  no  benefit  to  the  State,  (having  no  accoutrements  or 
ammunition  for  them)  and  other  old  stores  that  should  be  sold  at  private 
sale,  and  the  amount  received  applied  to  caring  for  the  valuable  arras, 
etc.,  or  turned  into  the  State  treasury.  By  disposing  of  these  arlidoi 
or  stores,  room  would  be  made  for  the  improved  arms,  etc. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  of  1808,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($200,000)  was  annually  appropriated  to  arm  the  militia  of  the 
different  States.  Under  this  law  there  has  been  issued  to  this  State 
two  hundred  and  sixteen  (21C)  breech-loading  rifies,  model  of  1870,  cal. 
.50,  being  still  due  the  State  over  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000), 
which  entitles  us  to  about  one  thousand  (1000)  stands  of  arms,  etc. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  Col.  Wm.  D.  Crowell,  formerly  Chief  of 
Ordnance  of  this  State  for  the  year  1860,  I  find  that  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
twenty  cents  ($106,125  20)  improperly  charged  the  State  as  over  issues 
in  August,  September  and  October,  1864.  In  1871  my  predecessor  se- 
cured the  removal  of  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  ($05,000),  leaving  a 
balance  of  forty-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
twenty  cents  ($41,125  20),  which  by  persistent  eftbrt  and  the  entire  over- 
hauling of  the  records  of  tlie  ordnance  dei>artmeut  of  this  State,  could 
be  removed,  in  which  event  the  State  would  have  a  balance  of  over 
sixty  thousand  dollars  to  draw  from. 

In  conclusion,  Governor,  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred on  me  and  for  the  uniform  courtesy  received  from  you.  With  hope 
that  1  may  continue  to  merit  your  approbation,

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


John  L.  Beveridge,  Oavernop  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

Sib — ^The  Trastees  of  the  lUinois  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  here- 
with submit  their  fourteenth  biennial  report,  embracing  the  two  years 
prior  to  November  30,  1874. 

The  current  financial  condition  of  the  Institution  during  this  i>eriod 
has  been  exhibited  in  the  monthly  reports  regularly  rendered  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  to  the  Auditor  of  State. 

Herewith  we  file  the  quarterly  report  for  the  three  months  just  passed, 
and  the  biennial  report  of  the  Treasurer — the  latter  of  which  details  the 
record  of  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  period  above  named. 

Also  is  submitted,  as  appendant  to  and  a  part  of  our  own,  the  compre- 
hensive rep<Ht  of  the  Superintendent,  to  whose  statements  and  figures 
you  are  respectfully  referred.  The  recitals  and  suggestions  therein  em- 
bodied it  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  repeat  They  have  been  carefully 
considered  by  the  Board,  received  a  thorough  endorsement,  and  are  re- 
commended to  the  confidence  and  approval  of  the  Executive  and  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Entrusted  as  we  are  with  the  guardianship  of  one  of  the  most  vital 
charities  of  the  State,  and  a  responsibility  for  the  disbursement  of  a 
lai^  amount  of  public  funds,  we  are  confident  in  our  report  that  the 
appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  '^hospital^  have  been  correctly  and 
judiciously  applied,  and  that  at  no  former  time  has  the  economical  man 
agement  and  the  charitable  efficiency  of  the  Institution  appeared  so  sat- 
isfactory, and  its  hold  upon  public  confidence  seemed  so  assured,  as  now. 
The  judicious  system  inaugurated  by  the  Legislature  four  years  ago,  of 
providing  the  means  for  the  support  of  the  Institution  a  quarter  in  ad- 
vance, has  proven  its  correctness  by  enabling  us  to  close  the  business 
of  each  quarter  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  also  to  reduce  the  quarterly 
expenses  to  the  natural  proportion  of  difference  between  cash  and  time 
value. 

By  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  it  is  shown  that  the  work  of  re- 
novation and  improvement  has,  as  far  as  was  practicable,  steadily  pro- 
gressed. This  can  only  be  efi'ected  gradually,  add  in  detail.  Crowded 
as  our  MhospitaF  is,  (twenty  per  cent,  beyond  its  natural  and  designed 
capacity)  with  every  foot  of  accommodation  constantly  demanded,  a 
general  system  of  repairs  cannot  at  once  be  undertaken.  This  must  be 
a  work  of  time,  and  done  by  piecemeal.  Yet,  during  the  i>ast  two  years, 
a  large  portion  of  the  interior  of  the  main  bnildin_g  has  JbNeen  almost  en- 
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tirely  re-constructed,  and  sach  essential  improvements  as  modem  skill 
and  science  suggested,  and  were  properly  compassed  by  the  limits  of  the 
appropriation,  have  been  added.  The  result  is,  that  the  "hospitaF  ranks 
among  the  first  in  the  country  in  its  reputed  success,  while  by  a  com- 
parison with  the  reports  from  other  State  institutions  of  similar  charac- 
ter, it  will  be  found  to  exhibit  a  better  financial  and  economic  recoixl 
than  most  of  them.  The  average  cost  per  week  of  each  patient  during 
the  past  two  years  has  been  about  $4  36 — a  lower  figure  than  many  of 
the  first  class  hospitals  can  show,  and  a  rate  below  which  none  can  well 
fall  and  at  the  same  time  properly  fulfill  all  charitable  designs.  The 
system,  periodically  adopted,  of  advertising  for  bids  for  supplying  such 
staple  articles  as  are  required  in  large  amounts,  has  kept  this  branch  of 
expenditure  close  to  the  most  favorable  market  rates. 

We  ask  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital,  during  the  two  years 
commencing  July  1, 1875,  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  perannnm,  pay- 
able in  quarterly  installments,  in  advance,  in  the  manner  now  provided 
by  law.  For  repairs  and  improvements  necessary  during  the  same  pe- 
riod, we  ask  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  per  annum,  to  be  drawn  by 
order  of  the  Board,  as  work  progresses  and  the  money  is  needed. 

The  propriety  and  necessity  of  these  appropriations,  less  than  has 
heretofore  often  been  asked,  will,  we  trust,  receive  the  approval  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  demanded,  as  detailed  in  the  Superin- 
tendent's report,  are — 

The  purchase  and  setting  up  of  an  additional  boiler,  an  urgent  need 
to  insure  the  use  of  the  full  capacity  of  steam  for  heating  the  building, 
and  make  provision  against  breakage  or  accident.  The  construction  of 
an  ironing  room,  to  be  connected  with  the  main  building,  to  be  used  for 
the  above  purpose,  also  as  a  sewing  room,  and  for  the  general  honsehold 
manufacturing  puifoses  of  the  institution.  The  general  overhanling 
and  re-arrangement  of  the  rear  building.  Making  sleeping  rooms  for 
employees  from  the  old  drying  room,  dining  and  general  sitting  room, 
for  work-hands.  Safe  an<l  com.nodious  store  rooms.  Heating  the  rear 
building  thoroughly.  Repairing  the  stables,  sheds,  barns,  and  making 
new  straw  barn  and  carriage  house.  Belaying  the  fioor  of  the  front 
portico,  which  is  in  a  greatly  dilapidated  condition.  Making  two  dining 
rooms  out  of  attic  rooms  for  use  of  the  fifth  story  wards — an  iniprove- 
ment  which  will  largely  increase  their  capacity.  The  renewal  of  the 
bath-rooms  in  the  new  wing  buildings.  A  general  replasteribg  and 
flooring  of  several  of  the  wards,  fencing,  painting,  etc 

For  such  repairs  it  is  almost  impossible  to  specifically  estimate. 

A  large  portion  of  the  extensive  buildings  we  use  are  about  a  quarter 
of  a  century  old,  peopled  by  several  hundred  patients,  most  of  them  not 
merely  careless  but  instinctively  destructive;  hence  comes  the  necessity 
that  all  mechanical  work  should  be  of  the  most  substantial  and  durable 
kind,  and  there  grows  thei'efrom  a  never  endifig  demand  for  reparation. 
Added  to  this  is  the  humane  obligation  that  this  great  charity  shall  be 
made  to  fulfill  its  entire  mission,  and  that  all  the  resources  suggested 
by  skill  and  philanthropy,  commensurate  with  the  public  ability,  should 
be  applied  to  the  comfort  and  cure  of  the  unfortunates  whose  incapacity 
for  self  support  and  protection  has  burdened  them  upon  the  State.  Next 
to  the  prime  political  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  for  its  own  existence, 
follows  the  obligation,  both  expedient  and  humane,  as  in  the  family  sys- 
tem of  curing  or  caring  for  those  disabled  irom  self-sastainment,  of  re- 
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storing  them  to  their  rights,  daties,  work,  and  valac  as  citizens ;  and  if 
this  cannot  be  done,  of  mitigating,  so  far  as  it  is  possible,  their  unmer- 
ited misfortnne.  Every  human  t^ing  rescued  from  demented  darkness, 
and  restored  to  the  ranks  of  reason,  is  a  working  value  to  the  commu- 
nity and  State,  Every  such  one  incapable  of  restoration  or  cure,  whose 
increased  comfort  has  been  assured,  is  a  credit  item  to  the  humanity  of 
the  State. 

It  has  ever  been  the  especial  object  of  the  Trustees  of  this  Institution 
to  advance  its  curative  capacities,  regarding  its  original  design  to  have 
been  that  of  a  hospital  rather  than  an  asylum.  In  this  respect  the  re- 
storation to  usefulness  and  hope  of  those  who,  otherwise,  were  a  social 
burden  and  a  public  expense,  the  records  reveal  a  most  gratifying  ex- 
hibit. 

Twenty -three  years  ago,  on  the  3d  of  November,  1851,  the  Hospital 
was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients.  Its  original  capaxjity  was  in- 
tended for  the  accommodation  of  250  patients,  but  really  fell  far  below 
that  figure.  In  1867  additions  were  completed,  designed  to  duplicate 
the  original  capacity,  which,  however,  they  have  failed  fully  to  do.  Du- 
ring this  period  to  Dec.  1, 1874,  5,014  patients  have  been  treated,  1,840 
have  been  discharged  cwreef,  938  have  been  discharged  improved'j  but 
really  this  last  figure  is  too  small,  as  the  earlier  custom  did  not  state 
the  condition  of  those  who  were  ^'discharged  by  order  of  Trustees,''  many 
of  whom  would  be  classed  among  the  "improved."  This  is  a  gratifying 
record,  but  it  may  and  should  be  made  better. 

We  feel  bound  to  recall  attention  to  the  following  statement  and  sug- 
gestion from  our  last  report : 

"From  tables  in  this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  patients  that 
were  brought  to  the  Institution  within  three  months  after  the  first  attack 
of  insanity,  71  per  cent,  recovered.  If  from  three  to  six  months  elapsed, 
45  per  cent.  If  from  six  to  twelve  months,  27  per  cent.  If  over  one 
year,  only  7  per  cenf 

Such  startling  statistics,  confirmed  as  they  are  by  the  experience  of 
other  institutions,  ought  to  urge  the  families  and  friends  of  those  known 
to  be  even  only  slightly  insane,  to  the  urgent  immediate  necessity  of 
placing  them  under  hospital  treatment,  before  the  disease  extends  be- 
yond the  control  of  medical  skill. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  authority  was  given  the 
Trustees  to  convey  to  the  city  of  Jacksonville,  for  the  use  of  its  water 
works,  one  and  one-half  acres,  or  about  that  amount  of  ground,  for  such 
compensation  as  might  be  agreed  upon  by  the  city  and  the  Board.  This 
arrangement  has  been  made,  the  price  fixed  at  $600,  and  the  conveyance 
ready  for  delivery  when  the  city  is  prepared  to  close  the  transaction. 

Changes  have  occurred  in  the  organization  of  the  Board  since  our  last 
biennial  report. 

The  sudden  death  of  the  Hon.  Isaac  Scarritt,  in  December,  1873,  long 
its  faithful  and  useful  President,  was  a  serious  and  regretted  loss.  The 
vacancy  thus  made  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  W. 
Sedgwick,  of  Sandwich. 

The  term  of  Prof.  J.  B.  Turner  having  expired,  Judge  H.  G.  Whitlock 
was  appointed  his  successor  as  resident  Trustee,  from  Jacksonville. 

The  suggestion  was  made  in  the  report  of  our  Superintendent,  two 
years  ago,  that  an  apportionment  of  the  State  be  made  into  three  dis- 
tricts, of  as  near  as  possible  equal  population,  the  counties  in  each  dis- 
trict being  connected,  primarily,  with  the  institution  situated  therein, 
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ander  sach  general  bearings  as  might  seem  expedient.  As  the  other 
two  hospitals  will  probablj  be  soou  in  operation,  with  about  the  same 
capacity  as  this,  we  saggest  such  an  apportionment  be  made,  if  the 
Boards  of  the  other  institutions  concur  in  the  propriety  of  such  action. 
We  are  convinced  that  it  would  work  well  for  the  Hospital,  and  be  bene- 
ficial in  its  bearings  upon  the  insane.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Illinois  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  conformity  to  law,  the  Superintendent  and  Physi- 
cian presents  to  your  Board  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Eeport  of  this 
Institution. 

During  the  past  two  years  fourhundrec^  and  seventy-three  patients 
have  been  admitted,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  discharged.  Of 
those  discharged  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  were  returned  to  their 
homes  and  friends  '*  clothed  in  their  right  minds."  Two  hundred  and 
nineteen  were  improved,  some  of  whom  were  so  far  restored  as  to  be 
abJe  to  resume  their  places  in  the  family,  in  society,  and  to  prosecute 
their  various  avocations  with  judgment  and  success.  The  results  of 
treatment  have  been  gratifying,  fifty-four  per  cent,  of  those  admitted, 
who  had  not  been  deranged  over  six  months,  were  restored. 

No  epidemic  disease  has  invaded  our  household,  and  the  percentage 
of  deaths  is  less  than  for  many  years.  The  daily  average  population 
of  the  hospital  has  been  four  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  a  larger  num- 
ber than  have  ever  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  duriog  any 
two  years  of  its  existence.  The  highest  number  on  any  day  was  four 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  the  lowest  four  hundred  and  fifty-six. 

While  it  may  be  gratifying  to  us,  to  the  friends,  and  to  the  people  of 
the  State,  that  so  large  a  number  have  been  returned  to  their  homes  as 
recovered  or  much  improved,  this  result  gives  but  an  inadequate  idea 
of  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished.  Kine  hundred  and  thirty-two 
persons  have  here  found  a  place  for  care,  a  home  during  some  portion 
of  the  two  years  just  closed. 

To  comfort  the  hopeless,  to  render  kind  offices  to  the  helpless,  to  give 
,"  a  cup  of  cold  water  to  the  parched  lip,"  to  smooth  the  pathway  to  the 
grave,  these  are  duties  less  evident  in  their  immediate  results,  less  con- 
soling in  their  exercise,  but  none  the  less  sure  of  their  ultimate  reward.

BEPAIES  AND  IMPBOVBMBNTS. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  ttmt  have  been  made  in  the  past  two 
years  are  so  namerous  and  so  permanent  in  character  that  a  statement 
somewhat  in  detail,  of  what  has  been  accomplished,  seems  desirable. 

The  chapel  has  been  finished  in  accordance  with  plans  famished  by 
Samael  Sloan,  architect,  of  Philadelphia.  All  the  woodwork  is  ash, 
trimmed  with  walnut.  The  organ  was  pat  ap  by  the  celebrated  builder, 
Wm.  A.  Johnson,  of  Westfield,  Mass.,  and  for  qaality  of  tone,  variety 
of  stops,  and  general  effect,  is  exceedingly  satisfactory,  and  much  en- 
joyed and  appreciated  by  oar  patients. 

The  carpenter  shop,  built  of  brick,  is  one  and  two  stories  in  height. 
The  two-story  part  is  33  by  48  feet.  The  lower  story  contains  an  en- 
gine, a  circular  saw,  scroll  saw,  planer  and  moulder,  and  a  lathe.  The 
upper  story  is  divided,  the  principal  room  being  used  for  carpenters^ 
the  other  contains  a  mill  for  grinding  feed  for  stock. 

The  one  story  part  is  23  by  44  feet,  and  divided  into  two  rooms ;  one 
room,  23  by  30  feet,  is  used  for  storing  and  drying  lumber,  the  other, 
12  by  23  feet,  for  the  purpose  of  a  blacksmith  shop.  The  building  is 
heated  by  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  engine. 

An  ice  house  has  been  boilt,  of  brick,  30  by  60  feet  in  size.  There  is 
a  four-inch  air  space  in  the  walls,  the  whole  being  lined  with  matched 
boards  and  filled  in  with  six  inches  of  saw  dust.  This  space  is  divided 
in  the  middle,  giving  two  rooms,  27  feet  square  and  16  feet  high,  for 
storing  ice.  The  bottom  is  floored  with  brick  and  well  grouted.  The 
floors  depend  to  center  of  such  room,  and  from  this  point  a  pipe  conveys 
the  water  to  a  trough  in  an  adjoining  building,  in  which  the  milk  is 
placed  during  the  warm  weather. 
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The  entire  oatside  of  main  building,  indadin^  cupolas,  cornices,  win- 
dow frames  and  sash,  has  been  painted  with  two  cxiais  of  AveriU's 
chemical  paint.  The  oricks,  befojj^e  painting,  were  treated  to  a  coat  of 
linseed  oil.  All  the  roofs  have  been  covered  with  a  coat  of  Gline's 
"patent  slate  roofing  paint.^ 

A  new  sewer  for  the  entire  building  has  been  laid  with  15  and  12 
inch  stone  socket  pipe.  The  15  inch  pipe  extends  eight  hundred  and 
forty-one  feet  irom  the  building.  At  this  point  there  is  an  arrangement 
for  trapping  and  retaining  the  solid  matter  contained  in  the  sewage, 
which  is  periodically  cleaned  oat  and  the  material  utilized  on  the  farm. 
From  here  the  sewage  is  carried  oft'  in  a  twelve  inch  pipe.  A  pipe  hae 
also  been  laid  connecting  sewer  with  smoke  stack,  and  thus  giving 
downward  ventilation  to  all  the  water  closets.  The  entire  length  of  pipe 
laid  amoante)  to  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  feet. 

There  has  been  a  large  quantity  of  fencing  put  up  around  portions  of 
main  building  and  enclosing  court  yards  for  the  exercise  and  diversion 
of  the  more  disturbed  classes  of  patients,  amounting  to  1,154^  feet  of 
fence  ten  feet  high,  800  feet  eight  feet  high,  and  933  feet  six  feet  high, 
all  made  of  saw^  posts  and  matched  boards,  and  covered  with  two 
coats  oi  paint. 

Another  bmler  has  been  set  up  at  the  pomp  house ;  a  small  addition, 
16  by  16  feet,  built  of  brick,  has  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  a  coal 
room,  and  considerable  necessary  grading  done  about  the  building. 
For  has  there  been  less  activity  in  making  internal  improvementa. 
Seven  of  the  wards  have  been  thoroughly  repaired.  All  these  corridors^ 
and  many  of  the  rooms,  have  been  replastered,  all  plaster  work 
thoroughly  repaired,  and,  where  not  renewed,  painted.  The  old  base 
boards  had  no  mortar  behind  them,  and  by  shrinkage  and  constant  use 
had  become  loose,  affording  opportaaity  for  vermin  to  harbor.  All 
these  were  removed  and  walls  plastered  to  the  floor.  All  the  woodwork 
was  put  in  good  order,  new  knobs  placed  on  doors,  the  bath  rooms  and 
lavatories  altered  and  fitted  up  witli  new  and  improved  fixtures. 

The  dining  rooms  were  formerly  about  twenty  five  feet  square,  and 
heated  by  direct  radiation,  where  two  wards,  or  from  fifty  to  sixty 
patients,  took  their  meals.  All  these  rooms  have  been  divided  by  build- 
ing a  bride  wall  through  the  middle.  In  this  division  wall  are  placed 
heating  and  ventilating  flues,  also  dumb  waiters  for  serving  food ;  many 
of  these  rooms,  sixteen  in  nnmber,  have  been  replastered,  new  floored, 
fitted  up  with  new  china  closets,  sinks,  etc. 

The  old  wash  house  has  been  finished  for  a  kitchen  and  fitted  up 
with  new  kitchen  furniture  and  fixtures  throughout.  The  ranges  said 
coffee  and  tea  urns  were  obtained  from  Bramhall,  Deene  &  Co.,  of  New 
York,  through  their  agents,  Oivenden  &  Trested,  Jr.,  Chicago,  and 
give  very  complete  satisfaction.  An  underground  passage  about  foor 
hundred  feet  in  length  has  been  made  from  kitchen  to  dumb  waiters  in 
each  wing,  and  the  food  is  now  oarried  on  one  of  Morris  &  Tasker's 
food  cars  through  these  passages.  In  the  kitchen  is  a  hydraulic  eleva- 
tor by  which  th«  ear  is  raised  to  the  kitoben,  wh^e  it  is  loaded,  lowered 
and  rolled  around  to  its  place  of  distribntion  without  rehandling,  or,  as 
railroad  m^i  say,  without  diange  of  bulk.  This  mode  of  distributing 
food  is  most  satisfactory,  and  is  a  marked  improvement  on  the  old  way 
of  carrying  it  over  the  surface^  expo«ed  to  the  influences  of  rain  and 
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While  the  wards  have  constantly  been  crowded,  and  onr  patients 
snffi^'ed  considerable  discomfort  during  the  x>enod  of  these  changes,  it 
is  a  cause  for  gratitude  that  no  accident  has  resulted  from  carelessness 
of  worl£meu  or  the  unavoidable  accumulation  of  brick  and  lumber  in 
apartments  necessarily  occupied  by  them. 

WATBB  FILTBB. 

The  water  supply  for  this  Institution  has  formed  an  important  item 
in  its  history,  as  is  shown  by  the  biennial  reports  of  former  years.  The 
question  of  quantity  was  settled  by  building  a  second  reservoir  two 
years  ago.  biuce  that  time  the  quality  of  our  creek  water  has  received 
considerable  attention.  Until  within  a  few  months  all  water  for  drink- 
ing and  culinary  purposes  has  been  obtained  from  wells.  To  carry 
water  for  drinking  purposes  tor  six  hundred  people  is  something  of  a 
task,  and  in  distributing  it  over  so  large  a  building  leads  to  irregulari- 
ties of  management  desirable  to  be  avoided.  When  it  is  considered 
that  it  requires  five  barrels  of  water  for  tea  and  coffee  a  day  for  our 
household,  the  expense  of  carrying  water  from  wells,  for  tbis  and  other 
purposes  connected  with  the  kitchen,  can  readily  be  seen.  The  princi- 
pal impurities  in  the  water  obtained  from  the  Mauvaisterre  creek,  the 
source  of  our  supply,  are  fine  sediments  and  vegetable  fibers  which  dis- 
color the  water,  and,  in  the  summer  months,  minute  organisms,  both 
vegetable  and  animal,  which  probably  prevail  more  or  less  in  all  river 
waters.  The  sediments  in  water  can  be  pretty  generally  removed  by 
settling  basins  or  reservoirs,  but  the  organisms  can  only  be  gotten  rid 
of  by  filtration.  During  the  past  year  a  filter  has  been  constructed  in 
a  manner  as  follows : 

A  building  has  been  put  up  of  brick,  30x45  feet,  extending  six  feet 
below  the  surface  and  about  ten  feet  above  the  ground.  It  has  four 
small  windows  on  each  side,  and  a  door  in  each  end,  and  is  roofed  in 
like  any  enclosed  building.  The  filter  is  34x30  feet,  and  about  5^  feet 
deep.  The  bottom  is  made  slightly  depending  towards  the  center  and 
to  one  end,  then  floored  over  with  bricks  laid  in  hydraulic  cement  and 
well  grouted.  It  has  a  central  drain  8x9  inches,  made  of  brick  and 
covered  with  flat  stones  ^  side  drains  made  of  brick  2x4  inches  and  placed 
two  feet  apart,  open  into  the  central  drain.  Above  end  of  main  drain 
a  small  well  is  built  up  four  feet  high,  having  openings  placed  one  foot 
apart ;  the  object  being  to  graduate  the  weight  of  water  on  surface  of 
filter. 

On  floor  of  filter  and  drains  is  placed  one  foot  of  rock  broken  so  as 
to  pass  through  a  four  inch  ring.  On  this,  another  foot  of  rock  broken 
80  as  to  pass  through  a  two  indi  ring,  then  six  inches  of  charcoal,  then 
twelve  inches  of  gravel,  and  lastly,  twenty-four  inches  of  sand,  or  thus — 

Sand 24  inches. 

Gravel 12      " 

Charcoal 6      « 

Eock,  two  inch  cubes 12      " 

Bock,  four  inch  cubes 12      " 

Total 66  inches. 

The  filtered  water  discharges  into  a  clear  water  space  ten  by  thirty 
feet,  and  passes  by  its  own  gravity  into  boiler  room,  from  which  it  is 
pumped  into  tanks  in  attic  as  is  required  for  use.    The  bei^t  authorities 
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give  80  gallons  per  day  of  twenty-four  hours  as  the  proper  quantity  ot 
water  to  pass  through  each  square  foot  of  filter  surface.  This  amount 
gives  our  filter  a  capacity  of  something  over  70,000  gallons  per  day. 
The  object  in  building  so  large  was  to  obtain  the  required  amount  of 
water  each  day  in  the  usual  working  hours. 

This  large  capacity  also  gives  opportunity  for  cleansing  and  renewal. 
This  filter  has  been  in  operation  about  four  months,  and  works  most 
satisfactorily;  The  water  is  perfectly  limpid,  and  is  used  for  all  pur- 
poses. 

With  the  two  reservoirs  and  this  mode  of  purification,  the  water  ar. 
rangements  of  this  hospital  are  considered  as  near  perfection  as  those 
of  any  institution  not  supplied  from  living  springs. 

IMPBOYEMENTS  AIH)  BEPAIBS  lOIEDED. 

Several  of  the  wards  need  extensive  and  almost  immediate  repairs. 
All  the  bath-rooms  in  new  wings  must  be  renewed.  Dining  rooms  for 
the  fifth  wards  on  each  side  ought  to  be  finished  from  what  are  now 
used  as  trunk-rooms.  By  this  means  food  could  be  much  more  conven- 
iently served,  and  the  present  dining-rooms  used  for  sleeping  apart- 
ments, and  would  accommodate  from  eight  to  ten  patients. 

General  store  rooms  should  be  fitted  up  on  first  floor  in  rear  build- 
ings ;  the  old  dry-room  should  be  finished  for  sleeping  apartments  for 
employees,  space  being  now  much  needed  for  that  purpose.  The  stone 
work  of  the  front  portico  should  be  renewed.  A  building  for  ironing, 
mending,  dress-making,  and  for  general  household  manufacturing  pur- 
posts  ought  to  be  built  for  the  economical  and  systematical  manage- 
ment of  these  departments.  The  mending  and  ironing  is  at  present 
done  in  rear  building.  It  has  always  been  a  source  of  anxiety  to  have 
patients  passing  in  and  out  of  a  building  used  for  so  many  purposes* 
Here  are  the  sleeping  apartments  of  all  the  men  employed  on  farm, 
kitchen,  boiler-house,  wash-house,  etc.  A  slight  forgetfulness  in  laying 
a  match  upon  the  table,  or  leaving  a  razor  exposed,  might  be  the  occa- 
sion of  much  suffering  and  of  great  loss  to  the  State.  Not  less  than 
one  thousand  patients  and  employees  pass  through  the  center  building 
each  week  in  going  to  and  returning  from  their  work.  The  confusion 
this  occasions  on  the  business  floor  of  the  center,  should  be  avoided,  if 
possible.  Again,  if  the  proposed  building  should  be  erected,  a  class  of 
patients  that  would  be  benefitted  by  some  labor,  but  who  are  too  irreg- 
ular in  conduct  to  be  employed  in  the  present  building,  could  there  be 
accommodated.  The  removal  of  dress-making  from  one  of  the  wards, 
would  give  some  additional  accommodation  for  patients. 

A  carriage  house  and  stable  is  needed,  also  better  conveniences  for 
storing  straw. 

Past  experience  has  demonstrated  that  an  additional  steam  boiler  is 
desirable  to  fidly  meet  all  the  requirements  in  that  department. 

FINANCES. 

The  appropriations  of  the  last  legislature  have  been  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  institution,  and  there  remains  a  small  balance  in  the  trea- 
sury. The  amount  necessary  for  the  next  two  years  will  be,  for  current 
expenses,  $100,000  per  annum  ^  for  improvements  and  repairs,  $10,000 
per  annum. 
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The  amomit  received  for  omreiit  expenses  in  the  last  two  years,  viz : 
$200,000  from  State  treasury,  and  about  $17,000  from  individuals,  gave 
us  nearly  $2  27  a  patient  per  annum,  or  $4  36  per  week. 

When  you  add  to  the  ordinary  price  of  board,  the  expense  of  provi- 
ding one  person  in  every  ten  to  care  for  those  placed  here ;  add  also  to 
this  the  fact  that  many  insane  persons  are  very  destructive  of  bedding 
and  furniture ;  also  take  into  consideration  that  aU  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  institution  have  been  paid  out  of  this  amount,  it  would 
seem  that  it  will  appear  to  every  body  that  the  sum  asked  is  not  extrav- 
agant or  unreasonable. 

BEMABKS  ON  TREATMENT. 

It  is  believed  many  cases  of  insanity  could  be  prevented  by  timely 
and  judicious  treatment  during  the  premonitory  stage.  Insanity  aris- 
ing from  any  cause  that  exhausts  the  vital  forces,  such  as  over-work, 
loss  of  sleep,  drain  from  the  system,  as  in  prolonged  nursing,  etc., 
usually  comes  on  gradually,  and  not  without  warning.  As  some  of  the 
symptoms  arising  from  over-work,  I  cannot  do  better  than  to  quote  the 
following  from  the  London  Sanitaiy  Record : 

^'  Sooner  or  later  he  finds  that  his  day's  work  has  become  a  strain,  only 
maintained  by  determination :  a  sense  of  exhaustion  and  ftitigue  en- 
velopes his  closure  of  the  day's  work,  and  the  last  column  of  figures 
have  presented  difficulties  hitherto  unknown,  and  the  last  pile  of  letters 
has  seemed  more  trying  than  of  yore.  Anything  new,  of  an  uuwonted 
character,  making  special  demands  upon  the  hip:her  faculties,  becomes 
arduous  and  distasteful,  revealing  the  fa(5t  that  the  higher  powers  are 
first  commencing  to  give  way,  to  announce  their  inability,  while  the 
more  routine  matters,  which  have  become  almost  automatic,  or  even 
habitual,  can  still  be  efiectively  discharged.  But  in  time,  even  these 
lower  processes  are  affected,  and  the  last  half  hour  at  the  office  is  a 
distinct  trial,  and  is  followed  by  a  sense  of  exhaustion.  There  is  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  irritability,  combined  with  a  sense  of  exhaustion, 
that  irritability  which  is  ever  found  along  with  the  exhaustion  of 
nerve  matter ;  this  irritation  sometimes  almost  amounting  to  exaltation, 
marks  the  commencement  of  nervous  exhaustion  and  failure.  While 
work  seems  to  become  more  irksome,  the  usual  sources  of  pleasure  no 
longer  afford  their  wonted  solace  and  satisfaction.  There  is  a  height- 
ened susceptibility  to  any  little  trivial  annoyance,  domestic  matters  are 
felt  more  keenly,  the  dinner  is  not  so  satisfactory,  the  children  are  noisy ; 
the  more  necessity  for  rest,  and  the  more  distinct  the  craving  for  com- 
fort and  quiet,  the  less  seems  forthcoming.  There  is  an  emotional  ex- 
altation which  reveals  the  irritability  of  the  exhausted  nerve  centers; 
the  newspaper  is  stupid  and  uninteresting,  the  piano  wants  tuning,  ser- 
vants are  deteriorating,  children  are  leas  obedient,  and  wives  less  sym- 
pathizing than  before.  The  mind  is  as  sensitive  as  is  the  skin  after  a 
blister :  the  slightest  touch  produces  pain." 

When  insanity  is  frilly  citeveloped  there  should  be  no  delay  in  apply- 
ing the  i4>propriate  treatment.  When  a  bone  is  broken,  friends  do  not 
have  to  be  urged  to  send  for  a  surgeon  to  ^'  set  it,"  and  apply  the 
Xnroper  slants  to  keep  it  in  place  till  nature  can  repair  the  injury,  but 
how  often  delays  occur  that  are  fatal  to  all  hopes  of  recovery,  before 
the  hospital  sf^int  can  be  applied  to  the  irritated  and  disordered  brain. 
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Some  of  the  reasons  for  delay  are  these :  It  is  not  ftilly  settled  in  the 
minds  of  the  community,  even  among  the  more  intelligent,  that  insanity 
is  the  result  of  disease.  It  is  looked  upon  by  many  not  as  a  physical 
disorder,  but  as  some  mysterious  dispensation,  that  comes,  nobody 
i^nows  exactly  how,  and  it  is  hoped  will  disappear  in  the  same  way. 
Again,  delays  occur  from  inability  of  relatives  to  decide  upon  the  btsst 
course  to  pursue ;  the  husband's  friends  or  the  wife's  friends  have  to  be 
consulted ;  some  of  them  fear  he  will  be  made  worse  by  removal  from 
home :  others  that  he  will  be  made  worse  by  association  with  those  like 
himself;  others  are  fearful  he  will  never  forgive  them  for  taking  him 
to  the  hospital ;  others  are  doubtful  if  he  will  be  treated  kindly  there. 

In  the  case  of  a  broken  bone,  perfect  rest  and  quiet  are  enjoined ;  in 
rheumatism  of  the  joints  no  one  would  recommend  aotive  exercise :  in 
pleurisy  the  sufferer  keeps  his  chest  as  quiet  as  possible,  so  in  all  inflam- 
mations and  irritations  of  the  bodily  organs,  not  only  medical  advice, 
but  instinct  and  comfort  of  the  sufferer  impel  him  to  rest.  It  is  claimed 
the  iame  principles  apply  to  acute  disease  of  the  brain,  for  though  in- 
sanity is  not  an  inflammation  of  the  brain,  it  is  the  result  of  irritation, 
and  disordered  action,  and  all  experience  goes  to  show  that  rest  is  an 
important  element  in  its  successful  treatment.  In  no  other  place  can 
the  sufferer  And  such  complete  quiet  as  in  the  hospital. 

Here  he  is  removed  from  business  worries,  from  domestic  troubles 
and  from  all  the  cares  of  ordinary  life.  The  hospital  he  finds  a  com- 
fortable place  of  abode ;  he  soon  learns  that  the  officers  are  his  friends, 
and  that  all  parties  are  only  anxious  for  his  restoration  to  health.  In 
this  institution,  we  strive  to  interest  and  divert  the  mind  from  morbid 
thoughts  into  a  more  healthy  channel.  To  this  end  there  are  libraries 
containing  about  twelve  hundred  volumes  that  aflbrd  entertaining  read- 
ing matter.  The  homelike  and  cheerful  appearance  of  our  wards  is 
thought  to  have  a  cheering  and  beneficial  effect 

Walking  parties,  of  both  sexes,  go  out  for  exercise  and  recreation, 
and  the  women  are  driven  out  in  a  carriage  especially  provided  for  such 
a  purpose.  The  weekly  dancing  parties  have  been  continued  and  are 
much  enjoyed  bv  most  of  our  household.  Also  the  fortnightly  enter- 
tainment, consisting  of  some  dramatic  and  musical  performance  has 
been  kept  up  about  seven  months  of  the  year. 

The  completion  of  the  chapel  has  added  new  interest  to  our  chapel 
exercises;  about  half  of  our  household  gather  here  every  Sabbath,  and 
while  the  exercises  are  looked  upon  as  part  of  our  diversions,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  most  who  attend  these  services  are  as  much  benefited  mor- 
ally and  spiritually  as  in  an  audience  where  all  are  considered  sane. 
Our  beautiful  room  and  the  sweet  tones  of  the  organ  add  interest  and 
pleasure  to  this  service. 

The  hospital  brass  baud  has  been  a  pleasing  feature  in  the  sources 
for  diversion  during  the  past  two  years,  and  their  music  whiled  awaj 
many  a  tedious  hour  as  they  have  played  in  the  lawn,  two  evenings  in 
each  week. 

These  various  sources  of  diversion,  together  with  labor  on  the  fieirm 
for  a  certain  number  of  the  men,  and  employment  in  the  various  sewing 
rooms,  ironing  room,  and  in  the  halls  for  t^e  women,  show  to  some  ex- 
tent the  mode  of  life  here. 

The  medicinal  treatment  of  insanity  no  longer  calls  for  hellebore,  an- 
timonial  preparations,  or  any  of  those  powerful  depressing  agencies  to 
the  nervous  system  as  were  formerly  employed.    The  Iwcet,  onoefSO 
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popular  in  the  treatment  of  nearly  all  diseases,  is  now  but  seldom  used. 
In  the  eighteen  years  I  have  been  connected  with  institutions  for  the 
care  gf  the  insane,  only  one  case  of  general  blood-letting  has  come  un- 
der my  notice. 

The  different  preparations  of  mercury,  once  thought  so  essential  to 
excite  the  liver  to  the  elimination  of  bile,  are  at  present  doubted  by 
many  to  have  any  specific  action  upon  that  organ.  At  any  rate  they 
are  but  sparingly  used  in  the  treatment  of  insanity. 

The  old  custom  of  shaving  the  head,  blistering,  producing  counter 
irritation  by  the  use  of  tartar  emetic,  ointment  or  croton  oil,  is  now  con- 
sidered not  only  useless,  but  in  many  cases  positively  injurious  to  the 
already  over-irritated  nervous  system. 

Insanity  is  essentially  a  disease  of  debility,  and  in  its  treatment  re- 
quires such  medicinal  agencies  as  tend  to  allay  irritation,  build  up  and 
give  tone  to  the  general  system.  Tonics  are  given  to  assist  nature  in 
the  assimilation  of  those  elements  of  food  that  the  body  requires  to 
maintain  the  constant  waste,  and  to  build  up  its  impaired  energies.  To 
this  end  we  use  of  the  bitter  tinctures,  those  of  quassia,  colutnbo,  gen- 
tian, nux  vomica,  and  the  various  preparations  of  cinchona.  The  prep- 
arations of  iron  are  used  when  the  blood  seems  deficient  in  red  corpus- 
cles, and  the  heart  is  weak.  Pho^lwrous  ;  the  dilute  phosphoric  acid, 
and  particularly  the  phosphate  of  iron,  has  been  used  largely  here  for 
the  past  four  years,  on  account  of  the  sup()osed  peculiarly  restorative 
action  of  tliis  substance  upon  the  exhausted  brain  and  nervous  system. 

Dielectic  stimulants  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in  cases  of  much 
exhaustion  of  the  vital  forces.  The  glass  of  milk  punch  often  acts  like 
a  true  balm.  Egg  with  brandy,  wine  or  ale  is  a  nutritious  and  palata- 
ble beverage.  These,  or  similar  preparations,  are  often  relished  by  the 
patient,  when  more  substantial  nutriment  would  be  declined  or  rejected 
by  the  stomach. 

Opium^  so  important  in  the  treatment  of  most  diseases,  is  of  great 
value  in  brain  disorders.  It  may  be  given  in  all  classes  of  insanity, 
from  the  veriest  maniac  to  the  most  abject  melancholic.  Its  application 
to  ciises  of  excitement  is  of  more  doubtful  utility,  and  can  only  be  de- 
termined by  experiment.  If  its  usedoes  not  produce  those  beneficial  ef- 
fects hoped  ior,  if  it  does  not  quiet,  and  if  the  sleep  is  disturbed  and 
fitful,  the  head  hot,  face  flushed  and  tongue  dry,  its  use  should  be 
abandoned. 

In  melancholia  it  is  more  generally  useful — ^lifting  the  subject  from 
those  depths  of  despair,  ridding  his  sleeping  hours  from  distressing 
dreams,  and  giving  him  some  refreshing  slumber ;  more  than  this,  in 
Some  cases  it  increases  the  appetite,  aids  digestion  and  even  acts  as  a 
laxative  upon  the  bowels. 

In  cases  wh*Te  adminstraton  by  the  stomach  is  inadraissable  either 
from  refusal  or  irritability  of  that  organ,  it  may  be  given  by  hypodermic 
injection  with  equally  satisfactory  results. 

Bromide  of  Fotassium  is  given  in  most  cases  of  epileptic  insanity.  By 
its  use  in  certain  cases  the  fit  is  prevented  as  long  as  the  medicine  is 
continued,  in  other  cases  the  number  of  tits  is  lessened  and  in  nearly  all 
the  irritability  is  diminished  and  violent  derangement  more  or  less  pre- 
vented. 

It  may  be  used  to  advantage  in  cases  of  partial  congestion  of  the 
brain  and  spinal  cord,  and  in  all  cases  of  nervous  irritability  and  sleep- 
lessness where  the  state  of  the  general  health  is  sufficiently  robust  to 
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allow  of  its  administration.    Its  use  generally  produces  an  eruption  oti 
the  skin,  and  reduces  the  flesh  and  strength. 

Hydrate  of  Chloral  is  a  substance  that  has  come  extensively  intb  use 
in  the  past  five  years,  and  as  a  sleep  proilucing  agency  has  no  superitttr 
in  the  whole  list  of  medicinal  substances.  The  practice  with  us  is  to 
give  it  in  about  thirty  grain  doses  after  the  patient  is  in  bed,  the  hous« 
quiet  and  all  the  conditions  for  sleep  are  favorable.  We  do  not  pre- 
scribe it  in  the  day  time  to  quiet  the  turbulent  and  noisy,  but  confine 
its  use  to  giving  rest  at  night. 

In  case  it  produces  languor,  headache  or  depression,  this  may  be 
avoided  in  a  great  measure  by  combining  a  stimulant  in  its  admistra- 
tion.  Some  of  the  ailvantages  of  this  medi(!ine  are,  it  ])roduces  sleep 
with  more  certainty  than  perhaps  any  other  drug;  the  sleep  resembles 
natural  sleep  in  that  the  patient  can  be  easily*  aroused ;  it  does  not  dis- 
turb the  secretions  or  constipate  the  bowels ;  and  the  dose  does  not  re- 
quire to  be  increased  by  continued  use. 

On  the  other  hand  a  substance  so  powerful  in  its  results  cannot  be 
used  unadvisedly  with  impunity.  It  is  feared  there  is  a  fast  growing 
habit,  especially  in  the  larger  cities,  to  use  this  drug  without  medical 
advice  or  discretion.  Some  of  the  ill  effects  of  its  indiscriminate  and 
constant  use  are  said  to  be  a  permanent  change  of  the  nerve  centers, 
resulting  trom  the  bloodless  condition  of  the  brain  and  consequetly  im- 
perfect nutrition  of  the  nerve  cells. 

Other  substances  constantly  used  in  the  treatment  of  insanity  might 
be  mentioned,  such  as  conium,  canabis  indica,  etc.,  but  I  will  not  en- 
large the  list  at  the  present  time. 

The  hath  is  an  important  aid  in  the  treatment  of  mental  disorders,  as 
it  is  in  the  management  of  most  bodily  diseases.  In  former  years  water 
was  used  at  various  temi>eratures  according  to  the  effect  to  be  produced. 
The  plunge  bath,  the  douche  or  shower  bath  were  used  to  allay  excite- 
ment and  subdue  the  refractory ;  while  the  cold  and  shower  baths  are 
useful  in  ceratin  cases,  they  are  so  liable  to  abuse  that  in  this  Institution 
and  generally  in  this  country  they  have  been  entirely  abandoned. 

The  only  bath  in  use  with  us  is  the  warm  bath,  with  cold  applications 
to  the  head  in  case  it  is  hot  and  the  face  flushed. 

The  effect  of  a  warm  bath  is  often  remarkable  in  allaying  irritability 
and  excitement.  The  warmth  to  the  surface  of  the  body  equalizes  the 
circulation  and  the  brain  is  relieved  of  an  undue  proportion  of  blood. 

Who,  accustomed  to  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  has  not  seen  the  poor 
maniac  brought  to  the  h(»spital  with  arms  pinioned,  exbaust.ed  by  want 
of  food,  loss  of  sleep  and  over-exertion,  made  [Verfectly  tranquil  by  a 
few  kind  words  and  a  warm  bath.  This,  with  a  glass  of  hot  milk-punch, 
has  often  brought  sleep  to  the  sufferer  who  had  not  known  rest  lor  sev- 
eral days  and  nights  before. 

FABM. 

The  farm,  as  in  former  years,  has  produced  bountifully.  About 
twenty  acres  have  been  devoted  to  the  various  garden  vegetables,  the 
balance  has  been  given  to  corn,  oats,  potatoes  and  hay. 

About  ten  thousand  pounds  of  grapes  were  gathered  from  the  vine- 
yard during  the  past  season,  and  were  daily  distributed  to  our  house- 
hold, for  a  period  of  several  weeks.    The  strawberry  x)atch  yielded 
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about  fifteen  handred  quarts  of  this  delicious  fruit  the  last  year,  and 
were  distributed  to  all  the  patients.

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REPORT  OP  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


His  Excellency  John  L.  Bbtbeidgb, 

Oovemor  of  the  IState  of  Illinois  : 

Sir — In  performance  of  a  duty  imposed  by  the  constitntion  and 
statutory  provisions  of  the  State,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Illinois 
Institution  for  the  education  of  Deaf  Mutes  has  the  honor  to  submit  to 
you  the  thirty-fourth  annual  report  of  that  Institution. 

The  members  of  the  present  board  received  their  commissions  from 
your  Excellency  early  in  the  year.  On  the  3d  of  April  last,  at  your 
call,  they  met  in  the  office  of  the  principal  of  the  Institufiion,  your  Ex- 
cellency being  present  on  that  occasion.  The  prescribed  oath  of  office 
was  admin  isterexl  to  the  members  of  the  board,  and  an  organization  was 
effected  by  the  election  of  Hon.  M.  A.  Gushing  as  president,  and  Dr. 
Phillip  G.  Gillett  as  secretary.  As  so  short  a  time  has  elapsed  since 
the  present  board  assumed  the  oversight  of  the  Institution,  a  detailed 
report  concerning  its  management  cannot  now  be  expected. 

The  board  fouud  the  Institution  in  a  state  of  perfect  organization,  with 
good  health  prevailing  among  its  officers  and  pupils,  and  its  varied  de- 
partments working  with  entire  harmony.  Its  immediate  management 
is  under  Dr.  Phillip  G.  Gillett,  an  acknowledged  leader  in  his  profession, 
who  for  eighteen  years  has  been  principal  of  the  Institution.  During 
ftiat  time,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  its  affairs  have  been  conducted  with 
signal  energy  and  success.  The  rapid  ^owth  of  the  Institution  under 
its  present  management  is  almost  or  quite  unprecedented.  In  respect 
to  size  it  has  come  to  be  third  in  the  United  States.  In  point  of  effici- 
ency it  is  probably  not  surpassed  by  any  similar  Institution  now  in  ex- 
istence. Its  various  departments — intellectual,  domestic  and  indus- 
trial— have  been  thoroughly  and  systematically  organized.  The  intel- 
lectual department  comprises  sub-departments  for  instruction  by  means 
of  signs  'j  for  instruction  in  articulation,  and  for  instruction  in  drawing. 
The  industrial  department  comprises  sub  departments  for  training  in 
printing,  cabinet-making,  baking  and  confectionary,  shoemaking  and 
gardening.  So  great  a  variety  of  labor  and  instruction  of  necessity 
makes  the  establishment  a  very  complicated  one.  In  all  departments 
the  orderly  and  successful  administration  of  affairs  gives  ample  evidence 
of  rare  executive  ability  on  the  part  of  the  principal,  while  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Institution  we  have  found  him 
careful  to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  provisions  of  the  law  in 
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the  application  of  funds.  Mucli  of  the  past  and  present  success  of  the 
Institution  is  also  due  to  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the  sobordi- 
n.Ue  officers,  teachers  and  employees.  The  board  have  found  them, 
without  exception,  to  be  competent  and  well-versed  in  their  peculiar 
labors.  There  is  probably  no  vocation  in  which  experience  is  more 
vahiable  than  in  deaf-mute  teaching,  in  which  familiarity  with  a  unique 
language  is  the  first  requisite  of  success. 

Immediately  upon  its  organization  the  board  was  confronted  with  a 
difficult  question.  It  found  in  existence  a  contract,  executed  in  due 
form,  between  the  Institution  and  M.  B.  Bushnell  &  Co.,  for  the  ei'ection 
of  a  cliapel  and  school  building:.  The  amount  of  the  contract  was  for 
$38,500  00.  The  money  available  in  pursua'nce  of  law  for  the  payment 
of  the  contract  was  $26,726  20. 

The  work  on  the  building  had  progressed  as  far  as  the  first  story,  and 
the  stone  for  the  entire  job  was  nearly  all  on  the  ground  and  dressed 
ready  for  the  wall.  The  board  considered  the  feasibility  of  reducing 
the  size  of  the  building,  but  found  that  it«  projected  size  was  no  larger 
than  the  immediate  demands  of  the  Institution  required,  and  if  so  re- 
duced the  funds  at  command  of  the  board  would  still  be  insufficient  to 
complete  the  building. 

An  effort  was  made  to  settle  with  the  contractors  and  obtain  a  sur- 
render of  the  contract,  but  it  was  soon  discovered  that  this  could  not  be 
done  without  entailing  serious  loss  upon  the  State.  As  a  compromise, 
it  was  agreed  with  the  contractors  that  they  should  proceed  with  the 
work  until  the  funds  ava  lable  were  exhausted,  and  that  they  should 
then  cease  operations  till  additional  appropriations  should  be  made  by 
the  General  Assembly.  In  pursuance  of  this  agreement  the  contractors 
have  carried  their  work  to  the  third  story  joists,  and  have  suspended 
work  until  the  board  shall  receive  legal  authority  to  proceed  farther. 
They  have  been  paid  $24,806  15.  There  remains  of  the  appropriation 
an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,920  05.  The  l)oard  deemed  it  wise  not  te 
proceed  farther  with  the  buihiing  than  the  third  story  joists,  because 
it  could  be  better  protected  from  the  weather  at  that  stage  of  advance- 
ment. 

The  contractors  were  desirous  of  adding  the  remaining  story  and  put- 
ting on  the  roof  of  the  building,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  interests 
of  the  State  would  have  been  subserved  by  that  course.  But  the  board 
has  been  inflexible  in  its  determination  to  assume  no  responsibility  not 
authorized  by  law,  and  has  aflforded  the  contractors  no  encouragement 
to  proceed. 

There  is  a  wide  difference  between  the  estimates  of  the  contractors 
and  the  agent  of  the  board  as  to  the  value  of  the  work  already  done. 
The  contractors  will  claim  that  they  are  entitled  to  damages  for  being 
required  to  stop  operations  and  again  resume  them.  Upon  this  question 
the  board  have  not  yet  arrived  at  a  decision.  We  have  confined  our- 
selves strictly  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  but  we  trust  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  will  carefully  examine  the  circumstances  of  tbe  case  and 
take  such  action  therein  as  may  be  just. 

The  contractors  purpose  to  enclose  the  building  according  to  the  con- 
tract as  soon  as  permitted  to  do  so.  To  pay  for  this,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $11,773  80  will  be  needed.  An  appropriation  of  $10,400 
will  be  required  to  complete  the  building,  after  Inclosure,  making  a  to- 
tal of  $22,173  80. 
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This  school  bnilding  is  greatly  needed,  and  if  completed,  would  all  be 
put  into  immediate  use.  At  present,  only  one-half  of  the  pupils  can  be 
accommodated  in  school  at  one  time,  a  disadvantage  that  seriously  in- 
terrupts the  order  of  daily  routine. 

The  oven  which  had  been  in  use  for  many  years,  entirely  failed  during 
the  last  summer.  Its  condition  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board.  We  found  it  located  in  the  center  ot  the  buildings,  and  not 
only  worn  out,  but  when  in  perfect  repair  extremely  dangerous  to  the 
safety  of  the  property  and  lives  of  the  pupils.  We  directed  its  remo- 
val from  that  location,  and  that  an  ice  house  standing  conveniently  by 
should  be  converted  into  a  bakery. 

The  Board  liud  that  the  shops  of  the  Institution  are  wholly  inade- 
quate for  the  pressuie  the  large  number  of  pupils  make  upon  them.  The 
importance  of  industrious  habits  to  all  youth,  but  especially  to  deaf 
mutes,  is  too  obvious  to  require  argument.  The  Board  believes  that 
new  buildings  should  be  at  once  erected  for  the  cabinet  shop,  the  print- 
ing office,  with  provision  for  a  book  bindery. 

At  the  meeting  in  September,  the  Principal  was  directed  to  procure 
plans  and  estimates  for  these  buildings,  and  he  has  accordingly  done  so 
These  plans  have  been  especially  prepared  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Principal,  and  are  adapted  to  the  necessities  of  the  Institution.  We 
recommend  for  these  buildings  an  appropriation  of  $19,931  25. 

The  Board  would  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency,  and  through 
you,  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  the  condition  of  the  rear 
wall  of  the  main  building  of  the  Institution.  Its  safety  is  doubtful,  even 
to  a  casual  observer ;  and  mechanics  who  have  carefully  examined  it 
pronounce  it  insecure.  Some  efforts  in  former  years  to  strengthen  it 
have  been  made,  but  it  is  questionable  whether  they  have  effected  the 
end  sought    To' remove  and  rebuild  this  wall  will  cost  $5,775. 

The  Board  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,732  for  the  con- 
struction of  iron  corridors  from  the  north  and  south  wings  of  the  insti- 
tution to  the  dining  hall.  In  rainy  and  cold  weather  tike  out-door 
exposure  of  the  children  in  passing  to  and  from  meals  is  not  only  incon- 
venient, but  it  may  often  subject  them  to  severe  colds,  resulting  in  se- 
rious disease. 

For  warming  and  lighting  the  school  and  chapel  building,  when  com- 
pleted, $5,355  will  be  required.  This  amount  will  cover  cost  of  material 
only,  but  the  work  can  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal, 
with  the  help  constantly  in  the  service  of  the  Institution.  One  thou- 
sand ($1,000)  will  also  be  needed  to  furnish  the  school  building  upon  its 
completion.  More  than  this  would  be  required,  but  there  is  some  old 
school  room  furniture  which  can  be  used.  The  pupils  library  is  a  source 
of  great  profit  and  entertainment  to  them,  and  should  be  enlarged. 
The  Board  recommends  for  this  purpose  an  appropriation  of  $500  per 
annum.  We  would  also  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  per 
aiinifm  for  repairs  and  improvements.  The  buildings  of  the  Institution 
are  extensive,  and  unless  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair  will  rapidly 
deteriorate  under  the  wear  and  tear  of  constant  use.  For  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Institution,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250)  per 
annum  for  each  pupil  in  actual  attendance,  is  believed  by  the  Board  to 
be  necessary.  This  is  $50  less  than  is  allowed  in  other  States  having 
institutions  as  completely  organized  as  ours.  For  this,  there  will  be  re- 
quired—

The  aggregate  of  these  sums  constitate  a  large  amount,  but  they  are 
all  required  by  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  for  which  this  Board  is  in  no 
sense  responsible.  These  children  of  misfortune  are  in  the  community ; 
the  State  has  undertaken  their  education  in  conformity  with  the  consti- 
tutional provision  requiring  the  education  of  every  child  within  the 
State.  They  cannot  be  educated  without  the  material  appliances  neces- 
sary to  that  end.  In  recommending  these  appropriations,  the  Board  is 
simply  setting  forth  the  actual  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  the  class  of 
unfortunates  for  whom  it  is  designed.  While  we  strongly  urge  their 
adoption,  we  recognize  the  fact  that  it  is  the  province  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  meet  these  requirements  as  their  wisdom  may  suggest. 
Whatever  may  be  the  provisions  enacted  by  the  legislature,  we  will  en- 
deavor to  conform  our  actions  therewith. 

Commending  the  Institution  as  every  way  worthy  of  the  fostering 
care  of  the  State,  and  one  in  which  every  citizen  may  justly  take  pride, 
and  its  officers  as  faithful  and  efficient,  this  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

The  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Gteneral  .Assembly  for  the  ordi- 
nary expenses  of  the  Institution  were  based  upon  the  recommendations 
of  your  predecessors,  of  an  allowance  of  $250  per  annum  for  each  pu- 
pil. Though  the  aggregate  amount  required  for  the  support  of  an  in- 
stitution for  a  State  of  such  extent  and  so  large  a  population  as  that  of 
Illinois  seems  large  when  compared  to  the  cost  of  sustaining  a  single 
family,  yet  the  actual  amount  to  each  resident  of  the  State  is  exceed- 
ingly small. 

The  population  of  the  State,  according  to  the  United  States  census 
of  1870,  is  2,539,891,  which  makes  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  deaf-mate 
in  the  lustitutioD,  to  each  inhabitant,  .098  of  a  mill  less  than  one-tenth 
of  a  mill ;  so  that  one  cent  to  each  inhabitant  of  the  State  a  little  more 
than  sup)>orts  one  hundred  pupils  a  year,  furnishing  them  with  board, 
tuition,  books,  medical  attendance,  fuel  and  washing.  The  entire  ex- 
pense of  operating  the  Institution  is  to  each  resident  of  the  State  less 
than  four  cents  a  year.  The  average  length  of  time  spent  by  the  pupils 
here  is  about  (7)  sevfin  years,  so  that  the  education  of  a  deaf-mute  in 
Illinois  costs  each  of  her  citizens  seven-tenths  of  a  mill. 

The  report  of  the  Auditor  of  the  State,  for  1872,  sets  forth  the  equal- 
ized value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State  at  •510,886,683.  By 
the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  $70,000  were  appropriated  for 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  this  Institution,  which  is  less  than  1.72  of  one 
per  cent,  of  the  taxable  property.  So  that  the  citizen  paying  taxes  has 
an  investment  in  the  operations  of  this  Institution  amounting  to  a  fi'ac- 
tion  less  than  14  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  property.

OEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

An  important  bat  by  no  means  pleasant  fact  has  been  developed  by 
our  admission  legister,  of  late.  Within  a  few  years  an  entirely  new 
cause  of  deafness  has  made  its  appearance,  which  is  adding  largely  and 
lamentably  to  the  number  of  deaf  mutes  in  this  State.  It  is  cerebro- 
spinal  meningitis,  popularly  called  spotted  fever.  It  made  its  first  ap- 
pearance on  our  register  of  causes  of  deafness  in  the  term  1864-5,  when 
one  case  was  reported  as  the  victim  of  this  disease.  Among  the  admis- 
Bions  of  the  term  commencing  in  the  fall  of  1867  there  was  one  other 
case  of  a  similar  nature.  Since  then  the  victims  of  this  terrible  disease, 
which  seems  to  have  become  permanently  epidemic  in  our  State,  have 
constituted  of  the  admissions  to  this  institution,  in  1867,  9  per  cent. ; 
in  1869, 6  per  cent.  -,  in  1870,  12  percent. ;  in  1871, 17  per  cent  ;  in  1872, 
11  per  cent,  j  in  1873, 25  per  cent. ;  in  1874,  20  per  cent.  These  statis 
tics  indicate  a  lamentable  fact,  but  not  all  of  it,  for  they  do  not  include 
the  cases  reported  as  caused  by  the  kindred  disease  of  brain  fever, 
which  now  occurs  on  our  register  with  more  frequency  than  in  former 
years.    This  large  amount  of  deaf-dumbness  is  added  to  that  which  has 
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heretofore  existed  in  the  community,  for  this  disease,  being  a  purely 
nervous  one,  does  not  appear  to  have  superseded  in  any  manner  those 
previously  the  chief  causes  of  acquired  deafness,  which  were  mainly 
aflfectioDS  of  the  circulatory  system.  This  circumstance — I  might  almost 
say  scourge — has  rendered  the  number  of  our  pupils  during  the  last  few 
years  much  more  numerous  than  was  anticipated.  We  at  first  deemed 
it  only  a  transient  visitation,  but  we  cannot  so  regard  it  any  longer, 
for  even  if  the  disease  should  disappear  from  the  community  at  an  early 
period,  it  has  already  wrought  such  desolation  that  its  victims  will  for 
years  be  knocking  for  admission  to  this  institution.*  It  sparer  neither 
sex  nor  ager,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  who  come  here  from 
its  effects  have,  before  the  loss  of  their  hearing,  learned  to  talk  quite 
well. 

To  preserve  this  acquisition  of  speech  to  these  children  special  means 
are  required,  without  which  most  of  them  will  lose  it  entirely.  This 
necessity  involves  the  employment  of  two  more  teachers  of  articulation, 
a  matter  attended  with  considerable  expense,  but  J  believe  of  great 
importance.  For  six  years  instruction  in  articulation  has  been  given  to 
a  number  of  deaf-mutes  by  Miss  Cornelia  Trask.  This  instruction  was 
commenced  as  an  experiment  in  the  fall  of  1868.  In  a  special  report  on 
this  subject  which  I  had  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  Board  of  Directors 
on  the  tenth  of  June,  1868,  I  urged  the  organization  of  such  a  class 
upon  arguments  somewhat  hypothetical.  The  board,  in  an  enlightened 
judgment,  authorized  the  experiment  to  be  made,  and  it  has  thus  far 
been  prosecuted  with  funds  supplied  for  the  general  instruction  of  the 
pupils.  The  work  has  now,  however,  become  one  of  such  magiiitade 
that  increased  expenditures  must  be  made  in  it,  if  it  is  carried  on  to  an 
extent  demanded  by  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  At  present,  and  for 
several  years  past,  the  crowded  condition  of  the  buildings  have  not 
afforded  room  for  it,  but  the  completion  of  the  school  building  will  re- 
move this  obstacle,  and  there  will  then  be  remaining  no  go^  reason 
why  this  very  important  branch  of  instruction  should  not  be  thoroughly 
prosecuted  in  the  case  of  such  pupils  as  may  be  capable  of  profiting 
thereby.  I  have  lately  made  an  inquiry  into  the  practical  utility  of  this 
to  the  pupils  who  have  been  so  instructed,  by  ascertaining  how  mach 
they  make  use  of  it  when  absent  from  the  institution,  among  friends 
and  strangers  who  are  unacquainted  with  the  sign  language.  I  hardly 
feel  myself  a  competent  judge  of  its  value  from  my  observation  of  them 
at  the  institution,  as  they  will  not  use  spoken  language  here,  or  to  any 
person  who  is  facile  in  the  use  of  the  language  of  signs,  unless  forced  to 
do  it.  This  very  rarely  occurs  as  they  are  exceptions  in  a  multitude, 
and  in  the  ordinary  intercourse  to  the  school  room  and  institution  life 
the  language  of  signs  is  more  expeditious,  and,  to  the  deaf-mate  who 
understands  it  much  more  apposite  than  his  articulated  utterances,  of 
which  he  sees  nothing  and  hears  nothing.  At  their  homes  circumstances 
are  different,  and  if  their  instruction  in  articulation  has  been  successful, 
spoken  language  will  be  much  more  convenient  for  them.  1,  however, 
am  fully  prepared  to  say  that  if  there  has  not  been  commendable  success 
in  the  instruction  of  these  pupils  in  articulation,  it  has  not  been  from 
the  want  of  intelligent,  persistent,  faithful  labor  on  the  part  of  their

same  state  of  facts  exists  in  those  States. 
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teachers.  It  would  be  impossible  for  any  one  to  bring  more  conscien- 
tious and  earnest  endeavors  to  bear  upon  any  subject  or  work  than  Miss 
Trask  has  devoted  to  these  children.  Their  life-long  gratitude  can  only 
repay  her  for  study,  research  and  ingenuity  and  labor  in  this  enter- 
prise. 

The  replies  to  the  inquiry  alluded  to,  I  herewith  communicate  to  you 
for  your  own  consideration.  I  must  admit  that  they  have  quite  amazed 
me  with  the  amount  of  testimony  that  they  give  in  favor  of  this  instruc- 
tion. I  expected  such  testimony  in  some  cases,  but  not  so  much  in  gen- 
eral. The  inquiries  were  directed  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  each 
pupil  who  had  received  special  instruction  in  articulation  and  lip- 
rending.

Generally  speak- 
ing, she  understands  very  well,  not  only  among  acquaintatices,  but 
strangers  also ;  but  of  course  you  are  aware  that  some  persons  use 
their  lips  a  great  deal  more  than  others,  but  ordinarily  speaking  she 
understands  nearly  everybody  whose  lips  she  can  see.  At  times  it  ap- 
pears to  be  hard  work  for  her  to  speak,  and  then  she  makes  a  disagree- 
able noise,  but  that  is  only  occasionally.

I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  making  allusion  to  the  department  of 
drawing,  which  was  organized  during  the  last  term.  Most  of  the  pupils 
have  received  instructions  in  drawing  twice  a  week,  and  such  of  them 
as  have  manifested  special  aptness  for  it  have  been  given  daily  lessons. 
There  are  some  cases  among  them  of  quite  marked  talent  in  this  art. 
A  connoisseur  in  painting  and  drawing  lately  made  a  critical  examina- 
tion of  their  work  and  stated  that  it  was  quite  equal  to  similar  produc- 
tions of  young  ladies  and  gentleman  in  the  colleges  and  academies  of 
the  land. 

In  former  reports  I  have  advocated  this  as  the  only  accomplishment 
available  to  deaf-mutes  5  there  is,  however,  a  different  and  more  practi- 
cal point  of  view  from  which  it  may  be  considered,  a  point  that  has 
special  bearing  on  the  education  of  deaf-mutes.  From  the  necessity 
of  their  circumstances,  the  education  of  deaf-mutes  must  be  technical 
in  its  nature — toil  is  inevitably  their  lot  in  life.  The  mechanic  arts,  to 
which  drawing  bears  an  important  relation.  furniHhes  the  field  of  effort 
in  which  most  of  them  will  earn  their  livelihood.  Upon  this  subject  I 
cannot  do  better  than  to  quote  from  a  circular  of  the  Bnreau  of  Educa- 
tion in  Washington,  on  Drawing  in  Public  Schools.  Upon  the  Indus- 
trial Relations  of  Art,  the  circular  states: 

"In  addition  to  the  increased  competition  arising  from  steam  carriage, 
new  and  cheaper  methods  of  manufacture,  and  increased  productive- 
ness, another  element  of  value  ha«  rapidly  pervaded  all  manufactures, 
an  element  in  which  the  United  States  has  been  and  is  woefully  defi- 
cient— the  art  element. 

"  The  element  of  lieauty  is  found  to  have  pecuniary  as  well  as  asthetic 
value.    The  training  of  the  hand  or  the  eye,  which  is  given  by  drawing, 
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is  found  to  be  of  Ihe  greatest  advantage  to  the  worker  in  nearly  ereiy 
branch  of  industry.  Whatever  ti*ade  may  be  chosen,  knowledge  of 
drawing  is  an  advantage,  and  in  many  occupations  is  rapidly  becoming 
indispensable. 

"From  a  recent  work  I  have  tlie  follo'ving  paragraphs  setting  forth 
some  reasons  why  it  is  desirable  that  drawing  should  be  taught  in  the 
public  schools: 

"  This  little  book  is  largely  occupied  with  extracts  from  the  official 
reports,  made  under  the  direction  of  foreign  governments,  upon  the 
subject  of  teaching  drawing  and  giving  special  artistic  training  as  gen- 
erally as  possible.  It  is  that  the  subject  is  regarded  by  these  govern- 
ments as  of  great  and  pressing  importance. 

^^^  Drawing  a  part  of  popular  edtication. — This  harmony  between  edu- 
cation and  the  demands  of  the  age  requires  that  drawing  should  hold 
a  conspicuous  place  in  popular  education.  Both  for  the  peculiar  cul- 
ture it  imparts  and  for  its  practical  uses,  it  should  be  taught  in  every 
public  school. 

'* '  Almost  everything  that  is  well  made  is  now  made  from  a  drawing. 
In  the  construction  of  buildings,  ships,  machinery  and  bridges,  fortifi- 
cations, nothing  is  done  without  drawings.  It  is  not  enough  that  there 
are  draughtsmen  to  make  the  drawings ;  the  workmen  who  are  to  con- 
struct the  objects  required,  should  be  able,  without  help,  to  interpret 
the  drawings  given  for  his  guidance.  This  they  cannot  do  without  in- 
struction that  acquaints  them  witb  the  principals  on  which  the  drawings 
are  made,  and  so  train  the  imSkgination  as  to  enable  it  to  form,  from  the 
graven  lines,  a  vidid  mental  picture  of  the  object  required.  The  work- 
man who  lacks  this  knowledge  and  this  ability,  as  is  probable  that 
nineteen-twentieths  ot  American  artisans  do,  must  work  under  the  con- 
stant supervision  of  another,  doing  less  and  inferior  work,  and  receiv- 
ing inferior  wages.  But  it  is  also  essential  that  the  workman  himself 
be  able  to  make  at  least  a  rude  working-drawing  whenever,  as  frequently 
happens,  ah  emergency  requires  it. 

^'  It  may  be  accepted  as  a  general  truth,  the  more  of  an  artist  the 
better  artisan,  for  the  work  will  ever  tell  of  the  workman.  Hence  it  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  that  instruction  in  drawing  should  go  far  be- 
yond exercise  in  mere  copying;  that  the  principles  of  good  design 
should  be  thoroughly  taught,  and  that  the  pupils,  from  an  early  age, 
should  be  systematically  trained  in  the  pleasant  and  intellectually  stim- 
ulating productions  of  original  designs. 

^^  ^  Since,  then,  skilled  labor  is  the  only  sure  foundation  for  prosper- 
ous manufactures,  and  since  the  artisan  class  is  increasing,  and  must, 
for  the  reasons  given,  continue  to  increase  in  relative  numbers  and  im- 
portance much  more  rapidly  than  the  whole  population,  the  prop^ 
education  of  this  class  becomes,  with  each  succeeding  year,  a  matter 
of  more  vital  consequence. 

'^  ^  Bifierent  European  governments  ha^e  been  for  a  series  of  years 
making  earnest,  systematic  efforts — and  perhaps  nothing  so  engrosses 
their  attention  now — for  the  technical  education  of  workmen,  beginning 
it  in  primary  schuols  and  continuing  it  through  evening-schools,  Sunday- 
schools,  apprentice-schools,  schools  of  art  and  trades,  popular  lectures 
and  museums,  with  its  culmination  in  great  technical  universities. 

Now  drawing  is  the  very  alphabet  of  art  (for  art  is  but  a  languag6\ 
the  one  essential  requisite  preliminary  to  an  artistic  or  technical  train- 
ing 'y  and  if  it  be  desirable  that  the  children  of  the  public  Jichools.  shall 
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be  fitted  to  become,  if  they  wish  it,  skilled  workmen  in  any  branch  of 
indastry,  it  is  necessary  that  they  shall  be  taught  to  draw  correctly."' 

No  doubt  this  is  all  true  of  hearing  and  speaking  persons;  how  much 
more  forcibly  will  it  apply  to  the  deaf  and  dumb.  To  give  them  ability 
to  perform  the  duties  of  life  is  the  great  object  of  this  Institution. 

The  average  length  of  time  which  they  spend  in  scliool  under  the 
most  favoring  circumstances  is  short  when  compared  with  the  work  to 
be  done  for  and  with  them,  and  it  behooves  us  to  devise  and  prosecute 
such  plans  as  will  most  speedily  and  successfully  fit  them  for  such 
spheres  of  usefulness  as  their  infirmity  will  admit  them  to. 

This  department  of  the  Institution  already  gives  evidence  of  valuable 
aid  to  others,  and,  from  the  experience  of  the  past  year,  1  feel  assured 
in  urging  its  fosterage.  Though  it  has  done  well,  I  expect  to  be  able, 
Id  another  report,  to  present  still  more  positive  evidence  of  its  success 
and  usefulness. 


SHOPS. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  inadequate  accommo- 
dations for  the  industrial  department.  A  large  number  of  the  pupils 
pass  a  considerable  portion  of  each  day  without  employment  The 
school  room  will  receive  at  one  time  only  about  one  half,  and  the  shops 
cannot  accommodate  half  of  those  who  are  out  of  school,  awaiting  their 
turn  to  attend  their  classes.  I  am  more  frequently  importuned  by  the 
pupils  to  be  allowed  to  learn  some  useful  trade,  than  upon  any  other 
topic  To  their  credit  I  bear  testimony,  that  while  full  of  youthful  ani- 
mation  and  fondness  of  sport,  they  are,  most  of  them,  impressed  with 
the  peculiar  importance  to  them  of  the  knowledge  of  some  useful  handi- 
craft, wherein  skill  is  joined  with  labor.  It  is  obvious  to  them,  as  to  all, 
that  unskilled  labor  earns  only  a  scanty  subsistence;  that  the  immense 
multitude  of  laborers  who  are  emigrating  to  our  country,  increases  the 
intensity  of  this  fact;  that  their  defect  debars  them  from  professional 
life,  and  closes  the  avenues  of  commerce  against  them  ;  that  if  they  fail 
to  secure  a  trade,  however  perfect  their  ^ncation,  they  cannot  retail 
groceries,  calico  or  sugar-plums,  or  disburse  greenbacks  at  a  bank 
counter.  This,  probably,  is  not  to  be  lamented,  for  the  meretricious  at- 
tractions of  trade  have  ever  crowded  its  avenues.  Certainly  it  is  a 
cause  of  gratification  if  they  are  furnished  the  means  of  supplementing 
their  literary  acquirements  with  an  artisanship  that  will  enable  them  so 
to  Wield  the  mechanic's  tool  as  to  produce  something  of  real  value. 

So  much  has  already  been  done  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb  here,  that  it  seems  almost  superfluous  to  argue  the  necessity  of 
perfecting  and  extending  the  accommodations  of  the  industrial  depart- 
ment of  Uie  Institution,  especially  as  this  renders  efBcient  in  the  practi- 
cal afi&irs  of  mature  life  the  labors  that  have  been  expended  in  the  other 
departments  of  the  Institution.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  claims  of 
this  department  are  not  based  upon  any  expected  remuneration  to  ac- 
crue from  it.  Its  labor  is  all  unskilled,  and  is  lacking  in  that  which 
gives  labor  its  chief  value,  mental  revenue.  If  made  to  meet  its  own 
expenses,  quite  as  much  financial  return  will  be  realized  as  its  most  san- 
guine friends  would  presume  to  claim  for  it.  Its  real  value  will  be  found 
where  the  real  value  of  all  education  is  found :  in  the  future  life,  charac^ 
ter  and  habits  of  its  beneficiaries. 
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DAT  SCHOOL. 

At  the  meeting  of  your  predecessors,  on  the  Ist  of  June,  1870,  the 
subject  of  a  day  scboo)  for  deaf-mutes  in  the  city  of  Chicago  was  con- 
sidered, and  I  was  directed  to  correspond  with  the  Board  of  Education 
of  Chicago  on  that  subject.  Though  a  limited  correspondence  ensued, 
yet  no  action  resulted  therefrom,  its  necessity  being  removed  by  the  or- 
ganization of  a  small  articulation  school  by  a  private  party.  In  the 
conflagration  in  the  city  the  following  year,  the  school  was  swept  aw«y, 
and  has  not  been  able  to  recover.  Considerable  interest  in  the  matter 
is  now  revived  among  the  adult  deaf-mutes  residing  in  the  city,  many 
of  whom  were  formerly  pupils  in  this  Institution.  It  was  a  matter  of 
indirect  personal  interest  to  them,  as  forming  a  nucleus  of  a  deaf-mate 
organization. 

The  wisdom  of  such  an  organization  is  questioned  by  some  of  the  most 
thoughtful  aiiu  sincere  friends  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  inanmnch  as  their 
segregation  is  deemed  calculated  to  identify  them  more  fully  with  other 
classes  of  community,  and  to  lead  to  their  more  ready  assimilation 
with  hearing  and  speaking  people.  That  it  will  strengthen  family  ties, 
which  deafness  very  strongly  tends  to  sever;  that  those  of  them  who 
have  some  facility  in  spoken  language  will  abandon  association  of  per- 
sons who  hear  and  speak,  and  find  their  exclusive  companionship  among 
those  of  their  own  defectiveness.  These  points  may  be  well  taken,  but 
I  think  that  they  are  more  than  counter-balanced  by  the  social  advan- 
tages that  will  be  aftbrded  them,  and  by  the  moral  restraints  they  will 
mutually  exert. 

The  isolation  of  a  deaf-mute  in  society  is  very  inadequately  compre- 
hended. Most  allurements  to  vice  are  first  directed  to  the  eye,  while 
the  restraints  from  vice  are  almost  wholly  directed  to  the  ear.  The  (^eaf- 
mute  has  presented  to  him,  with  unusual  acUteness,  the  first  enticements 
of  evil  which  abound  in  a  great  city,  while  he  is  excluded  from  the  in- 
fluences which  generally  protect  the  young  from  iniquity.  I  believe, 
without  any  exception,  the  former  pupils  of  this  Institution  now  living 
in  the  metropolis  of  our  State,  are  leading  lives  of  honesty,  industry  and 
sobriety,  and  if  any  means  can  be  devised  by  which  they  can  be  "aided 
in  their  commendable  exertions,  we  should  most  certainly  rejoice  therein. 

While  it  would  be  impracticable  to  organize  any  advanced  classes  in 
a  day  school  in  Chicago  at  the  present,  owing  to  the  variety  of  grades 
which  the  pupils  now  here  from  that  city  comprise,  yet  it  might  be 
found  possible  to  collect  within  the  city  enough  small  children  who  are 
deaf  to  form  two  or  three  primary  classes.  Those  now  here  from  that 
city  are  classed  in  fourteen  different  grades,  and  not  more  than  six 
being  in  any  one  grade,  and  in  several  grades  only  one.  It  is  usual  in 
institutions  of  this  kind  for  a  teacher  to  give  his  exclusive  time  and  la- 
bor to  one  grade  of  pupils,  and  the  profession  are  generally  agreed  in 
the  opinion  that  a  teacher  cannot  do  justice  to  more  than  that.  After 
a  few  terms  in  a  primary  school  these  children  should  remain  in  the 
present  Institution,  where  they  could  learn  some  industrial  pursuit  and 
be  taught  drawing  and  articulation.  I  do  not  now  allude  to  this  subject 
for  immediate  action  of  your  board,  for  I  presume  some  legal  enactment 
of  the  General  Assembly  authorizing  it  will  first  be  required. 

The  subject  might  however  very  properly  be  pi'esented  to  the  state 
government,  and  authority  asked  for  the  board  to  organize  in  Chicago 
such  classes  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  transfer  a  competent 
teacher  there  to  instruct  them.  Digitized  by  kjO^^    _  _ 
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CONVENTION. 

The  meeting  of  the  eighth  convention  of  American  Instructors  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  is  an  event  of  such  significance  as  to  draw  some  mention 
in  a  report  like  this.  It  occurred  at  Belleville,  Ontario,  Dominion  of 
Canada,  July  15-20.  The  reception  given  this  convention  by  our  Cana- 
dian brethren  was  one  very  flattering  to  the  meml>ers  who  went  from 
this  side  of  the  line,  and  very  creditable  to  those  living  on  the  other. 
Prominent  officials  of  the  Dominion  and  provincial  governments  hon- 
ored the  convention  with  their  attendance,  while  the  citizens  of  Belle- 
ville and  the  neighboring  town  of  Picton  seemed  to  vie  with  each  other 
in  their  attentions. 

The  convention  numbered  one  hundred  and  forty  members,  by  far 
the  largest  gathering  of  deaf-mutes  that  has  ever  convened.  It  was 
comi>osed  of  delegates  from  very  nearly  all  the  institutions  of  the  United 
States  and  Can^a,  and  its  membership  represents  the  extreme  east 
and  west,  north  and  south  of  our  continent.  While  the  absence  of 
some  of  the  fathers  of  this  profession  was  very  sensibly  felt  by  reason 
of  their  death  since  the  preceding  convention,  yet  its  deliberations  were 
signalized  by  sufficient  of  ability  to  inspire  the  hope  that  the  profession 
will  maintain  its  dignity  and  usefuUness.  The  wide  scope  of  subjects 
discussed,  and  the  great  importance  of  some  of  them,  will  render  the 
printed  proceedings  of  the  convention  of  permanent  value.  The  Onta- 
rio Institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  generosity  and  courtesy 
with  which  which  it  entertained  this  convention  will  shortly  have 
published  in  book  form  the  transactions  of  the  convention  for  gratuitous 
distribution. 

In  conclusion  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the 
fidelity,  efficiency  and  zeal  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  It  would 
be  invidious  to  particnlarize  where  all  have  prove«i  entirely  satisfactory. 
Without  exception  they  are  deserving  of  your  esteem  and  regard. 
The  pupils  have  been  docile,  tractable  and  well-behaved.  Considering 
the  very  crowded  condition  of  the  Institution,  their  demeanor  and  appli- 
cation have  been  such  as  to  be  worthy  of  especial  commendation. 

Thankful  for  evidences  of  your  confidence,  and  the  trust  reposed  in 
me  and  hoping  that  the  future,  as  the  past,  may  be  crowned  with  the 
blessings  of  Him  who  to  the  closed  ear  of  an  unfortunate  one  said 
"  Bphphatha."

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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


I.  Applicants  should  not  be  under  ten  nor  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  Children  possessing  weak  constitutions,  or  who  have  failed  to  at- 
tain the  ordinary  growth  and  vigor  of  mind  and  body,  should  not  be 
brought  to  the  Institution  under  twelve  years  of  age. 

II.  The  annual  session  commences  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  Sep- 
tember, and  continues  till  the  second  Wednesday  in  June.  The  proper 
time  for  admitting  pupils  is  at  the  opening  of  the  sessimij  and  punctuality 
is  so  important  that  none  will  be  received,  except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
who  do  not  come  at  or  about  that  time. 

III.  Pupils  from  Illinois  are  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  In- 
stitution free  of  charge — ^being  provided  with  board,  washing,  fueL 
lights,  tuition,  books,  and  everything  necessary,  except  clothing  and 
traveling  expenses. 

IV.  Each  pupil  should  come  provided  with  sufficient  clothing  to  last 
one  year,  or  with  the  money  to  procure  it.  He  should  also  have  a  trunk, 
with  a  good  lock  and  key,  and  large  enough  to  contain  all  his  clothing 
— each  article  of  which  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  his  name. 

V.  In  addition  to  the  above  outfit,  a  small  sum  of  money  should  be 
deposited  with  the  principal,  to  meet  incidental  expenses — repaira  of 
shoes,  postage,  etc. — any  part  of  which  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close 
of  the  session  shall  be  returned. 

VI.  Except  in  cases  of  sickness,  all  the  pupils  are  expected  to  remain 
at  the  Institution  from  the  commencement  till  the  close  of  each  session, 
at  which  time  parents  or  friends  should  be  prepared  to  take  them  home 
to  spend  the  vacation* 

VII.  All  applications  from  a  distance,  letters  of  inquiry,  etc.,  should 
be  addressed  to  Philip  G.  Gillett,  LL.D.,  principal  of  the  Institution, 
Jacksonville,  Illinois.  All  letters  for  pupils  contain  the  words  ''Institu- 
tion for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,''  as  a  part  of  their  direction. 

In  relation  to  indigent  pupils,  the  General  Assembly,  in  February, 
1857,  passed  the  following  act,  viz  : 

*  Friends  ef  pupils  are  desired  not  to  ask  a  departure  from  this  rule. 

The  teachers  are  retained  at  their  pests  of  labor  dnring  the  holidays  as  vreli  as  at  all  other  time* 
during  the  session.  The  school  exercises  are  not  discontinued,  and  most  not  be  deranged  by  the  tern* 
poiary  withdiawai  of  pupils  to  visit  home.  The  summer  vacation  is  long,  and  affords  ample  time  for 
such  Tisits. 
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"Section  10.  In  all  caaea  where  the  parenta  of  pnpila  aent  to  the  Inatitntiona  for  the  Bdncation  of 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  aud  the  edncatiou  of  the  Blind,  are  too  poor  to  ftuniah  them  with  good  and  anfli- 
cient  clothinjr.  or  where  said  pnpila  are  withont  parenta,  Mia  unable  to  furnish  thoiua^vea  with  auch 
clothiui!,  the  jndge  of  the  oonnty  oourt  of  the  county  from  which  they  are  sent,  shall  certify  the  same 
to  the  principal,  who  shall  procnre  anoh  neceaaary  olothinfr,  aud  charge  tlie  same  to  said  oonnty,  and 
present  the  account,  with  the  ronchers,  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Aocouuta,  who  thereupon  ahall  draw 
npon  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  so  charged  to  the  county ;  and  the  said  oonnty  ahall,  annn- 
ally.  assess  and  collect,  by  tax,  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  said  order  or  orders ;  and  If  said  county 
ahall  fail  so  to  do,  the  circuit  conrt  in  said  county  ahall,  on  application  therefor,  compel  the  aame  by 
mandnrann/'
